Where  town  meetings  are  held  on  general  election  day,  certificates  of 
nomination  for  town  offices  shall  be  filed  with  the  town  and  county 
clerks,  within  the  time  required  for  the  filing  of  certificates  of  nomi- 
nations with  the  county  clerk;  except  that  in  the  county  of  Erie  such 
certificates  shall  be  filed  with  the  commissioner  of  elections  and  the 
town  clerks  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  thirty  days  before  the 
day  of  election. 

Certificates  of  nominations  by  Secretary  of  State,  October  20. 

Publication  of  nominations  in  newspapers  not  later  than  October  28. 

Lists  of  candidates  to  be  posted  by  town  clerk  or  alderman  on  or  be- 
fore October  31. 

Declination  of  party  nomination  to  be  filed  with  Secretary  of  State 
not  later  than  October.  9,  of  independent  nomination  not  later  tlian 
October  14. 

Declination  of  party  nomination  to  be  filed  with  county  or  city  clerk, 
board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  commissioner  of  elections, 
not  later  than  October  14,  of  independent  nomination  not  later  than 
October  16. 

Except  that  a  declination  of  nomination  to  a  town  office  in  towns 
where  town  meetings  are  held  at  the  time  of  general  elections  must 
be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk,  and  in  the  office  of  the  com- 
missioner of  elections,  within  the  time  required  by  this  section  for 
filing  the  declination  of  nomination  to  a  county  office. 

Objection  to  nomination  certificate  must  be  made  in  writing  within 
three  days  after  the  filing  thereof. 

Vacancies  in  nominations  caused  by  declination  or  disqualification 
must  be  filled  by  filing  a  certificate  with  Secretary  of  State,  county 
clerk,  city  clerk,  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  com- 
missioner of  elections  on  or  before  October  19. 

When  a  candidate  dies  after  the  official  ballots  have  been  printed,  the 
vacancy  may  be  filled  by  filing  the  proper  certificate,  and  the  officer 
providing  the  official  ballot  must  then  provide  official  adhesive  pasters 
bearing  the  name  of  the  new  nominee.  The  pasters  are  affixed  to  the 
ballots  by  the  ballot  clerks  before  delivery  to  the  electors.

CHAP.  909. 


AN  ACT  in  relation  to  the  elections,  constituting  chapter  six 

of  the  general  laws. 

Became  a  law  May  27,   1896,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  Yorh,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows:

Section  !•  Short  title.— «  This  chapter  shall  be  known  as  the 
election  law. 
§   2.  Date  of  greneral  election,—  A  general  election  shall 

be  held  annually  on  the  Tuesday  next  succeeding  the  first  ^Monday 
it  November. 
§   3.  Time  of  opening  and  closing  polls.—  The  polls 

of  every  general  election,  and,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  of 
every  other  election  shall  be  opened  a*  six  o'clock  in  the  forenoon 
and  shall  close  at  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  There  shall  bo  no- 
adjournment  or  intermission  until  the  polls  are  ©losed.  The 
closing  of  the  polls  shall  be  deemed  to  mean  the  close  of  the 
delivery  of  ofiicial  ballots  to  electors,  and  the  electors  entitled  to 
vote  who  have  lawfully  begim  the  act  of  voting  before  the  time 
fixed  for  the  close  of  the  polls,  shall  be  allowed  to  complete  the 
ict  It  shall  net  be  lawful  for  any  corporation,  association,  co- 
partnership or  person,  to  sell,  oi?er  or  expose  for  sale,  or  give 
away,  any  liquor  on  the  day  of  a  general  or  special  election,  within 
one-quarter  of  a  mile  of  any  voting  place,  while  the  polls  for  such 
election  shall  be  open,  -A  violation  of  this  provision  shall  be 
deemed  a  misdemeanor.  (Thus  amended  by  chap,  335,  Laws  of

§  4.  Filling  Tacancies  in  elective  offices,—  A  vacancy 
occurring  before  October  fifteenth  of  any  year  in  any  office  au- 
thorized to  be  filled  at  a  general  election,  shall  ]ye  filled  at  the 
general  election  held  next  thereafter,  unless  otherwise  provided  by 
the  constitution,  or  unless  previously  filled  at  a  special  ekx*tion. 
Upon  the  failure  to  elect  to  any  office,  except  that  of  governor 
or  lieute^nant-govemor,  at  a  general  or  special  election,  at  wliieh 
such  office  is  authorized  to  Ix?  filled,  or  upon  the  death  or  dis- 
qualificatiton  of  a  person  elected  to  office  before  the  common  ce- 
ment of  his  official  term ;  or  upon  the  occurrence  of  a  vacancy  i.n 
Azzr  elective  offioo  which  cannot  be  filled  by  appointment  for  a 
period  extending:  to  or  &evond  the  next  gencTal  eV^elVow  «^  \\1\\q1\ 
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a  person  may  be  elected  thereto,  the  /rovemor  may  in  hLs 
discretion,  make  proclauiatioii  of  a  special  election  to  fill 
snch  office,  specifying  the  district  or  county  in  which  the 
election  is  to  be  held,  and  the  day  thereof,  whicU  shall 
be  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than  forty  days  from  the 
date  of  the  proclamation.  A  »j>ecial  eleHiou  shftll  not  be 
held  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  representative  in  congreea 
nnless  such  vacancy  occurs  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July 
of  the  last  year  of  the  term  of  office,  or  unless  it  occurs  thrt-caf  ter 
and  a  special  session  of  congress  is  called  to  meet  befon^  tlie  nexl 
general  election,  or  bo  called  after  October  fourteenth  of  suck 
year;  nor  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  state  fienatpr,  imless  tho 
vacancy  occurs  before  the  first  day  of  April  of  the  last  year  of 
the  term  of  office ;  ncwr  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  member  of 
assembly,  unless  ooeurring  before  the  first  day  of  A])ril  in  any 
year,  unless  the  vacancy  occurs  in  either  such  office  of  senator  or 
member  of  assembly  after  such  first  day  of  A]^ril  and  a  si>e<?ial 
session  of  the  legislature  bo  called  to  meet  between  such  first  day 
of  April  and  the  next  general  election  or  bo  called  after  October 
fourteenth  in  sneh  year.  If  a  special  election  to  fill  an  office  shall 
not  be  held  as  required  by  law,  the  office  shall  be  filled  at  the  next 
general  election.

§  5.  Notices  of  elections. —  The  secretary  of  state  shall,  at 
least  three  months  before  each  general  election,  make  and  transmit 
to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county,  except  the  county  clerk  of 
the  county  of  Erie,  and  to  the  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of 
Xew  York,  and  to  the  commissioner  of  elections  of  the  county  of 
Erie,  a  notice  under  his  hand  and  official  seal,  stating  the  day 
upon  which  such  election  shall  be  held,  and  stating  each  officer, 
except  city,  village  and  town  officers,  who  may  be  lawfully  voted 
for  at  such  election  by  the  electors  of  such  county  or  any  pnrt 
thereof.  If  any  such  officer  is  to  bo  elected  to  fill  a  vncnncy,  tlio 
notice  shall  so  state.  The  socretnry  of  state  shall  fortlnviili, 
upon  the  filing  in  his  office  of  the  gov(M*nor's  ]uv»clMinatinTi  order- 
ing a  special  ejection,  make  nnd  transyiit  to  en«-li  county  clerk, 
except  tho  county  clerk  of  the  county  of  Eric,  and  to  l.li(^  board 
of  elections  of  the  city  of  Xew  York,  and  to  the  coniuiissiouer  of 
elections  of  the  county  of  Erie,  a  like  notice  of  tho  officers  to  bi^ 
voted  for  at  such  special  election  in  such  eonwty  ot  v\\y  ot  'iiccv'^ 
part  thereof,  and  cause  such  proclamation  to  ln>e  p\\\>\\^\\vA  vcv  ^\^> 
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newspapers  published  in  such  county  having  large  circulation 
therein,  at  least  once  a  week  until  such  election  shall  be  held. 
Each  county  clerk,  and  in  the  county  of  Erie  the  commissioner  of 
elections,  shall  forthwith,  upon  the  receipt  of  either  such  notice, 
file  and  record  it  in  his  office,  and  shall  cause  a  copy  of  such 
notice  to  be  published  once  in  each  week  until  the  election 
therein  specified  in  the  newspapers  designated  to  publish  elec- 
tion notices.  He  shall  also  publish,  as  a  part  of  such  notice, 
each  city,  village  and  town  officer  who  may  lawfully  be  voted  for 
at  such  election  by  the  electors  of  such  coimty  or  any  part 
thereof;  and  the  city,  village  and  town  clerks  of  each  county 
shall,  at  least  three  months  before  each  general  election,  make 
and  transmit  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county,  except  in  the 
county  of  Erie,  and  in  the  county  of  Erie  to  the  coinniissioncr  of 
elections,  a  notice  under  their  respective  hands  and  official  seals, 
stating  each  city,  village  or  town  officer  to  be  voted  for  at  such 
election.

§  6.  Notice  of  submission  of  proposed  constitu- 
tional amendments  or  other  propositions  or  ques- 
tions.— Every  amendment  to  the  constitution  proposed  by  the 
legislature,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law,  shall  be  submittt^d  to 
the  people  for  approval  at  the  next  general  election,  after  action  by 
the  legislature  in  accordance  with  the  constitution ;  and  whenever 
any  such  proposed  amendment  to  the  constitution  or  other  propo- 
sition, or  question  provided  by  law  to  be  submitted  to  a  popular 
vote,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  for  their  approval,  the  secre- 
tary of  state  shall  include  in  his  notice  to  the  county  clerk  and  the 
board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  commissioner 
of  elections  of  the  county  of  Erie,  of  the  general  election,  a  copy  of 
such  amendment,  proposition  or  question,  and  if  more  than  one 
such  amendment,  proposition  or  question  is  to  be  voted  upon  at 
such  election,  such  amendments,  propositions  or  questions,  respec- 
tively, shall  be  separately  and  consecutively  numbered.  If  such 
amendment,  proposition  or  question  is  to  be  submitted  at  a  special 
election,  the  secretary  of  state  shall,  at  least  twenty  days  before 
the  election,  make  and  transmit  to  each  county  clerk  and  the  board 
of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  commissioner  of  elec- 
i^/ojis  of  the  county  of  Erie,  a  like  notice.    Each  county  clerk  and 
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the  said  commissioner  of  elections  shall,  forthwith  upon  the  receipt 
of  such  notice,  file  and  record  it  in  his  office,  and  shall  cause  a  copy 
of  such  notice  to  be  published  once  a  week  until  the  election  therein 
specified,  in  the  newspapers  designated  to  publish  election  notices. 
{Thus  amended  by  chap,  95,  Laivs  of  1901,  and  chap.  643,  Laws 
of  1905.) 

§  7.  Publication  of  concurrent  resolutions,  pro- 
posed constitutional  amendments  and  other  propo- 
sitions.— The  secretarv  of  state  shall  cause  each  concurrent 
resolution  of  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature,  agreeing  to  a  pro- 
posed amendment  to  the  constitution,  which  is  referred  to  the  leg- 
islature to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election  of  senators,  to  be 
published  once  a  week  for  three  months  next  preceding  such  elec- 
tion, in  two  newspapers  published  in  each  county,  representing  the 
two  political  parties  polling  the  highest  number  of  votes  at  the  then 
last  preceding  general  election,  and  in  one  additional  newspaper 
published  in  each  county  for  every  one  hundred  thousand  people 
in  such  county,  as  shown  by  the  then  last  preceding  federal  or  state 
enumeration.  Such  additional  newspaper  shall  be  selected  by  the 
secretary  of  state  with  reference  to  making  such  publication  in 
newspapers  having  the  largest  circulation  in  the  county  in  which 
they  are  published.  If  such  resolution  does  not  state  that  such  pro^ 
posed  amendment  is  so  referred  to  such  legislature,  the  secretary 
of  state  shall  publish,  in  connection  with  the  publication  of  such 
concurrent  resolution,  a  statement  that  such  amendment  is  referred 
to  the  legislature  to  be  chosen  at  the  next  general  election.  The 
secretary  of  state  shall  cause  such  proposed  amendment  to  the  con- 
stitution or  other  proposition  or  question,  which  is  by  law  to  be 
submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  state  at  a  general  or  special  election, 
to  be  published  for  a  like  period  before  such  election  in  newspapers 
selected  in  like  manner,  together  with  a  brief  statement  of  the  law 
or  proceedings  authorizing  such  submission,  the  fact  that  such  sub- 
mission will  be  made  and  the  reading  form  in  which  it  is  to  be  sub- 
mitted. If  such  proposed  amendment  or  other  proposition  or  ques- 
tion is  to  be  submitted  at  a  special  election,  to  be  held  less  than 
three  months  from  the  time  of  appointing  it,  the  first  publication 
in  each  newspaper  shall  be  made  as  soon  as  practicable  after  such 
appointment,  an<^  shall  continue  once  in  each  week  to  the  time  of 
the  eleetio27« 
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§  8.  Creation,  diTision  aiul. alteration  of  election 
districts.—  Every  town  or  ward  of  a  city  not  subdivided  into 
election  districts  shall  be 'an  election  diBtrict.  The  town  board  of 
every  town  containing  more  than  four  hundred  electors,  and  the 
common  council  of  every  city  except  New  York  and  Buffalo,  in 
which  there  shall  be  a  ward  containing  more  than  four  hundred 
electors,  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year, 
whenever  necessary  so  to  do,  divide  such  town  or  ward  respect- 
ively into  election  districts,  each  of  which  shall  be  compact  in 
form,  wholly  within  the  town  or  ward,  and  shall  contain  respect- 
ively as  near  as  may  be,  four  hundred  electors,  but  no  sueli 
ward  or  town  shall  be  again  divided  into  election  districts  until, 
at  some  general  election,  the  number  of  votes  cast  in  one  or  more 
districts  thereof  shall  exceed  six  hundred;  and  in  such  case  the 
redi vision  shall  apply  only  to  the  town  or  ward  in  which  such 
district  is  situated.  If  any  part  of  a  city  shall  be  within  a  town,- 
the  town  board  shall  divide  into  election  districts  only  that  part  of 
the  town  which  is  outside  of  the  citv.  No  election  district  in- 
eluding  any  part  of  a  city  shall  include  any  part  of  a  town  out- 
side of  a  city.  A  k)wn  or  an  election  district  thereof,  or  ward  of 
a  city  containing  less  than  four  hundred  electors  may,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  appointment  of  inspectors  of  election 
of  such  town,  district  or  ward,  be  divided  into  election  dis- 
tricts by  the  board  or  other  body  charged  with  6u,ch  duty  wlien, 
in  the  judgment  of  such  board  or  body,  the  ccmvenienoe 
of  the  electors  s-hall  l)e  promoted  thereby.  The  creation, 
division  ©r  alteration  of  an  election  district  outside  of  a  city 
shall  take  effect  immediately,  and  on  or  before  Sei)teml>er  first 
the  town  board  shall  appoint  four  inspectors  of  election  for 
each  election  district  so  created,  divided  or  altered,  two  of  whom 
in  each  district  shall  belong  to  the  political  party  which  at 
tho  la«t  preceding  general  t^lection  for  state  officers  shall  have 
cast  the  greatest  number  of  votes  in  such  to\\Ti,  and  the  other 
two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the  pofitical  party  which  at  such 
election  shall  have  cast  the  next  highest  numbxir  of  votes  in  such 
town.  If  the  creation,  division  or  alteration  of  an  election  dis- 
trict  is  rendered  necessarv  bv  thc-creation,  division  or  alteration 
of  a  town,  or  ward  of  a  city,  it  shall  take  effect  immediately, 
2?i7/:  a  now  town  or  ward  shall  not  be  created, 'and  no  new  town 
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or  ^-ard  shall  be  subdivided  into  election  districts  between  tho 
first  day  of  Augost  of  anv  year,  and  the  days  of  the  general 
election  next  thereafter.  If  a  town  shall  include  a  city,  or  a 
portion  of  a  city,  only  such  election  districts  as  are  wholly  ont- 
side  of  the  city  shall  be  deemed  election  districts  of  the  town, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  town  meetings.  The  board  of  elec- 
tions of  the  city  of  New  York  and  in  the  city  of  Buffalo  tke 
commissioner  of  elections  shall  divide  such  city  into  election 
districts  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  ,Tnlv  in  anv  year  whenever 
tiecessary  so  to  do  as  herein  provided.  The  election  districts 
in  the  counties  within  the  citv  of  New  York  shall  contain,  so 
far  as  possible,  five  hundred  electors,  provided,  however,  that 
any  election  district  containing  less  than  seventy-five  electors  in 
.  Buch  counties,  made  necessary  by  the  crossing  of  congressional 
lines  with  other  political  divisions,  may  bo  con  sol  id  a  ted  with 
contiguous  election  districts  in 'any  year  when  no  representative 
in  congress  is  to  be  voted  for  in  such  district.  Such  election  dis- 
tricts so  established  in  the  city  of  New  York  shall  not  again  be 
changed  until  at  some  general  election  tho  number  of  registered 
electors  therein  shall  exceed  five  hundred,  except  where  changes 
are  made  necessary  by  a  change  in  the  boundaries  of  congressional, 
senate,  assembly,  aldermanic  or  municipal  court  districts  or  ward 
lines,  provided,  however,  that  when  the  nninl)or  of  registered  elect- 
ors in  an  election  district  shall,  for  two  consecutive  vears,  be  less 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty,  such  district  may  be  consolidated  with 
contiguous  election  districts  in  the  discretion  of  said  board  of 
electiofis.  In  the  city  of  New  York  each  election  district  shall 
be  compact  in  form,  entirely  within  an  assembly  district  and 
numbered  in  consecutive  order  therein  respectively.  No  election 
district  shall  contain  portions  of  two  counties,  or  two  senate  or 
assembly  districts.  (Thus  amended  by  chap,  95,  Txiws  of  1901; 
chap.  644,  Laws  of  1903;  chaps.  643  a7}d  675,  Lny\<i  of  1905;

election  district  and  its  annexation  to  one  or  more  other  districts, 
the  number  of  electors  in  any  new  district  so  created  will  exceed 
six  hundred,  as  indicated  by  such  vote.  An  alteration  of  election 
districts,  pursuant  to  this  section,  must  be  made  on  or  before  July 
first  in  any  year.  If  the  election  districts  in  a  town  are  abolished 
pursuant  to  this  section,  the  town  board  shall,  on  or  before  Septem- 
ber first,  appoint  from  the  inspectors  of  election  in  such  town  four 
inspectors  of  election  for  the  town  as  an  election  district,  two  of* 
whom  shall  belong  to  the  political  party  which  at  the  last  preceding 
general  election  for  state  officers  shall  have  cast  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  in  such  town,  and  the  other  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the 
political  party  who  shall  have  cast  the  next  highest  number  of  votes 
at  such  election.

§  8-b*  Changing  election  districts  in  certain 
toiims.— If  a  town  has  been  divided  into  three  or  more  election 
districts,  and  if  at  any  general  election  at  which  a  governor  is 
elected,  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  governor  in  any  district  in 
such  town  does  not  exceed  three  hundred,  the  to\vn  board  of  such 
town  may  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  succeeding,  if  it 
deems  that  the  convenience  of  electors  will  be  promoted  thereby, 
divide  such  town  into  such  number  of  election  districts  as  it 
deems  desirable,  or  change  the  boundaries  of  the  existing  dis- 
tricts, in  such  manner  that  no  district  shall  contain  more  than 
six  hundred  electors,  as  indicated  by  the  last  preceding  vote  for 
governor.  If,  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  the  boundaries  of  an 
election  district  in  such  town  should  be  changed,  or  a  new  election 
district  is  created,  by  the  consolidation  of  tw^o  or  more  districts 
or  parts  of  districts,  such  creation,  division  or  alteration  shall 
take  effect  immediatelv,  and  the  town  board  shall  on  or  before 
September  first  appoint  for  each  such  district  so  created,  or 
changed,  four  inspectors  of  election,  two  of  whom  shall  belong 
to  the  political  party  which  at  the  last  preceding  general  election 
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for  state  officers  shall  have  cast  the  greatest  number  of  votes  at 
such  election,  and  the  other  two  of  whom  shall  belong  to  the 
political  party  which  shall  have  cast  the  next  highest  number  of 
votes  at  such  election.  Such  inspectors  of  election  shall  hold 
office  until  their  successors  are  regularly  elected  in  such  election 
'districts,  in  pursuance  of  law,  (Added  hy  chap.  470,  Laws  of 
1907.) 

§  9.  Maps  and  certificates  of  boundaries  of  elec- 
tion districts*—  When  a  ward  of  a  city  or  an  assembly  dis- 
trict within  a  city  shall  be  divided  into  two  or  more  election  dis- 
tricts, the  officers  or  board  creating,  dividing  or  altering  such 
election  districts,  shall  forthwith  make  a  map  or  description  of 
Buch  division,  defining  it  by  known  boundaries,  and  cause  such 
map  or  description  to  be  kept  open  for  public  inspection  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk,  and  cause  copies  thereof  to  be  posted  not 
less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  first  day  of  registration  in  each 
year,  in  at  least  ten  of  the  most,  public  places  in  each  election 
district  so  created,  divided  or  altered,  and  shall,  prior  to  every 
election,  furnish  copies  of  such  map  or  description  to  the  inspectors 
of  election  in  each  election  district  of  such  ward  or  assembly  dis- 
trict. The  scale  of  such  maps  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  be  uniform 
and  large  enough  to  permit  the  printing  of  the  street  comer 
numbers  of  the  block  or  blocks  defining  the  extreme  boundaries 
of  each  election  district  within  or  outside  the  lines  of  such  block 
or  blocks  respectively;  and  such  street  comer  numbers  shall  be 
printed  in  or  outside  such  block  lines  upon  said  maps,  so  that 
the  low^est  and  highest  street  numbers  of  every  street  bounding 
such  election  district  shall  be  plainly  sho\\Ti  thorcon.  The  copies 
furnished  to  the  inspectors  of  election  shall  have  printed  on  each 
or  affixed  to  each  in  some  secure  way  the  list  of  places  designated 
pursuant  to  section  ten  as  places  at  which  the  meetings  for  the 
registration  of  electors  and  the  election  shall  l)e  held  during  the 
year  Avithin  such  ward  or  assembly  district.

§  10.  DesigiLation  of  places  for  registry  and  vc

Such  publication  shall 
be  made  in  such  newspapers  upon  each  day  of  registration  and  the 
day  of  election  and  on  the  day  prior  to  each  of  such  days.  Suck 
publications  shall  be  made  in  newspapers  published  in  such 
boroughs  which  shall  respectively  advocate  the  principles  of  the 
political  party  which  at  the  last  preceding  election  for  governor 
respectively  cast  the  largest  and  next  largest  number  of  votes  in 
the  state  for  such  office.  The  said  board  shall  also  cause  to  bo 
published  in  the  City  Eecord  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  regis- 
tration in  each  year  a  complete  list  of  all  the  registration  and  poll- 
ing places  so  designated  and  the  boundaries  of  the  election  dis- 
tricts in  which  such  places  are  located  arranged  in  numerical  order 
under  the  designation  of  the  respective  boroughs  in  which  they  are 
located.  In  selecting  the  newspapers  in  which  such  publications 
are  to  be  made  the  said  board  shall  keep  in  view  the  object  of 
giving  the  widest  publicity  thereto.  {Thtis  amended  by  chap,  95, 
Laws  of  1901 ;  chap.

The  term  of  office  of  inspecto-rs  of 
elections  in  towns  shall  be  for  two  years,  No  person  shall  be 
appointed  or  elected  an  inspector  of  election,  poll  clerk  or  ballot 
clerk  who  is  not  a  qualified  elector  of  the  county  if  within  the  city 
of  Ifew  York  or  of  any  other  city  or  of  the.  election  district  of  the 
towTi  in  which  he  is  to  serve,  of  good  character,  able  to  speak  and 
read  the  English  language  understandingly,  and  to  write  it  legi- 
bly, and  who  does  not  possess  a  general  knowledge  of  the  duties 
of  the  office  to  which  he  is  elected  or  appointed,  or  who  is  a 
candidate  for  any  office  to  be  voted  for  by  the  electors  of  the  dis- 
trict in  which  he  is  to  serve,  or  who  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony 
and  not  restored  to  citizenship,  or  who  holds  any  pul)lic  office  ex-

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cept  notary  public  or  commissioner  of  deeds,  town  or  village 
assessor,  justice  of  the  peace,  village  trustee,  water  commissioner, 
officer  of  a  school  district,  overseer  of  highway,  whether  elected  or 
appointed,  or  who  is  employed  in  any  public  office  or  by  any  public 
officer  whose  services  are  paid  for  out  of  the  public  money  other 
than  is  excepted  herein.  Each  class  of  such  officers  shall  be 
equally  divided  between  the  two  political  parties  which  at  the 
general  election  next  preceding  that  for  which  such  officers  are  to 
serve,  cast  the  highest  and  the  next  highest  number  of  votes.

Subdivision   2.    Boards    of    elections    established.— a. 

There  shall  be,  and  there  is  hereby  established,  a  board  of  elections 
in  every  city  of  the  first  class  in  this  state  which  does,  or  shall, 
contain  within  its  boundaries  one  or  more  counties.  The  said 
board  shall  consist  of  four  persons  to  be  known  and  designated  as 

.  commissioners  of  elections.  Each  of  the  said  boards  of  elections 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of  executing  the 
provisions  of  the  laws  relating  to  all  elections  held  within  their 
respective  cities,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

b.  All  such  commissioners  of  elections  shall  be  appointed  by  . 
the  mayor  of  the  city,  and  shall  hold  office  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  Each  of  the  said  com- 
missioners of  elections  shall  bo  at  the  time  of  his  appointment 
a  resident  of  and  a  qualified  elector  of  such  city.  No  com- 
missioner of  elections  shall  hold  any  other  office,  except  commis- 
sioner of  deeds  or  notary  public,  during  his  term  of  office,  nor 
shall  he  be  a  candidate  for  any  elective  office  during  such  term, 
and  any  votes  cast  for  any  person  for  office,  Avho  shall  have  been 
a  commissioner  of  elections  within  one  hundred  days  of  the  elec- 
tion  at  which  such  votes  were  cast,  shall  be  void  and  shall  not 
be  counted.  A  commissioner  of  elections  may  be  removed  from 
office  by  the  governor  for  cause  in  the  same  manner  as  a  sheriff. 
Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  commissioner  of  elections  shall  be 
filled  by  the  maj^or  of  the  city  within  five  days  diet  \\v^  >j^e.«:ws^^ 

luis  been  created,  and  the  person  appointed  to  fi\\  «v\c?dl  >5VLC»:a<5l 
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ahall  hold  office  dnrhig  the  balance  of  the  term  of  the  com- 
missioner in  whose  place  he  ifas  appointed.  At  their  first 
meeting  the  commissioners  of  electionsr  shall  organize  as  a  board 
by  electing  one  of  their  number  ag  president  and  one  as  secre- 
tary, and  in  case  no  election  can  be  had  the  members  shall  draw 
lots  for  such  places.  The  board  shall  hare  power  to  adopt  such 
rules  and  regulatidns  for  the  control  and  condtict  of  the  affairs 
of  such  board  and  of  its  employes  as  are  not  inconsistent  with 
or  in  violation  of  law.  The  board  shall  keep  a  record  of  their 
proceedings  and  shall  make  an  annual  rep#rt  in  the  month  of 
December  of  tike  affairs  and  proceeflings  of  said  board  to  the 
mayor  of  the  city.

vacancy  was  a  resident  of  the  borough  of  Manhattan  or  of  the 
borough  of  the  Bronx  of  said  city,  or  for  the  county  of  Kings  if 
the  commissioner  creating  such  vacancy  was  a  resident  of  any 
other  borough  of  said  city,  shall  make,  and  file  or  cause  to  be  filed 
with  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York,  a  certificate  in  substan- 
tially the  form  and  executed  and  acknowledged  as  above  pro- 
vided, certifying  and  recommending  the  name  of  a  person,  who  is 
a  resident  and  qualified  elector  of  said  city,  as  a  fit  and  proper 
person  to  be  appointed  a  commissioner  of  elections  for  the  unex- 
pired term  of  the  commissioner  creating  such  vacancy.  At  least 
two  days  time,  after  a  vacancy  has  been  created,  for  the  making 
and  filing  of  the  certificate  above  provided  for,  shall  be  afforded 
by  the  mayor,  before  making  any  appointment  to  fill  such  vacancy, 
to  the  person  upon  whom  the  duty  is  imposed  hereunder  to  make 
said  certificate  and  file  the  sanie  or  cause  the  same  to  be  filed. 

e.  Each  and  every  certificate  filed  with  the  mayor  of  the  city  of 
New  York  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  kept 
by  the  mayor  in  some  safe  and  secure  place  in  his  office,  nud  shall 
be  a  public  record  open  at  all  reasonable  hours  to  the  inspection 
of  any  person  Ayho  may  desire  to  see  the  same,  it  boino:  tlio  inten- 
tion of  this  act,  and  said  intention  is  herebv  declared,  to  secure 
in  the  appointment  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  eloetiong 
established  by  this  act,  equal  representation  of  the  two  political 
parties  which  at  the  general  election  next  preceding  such  appoint 
ment  cast  the  highest  and  the  next  highest  numl)er  of  votes  for  gov- 
ernor, and  the  committees  and  chairmen  of  coinmittc'cs  of  whicl 
political  parties  have  been  duly  elected  as  such  under  and  in  pur- 
suance of  the  provisions  of  the  primary  election -law. 

f.  The  bureau  in  the  ]^oliee  department  of  the  city  of  Now  York, 
heretofore  known  and  designated  as  the  general  bureau  of  elec- 
tions, and  the  branches  of  said  s^eneral  bureau  in  tlio  boronirhs  ol 
the  Bronx,  -Brooklyn,  Kichmond  and  Queens,  togetlipr  Avith  the 
office  of  superintendent  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and 
the  offices  of  the  chiefs  of  the  branch  bureaus  of  elections  in  said 
respective  boroughs,  are  hereby  abolished,  and  all  of  tlio  rights, 
powers,  authority,  duties  and  obligations  immediately  heretofore 
by  law  vested  in  and  imposed  upon  the  said  bureau  and  brand 
bureaus,   together  with  every  right,  power,  authority,  duty  and 

obligation  immediately  heretofore  by  law  vested  m  ^rvd  \Ta\)c>^e^ 
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upon  thfi  police  board  of  the  city  of  New  York,  its  successor  or  suc- 
cessors, with  respect  to  general,  special  or  primary  elections,  shall 
forthwith  by  force  of  and  as  an  effect  of  this  chapter  be  trans- 
ferred to,  imposed  upon  and  continued  in  the  board  of  electi^ 
of  the  city  of  New  York  hereby  created. 

g.  All  books,  documents,  papers,  records  and  election  appliances 
or  appurtenances  held  or  used  by  or  under  the  control  of  the  super- 
intendent of  elections  and  the  chiefs  of  the  branch  bureaus  of  elec- 
tions or  under  the  control  of  the  police  board  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  its  successors,  or  successor,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  care, 
custody  and  control  of  the  board  of  elections  upon  demand  by  said 
board. 

h.  So  far  as  practicable  and  necessary  the  chief  clerks,  clerks, 
assistant  clerks  and  stenographers  attached  to  and  in  the  service 
of  the  geijeral  bureau  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  of 
the  branches  of  said  general  bureau  in  the  respective  boroughs 
at  the  time  this  act  shall  take  effect  shall  be  continued  in  the  ser- 
vice and  employment  of  the  board  of  elections  with  the  same  sala- 
ries and,  so  far  as  practicable,  the  same  duties  imtil  the  first  day 
of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and  one,  unless  otherwise  provided  by 
the  board  of  elections,  which  board  shall  have  power  to  fix  the 
number,  salaries,  duties  and  rank  of  such  chief  clerks,  clerks,  as- 
sistant clerks  and  stenographers  and  to  appoint  and  remove  and 
to  fix  the  salaries  of  all  employes  of  said  board. 

i.  The  board  of  elections  shall  have  power  to  provide  and  main- 
tain an  ofiice  for  such  board  in  the  borough  of  Manhattan  which 
shall  be  the  headquarters  of  said  board,  and  to  furnish  the  same 
with  necessary  furniture  and  office  fixtures,  and  shall  also  pro- 
vide, maintain  and  furnish  an  office  in  each  other  borough  of  the 
city  of  New  York  and  shall  place  the  same  in  the  charge  of  a  com- 
petent person.  The  general  office  of  the  board  of  elections  shall, 
until  otherwise  located  with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  elections, 
be  located  at  police  headquarters,  in  the  borough  of  Manhattan 
which  shall  be  the  headquarters  of  the  said  board  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  and  the  several  branch  offices  of  the  board  of  elections 
fihall  continue  to  be  located  in  the  rooms  now  occupied  bv  thorn 
in  the  various  boroughs  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  bo  removed 
to  other  suitable  locations  in  the  respective  boroughs.  Said  board 
of  elections  shall  Have  full  and  complete  control  of  \\v^  ^^\^\yt^Ti^\s. 

officer  o£  the  board  of  elections    and   of   aft  \\ve    o^e^^,  ^'Ml- 
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ployes,  affairs  and  administration  of  said  branch  offices.  Every  re- 
port, statement,  certificate,  docmucnt  or  paper  whicli  was  immedi- 
ately heretofore  by  the  election  law  required  or  profvided  t«  be 
Hiade,  transmitted,  rendered  or  delivered .  to  or  filed  with  the 
board  of  police  or  superintendent  of  elections  in  the  city 
of  Ifew  York,  is  hereby  required  to  be  made,  transmitted, 
rendered  or  delivered  to  or  filed  with  the  said  board  of  elections. 
Every  provision  of  Ikw  relating  to  the  doing  of  such  acts 
or  to  the  making  and  transmitting,  rendering,  delivering  or 
filing  such  reports,  statements,  oertificates,  notices,  documents 
or  papers  or  to  the  effect  thereof,  or  providing  that  other 
things  shall  be  done  in  conjunction  there^viili  or  consequent 
tliereon,  shall,  with  the  same  force  and  effect  apply  to  and 
operate  upon  the  doing  of  such  acts  by  the  board  of  election*, 
and  the  making,  transmitting,  rendering,  delivering  o/  filing  of 
such  reports,  statements,  certificates,  notices,  documents  or 
papers  with  said  board.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioner of  police  and  the  officers  and  members  of  the  police  force, 
wliWiever  called  upon  by  the  board  of  elections  to  lender  to  said 
board  all  practicable  assistance  in  the  enforoement  of  the  eleo- 
tion  and  tHe  primary  election  law,  including  the  use  of  th€^  police 
telephone  service.  The  commissioner  of  police  shall  detail  to 
the  ser\ace  of  the  board  of  elections  upon  its  written  request 
such  patrolmen  and  other  members  of  the  police  force  as  may 
be  necessary  from  time  to  time  for  tte  faithful  performance  by 
said  board  of  its  functions  and  duties.  All  copies  of  police  re- 
ports to  commanding  officers  of  precincts  under  6ubdi\dsion 
three,  of  section  thirty-two,  of  the  election  law,  shall  be  forth- 
with transmitted  by  the  precinct  commander  to  the  board  of 
elections.  All  statements  of  canvass  delivered  to  anv  officer  in 
command  of  a  precinct  under  subdivision  three,  of  section  «pe 
hundred  and  ten,  of  the  ele^^tion  law  shall  be  forthwith  trans- 
mitted by  such  precinct  commander  to  the  board  of  elections 
to  be  by  them  preserved  with  the  sjfme  force  and  effect  as  if 
preserved  by  the  jwliee. 

j.  All   sums  necessary  to  pay  the  expenses  of  the  board  of 

elections  of  the  city  of  Xew  York,  including  the  salaries  of  the 

commissioners  of  elections,  chief  clerks,  clerks,  assistant  clerks 

sutd  oftier  employes   and   to  meet   and   defray  the   chars^es   and 

expenses  of  all  elections  lawfully  held  in  tYie  eil^  ot  ^ew  York 
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or  in  any  territory  inclnded  therein,  »hall  be  a  charge  against 
the  said  city,  and  shall  npon  proper  certificates  and  vonehers 
be  paid  in  the  same  manner  as  other  expenses  and  charges 
against  the  said  city  are  by  law  provided  to  be  paid.  •  Said 
charges  and  expenses,  as  estimated,  shall  be  included  in  the 
annual  budget  of  said  city  each  year  and  in  the  yearly  taxes  levied 
upon  the  estates,  real  and  personal,  in  the  city  of  New  York. 
The  comptroller  of  the  city  of  Xew  York,  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  transfer  to  the  credit  of  the  board  of  elections 
all  moneys  remaining  out  of  the  appropriations  for  the  year 
nineteen  hmidred  and  one,  to  the  credit  of  the  general  bureau 
of  elections  and  its  branches,  for  defraying  the  expenses  of  said 
board  of  elections  and  its  branches  and  other  election  expenses, 
and  sueh  nuHieys  shall  be  paid  out  upon  the  authority  of  the 
board  of  elections.  Any  additional  sum  needed  for  the  conduct 
of  the  business  of  the  board  of  elections  during  the  year  nine- 
teen hundred  and  one  shall  be  provided  by  the  board  of  estimate 
and  apportionment  of  the  city  of  New  York,  by  the  sale  of  bonds 
or  otherwise. 

k.  The  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  Xew  York  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  not  less  fhan  two  voars  after  each  elec- 
tion,  to  sell  or  destroy  all  registers  of  electors  in  the  possession 
of  such  board;  provided,  that  one  copy  of  such  register  of  elect- 
ors for  each  election  district  shall  be  excey)ted  and  preserv(*d 
by  such  board  from  such  sale  or  destruction.  The  Ix^ard  of 
elections  is  also  authorized  to  sell  to  the  hidiest  bidder  the  un- 
used ballots  famished  for  the  last  preceding  election,  but  such 
nnused  ballots  shall  not  be  sold  until  at  least  six  months  after 
the  election  for  which  they  were  provided.  All  moneys  realized 
by  sales  under  this  section  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  proper  fi?<^al 
officer  of  the  city  of  New  York  to  the  credit  of  the  accoimt  of  the 
board  of  elections. 

1.  Sections  three  hundred  and  fiftv-eifirht  to  three  hundred  and 
aeventy-one  inclusive  of  chapter  ei2:ht  of  the  Greater  New  York 
charter,  being  chapter  three  hundred  and  8eventv-eifi:ht  of  the 
laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled  "An  act  to 
nnite  into  one  municipality  under  the  corporate  name  of  the  city 
of  New  York  the  various  communities  lying  in  and  about  Nejv 
York  hmrbor^  including:'  the  dty  and  coimty  ol  ^ctj  XotVl,  "Ctva 
e^  cf  Brockljn  and  the  eonnty  of  Kiags,  live  coxsnXiv  cA  "Si.^- 
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inond  and  part  of  the  county  of  Queens,  and  to  provide  for 
the  government  thereof,"  and  all  other  laws  ojr  part  of  laws 
inconsistent  with  or  in  conflict  with  this  subdivision,  whether 
general,  special  or  local,  are  hereby  repealed.  {Thtis  amended  hy 
ciap,p95,  Laws  of  1901.) 

.    §   Jt2»  Appointment  of  election  ofBLcers  in  cities.-* 

The  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  mayor  of 
eachjoiher  city  shall,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  September  of 
each  year,  select  and  appoint  election  officers  for  each  election 
district  therein,  and  may  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur  before 
the  opening  of  the  polls  on  election  day.  Each  political  party 
entitled  to  representation  in  any  board  of  election  officers  may,  not 
later  than  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  file  with  such  board 
6t  mayor  an  original  list  of  persons,  members  of  such  party  duly 
qualified  to  serve  as  election  officers.  A  supplemental  list  of  per- 
sons may  also  be  filed  containing  not  more  than  ten  names  for 
each:  office.  Additional  supplemental  lists  for  any  election  dis- 
trict may  be  filed  at  any  time  before  the  appointments  of  such  dis- 
trictaare  made  and  certified  by  such  board  or  mayor  or  when  a 
vacancy  shall  exist  in  the  original  list  by  reason  of  the  disqualifi- 
cation^ iTesignation,  declination  or  withdrawal  of  the  name  by 
the  person  or  persons  submitting  the  same  of  any  person  on  such 
list,  and  all  appointments  shall  be  made  from  the  original  list  if 
those  named  therein  are  found  qualified ;  if  not  so  qualified,  then 
from  a  supplemental  list  so  filed.  If  within  ten  days  after  notice 
in  writing  by  the  board. or  mayor  to  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee or  other  person  by  whom  the  list  is  filed  ox,  authenticated, 
such  chairman  or  other  person  shall  neglect  to  file  an  additional 
list,  the  board  or  mayor  may  appoint  qualified  persons,  members 
of  tho  party  in  default,  to  act  as  election  officers.  In  the  city  of 
New  York  such  lists  shall  be  authenticated  and  filed  by  the  chair- 
man of 'ihe  executive  committee  of  the  county  committee  of  the 
party  in.  the  respective  counties  within  such  city ;  in  other  cities, 
by  the 'chairman  or  secretary  of  the  general  city  committee  of  such 
party,  if  there  be  such  a  committee,  or  if  not,  then  by  the  chairman 
or  secretary  of  the  general  county  committee  of  such  party,  if 
there  be  such  a  committee,  or  if  not,  then  by  the  corresponding 
officer  of  any  committee  performing  the  usual  functions  of  a  city 
<v  county  committee;  provided,  however,  that  if  m  any  city  more 
tian  one  such  list  he  submitted  in  the  name  ox  oii.  \ifeV^l  ol  Omi 
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same  political  party,  only  that  list  can  be  accepted  which  is  authen- 
ticated by  the  proper  officer  or  officers  of  the  faction  or  section 
of  such  party,  which  was  organized*  as  regular  by  the  last  preced- 
ing state  convention  of  such  party ;  or,  where  no  such  convention 
has  been  held  within  the  year,  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  'inaction 
or  section  of  said  party,  which,  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  Said  list 
is  recognized  as  regular  by  the  state  committee  of  such  party, 
which  was  organized  by  or  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  last 
preceding  state  convention  of  such  party.  All  persons  so  pro- 
posed for  appointment  shall  be  examined  as  to  their  possessing 
the  qualifications  required  by  section  eleven  of  the  election  law  by 
or  under  the  direction  of  the  mayor  or  board,  who  shall  give  five 
days'  notice  in  writing  of  such  examination  to  the  person  to  be 
examined,  and  also  the  chairman  of  the  committee  or  other  person 
by  whom  the  list  is  filed  and  authenticated,  and  such  chairman  or 
other  person  may  appear  and  be  heard  at  such  examination,,  cither 
in  person  or  by  counsel.  If  a  person  so  nominated  after  exami- 
nation is  found  qualified,  under  section  eleven  of  the  election  law, 
he  shall  be  appointed  to  the  position  for  which  he  was:  .recom- 
mended. If  a  person  so  proposed  is  found  disqualified,  after 
examination,  notice  in  writing  to  that  eflfect  shall  be  given  by  the 
mayor  or  board  within  three  days  after  such  disqualification  is 
determined  by  such  mayor  or  board,  to  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee or  oth^r  person  by  whom  the  list  embracing  the  name  of 
the  person  so  disqualified  was  authenticated,  and  the  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  a  qualified  person,  named 
in  a  supplemental  list  filed  on  behalf  of  the  same  party,  except 
that  if  a  party  entitled  to  representation  files  no  listj  the  appoint- 
ment may  be  made  without  such  list,  as  provided  in  this  section, 
after  examination.  In  the  city  of  Xew  York  the  membem  of  the 
board  charged  with  the  duty  of  appointing  election  officer^,  who 
represent  the  same  political  party,  shall  have  the  exclusive  right 
and  be  charged  with  the  exclusive  duty  of  selecting  from  the  list 
submitted,  or,  in  lieu  of  said  list,  the  members  of  such  party  who 
are  to  be  appointed  as  election  officers.  Every  person  so  ap- 
pointed as  an  election  officer  shall,  within  five  days  after  notice  of 
his  appointment,  take  and  subscribe  the  constitutional  and  statu- 
tory oath  of  office,  which  shall  be  administered,  if  in  the  city  of 
New  York,  hy  a  commissioner  of  elections,  or  "Vi^  gjii'^  AetV  est

other  employe  of  said  board  of  elections  who  shall  be  designated 
by  said  board  in  writing  over  the  signature  of  its  president  to  ad- 
minister said  oath  of  ofiBce ;  and  if  in  any  other  city,  by  the  mayor 
therepf  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  designated  by  him  for 
that  purpose;  and  all  of  said  oiEcers,  and  every  clerk  or  person  so 
designated  by  them  or  him  for  that  purpose,  shall  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  as  empowered  to  administer  such  oath.  Every  person 
so  sworn  as  an  election  officer  shall  receive  a  certificate  of  appoint- 
ment and  qualification,  signed  by  the  person  who  administered  the 
oath,  in  such  form  as  may  be  approved  by  the  board  or  officer  by 
which  or  whom  he  was  appointed  and  specifying  the  capacity  and 
election  district  in  which  he  is  to  ser\"c  and  to  date  the  expiration 
of  his  term  of  office.  Any  election  officer  so  appointed  may  be  re- 
moved for  cause  by  the  board  or  mayor  making  the  appointment, 
in  which  case  such  removal,  unless  made  while  such  officer  is  actu- 
ally on  duty  on  the  day  of  registration,  revision  of  registration  or 
election,  and  for  improper  conduct  as  election  officer,  shall  only 

•'  be  made  after  notice  in  writing  to  the  officers  to  be  removed, 
which  notice  shall  set  forth  clearly  and  distinctly  the  reasons  for 
his  removal.  In  cities  of  the  first  class,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  board  or  mayor  making  the  appointment  of  an  election 
officer,  to  remove  forthwith  such  officer,  without  preferring  any 
charges  and  without  notice  to  such  officer,  upon  the  written  re- 
quest of  the  official  of  the  political  party  who  certified  the  name  of 
such  election  officer  or  his  successor.  All  such  vacancies  so  created 
shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  the  original  appointment  was 
made.  Any  election  officer  who  shall  at  any  time  be  appointed  to 
fill  a  vacancy,  which  fact  shall  be  stated  in  his  certificate  of  ap- 
pointment, shall  Jiold  office  only  during  the  unexpired  term  of  his 
predecessor.  Ko  election  officer  shall  be  transferred  from  one  elec- 
tion district  to  another  after  he  has  entered  upon  the  performance 
of  his  duties  and  no  election  officer  shall  serve  in  any  county  save 
that  in  which  ho  shall  reside.  The  chairman  of  each  board  of  in- 
speci-ors  of  each  election  district  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours 
of  any  election,  furnish  to  the  mayor  or  board  appointing  such 
officers,  if  required  so  to  do  by  such  mayor  or  board,  under  his 
hand,  a  certificate  stating  the  number  of  days  of  actual  service  of 
each  member  of  such  board,  the  names  of  the  persons  who  served 
/IS  poll  clerks  and  ballot  clerks  on  election  day  and  t\\^.  Twrniber  of 

^/^n^  (luring  which  the  More,  building  or  lOom'hiTeOi  iox  tq^^sXtc^ 
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tion  and  election  purposes  was  actually  used  for  such  purpose*. 
Any  person  acting  as  such  chairman,  who  shall  wilfully  make  i 
false  certificate  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Every  person 
appointed  as  an  election  officer,  failing  to  take  and  subscribe  the 
oath  of  office  as  hereinbefore  *sub8cribed  or  sfiall  wilfully  rioglecfc 
or  refuse  to  discharge  the  duties  which  he  was  appointed  to  per- 
form, shall,  in  addition  to  the  other  penalties  prescribed  by  law, 
be  liable  to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recov- 
ered by  the  mayor  or  board  making  the  appointment,  in  a  court  of 
record,  for  the  use  and  benefits  of  the  treasury  of  such  city.  Any 
election  officer  who,  being  removed  for  cause,  shall  fail  upon  de- 
mand to  deliver  over  to  his  successor  the  register  of  the  eleetors, 
or  any  tally  sheets,  book,  paper,  memorandum  or  document  relat- 
ing to  the  registration  of  electors  or  the  election  in  his  possession, 
so  far  as  he  has  made  it,  shall  be  liable  to  a  like  penalty  to  be 
recovered  in  a  like  manner  for  the  benefit  of  such  city.  'AH  j)er- 
sons  appointed  and  ser\'ing  as  election  officers  on  any  of  the  days 
of  registration  or  of  election  or  of  count  of  the  votes  in  cities  of 
the  first  class  shall  be  CKempt  from  jiiirv  duty  for  one  ye^t  from 
the  date  of  the  general  election  at  Avhich  they  serve.  Such  offi- 
eers  shall  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  of  the  respective  cities 
within  twenty  days  after  the  election  af  which  such  officer  served 
upon  the  certificate  of  the  board  or  officer  appointing:  thcni.

§  13.  Election  ofBLcers  in  towns.—  Inspectors  of  elec- 
tion in  towns  shall  be  appointed  by  the  town  board  in  each  year 
in  which  a  town  meeting  is  held  for  the  election  of  town  officers, 
and  within  thirty  days  thereafter.  Such  ap])ointnient8  shall  be 
made  from  lists  to  be  prepared,  certified  and  filed  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  by  the  two  political  parties  entitled  to  repre- 
lentation  on  a  board  of  election  officers.  The  town  caucus  or

said  party.  From  each  of  the  two  lists  so  filed,  the  town  board 
shall  appoint  two  persons  who  possess  the  qualifications  pre- 
iBcribed  by  law  for  election  officers.  If  in  any  town  more  than 
one  such  list  be  submitted  on  behalf  or  in  the  name  of  the  same 
political  party,  only  that  list  can  be  accepted  which  is  certified 
by  the  proper  officer  or  officers  of  the  faction  of  such  party  which 
was  recognized  as  regular  by  the  last  preceding  state  convention 
of  such  party ;  or  if  no  such  convention  was  held  during  the  year, 
by  the  proper  officer  or  officers  of  the  faction  of  such  party,  which, 
at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  such  list  is  recognized  as  regular  by 
the  state  committee  of  such  party.  Such  appointment  shall  be 
made  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  town  clerk  who  shall  forth- 
with notify  each  person  so  appointed  of  his  appointment  to  said 
office,  in  the  same  manner  that  he  is  now  by  law  required  to  give 
notice  to  a  person  of  his  election  to  a  town  office  when  his  name 
does  liot  appear  upon  the  poll  list  at  the  town  meeting  at  whicl 
he  was  elected  to  said  office.  From  the  additional  names,  if  any. 
contaif^d  on  the  lists  so  filed,  of  persons  qualified  to  serve  as  such 
the  to^vn  board  shall  appoint  inspectors  of  election  in  case  of  the 
resignation,  declination  or  other  incapacity  of  persons  appointee 
to  such  office.  If  such  lists  contain  no  additional  names  of  sue! 
persons,  the  town  board  shall  fill  vacancies  caused  by  such  resig- 
nation, declination  or  other  incapacity  by  appointing  persons 
kno^vn,  or  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of  a  majority  of  the  mem 
bers  of  said  board  to  be  members  of  the  same  political  party  ir 
which  such  A^acancy  occurred.  All  appointments  to  fill  vacancies 
shall  be  made  in  writing  and  filed  with  the  town  clerk,  anc 
notices  thereof  given  by  him  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  the  case 
of  an  original  appointment.  At  the  first  meeting  in  each  year  oi 
the  board  of  inspectors  in  every  district  in  a  toAvn,  one  poll  clerl 
and  one  l)nllot  clerk  shall  be  appointed  by  the  two  inspectors  o: 
election  representing  one  of  the  political  parties  entitled  to  rep 
rosentation  on  such  board,  and  one  poll  clerk  and  one  ballot  clerl 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  two  inspectors  representing  the  othei 
political  party.  Such  appointments  shall  be  in  writing,  signec 
hr  the  inspectors  making  the  appointments  respectively,  and  shal 
/^o  £Ied  by  them  mth  tiic  town  clerk  oi  tW  to^??ii  m  ^R\i\Q3DL ^ue.l 
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election  district  is  situated,  and  a  copy  thereof  with  the  post-office 
address  of  leach  person  so  appointed  shall  be  mailed  to  the  clerk 
of  the  county.  The  poll  clerks  and  ballot  clerks  so  appointed 
shall  hold  their  office  during  the  term  of  office  of  the  inspectors 
appointing  them,  except  as  hereafter  provided.  The  persons  so 
appointed  as  poll  clerks  and  ballot  clerks  shall  be  voters' in  the 
district  in  which  they  are  appointed  to  serve,  and  shall  possess 
the  qualifications  required  of  such  officers  by  section  eleven  of 
this  act.  If  at  any  time  of  any  election  at  which  poll  clerks  and 
ballot  clerks  are  required  to  be  present  at  the  polling  place  in 
any  election  district,  the  office  of  a  poll  clerk  or  of  a  ballot  clerk 
of  such  district  shall  bo  vacant,  or  a  poll  clerk  or  a  ballot  clerk 
shall  be  absent,  the  inspectors  of  election  in  such  district  shall 
forthwith  appoint  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy.  Such  person  so 
appointed  shall,  before  he  acts  as  such  poll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk, 
take  the  constitutional  and  statutory  oaths  of  office.  (Thus 
amended  by  chap.  636,  Laws  of  1901.) 

No  ballot  clerks  to  be  appointed  where  voting  macliines  are  to  be  adopted. 
For  qualification  for  appointment  or  election  of  election  officers,  see  §  11. 
For  similar  provisions  for  filling  of  vacancies  in  office  of  poll  clerk  or  ballot 
clerk,  see  §  14. 

§  14.  Supplying  vaeancies  and  absences;  organ- 
iiation  of  boards  of  inspectors.-—  If  at  the  time  of  any 
meeting  of  the  inspectors  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  or  if  any  in- 
spectors shall  be  absent  from  such  meeting  tho  inspector  present 
who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  absent 
inspector  shall  appoint  a  qualified  elector  of  the  district,  who  shall 
also  be  a  member  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  absent  inspector, 
to  act  in  the  place  of  such  absent  inspector  for  the  whole  of  that  day. 
And  the  person  so  appointed  shall  be  paid  the  amount  which  the 
absent  inspector,  if  he  had  been  present,  would  have  been  entitled 
to  have  been  paid  for  his  services  upon  that  day,  and  the  absent 
inspector  shall  not  be  paid  for  any  services  for  that  day.  If  two 
inspectors,  who  are  members  of  the  same  political  party,  shall  bo 
absent  from  any  such  meeting  on  election  day,  the  poll  clerk,  if  he 
be  present,  and  if  he  be  absent  then  the  ballot  clerk,  who  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  same  political  party  as  the  absent  inspectors,  shall  ap- 
point two  qualified  electors  of  the  district,  who  shall  be  members 
of  the  same  political  party  as  the  absent  inspectors,  to  act  in  the 
place  of  such  absent  inspectors  for  the  whole  oi  tW\,  ^«i^  \  W£v\  "Ossa 
persona  8o  appointed  shall  be  paid  the  amoniita  v?\ae\\  \X\^  ^^^"^^ 
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inspectors,  if  they  had  been  present,  would  have  been  entitled  to 
be  paid  for  their  services  upon  that  day,  and  th\  absent  inspectors 
shall  not  be  paid  for  any  ser^uces  for  that  day.  If  two  inspectors, 
T\ho  are  members  of  the  same  political  party,  shall  be  absent  on  any 
of  the  days  of  registration,  the  inspector  or  inspectors  present  shall 
appoint  qnalified  electors  of  the  district,  who  shall  be  tnembers  of 
the  same  political  party  as  the  absent  inspector  or  inspectors,  to 
act  nntil  such  absent  inspector  or  inspectors,  or  his  successors  duly 
appointed  under  the  provisions  of  section  twelve,  shall  appear  and 
6uch  person,  so  serving  temporarily,  shall  serve  without  pay.  If, 
at  any  such  time,  the  offices  of  all  inspectors  are  vacant,  or  no  in- 
spector shall  ap])oar  within  one  hour  after  the  time  fixed  by  law  for 
the  opening  of  such  meeting,  the  qualified  voters  of  the  district 
present,  not  less  than  ten,  may  designate  four  qualified  electors  of 
the  district  belonging  to  the  political  parties  as  specified  in  section 
eleven,  to  fill  such  vacancies,  or  to  act  in  the  place  of  such  in- 
spectors respectively,  until  the  absent  inspectors  respectively  ap- 
pear. If  at  any  time  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  any 
j)oll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk,  or  if  any  j)oll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk  shall 
ho  absent  from  such  meeting,  the  insjx^ctor  or  inspectors  present, 
who  shall  be  a  memln^r  or  members  of  the  same  political  party  as 
the  absent  poll  clerk,  or  ballot  clerk  shall  appoint  a  qualified  elector 
of  the  district,  who  shall  also  be  a  meml>er  of  the  same  political 
party  as  the  absent  poll  clerk  or  l)allot  clerk  to  fill  such  vacancy. 
]\very  person  so  appointed  or  designated  to  act  as  an  inspector,  poll 
clerk  or  ballot  clerk  shall  take  the  constitutional  and  statutory 
oaths  as  prescribed  by  the  election  law.  Before  otherwise  enter- 
ing upon  tlieir  <luties  Ihe  inspectors  of  each  district  shall  then 
immediately  appoint  one  of  their  number  chairman;  or,  if  a  ma- 
jority shall  not  agree  upon  such  appointment,  they  shall  draw  lots 
for  that  position.     (Thus  anie^idcd  by  chap,  4«S7,  Lairs  of  190-4.) 

§    15.   Preservation    of    order    by    inspectors.— All 

]noeringH  of  the  l:>oard  of  inspectors  shall  be  public.  Such  board  and 
each  individual  member  thereof  shall  have  full  authority  to  pre- 
serve peace  and  good  order  at  sueh  mer^tings,  and  around  the  polls 
of  elections,  and  to  keep  the  access  thereto  unol)structed,  and  to 
enforce  obedience  to  their  lawful  commands.  The  said  board  may 
ap]>oint  one  or  more  electors  to  communicate  their  orders  and  di- 
rrctionyf,  and  to  assist  in  the  |>erformancc  of  their  duties  in  this 
srrfion  enjoined.     If  any  person  shoAl  xeiwse  to  c^^  "Ohq  ^»:^AKsii^ 
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commands  of  the  inspectors,  or  by  disorderly  conduct  in  their 
presence  or  hearing  sl^all  internipt  or  disturb  their  proceedings, 
they  shall  make  an  order  directing  the  sheriff  or  any  constable  T»f 
the  county,  or  any  peace  or  police  officer  to  take  the  person  so  of- 
fending into  custody,  and  retain  him  until  the  registration  of  elect- 
ors, or  the  canvass  of  the  rotes  shall  be  completed,  but  such  order 
shall  not  prohibit  the  person  taken  into  custody  from  voting. 
Such  oFder  shall  be  executed  by  any  sheriff,  constable,  peace 
or  police  officer,  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  delivered.  But  if  none 
shall  be  present,  then  by  any  other  person  deputed  by  such  board 
in  writing.  The  said  board  or  any  member  thereof,  may  order  tho 
arrest  of  any  person  other  than  an  election  officer  violating  or  at- 
tempting to  violate,  any  of  the  pro\'isions  of  this  election  law. 

§  16.  Ballot  bozes.—  There  shall  be  but  one  ballot  box  at 
each  polling  place  for  receiving  all  ballots  cast  for  candidates  for 
office,  which  box  shall  be  conspicuously  marked  "  box  for  general 
ballots."  There  also  shall  be  a  ballot  box  for  the  reception  of  1ml- 
lote  found  to  be  defective  in  printing,  or  mutilated  before  delivery 
to  electors,  and  fpr  ballots  spoiled  and  returned  by  elector's,  which 
box  shall  be  conspicuously  marked  "  box  for  spoiled  and  mutilated 
ballots."  There  shall  also  be  a  box  for  detached  ballot  stubs,  wliich  box 
shall  be  conspicuously  marked,  "  box  for  detachpd  ballot  stubs."  Tf 
proposed  constitutional  amendments,  or  other  propositions  or  ques- 
tions may  be  lawfully  voted  upon  thereat,  there  shall  be  a  separate 
ballot  box  at  each  polling  place  for  the  reception  of  ballots  upon 
such  amendments  or  propositions,  or  questions,  which  l)ox  shall  be 
conspicuously  marked,  ^^  box  for  questions  submitted."  Iia  towns 
in  which  town  meetings  are  held  on  election  day,  an  additional  bal- 
lot box  shall  be  provided,  to  be  marked  "box  for  town  pr(>po>i- 
tions,"  in  \*hich  shall  be  deposited  ballots  cast  on  town  propositions 
and  questions.  In  towns  in  which  t^^^^ni  meetings  are  hc^lil  on  elec- 
tion day  in  an  even  numbered  year,  an  additional  ballot  box  shall 
be  provided,  to  be  marked  "  box  for  town  ballots,"  in  which  shall 
be  deposited  ballots  cast  for  candidates  for  town  offices.  Each 
box  used  for  the  reception  of  voted  ballots  shall  be  provided  with 
a  sufficient  lock  and  key,  and  with  an  opcninir  in  the  to]>  thereof 
large  enough,  and  not  larger  than  may  be  necessary  to  allow  n 
single  folded  ballot  t<>  be  easily  passed  through  such  opening  into 
the  box.  Each  box  shall  be  large  enough  to  pTopexly  lec^lvQ  wvd 
boM  all  ballots  which  may  lawfully  T)e  deposited  \\v^tq\tv  ^l  w^

§    17.   Voting  booths  and  guard  rails.—  There  shall  h 

in  each  polling  place  during  each  election  a  sufficient  number  o: 

voting  booths,  not  less  than  one  for  every  seventy-five  registere< 

electors  in  the  district.    Each  such  booth  shall  be  at  least  three  fee 

,  square,  shall  have  four  sides  enclosed,  each  at  least  six  feet  high 

and  the  one  in  front  shall  open  and  shut  as  a  door  swinging  out 

ward,  and  shall  extend  within  two  feet  of  the  floor.     Each  sucl 

booth  shall  contain  a  shelf  which  shall  be  at  least  one  foot  wide 

extending  across  one  side  of  the  booth  at  a  convenient  height  fo 

writing,  and  shall  be  furnished  with  such  supplies  and  convenience 

including  pencils  having  black  lead  only,  as  will  enable  the  elector 

to  conveniently  prepare  their  ballots  for  voting.     Each  booth  shal 

be  kept  clearly  lighted  while  the  polls  are  open  by  artificial  light 

if  necessary.     A  guard  rail  shall  be  placed  at  each  polling  plac 

at  least-  six  feet  from  the  ballot  boxes  and  the  booths,  and  no  ballo 

box  or  booth  shall  be  placed  within  six  feet  of  such  rail.     Eacl 

guard  rail  shall  be  provided  with  a  place  for  entrance  and  exit 

The  arrangement  of  the  polling  place  shall  bo  such  that  the  booth 

can  only  be  reached  by  passing  within  the  guard  rail,  and  that  th 

booths,  ballot  boxes,  election  officers  and  every  part  of  the  pollinj 

place  except  the  inside  of  the  booths,  shall  be  in  plain  view  of  th 

election  officers  and  the  persons  just  outside  the  guard  rail.     Sucl 

booths  shall  be  so  arranged  that  there  shall  be  no  access  to  intending 

voters  or  to  the  booths  through  any  door,  Avindow,  or  opening,  es 

cept  by  the  door  in  front  of  said  booth.

§  18.  Paynient  of  election  expenses.—  The  expense  o: 
provi<iing  polling  places,  voting  booths,  supplies  therefor,  guarc 
rails  and  other  furniture  of  the  polling  place,  and  distance  markers 
and  the  compensation  of  the  election  officers  in  each  election  dis 
trict,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  towTi  or  city  in  which  such  electioi 
district  is  situated  except  that  such  expenses  incurred  for  the  pui 
pose  of  conducting  a  village  election,  not  held  at  the  same  time  as  i 
general  election,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  village.  Th 
expense  of  printing  and  delivering  the  official  ballots,  sain 
/>/<?  ballots  and  cards  of  instruction,  poft.  \>ooks,  tally  sheets 
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return    sheets    for    inspectors    and    ballot    clerks,    and  distance 
markers    to    be    used    at    a    town  meeting,  city  or  village  elec- 
tions not  held  at  the  same  time   as  a  general  election,   and  of 
printing  the  list  of  nominations  therefor  shall  be  a  charge  upon 
the  town,   city  or  village  in  which  the   election  is  held.-   The 
expense  of  printing  and  delivering  the  oiRcial  ballots,  sample  bal- 
lots  and  cards   of  instruction,   poll  books,   tally   sheets,   return 
sheets  for  inspectors  and  ballot  clerks,  and  distance  markers  to 
be  used  in  any  county,  except  such  counties  or  portions  thereof 
as  are  included  within  the  city  of  New  York,  at  any  other  elec- 
tion, if  no  town  meeting,  city  or  village  election  be  held  at  the 
same  time  therewith,   and  of  printing  the  lists  of  nominations 
therefor,  shall  be  a  charge  upon  such  county.     The  expense  of 
printing  and  delivering  the  official  ballots,   sample  ballots   and 
cards  of  instruction,  poll  books,  tally  sheets,   return  sheets  for 
inspectors  and  ballot  clerks,  and  distance  markers,  to  bo  used  in 
any  such  county  at  any  other  election,  and  of  printing  the  lists 
of  nominations  therefor,  if  the  town  meeting,  city  or  village  elec- 
tion be  held  in  such  county  at  the  same  time  therewith,  shall  bo 
apportioned  by  the  county  clerk  between  such  town,  city  or  vil- 
lage and  such  county,  in  the  proportion  of  the  number  of  candi- 
dates for  town,   city  or  village  officers  on  such  ballots,'Tespec- 
tively,  to  the  whole  number  of  candidates  thereon,  and  the  amount 
of  such  expense  so  apportioned  to  each  such  municipality  shall 
be  a  charge  thereon.     Whenever  voting  machines  are  used  in  an 
election  by  any  city,  town  or  village,  only  such  expenses  as  are 
caused  by  the  use  of  such  machines,  and  such  as  are  necessary 
for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  elections  as  required  by  the  elec- 
tion law   shall  be   charged  to  such  city,   town  or  village.     All 
expenses     relating    to    or    connected     with    elections    lawfully 
incurred  by  the  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  "Neni  t-York 
shall   be   a   charge   on   such   city,    and   after   being   audited   by 
the  proper  officer,  shall  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  of  said  city 
upon   the  certificate  of  such  board.     The  county  clerk  of  eacli 
county,  not  salaried,  shall  be  paid  by  such  county  a  reasonable 
compensation  for  his  services  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  to  be  fixed  by  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county, 
or  the  board   acting  as   such   board  of  supervisors.     The   town 
clerk  of  each  town  shall  be  paid  by  such  town  a  reasonable  com- 
pensatioji  for  bia  services  in  carrying  out  t\ie  pTO\\s\.oxv^  ol  "Cccv^ 
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chapter,  to  be  fixed  by  the  other  members  of  the  town  board 
of  the  town.  Ballot  clerks  shall  receive  the  same  compensation 
for  their  attendance  at  an  election,  as  inspectors  of  election  fou 
(he  election,  and  be  paid  in  like  manner.  Poll  clerks  shall 
reoeive  the  same  compensation  for  their  attendance  at  an  election 
and  canvass  of  the  votes  as  inspectors  of  election,  and  shall  be 
paid  in  like  manner.  An  inspector  of  election,  lawfully  required 
to  file  papers  in  the  coimty  clerk's  office,  shall,  unless  he  resides 
in  the  coimty,  if  w  ithin  the  city  of  Xew  York,  or  in  any  other 
city  or  town  in  which  such  office  is  situated,  be  entitled  to  receive 
as  compensation  therefor  five  dollars,  and  also  four  cents  a  mile 
for  every  mile  actuallv  and  neceesarilv  traveled  between  his  resi- 
denee  and  such  county  clerk's  office  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  such  office.  In  cities  of  tlie  first  class,  having  a  popu- 
lation of  two  million  or  more  inliabitants,  the  i)ersons  appointed 
and  serving  as  inspectors  of  election  shall  rteeite  seven  dollars 
and  fifty  cents  for  the  hours  fixed  by  law  for  each  day  of  regis- 
tration, and  of  revision  of  registration  for  a  special  election^ 
and  seven  dollars  for  the  hours  fixed  by  law  for  the  election,  and 
five  dollars  for  the  count  and  return  of  the  votes.  The  poll  clerks 
in  such  city  shall  each  receive  the  same  compensation  as  inspect- 
ors for  the  election  and  for  the  count  of  the  rotes,  and  the  balr 
Jot  clerks  shall  receive  eight  dollars  each.  Such  officers  shall 
be  paid  by  the  coin])trollers  of  the  respective  cities  upon  the  cer- 
tificate of  the  l>oard  or  officer  appointing  them.  Election  officers 
required  to  meet  at  a  different  time  from  the  regular  count  of  the 
votes  cast  at  a  general  election  for  the  purpose  of  coimting  and 
return inix  the  votes  of  electors  absent  from  their  election  dis- 
triots  in  tinio  of  war  in  the  actual  militarv  or  naval  serviee  of 
this  state  or  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  paid  five  dollars  each.

§  19.  Delivery  of  election  laTvs  to  clerks,  lioards 
and  election  officers.-—  The  secrctarv  of  state  shall  at  least 
fixtv  diivs  hefore  each  cencral  election  hold  aft^r  tliLs  act  takes 
effect  cause  to  ho  prepared  a  eonipilation  of  the  election  law  with 
explanatory  notes  and  instructions,  properly  indexed,  and  the 
secrotary  of  state  shall  procure  the  same  to  he  printed  hy  the  legi^ 
htjve  jyrinter^  and  transmit  to  the  county  clerk  of  each  county  ex- 
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cept  New  York,  Kings,  Richmond,  Queens  and  Erie  counties,  and 
to  the  hoard  of  elections  of  the  city  of  Xew  York,  located  in  the 
boron^  of  Manhattan  and  to  the  tranch  office  of  the  board  of 
elections  in  each  of  the  other  boroughs  of  the  city  of  Xew  York 
and  to  the  commissioner  of  elections  of  the  coTinty  of  Erie  a 
si^cient  number  of  copies  thereof,  to  furnish  one  such  copy 
to  the  county  clerk  and  to  said  b6ard  and  to  each  of  said  b winch 
office*  of  the  board  of  elections,  and  to  said  coinniissiouer  «and 
one  to  each  town,  Tillage  and  city  clerk  and  to  Oc'ich  elocution 
officer  in  such  county  and  said  boroughs  together  with  such 
number  of  extra  copies  as  may  in  his  judgment  be  necessary  to 
replace  lost  or  mutilated  copies  before  delivery  thereof  to  elec- 
tion officers.  The  coumty  clerk  of  each  county,  except  those 
counties  the  whole  of  which  are  included  within  the  citv  of  Xew 
York,  and  the  commissioner  of  elections  of  the  county  of  Erie, 
shall  forthwith  transmit  one  of  sudi  copies  to  each  siucli  offii^pps 
in  sti«h  countv,  and  the  said  board  of  eloftions  shall  causo  to 
be  delivered  one  of  such  copies  to  each  of  such  officers  in  tlie  city 
of  NeiT  York.  Each  copy  so  received  by  each  such  officer  shall 
belong  to  the  office  of  the  person  receiving  it.

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Section  30.  Meetings  for  registration.—  r>cfore  every 
general  election,  the  board  of  inspectors  for  eaeli  election  district 
in  every  dtr,  and  in  rilhs^fi  Iiavinir  five  l\\on«^?vT\d  \a\\\^V\\^w\&  ^t 
more,  shall  hold  four  mcetiuiXP^  for  the  enioWmeivt  oi  \\\^  '^q\,^^'*> 
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thereof,  at  the  place  designated  therefor,  to  be  known  respectively 
as  the  first,  second,  third  and  fourth  meetings  for  registration. 
The  said  meetings  shall  be  held  in  every  city,  and  in  villages  hav- 
ing five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more  except  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  on  the  fourth  Friday,  fourth  Saturday  and  the  third  Fri- 
day and  third  Saturday  before  such  election.     In  the  city  of 
New  York  the  said  meetings  shall  be  held  on  the  twenty-ninth, 
twenty-eighth,    twenty-fourth    and    twenty-second    days    before 
such  election.     Each  meeting,  if  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  shall 
begin  at  seven  o'clock,  if  elsewhere,  at  eight  o'clock  in  the  fore- 
noon, and  continue,  if  in  cities  of  the  first  class,  imtil  ten  o'clock, 
if  elsewhere,  until  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening.     In  all  election 
districts  other  than  in  cities  or  villages  having  five  thousand 
inhabitants  or  more,  the  board  of  inspectors  of  election  for  each 
such  election  district  shall  hold  two  meetings  for  the  registra- 
tion of  electors  thereof,  at  the  places  designated  therefoT,  before 
each  general  election,  namely,  on  the  fourth  and  third  Saturday 
before  the  election,  to  be  known  respectively  as  the  first   and 
second  meetings  for  registration,  which  meetings  shall  begin  at 
nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  continue  until  nine  o'clock  in 
the  evening.     The  board  of  inspectors  of  election  shall  also,  if 
ordered  so  to  do  by  the  supreme  court,  or  a  justice  thereof,  or 
a  county  judge,  as  provided  in  section  thirty-one  of  the  election 
law,  meet  on  the  second  Saturday  before  each  general  election 
for  the  purpose  of  correcting  the  registers  by  adding  to  or  strik- 
ing off  the  name  of  any  person  as  directed  by  such  order.     It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  each  inspector  of  election  to  make  a  not© 
on  the  registers  opposita  the  name  of  each  person  so  enrolled, 
or  so  stricken  off,  of  the  date  of  such  order,  and  the  court,  jus- 
tice or  judge  issuing  the  same.     If  any  special  or  other  election 
other  than  a  general  election  shall  be  ordered  or  held  in  any 
city  or  village,  the  inspectors  of  election  of  the  various  election 
districts  in  which  such  special  or  other  election  is  to  be  held, 
shall  meet  in  their  respective  districts  at  the  place  designated 
therefor,  on  the  second  Saturday  preceding  such  election,  from 
eight  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening  for 
the  purpose  of  revising  and  correcting  the  register  of  electors 
as  hereinafter  provided.     No   inspector   shall   on    any   day   for 
re^'strntion  be  absent  during  the  hours  fixed  for  enrolling  tho 
names  of  electors.     Each  political  patty   ox  Vwdi^^c^i^ftLeTvl  Vs^d^ 
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duly  filing  or  entitled  to  file  certificates  of  nominations  of  can- 
didates for  offices  to  be  filled  at  any  such  election,  may,  by  a 
writing  signed  by  the  duly  authorized  county^  city,  town  or  vil- 
lage committee  of  such  political  party  or  independent  body,  or 
by  the  chairman  or  secretary  thereof  charged  with  that  duty 
and  delivered  to  one  of  the  inspectors  of  election,  appoint  not 
more  than  two  watchers  to  attend  any  meeting  or  meetings  of 
inspectors  for  an  election  district  in  cities  and  villages  having 
five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more  held  for  the  enrollment  of 
the  voters  thereof.     Such  watchers  may  be  present  at  such  poll- 
ing place,  and  within  the  guard  rail,  from  at  least  fifteen  minutes 
before  the  commencement  of  the  said  meeting  until  after  the 
completion  of  the  duties  of  the  board  of  inspectors  for  that  day 
of  registration.

§  31.  Adding  and  erasing  names  on  register •-»  If 

the  board  of  inspectors  at  any  meeting  for  the  registration  of  elect- 
ors shall  have  neglected  or  refused  to  place  upon  the  register  of 
electors  the  name  of  any  person  who  is  entitled  to  have  his  nam© 
placed  thereon,  application  may  be  made  to  the  supreme  court,  or 
any  justice  thereof  in  the  judicial  district  in  which  such  election 
district  is  located,  or  of  a  county  adjoining  such  judicial  dis- 
trict, or  to  a  county  judge  of  the  county  in  which  such  election 
district  is  located,  on  a  day  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  second 
Saturday  before  any  election,  for  an  order  to  place  such  name 
upon  the  register  of  electors;  and  such  court,  justice  or  judge 
may,  upon  sufficient  evidence,  and  upon  such  notice  of  not  less 
than  twenty-four  hours  to  the  board  of  inspectors,  and  such  other 
persons  interested  of  such  application  as  the  court,  justice  or 
judge  may  require,  order  such  inspectors  to  convene  as  a  board 
of  registration  on  the  second  Saturday  before  such  election,  and 
to  add  the  name  of  such  person  to  such  register  of  electors,  and 
such  register  shall  be  corrected  accordingly ;  but  no  court,  justice 
or  judge  shall  order  the  name  of  any  person  to  be  added  to  the 
register  of  electors  unless  it  shall  have  been  omitted  therefrom 
through  the  fault,  error  or  negligence  of  the  election  officers.

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tion  may  be  made  in  like  manner  by  any  elector  of  the  town  or 
city  in  which  such  election  district  is  located  to  any  conrt,  jua- 
iice  or  judge  hereinbefore  designated,  for  an  order  striking  such 
panic  from  the  register,  and  such  court,  justice  or  judge  may, 
upon  sufficient  evidence,  and  upon  such  notice  of  not  less  than 
twenty-four  hours  to  the  person  interested  of  such  application 
as  the  court,  justice  or  judge  may  require,  served  either  pe^ 
Fonally  or  by  depositing  the  same  in  the  post-office   addressed 
to  said  person  by  his  name,  and  at  the  address  which  appears  in

tion,   shall   be   presumptive   evidence   against   the   right  of   the 
elector  to  register  from  such  premises,  which  may  be  rebutted 
only  by  the  oral  testimony  under  oath  or  affidavit  of  the  elector 
whose  name  is  sought  to  be  stricken  from  the  register.     {Thus 
amended  hy  chap.

§  32.  Forms  for  resistration.-^  Subdivision  1.  Where 
personal  reg:istration  is  required.-^  The  board  of  in- 
spectors of  each  election  district  in  the  state  shall,  at  their  meetings 
for  registration  for  the  general  election  in  each  year,  make  a  quad- 
ruplicate reirister  —  one  copy  by  each  inspector — in  the  forms

Trhen  finally  completed,  shall  be  the  register  of  (^lectors  of  the  (lis-' 
trict  for  such  election.     Such  register  shall  also  be  used  at  all 
other  elections  held  in  such  district  during  the  year  succeeding 
the   election   for  which   it   is   made,    except   for  town   meetings 
and  \'illage  elections  for  which  no  registration  is  required.     In 
all  election  districts  in  which  personal  registration  of  all  electors 
is  required,  except  in  cities  containing  a  population  of  one  million 
and   over,   the   register   shall  be   arranged   in   nineteen   colunms 
and  the  leaves  thereof  shall  be  indexed  from  A  to  Z.     In  the 
first  column  of  such  register  there  shall  be  entered  at  the  time 
of  the  completion  of  the  registration  on  the  last  day  for  regis- 
tration, a  number  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  so  enrolled, 
beginning  with  *'  1  "  opposite  the  first  name  entered  on  the  page 
indexed  A  and  continuing  in  numerical  order  to  and  including 
the  last  name  entered  upon  the  last  page  of  such  register.

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Buch  person  from  which  he  last  registered  or  voted,  and  the  year 
in  which  he  last  registered  or  voted.  In  the  eighteenth  column 
shall  be  entered  the  date  of  the  registration  of  the  elector.  The 
nineteenth  column  shall  be  reserved  for  entering  the  consecutive 
number  on  the  stub  of  the  official  ballot  voted  by  the  elector  on 
election  day.  In  the  twentieth  column  shall  be  entered,  opposite 
the  name  of  each  elector,  under  the  heading  "  remarks  "  the  facts 
regarding  challenges,  oaths  and  other  facts  affecting  such  elector 
required  to  be  recorded.  In  all  election  districts  in  cities  con- 
taining a  population  of  one  million  and  over  the  register  instead 
of  being  arranged  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  twenty  columns 
shall  be  arranged  in  twenty-two  columns,  and  the  leaves  thereof 
shall  be  indexed  from  A  to  Z.  In  the  first  column  of  such 
register  there  shall  be  entered,  at  the  time  of  the  completion  of 
the  registration  on  the  last  day  for  registration,  a  number  oppo- 
site the  name  of  each  person  so  enrolled,  beginning  with  "1" 
opposite  the  first  name  entered  in  the  page  indexed  A  and  con- 
tinuing in  numerical  order  to  and  including  the  last  name  entered 
upon  the  last  page  of  such  register.  On  each  day  of  registra- 
tion there  shall  be  entered  in  the  second  column  thereof  the  sur- 
name  of  such  persons  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letter 
thereof,  on  the  page  bearing  the  index  letter  of  such  surname 
and  in  the  third  colunm  the  christian  name  or  names  of  such 
persons  respectively.

In  the  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and 
eighteenth  columns  shall  be  entered  respectively  the  name  of  the 
state,  the  city  or  town,  and  the  street  number  and  the  name  of  the 
street  or  avenue  of  the  residence  of  such  person  from  which  such 
person  last  registered  or  voted,  and  the  year  in  which  he  last 
registered  or  voted.  In  the  nineteenth  column  shall  be  entered 
the  date  of  the  registration  of  the  elector.  The  twentieth 
column  shall  be  reserved  for  the  signature  of  the  elector 
at  the  time  of  registration  or  in  case  the  elector  alleges 
his  inability  to  write,  for  entering  therein  the  number  of  the 
"  identification  statement  for  registration  day  "  made  by  such 
elector  as  hereinafter  provided.  Above  each  horizontal  line  in 
the  said  twentieth  column  shall  be  printed  the  words  "  the  fore- 
going statements  are  true  "  and  the  elector  shall  at  the  time  of 
registration  sign  his  name  by  his  owti  hand  and  without  assistance 
using  an  indelible  pencil  or  ink  below  such  words  on  the  hori- 
zontal line  in  the  register  of  electors  designated  as  the  public  copy. 
If  the  elector  alleges  his  inability  to  so  sign,  one  of  the  inspectors, 
designated  by  the  chairman,  shall  read  to  the  elector  the  following 
list  of  questions  from  a  book  to  be  furnished  said  inspector  and 
to  be  known  as  "  identification  statements  for  registration  day," 
and  said  inspector  shall  write  down  in  said  book  the  answers  of 
the  elector  to  said  questions:  What  is  your  true  name?  What  is 
or  was  your  father's  full  name?  What  is  or  was  your  mother's 
full  name?  What  is  your  occupation?  What  is  the  name  of 
your  present  employer?  If  unemployed,  what  is  the  name  of 
your  last  employer?  Where  is  or  was  his  place  of  business? 
Are  you  married  or  single  ?  Where  did  you  actmally  reside  im- 
mediately prior  to  taking  up  your  present  residence;  state  floor 
and  character  oi  premises  ?  At  the  bottom  of  each  list  of  ques- 
tions shall  be  printed  the  following  statement :  *^  I  certify  that 
I  have  read  to  the  above  named  elector  each  of  the  foregoing 
questions  and  that  I  have  truly  recorded  his  answers  as  above  to 
each  of  said  questions,"  and  said  inspector  who  has  /made  the 
above  record  shall  forthwith  sign  his  name  to  said  certificate  and 
date  the  same.  The  above  questions  shall  be  printed  on  separate 
abeets  of  paper  which  shall  he  furnished  said  m^^eeVot  "WotA 
together  in  book  form  and  numbered  consecutively,  «caQL  \Sq!^  liOTfif 
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ber  corresponding  to  the  number  on  each  sheet  containing  said 
list  of  questions  shall  be  entered  when  the  questions  have  been 
answered,  in  the  twentieth  column,  in  the  register  of  electors  in 
which  the  electors  registering  have  signed  their  names.  Said 
book  of  "  identification  statements  for  registration  day  "  shall  be 
kept  at  all  times  with  the  register  in  which  the  electors  sign  their 
names  as  hereinbefore  provided.  The  registration  books  as  pro- 
vided in  this  subdivision  together  with  a  sufficient  number  of 
identification  statements  for  registration  and  election  days,  bound 
in  book  form,  and  the  poll -books  as  herein  provided  in  subdivision 
four  of  section  one  hundred  and  three,  shall  be  furnished  to  each 
board  of  inspectors  in  the  same  manner  as  the  registration  and 
poll-books  are  now  furnished  to  said  boards  of  inspectors.  The 
twenty-first  column  shall  be  reserved  for  entering  the  consecutive 
number  on  the  stub  of  the  official  ballot  voted  by  the  elector  on 
election  day.  In  the  twenty-second  column  shall  be  entered, 
opposite  the  name  of  each  elector,  under  the  heading  *^  remarks  " 
the  facts  regarding  challenges,  oaths  and  other  facts  affecting  such 
elector  required  to  be  recorded.  {Thus  amended  hy  chap.  621, 
Laws  of  1908.) 

Subdivision  2.  In  all  election  districts  in  which  personal  regis- 
tration of  all  electors  is  not  required  the  register  shall  be  arranged 
in  eight  columns.  In  the  first  column  of  such  register  there  shall 
be  entei'ed  at  the  time  of  the  completion  of  such  registration  on 
the  last  day  thereof,  a  number  opposite  the  name  of  each  person 
so  enrolled,  commencing  with  *^  1  "  and  continuing  in  numerical 
order.  On  each  day  of  registration  there  shall  be  entered  in  the 
second  column  thereof  surnames  of  such  persons  in  the  alpha* 
betical  order  of  the  first  letter  thereof,  and  in  the  third  column 
the  christian  names  of  such  persons  respectively.  In  the  fourth 
column  shall  be  entered  the  residence  number  or  other  designa- 
tion, and  in  the  fifth  column  the  name  of  the  street  or  avenue  of 
such  residence,  and  a  brief  description  of  the  locality  thereof.  In 
the  sixth  column  shall  be  entered  the  date  on  which  the  elector 
was  registered.  The  seventh  column  shall  be  reserved  for  enter- 
ing the  consecutive  number  on  the  stub  of  the  official  ballot  voted 
by  the  elector  on  election  day.  In  the  eighth  column  shall  be 
entered  opposite  the  name  of  each  elector,  wivdet  th«  heading  of 
remarks/^  the  facts  regarding  challenges,  oa\!ti^  «iidL  o\)tv^x  i-wjXs^ 
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ftfiFecting  such  elector  required  to  be  recorded.      (Thus  amended 
hy  chap.  630,  Laws  of  1899.) 

Subdivision  3.  DeUvery  of  resistry  li«t«.—  In  cities  of 
the  first  and  second  class,  the  board  of  inspectors  of  each  election 
district  shall,  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  last  day  of  regis- 
tration, make  and  complete  one  list  of  all  persons  enrolled  in  their 
respective  districts,  in  the  numerical  order  of  the  street  num- 
bers thereof,  which  list  shall  be  signed  and  certified  by  the  board 
of  inspectors.  Such  list  shall  be  delivered  by  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  inspectors  to  the  police  captain  of  the  precinct  in 
which  the  election  district  is  located,  or  an  officer  thereof,  who 
shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same,  if  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to 
the  board  of  elections  and  if  in  the  city  of  Buffalo  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  elections,  and  in  cities  of  the  second  class,  to  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  city  is  located.  The  board  of 
elections  of  the  city  of  Xew  York  and  the  said  commissioner  of 
elections  and  the  county  clerk  iii  the  said  cities  of  the  second 
class  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  delivery  of  such  lists, 
and  not  less  than  six  days  prior  to  the  day  of  election,  print  in 
pamphlet  form  for  each  assembly  district  or  ward  within  such 
respective  cities  not  less  than  fifty  times  as  many  copies  of  said 
list  as  there  are  election  districts  in  such  assembly  district  or 
ward,  so  that  each  assembly  district  or  ward  pamphlet  shall 
contain  the  lists  of  the  several  election  districts  in  such  assemblv 
district  or  ward.  Upon  the  written  application  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  executive  committee  of  the  county  committee  of  any 
political  party  entitled  to  a  separate  column  upon  the  ofiicial 
ballot  to  be  voted  in  such  citv  at  the  election  for  which  the 
registration  is  made,  the  said  board  and  said  commissioner  of 
elections  and  said  county  clerk  shall  respectively  deliver  to 
Fuch  chairman  five  copies  of  each  assembly  district  or  ward 
pamphlets  for  each  election  district  within  such  assembly  dis- 
trict or  ward  in  such  county.  Two  pamphlets  containing  the 
lists  of  the  registered  persons  in  the  election  districts  within  his 
precinct  shall  be  furnished  to  each  police  captain  in  such  cities, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  police  captains  to  forthwith 
cause  an  investigation  of  each  name  registered  to  be  made  and 
to  report  to  his  commanding  officer  and  to  t\\e  \>oaTc\  ol  ^Xqc^Xa^^*^ 
and  to  the  said  commissioner  of  elections  any  case  oi  l^\^e  x^^'sr 
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tration  found  in  his  precinct  The  remaining  pamphlets  so 
printed  shall  be  distributed  in  the  discretion  of  the  said  board, 
and  said  commissioner  of  elections  and  said  county  clerk,  who 
shall  have  respectively  the  power  to  charge  for  each  pamphlet 
a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  cents  a  copy  and  any  moneys  resulting 
from  the  sale  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  comptroller  of  the  city 
for  the  benefit  of  the  treasury  of  such  city.  The  board  of  elec- 
tions shall  contract  for  the  printing  of  such  lists  of  registered 
\oter8  with  whomsoever  it  may  seem  to  said  board  to  be  most 
advantageous-  to  so  contract,  but  such  contract  shall  only  be 
awarded  after  proper  public  notice  and  to  the  lowest  bidder. 
Such  lists  shall  be  made  and  printed  as  near  as  may  be  in  the 
following  form,  to  wit:

§  33.  Method  of  resistration.—  Subdivision  1.  In 
cities  and  in  villages  having  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  the 
names  of  such  persons  only  as  personally  appear  before  the  inspect- 
ors, and  who  are  or  who  will  be  at  the  election  for  which  the  regis- 
tration is  made,  qualified  electors,  shall  be  enrolled  upon  the  regis- 
ter at  a  meeting  for  registration  for  a  general  election,  except  that 
whenever  any  election  district  in  a  village  having  five  thousand  in- 
habitants or  more  shall  embrace  within  its  boundaries,  territory 
without  the  limits  of  such  village,  the  inspectors  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  for  registration  for  a  general  election,  place  upon  such 
register  the  names  of  all  persons  appearing  on  the  register  of  the 
last  preceding  general  election,  who  resided  without  the  limits  of 
such  village,  but  within  the  election  district,  who  voted  at  such 
last  preceding  general  election,  except  the  names  of  such  electors 
who  are  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  inspectors  to  have 
ceased  to  be  electors  since  such  general  election,  or  have  moved 
within  the  limits  of  such  village.  They  shall  also  place  upon 
si/eA  register,  at  their  first  and  subsequent  meetings,  the  names 
^^  oil  other  persons  Jcnown  or  proven  to  t^ieVt  ^«L\A.«»i^^\Aa^,  ^V<5k 
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are  or  will  be  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election,  who  reside  within 
Biich  election  district,  but  without  the  limits  of  such  city  or  vil- 
lage. 

Subdivision  2.  At  the  first  meeting  for  registration  in  all 
election  districts  where  only  two  meetings  for  the  enrollment 
of  electors  are  held  for  any  general  election,  as  provided  iu 
section  thirty  of  the  election  law,  tbe  inspectors  shall  at  such 
first  meeting,  place  upon  the  register  the  names  of  all  persons 
who  voted  at  the  last  preceding  general  election,  as  shown  by 
the  register  or  poll  book  of  such  election,  except  the  names  of 
such  electors  as  are  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  inspector9 
to  have  ceased  to  be  electors  in  such  district  since  such  general 
election,  and  also  at  said  first  meeting  and  at  the  second  meeting; 
they  shall  place  on  the  register  the  names  of  all  persons  known 
or  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspectors  who  are,  or  will 
be,  entitled  to  vote  at  the  election  for  which  such  registration  is 
made.      (Renumbered  hy  chap,  630,  Laws  of  1899.) 

Subdivision  3.  At  the  meeting  of  the  board  of  inspectors  in  a 
city  or  village  having  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  for 
revising  and  correcting  the  register  for  any  election  other  than 
a  general  election,  the  inspectors  shall  retain  upon  the  register 
of  their  respective  districts,  the  names  of  all  persons  qualified 
to  vote  at  such  election  in  such  district,  which  appear  upon  the 
register  of  electors  for  the  last  preceding  general  election  in  such 
election  district,  except  the  names  of  such  electors  as  arc  proven 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  inspectors  to  have  ceased  to  be  electors 
of  such  district  since  their  names  were  placed  upon  such  register, 
and  shall,  at  such  meeting,  add  only  to  such  register  the  names 
of  the  persons  qualified  as  electors,  who  shall  personally  appear 
before  the  board.  If,  however,  such  elector  resides  within  such 
election  district,  but  without  the  limits  of  such  village,  his  name 
shall  be  placed  upon  such  register,  if  it  is  shown  to  the  satisfac- 
tion of  such  board  that  he  is  entitled  to  vote  therein.  In  cities 
of  the  first  class  any  elector  who  was  enrolled  upon  the  register 
in  an  election  district  of  such  city  at  the  last  preceding  general 
election,  and  who  since  that  time  shall  have  removed  into  another 
election  district  in  the  same  city,  and  who  is  otherwise  quali- 
fied to  vote  at  such  special  election,  shall,  upon  demand,  receive 
from  the  board  of  iuBpectors  of  the  district  in  \^\i\c\i  \i\^  TisiTaft 
was  enrolled  for  such  last  preceding  general  c\ee\\oT\,  ^  ^^tNa^t 
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cate  duly  signed  by  the  said  board  of  the  fact  that  hia  name  was 
upon  such  register,  and  has  been  erased  thereffirom  becanae  of 
such  removal,  and  his  name  shall  thereupon  be  erased  from  sock 
register.  Upon  presentation  of  such  certificate  by  Ae  elector  to 
the  board  of  inspectors  of  the  election  district  in  which  he  re- 
sides, his  name  shall  be  placed  upon  the  register  for  Buch  district. 
The  inspectors  must  note  uiwn  the  register  opposite  the  name 
of  such  elector,  the  fact  of  such  certificate  of  removal,  epeeiijiug 
the  election  district  from  which  he  has  removed.  They  shall 
carefully  attach  such  certificate  to  the  raster.  No  elector  shall 
cause  his  name  to  be  placed  upon  the  register  of  an  election 
district  for  any  election  other  than  a  general  election,  while  his 
name  shall  appear  upon  the  register  of  another  district  to  be 
used  at  such  election.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  provi- 
sion is  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  upon  conviction  shall  be  punished 
by  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  not  less  than  two  or  more 
than  five  years.  In  all  election  districts  other  than  in  cities  or 
in  villages  of  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  the  board  of 
inspectors  in  preparing  for  an  election  other  than  a  general 
election  shall  add  to  the  register  for  the  last  preceding  general 
election,  the  names  of  such  electors  as  they  know  are  or  are 
satisfied  by  proof  will  be,  on  the  day  of  such  election,  entitled 
to  vote  thereat,  and  shall  strike  therefrom  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons whom  they  know  or  are  satisfied  by  proof  have  ceased  to  be 
qualified  electors  of  such  election  district.  Ko  r^stration  of 
electors  shall  be  required  for  town  or  village  electicms.  {Benumr 
bered  by  chap.  630,  Lav,^  of  1899.) 

§  34.  Gtoneral  yrovi«loiis«— Subdivision  1. —  QvalUk- 
eation  of  elector t^--  A  person  is  a  qualified  elector  in  any 

election  district  for  the  purpose  of  having  his  name  placed  on  the 
register  if  he  is  or  will  bo,  on  the  day  of  the  election,  qualified  to 
vote  at  the  election  for  which  such  registration  is  made.  A  qnalified 
elector  is  a  male  citizen  who  is  or  will  be  on  the  day  of  eleelioii 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  who  has  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  state 
for  one  year  next  preceding  the  election,  and  for  tfie  last  fovr 
months  a  resident  of  the  county,  and  for  the  last  thirty  days  a  rear 
dent  of  the  election  district  in  which  he  may  offer  his  vote.  If  a 
naturalized  citizen,  he  must,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  provi- 
sions^ have  been  naturalised  at  least  ninety  days  prior  to  the  dgy 
ofelectioMi. 
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SubdiviBion  2.  For  the  purpoee  of  registering  and  voting  no 
person  ahall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  or  lost  a  residence,  by  reason 
of  his  presence  or  absence  while  employed  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  nor  while  engaged  in  the  navigation  of  the  watei's 
of  the  state,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  high  seas ;  nor  while 
a  student  of  any  seminary  of  learning;  nor  while  kept  at  any 
almshouse  or  other  asylum,  or  institution  wholly  or  partly  sup- 
ported at  public  expense,  or  by  charity ;  nor  while  confined  in  any 
public  prison*  Any  person  claiming  to  belong  to  any  class  of 
persons  mentioned  and  referred  to  in  this  subdivision  shall  file 
with  the  board  of  inspectors  at  the  time  of  registration  a  written 
statement  showing  where  he  is  actually  domiciled,  his  business 
or  occupation,  his  business  address,  and  to  which  class  he  claims 
to  belong.  Such  st-atement  shall  be  attached  to  the  register,  and 
be  open  for  public  inspection,  and  the  fact  thereof  shall  be  noted 
in  the  register  opposite  the  name  of  the  person  so  enrolled. 

Subdivision  3.  niiterate  and  disabled  electors.-^  If,  at 
any  meeting  for  the  registration  of  electors,  any  person  entitled  to 
be  r^stered  and  of  whom  personal  registration  is  required,  shall 
declare  to  the  board  of  inspectors  at  the  time  he  applies  for 
registration,  that  he  is  unable  to  write  by  reason  of  illiteracy, 
or  that  he  will  be  unable  to  prepare  his  ballot  without  assistance 
by  reason  of  blindness,  or  of  such  degree  of  blindness  as  will 
prevent  him,  with  the  aid  of  glasses,  from  seeing  the  names 
printed  upon  the  oflBcial  ballot,  loss  of  both  hands,  or  such  total 
inability  of  both  hands  that  he  cannot  use  either  hand  for  ordi- 
nary purposes,  or  that  he  will  be  imable  to  enter  the  \'oting 
booth  without  assistance  by  reason  of  disease  or  crippled  condi- 
tion, the  nature  of  which  he  must  specify,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  board  of  inspectors  to  administer  an  oath  to  such  person 
in  the  following  language,  namely :  "  You  do  solemnly  swear  (or 
affirm)  that  you  will  be  unable  to  prepare  your  ballot  without 
assistance,  because,"  and  after  the  word  "  because,"  continuing 
with  a  statement  of  the  specific  disease  or  crippled  condition 
assigned  by  the  "peTBon  as  the  cause  of  his  allege<l  disability, 
and  the  said  inspectors  and  each  of  them  shall  make  a  note  upon 
the  register  of  each  instance  in  which  such  oath  is  administered, 
and  of  the  cause  or  reason  so  assigned. 

Subdivision  4.  If  any  elector  after  being  enrolled,  shall  change 
his  place  of  residence  within  the  same  election  disltiel,  "Vie  tcvk^  «:§- 
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pear  before  the  board  of  inspectors  of  such  district  on  any  day  at 
registration,  or  on  the  day  of  election,  and  state  nnder  oath  that 
he  has  so  changed  his  residence,  and  the  board  of  inspectors  shall 
thereupon  make  the  proper  correction  upon  the  register  of  such  dis- 
trict. 

Subdivision  5.  No  part  of  a  day  fixed  for  the  registration  of 
electors  shall  be  deemed  a  holiday  so  as  to  affect  any  meeting  or 
proceeding  of  the  board  of  inspectors  for  registration. 

Subdivision  6.  Challenses  to  applicants  for  registra- 
tion.-^  The  secretary  of  state  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be 
printed  on  good  writing  paper  in  book  form  wherever  he  deems  it 
desirable  for  the  best  interests  of  the  state,  at  least  one  hundred 
blank  challenge  affidavits  for  each  election  district  in  cities  and  at 
least  fifty  such  blanks  for  each  election  district  outside  of  cities 
and  shall  transmit  to  each  county  clerk,  board  or  other  officers  to 
whom  or  which  he  is  required  to  deliver  the  register  of  electors  and 
Ikt  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  such  register  of  elect- 
ors are  transmitted  a  sufficient  number  of  such  books  of  blank  chal- 
lenge affidavits  as  shall  provide  on©  such  book  for  each  board  of 
inspectors  in  each  county,  and  such  officers  shall  transmit  the  said 
books  to  the  respective  boards  of  inspectors  in  the  same  manner 
and  at  the  same  time  as  the  register  of  electors.  The  secretory  of 
state  shall  also  furnish  to  such  clerk  or  board  an  additional  number 
of  such  books  of  challenge  affidavits,  and  copies  thereof  as  herein- 
after provided,  which  in  his  jud^^nent  are  necessary  to  replace 
lost  or  damaged  books  and  to  provide  extra  books  to  any  election 

district  in  which  the  supply  may  be  exhausted  during  the  registra- 
tion of  electors.  Such  extra  books  shall  be  furnished  by  such  clerk 
or  board  to  the  inspectors  upon  application  by  the  inspectors  or  any 
ritizen.  Each  challenge  affidavit  shall  have  a  ^ub  attached  thereto 
and  separated  from  such  affidavit  by  a  perforated  line  with  a  space 
on  such  stub  for  writing  the  name  and  the  address  of  the  challenged 
person,  and  both  the  stub  and  affidavit  shall  bear  the  same  printed 
number  and  shall  be  numbered  in  consecutive  order  therein,  begin- 
ning with  number  one.  Such  challenge  affidavit  shall  be  printed 
m  the  following  form,  to  wit :

affidavit  his  name  shall  not  be  placed  upon  the  register,  or  if  re- 
corded thereon  previous  to  his  ascertained  disqualification  as  an 
elector,  the  inspectors  shall  enter  in  the  remark  column  after  such 
name  the  word  disqualified  and  no  person  shall  be  allowed  to  vote 
on  such  name  at  the  election.  Any  applicant  for  registration,  in- 
spector or  other  person  who  shall  incorporate  or  cause  to  be  incor- 
porated any  false  statement  in  such  challenge  affidavit  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  perjury.  At  the  close  of  each  day  of  registration 
the  inspectors  of  election  shall  detach  from  the  stubs  the  challenge 
affidavits  signed  by  the  persons  challenged  during  the  day  and  in 
cities  shall  deliver  them  to  the  police  captain  of  the  precinct  in 
which  the  election  district  is  located  or  to  an  officer  thereof,  and 
such  police  captain  or  commanding  officer  of  such  precinct  shall 
immediately  cause  an  investigation  of  the  truth  of  such  affidavit 
to  be  made,  and  if  such  investigation  shall  prove  the  same  to  be 
false  in  any  particular  affecting  the  right  of  the  challenged  person 
to  register  or  vote,  the  said  officer  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the 
district  attorney  of  the  county,  together  with  the  evidence  of  the 
falsity  of  such  affidavit,  and  the  district  attorney  shall  forthwith 
present  the  same  to  the  grand  jury  of  such  county.

The  secretary  of  state  shall  also  fur- 
nish for  each  election  district  within  the  metropolitan  elections  dis- 
trict a  duplicate  book  of  challenge  affidavits  but  without  the  stubs ; 
each  of  which  affidavits  shall  be  printed  ^vith  the  words  official  copy 
of  n hove  the  words  challenge  affidavit  pTiivtcd  thereon,  and  there 
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diall.be  printed  upon  the  outside  cover  of  each  such  book  the 
words  copy  book  of  challenge  affidavits,  together  with  proper  in- 
structions to  the  inspectors  of  election  regarding  the  same  as  herein 
provided.  Such  duplicate  books  of  challenge  affidavits  shall  be 
delivered  to  the  boards  of  inspectors  of  election  within  the  metro- 
politan elections  district  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner 
as  the  original  book  of  challenge  affidavits.  The  inspectors  of  elec- 
tion, or  one  of  them  designated  by  the  chairman  of  the  board,  of 
the  election  districts  within  the  metropolitan  elections  district  shall, 
at  the  time  of  filling  out  and  signing  of  any  challenge  affidavit  as 
heretofore  provided,  make  a  duplicate  of  such  challenge  affidavit, 
upon  the  copy  of  the  challenge  affidavit  numbered  to  correspond 
with  the  original  challenge  affidavit.  The  duplicate  book  of  chal- 
lenge affidavits  shall  be  in  the  custody  of  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  inspectors  until  the  close  of  the  polls  of  the  election  for  which 
the  registration  is  made,  when  it  shall  be  filed  together  with  the 
book  of  unused  original  challenge  affidavits  and  stubs  in  the  office 
of  the  board  or  officer  delivering  the  same  to  the  board  of  inspectors. 
Except  as  hereinafter  provided  any  person  who  shall  wilfully  sup- 
press, alter,  destroy  or  mutilate  any  signed  challenge  affidavit  or 
official  copy  thereof  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony.

Subdivision  7.  Record  of  challenges.—-  If,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  board  of  inspectors  for  registration,  any  elector  shall,  upon 
oath,  declare  that  he  has  reason  to  believe  that  any  person  on  the 
register  of  electors  will  not  be  qualified  tD  vote  at  the  election  for 
which  the  registration  is  made,  the  board  of  inspectors  shall  place 
the  words  "  to  be  challenged  "  opposite  the  name  of  such  person, 
and  when  such  person  shall  offer  his  vote  at  such  election,  the  gen- 
eral oath  as  to  qualification  shall  ho  administered  to  him,  and  if  he 
phall  refuse  to  take  such  oath  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  vote. 

Subdivision  8.   Production  of  naturalization  papers.— 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  naturalized  citizen  before  being  reg- 
istered to  produce  to  the  inspectors,  if  any  inspector  §iv^\l  T^c>j\vt^^ 
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his  naturalization  papers  or  a  certified  copy  thereof  for  their  in- 
spection, and  to  make  oath  before  them  that  he  is  the  person  pur- 
porting to  have  been  naturalized  by  the  papers  so  produced,  unless 
such  citizen  was  naturalized  previous  to  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-seven.  If  however  such  naturalized  citizen  can  not 
for  any  reason  produce  his  naturalization  papers,  or  a  certified 
copy  thereof,  the  board  of  inspectors,  or  a  majority  of  such  board 
may  place  the  name  of  such  naturalized  citizen  upon  the  register 
of  electors  upon  his  furnishing  to  such  board  evidence  which  shall 
satisfy  such  board  of  his  right  to  be  registered.  {Thus  amended 
hy  chap.  675,  Laws  of  1905.) 

Subdivision  9.  Any  person  knowingly  taking  a  false  oath  be- 
fore the  board  of  inspectors,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  pun- 
ished as  for  willful  and  corrupt  perjury. 

Subdivision  10.  PersoAS  excluded  froia  the  risht  of 
snffrase*-— No  person  who  shall  receive,  accept,  or  offer  to  re- 
ceive, or  pay,  offer  or  promise  to  pay,  contribute,  offer  or  promise  to 
contribute  to  another,  to  be  paid  or  used,  any  money  or  any  other 
valuable  thing  as  a  compensation  or  reward  for  the  giving  or  with- 
holding a  vote  at  an  election,  or  for  registering  or  refraining  from 
registering  as  an  elector,  or  who  shall  make  any  promise  to  in- 
fluenoie  the  giving  or  withholding  any  such  vote  or  registration,  or 
who  shall  make  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any 
bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  an  election,  shall  vote 
at  such  election.  No  perso!i  who  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony 
shall  have  the  right  to  register  for  or  vote  at  any  election  unless  he 
shall  have  been  pardoned  and  restored  to  the  rights  of  citizenship. 
{Added  by  chap.  654,  Laws  of  1901.) 

Subdivision  11.  When  a  to^n  or  village  election  is  held  at  the 
same  time  with  a  general  election  all  electors  in  such  town  or 
village  to  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  town  or  villago  election  must 
be  i^stered  as  provided  by  law  for  the  enrollment  of  electors  for 
any  general  election  in  audi  town  or  village.  {Added  by  chap.

the  names  and  residences  of  all  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  at  such 
election  in  such  district,  who  have  personally  appeared  before  the 
board  of  registration,  and  such  registers  §0  certified  shall  be  pre- 
sumptive evidence  that  the  names  and/'places  of  residence  con- 
tained therein  are  the  names  and  places -bf  residence  given  by  the 
persons  registered  respectively.  At  tfe  close,  of  eacji  meeting 
for  the  registration  of  electors  for  a  gexreral  or  other  ejection  else- 
where than  in  a  city,  or  in  a  district  whoM5H^'''i*hii^yil  hav-

and  the  inspectors  shall  certify  to  the  officer  or  board  in  cities 

of  the  first  class  with  whom  the  registers  are  filed,  the  changes, 

additions,  or  alterations  made  in  such  registers  for  such  election.

Section  50.  Definitions  of  primary  and  convention 

As  used  in  this  article,  a  convention  is  an  assemblage  of  delegi 
repk'^enting  a  political  party  or  independent  body,  duly  conve 
for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  for  office,  electing  d 
gates  to  conventions,  electing  officers  for  party  organizations,  or 
the  transaction  of  any  other  business  relating  to  the  affairs  or  < 
dnct  of  the  party  or  independent  body;  and  a  primary  is 
other  assemblage  of  voters  of  a  political  party  or  independ 
body  duly  convened  for  any  such  purpose. 

§  51.  Notice  of  primary.—  Xo  primary  shall  be  held  i 
city  or  village  having  a  population  of  over  five  thousand,  as  sh( 
by  the  last  state  or  federal  enumeration,  unless  at  least  two  di 
notice  thereof  shall  be  published  in  a  daily  newspaper  in  s 
city  or  village,  of  the  same  politics  with  the  political  party  gi'v 
the  notice  at  least  twice ;  but  if  no  such  newspaper  is  publishec 
the  same  city  or  village  where  such  primary  is  to  be  held,  s 
notice  shall  bo  published  in  a  weekly  newspaper,  if  any,  in  s 
city  or  village  of  the  same  politics  of  the  political  party  giv 
tife  notice  before  such  primary  is  TaeVA.    "Bu\,  \i  no  «v\ft\v  dail^ 
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weekly  newspaper  be  so  published  in  such  city  or  village,  such 

notice  shall  be  posted  in  at  least  six  public  places  in  such  city  or 

village  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  holding  of  such  primary. 

Siach  primary  shall  be  opened  at  such  hour  between  nine  o'clock 

in  the  forenoon  and  nine  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  as  may  be  pre- 

Bcribed  by  the  political  party  or  independent  body  holding  the 

same.     Elsewhere  than  in  such  a  city  or  village,  every  primary 

shall  be  called  and  held  pursuant  to  notice  given  according  to  the 

regulations  and  usages  of  the  political  party  or  independent  body 

holding  it. 


§  52.    Organization   and  eondnot  of   primaries.— 

Every  primary  held  by  any  political  party  or  independent  body 
for  the  purpose  of  choosing  candidates*  for  office,  or  the  election  of 
delegates  to  conventions,  or  for  the  purpose  of  electing  officers  of 
any  political  party  or  independent  body,  shall  be  presided  over 
and  conducted  by  officers  to  be  selected  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  rules  or  regulations  of  the  political  party  or  independent 
body  holding  such  primary.     If  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
political  party  or  independent  body  calling  it  so  require,  or  if  it 
shall  be,  by  a  vote  of  the  electors  present,  so  resolved,  or,  if  it  be 
in  a  city  or  village  having  a  population  of  over  five  thousand,  ac- 
cording to  the  last  preceding  federal  or  state  enumeration,  and  five 
qualified  electors  of  the  district  where  it  is  held,  belonging  to  the 
political  party  calling  it,  shall  servo  upon  the  secretary  or  chair- 
man of  the  general  committee  of  the  party,  or  of  its  organization  in 
such  city  or  village,  or  upon  the  chairman  of  the  district  commit- 
tee, a  written  demand,  stating  that  they  so  require  it,  the  following 
additional  requirements,  or  such  of  them  as  may  be  specified  in 
such  demand,  shall  be  complied  with : 

1.  The  chairman   and   other  officers   shall   take  the   constitu- 
tional oath  of  office. 

2.  Candidates  and  delegates  and  officers  of  the  organization  or 
committee  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot. 

3.  The  meeting  shall  be  held  open  not  less  than  one  hour  for 
voting  thereat. 

4.  The  tellers  shall  keep  a  poll  list  of  the  name  and  residence 
of  each  perBon  voting,  end  assist  the  secretary  in  \Itie  e^vi^^^^  ^^ 
the  votcA 
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5.  An  elector  shall  be  appointed  watcher  for  each  candidate  or 
set  of  candidates  or  delegates  requesting  the  same. 

6.  The  chairman  shall  publicly  announce  the  number  of  votes 
cast  for  each  candidate,  and  the  result  of  the  canvass  at  the  com- 
pletion thereof,  and  shall,  if  the  primary  be  held  in  a  city  or  vil- 
lage having  a  population  of  more  than  five  thousand,  as  shown  by 
the  last  preceding  federal  or  state  enumeration,  file  a  statement  o£ 
such  results  and  the  oath  taken  at  such  primary,  and  the  poll  list 
kept  thereat  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk,  if  located  in  such 
city  or  village,  and  otherwise,  in  the  office  of  the  city  or  village 
clerk,  and  the  papers  so  filed  shall  be  public  records  and  open  to 
inspection  and  examination  by  any  elector  of  the  state. 

§  53«    Qnalifleatioas  of  voters  at  primaries.^-  JSTo 

person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  primary  unless  he  may  be 
qualified  to  vote  for  the  officers  to  be  nominated  thereat  on  the  day 
of  election.  They  shall  possess  such  other  qualifications  as  shall  be 
Authorized  by  the  regulations  and  usages  of  the  political  party  or 
independent  body  holding  the  same. 

§  54.  Duties  of  chairman  of  primary.-—  The  chair- 
man may  administer  any  oath  required  to  be  administered  at  any 
primary.  lie  shall  decide  all  questions  that  arise  relating  to  the 
qualifications  of  voters  when  the  voter  is  challenged  by  an  elector 
and  shall  reject  such  vote,  unless  the  person  offering  the  vote  is 
willing  to  be,  and  shall  be  sworn,  that  he  will  truly  answer  all  ques- 
tions put  to  him  touching  his  qualification,  as  such  voter,  and 
shall  state  under  oath  that  he  is  qualified  to  vote  at  such  primary. 

§  55.  Watchers  and  canvass  of  votes  at  primaries. 

—  The  ballot  box  used  at  any  primary  shall  be  examined  by 
the  secretary  and  by  the  tellers,  if  any,  in  the  presence  of  the 
watchers,  if  anv,  before  anv  ballots  are  received  to  see  that  there 
are  no  ballots  therein.  Such  watchers  are  entitled  to  be  present 
from  the  commencement  of  the  primary  to  the  close  of  the  canvass, 
and  the  signing  of  the  certificates  thereof.  At  the  close  of  the  can- 
vass of  the  ballots  cast  for  each  candidate,  the  secretary  shall 
publicly  announce  the  vote  and  the  result  of  the  canvass. 

§  S6,  JPurty  nominations;  choice  of  emblema  fov

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known  as  party  nominatioxifl,  and  the  ccrtificato  by  which  such 
nominations  are  certified  shall  be  known  as  a  party  certificate  of 
nomination.    Party  nominations  of  candidates  for  public  ofBcc  can 
only  be  made  by  a  convention,  or  by  a  duly  authorized  comuiittee 
of  such  convention  of  a  political  party  which  at  the  last  i^receding 
general  election  before  the  holding  of  such  convention  at  which 
ft  governor  was  elected,  cast  ten  thousand  votes  in  the  state  for 
Bueh  officers;  provided,  however,  that  party  nominations  of  can- 
didates for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  only  in  a  town,  or  ward  of 
a  city,  or  a  village  or  subdivision  thereof,  can  only  be  made  by  a 
convention  or  primary  or  by  a  duly  authorized  committee  of  such 
convention  or  primary  of  a  political  party,  which,  at  the  last  pre- 
ceding general  election  before  the  holding  of   such   convention 
or  primary  at  which  a  governor  was  elected  cast  ten  thousand 
votes  in  the  state  for  such  officer.

making  such  nominations  or  nomination.  Such  device  or  emblei 
shall  be  shown  by  a  representation  thereof  upon  a  certificat 
signed  and  duly  executed  by  the  presiding  officer  and  a  secretar 
of  said  convention,  which  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  seen 
tary  of  state,  and  such  device  or  emblem,  when  so  filed,  shall  in  n 
case  be  used  by  any  other  party  or  independent  body.

If  the  other  nom- 
inating body  shall  present  no  other  device  or  party  name  after 
snch  decision,  such  officer  shall  himself  select  for  such  other  nom- 
inating body  another  device  or  party  name,  so  that  no  two  differ- 
ent parties  shall  be  designated  by  the  same  device  or  party  name. 
If  there  be  a  division  within  a  party,  and  two  or  more  factions

pursuant  to  this  article,  by  a  political  party  or  independent  body 
which  has  made  no  nomination  of  candidates  for  offices  to  be  filled 
by  the  electors  of  the  entire  state,  and  such  certificate  of  nomina- 
tion shall  omit  to  designate  a  device  or  emblem  to  distinguish  the 
candidates  nominated  in  such  certificate,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
secretary  of  state  or  other  public  officer  with  whom  such  certificate 
of  nomination  is  filed,  to  select  a  device  or  emblem  to  represent  the 
candidates  named  in  such  certificate  of  nomination.  {Thu^ 
amended  .by  chap.

§  57.  Independent  nominations.-—  Nominations  made 
as  provided  by  this  section  shall  be  known  as  independent  nomina- 
tions, and  the  certificate  whereby  such  nominations  are  made  shall 
be  known  as  an  independent  certificate  of  nomination.  Indepen- 
dent nominations  of  candidates  for  public  office  to  be  voted  for  by 
all  the  electors  of  the  state  can  only  be  made  by  six  thousand  or 
more  voters  of  the  state ;  provided,  however,  that  in  making  up  such 
number  at  least  fifty  electors  in  each  county  of  the  state  (the 
counties  of  Fulton  and  Hamilton  to  be  considered  as  one  county) 
shall  subscribe  to  the  certificate  provided  for  in  this  section.  In- 
dependent nominations  of  candidates  for  municipal  offices  to  be 
voted  for  by  all  the  electors  of  a  municipality  can  only  be  made  if 
in  a  city  of  the  first  class  by  two  thousand  electors  of  such  city ;  if 
in  cities  of  the  second  class  by  one  thousand  electors  of  such  city, 
and  in  other  cities  by  five  hundred  electors  thereof.  Independent 
nominations  of  candidates  for  a  county  office  in  a  county  in  which 
there  is  a  city  of  the  first  class  can  only  be  made  by  two  thousand 
electors  of  such  county.  Independent  nominations  of  candidates 
for  public  office  other  than  municipal  offices  to  be  voted  for  in  a 
district  less  than  the  whole  state,  but  greater  than  a  town  or  w^ard 
of  a  citv,  can  onlv  be  made  bv  one  thousand  electors  or  more  of  the 
district,  except  that  five  hundred  voters  or  more  of  an  assembly  or 
school  commissioner  district,  mav  make  such  nomination  for  mem- 
ber  of  assemblv  or  school  commissioner  to  be  voted  for  in  such  dis- 
ti'ict  Independent  nominations  of  candldalea  ioT  ij^ublic  office  to 
l>e  voted  for  only  hy  the  electors  oi  a  town,  ox  a  ^at^L  ol  a^xX:^.^  <st 
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a  village,  can  only  be  made  by  one  hundred  electors  or  more  of 
such  town,  ward  or  village,  except  that  when  such  town,  ward  or 
village  constitutes  an  assembly  or  school  commissioner  district,  five 
hundred  or  more  electors  shall  be  required  as  above  to  make  such 
nomination  for  member  of  assembly  or  school  commissioner.  In- 
dependent nominations  shall  be  made  by  certificate  subscribed  by 
such  electors,  each  of  whom  shall  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of 
residence  and  make  oath  that  he  is  an  elector  and  has  truly  stated 
his  residence.  The  making  of  the  said  oath  shall  be  proved  by  the 
certificate  of  the  notary  or  other  officer  before  whom  the  said  oath 
is  taken,  and  it  shall  be  unnecessary  for  an  elector  who  has  sub- 
scribed a  certificate  of  nomination  as  herein  provided,  to  sign  any 
affidavit  as  to  the  matter  to  which  he  has  made  oath  as  aforesaid. 
The  certificate  hereinbefore  provided  for  of  the  notary  or  other 
officer  shall  be  in  the  following  form  substantially :

The  certificate  of  nomination  and  each  separate  paper  thereof, 
if  there  be  more  than  one  such  paper,  shall  contain  the  following 
declaration  which  shall  be  subscribed  to  by  the  signers  thereof:

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person  or  persons  herein  nominated  for  public  office.  The  certifi- 
cate shall  also  contain  the  titles  of  the  offices  to  be  filled,  the  name 
and  residence  of  each  candidate  nominated,  and  if  in  a  city,  the 
street  number  of  such  residence  and  his  place  of  business,  if  any; 
and  shall  designate  in  not  more  than  five  words  the  political  or 
other  name  which  the  signers  shall  select,  which  name  shall  not 
include  the  name  of  any  organized  political  party.  All  indepen- 
dent certificates  of  nomination  shall,  upon  their  face,  designate 
and  select  a  device  or  emblem  to  represent  and  distinguish  the  can- 
didate of  the  independent  body  making  such  nominations,  as  pro- 
vided, by  the  fifty-sixth  section  of  this  act.  A  certificate  may 
designate  upon  its  face,  one  or  more  persons  as  a  committee  to 
represent  the  signers  thereof,  for  the  purposes  specified  by  section 
sixty-six  of  this  act.  The  signatures  to  the  certificate  of  nomina- 
tion need  not  all  be  appended  to  one  paper.  No  person  shall  join 
in  nominating  more  candidates  for  any  one  office  than  there  are 
persons  to  be  elected  thereto,  and  no  certificate  shall  contain  the 
names  of  more  candidates  for  any  office  than  there  are  persons  to 
be  elected  to  such  office.

§   58.  Places  of  filing  certificates  of  nomiiiation.— 

Certificates  of  nomination  of  candidates  for  office  to  be  filled  by 
the  electors  of  the  entire  state,  or  of  any  division  or  district  greater 
than  a  county,  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state,  except  that 
each  certificate  of  nomination  of  a  candidate  for  member  of.  assem- 
bly for  the  assembly  district  composing  the  counties  of  Fulton  and 
Hamilton,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  Fulton 
county,  and  a  copy  thereof  certified  by  the  county  clerk  of  Fulton 
county,  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  Hamilton 
county,  so  long  as  the  said  counties  constitute  one  assembly  dis- 
trict, and  except  that  certificates  of  nomination  of  candidates  for 
offices  to  be  filled  only  by  the  electors  or  a  portion  of  the  electors 
of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  filed  with  the  board  of  elections 
of  the  city  of  New  York.  Certificates  of  nomination  of  candidates 
for  offices  to  be  filled  only  by  the  votes  of  electors,  part  of  whom 
are  of  New  York  city,  and  part  of  whom  are  of  a  county  not 
whollj  within  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of 
sricA  county  and  in  the  office  of  the  board  oi  eVftc\.\OTxa  oi  ^aJA  c^X:^, 
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Certificates  of  nomination  of  candidates  for  offices  of  any  other 
city  except  the  city  of  Buffalo,  to  be  elected  at  the  same  time  at 
which  a  general  election  is  held  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the 
county  in  which  such  city  is  located.    Certificates  of  nomination  of 
candidates  for  offices  of  any  other  city,  except  the  city  of  Buffalo, 
or  for  officers  of  a  village  or  town  to  be  elected  at  a  different  time 
from  a  general  election,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  such  city, 
village  or  town,  respectively.     In  towns  in  which  town  meetings 
are  held  at  the  time  of  general  elections,  certificates  of  nomination 
of  candidates  for  town  offices  shall  be  in  duplicate,  one  of  which 
shall  be  filed  with  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  in  which  such  of- 
ficers are  to  be  voted  for,  and  the  other  with  the  clerk  of  the  county 
ill  which  such  town  is  located,  except  that  in  the  county  of  Erie, 
all  such  duplicate  certificates  of  nomination  shall  be  filed,  one  with 
the  commissioner  of  elections  and  one  with  the  clerk  of  the  town  in 
Mhich  such  officers  are  to  be  voted  for.     All  other  certificates  of 
iiomination,  except  in  the  county  of  Erie,  shall  be  filed  with  the

Certificates  for  the  nomination  of  ward  and  city  officers  in  the  city 
C>f  Buffalo,  shall  be  filed  with  the  commissioner  of  elections.     AU 
certificates  and  corrected  certificates  of  nomination,  all  objections 
to  such  certificates  and  all  declination  of  nominations  are  hereby 
tJeclared  to  be  public  records;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
c>fficer  or  board  to  exhibit  without  delay,  every  such  paper  or  papers 
to  any  person  who  shall  request  to  see  the  same.       It  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  each  such  officer  or  board  to  keep  a  book  which  shall  be  open 
to  public  inspection,  in  which  shall  be  correctly  recorded  the  names 
of  all  candidates  nominated  bv  certificates  filed  in  the  office  of  such 
officer  or  board,  or  certified  thereto,  the  title  of  the  office  for  which 
any  such  nomination  is  made,  the  political  or  other  name  and  em- 
blem of  the  political  party  or  independent  body  making  such  nom- 
ination; and  in  which  shall  also  be  stated  all  declinations  of  nom- 
inations or  objections  to  nominations,  and  the  time  of  filing  each 
of  the  said  papers.

days  and  not  more  than  forty  days;  those  required  to  be  filed  with 
the  county  clerk,  or  the  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York, 
or  with  the  citv  clerk  of  anv  other  citv,  or  with  the  commissioner 
of  elections  of  Erie  county,  if  jlarty  nominations,  at  least  twenty- 
five  and  not  more  than  thirty-five  days;  if  independent  nomina- 
tions, at  least  twenty,  and  not  more  than  thirtv-five  davs ;  those  re- 
quired  to  be  filed  with  a  town  or  village  clerk,  if  party  nominations, 
at  least  fifteen  and  not  more  than  twenty  days;  if  independent 
nominations,  at  least  ten  and  not  more  than  twenty  days.  Except 
that  in  towns,  other  than  in  the  county  of  Erie,  where  town  meet-

Xew  York,  and  to  the  coiuniis^ioner  of  election^!  of  the  countv  of 
Erie,  the  name,  residence  and  jdace  of  business,  if  any,  of  eacb  can- 
didate nominated  in  anv  certificate  so  filed  for  whom  the  electors 
of  any  snch  county  or  said  city,  respectively,  may  vote,  the  title 
of  the  office  for  which  ho  is  nominated,  the  party  or  other  political 
name  specified  in  such  certificate,  and  the  emblem  or  device  chosen 
to  represent  and  distinguish  the  candidates  of  the  political  party 
or  j'ndepondent  body  making  such  nominaliow^.

PnUicatimiL  of  aomimatioas.—  At  least  six  days 
before  an  election  to  fill  any  public  office  the  county  clerk  of  each 
county,  except  those  counties  which  arc  wholly  witliin  the  city  of 
Xew  York,  and  the  county  of  Erie,  and  in  the  county  of  Erie  the 
commissioner  of  elections,  shall  cause  to  be  published  in  not  less 
than  two  or  more  than  four  newspapers  within  such  county,  one  of 
^liich  shall  be  a  daily  newspaper,  if  a  daily  newspaper  is  published 
in  such  county,  aud  in  any  coimty  having  one  hundred  thousand 
or  more  inhabitants,  adjoining  a  city  having  a  poi)ulation  of  one 
iuillion  or  more,  in  not  less  than  six  nor  more  than  ten  newspapers, 
A  list  of  all  nominations  of  candidates  for  offices  other  than  town 
offices  to  be  filled  at  such  election,  certified  to  such  officer  by  the  sec- 
i:^tary  of  state,  or  filed  in  the  office  of  such  officer.     The  board  of 
elections  of  the  city  of  Xew  York  shall,  within  the  same  time  be-

The 
officer  or  board,  in  selecting  the  papers  for  such  publications,  shall 
select  those  whicli,  according  to  the  best  information  he  can  obtain, 
have  a  large  circulation  within  such  county  or  city.  In  making 
additional  publications,  the  officer  or  board  shall  keep  in  view  tho 
object  of  giving  information,  so  far  as  possible,  to  the  voters  of 
all  political  parties.  The  officer  or  board  shall  make  such  publi- 
cation twice  in  each  newspaper  so  selected  in  a  county  or  city 
in  which  daily  newspapers  are  published ;  but  if  there  be  no  daily 
newspaper  published  within  the  county,  one  publication  only  shall 
be  made  in  each  of  such  newspapers.  Should  the  county  clerk 
or  other  officer  find  it  impracticable  to  make  the  publication  six 
days  before  election  day  in  counties  where  no  daily  newspaper 
is  printed,  he  shall  make  the  same  at  the  earliest  possible  day 
thereafter,  and  before  the  election.

town  or  ward,  containing  the  name  and  residence,  and  if  in  a  city, 
the  street  number  of  residence,  and  place  of  business,  if  any,  of 
all  candidates  whose  certificates  of  nomination  have  been  filed 
with  him  or  been  certified  to  him,  and  tho  party  or  other  designa- 
tion, and  also  a  facsimile  of  the  enil)lem  or  device  of  each  politi- 
cal party,  or  independent  body  nominating  candidates  to  be  voted 
for  by  the  electors  of  the  respective  towns  and  wards.  Such  lists 
shall,  at  least  three  days  before  the  day  of  election  be  conspicu- 
ously posted  by  such  town  clerk  or  alderman  in  one  or  more  public 
places  in  each  election  district  of  such  town  or  ward,  one  of  which 
jball  be  at  each  poiUng  place.

Subdivision  2.  In  case  of  the  death  of  a  candidate  after  the 
official  ballots  have  been  printed,  and  before  election  day,  the 
vacancy  may  be  filled  by  filing  the  proper  certificate  of  nomi- 
nation of  a  candidate  to  fill  such  vacancy,  with,  the  oflicer  or 
board  with  whom  the  original  certificate  was  filed,  and  it  then 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  officer  or  board  furnishing  tha  official 
ballots  to  prepare  and  furnish  to  the  inspectors  of  election  in 
the  election  districts  affected  adhesive  pasters  containing  the 
name  of  the  candidate  nominated  to  fill  the  vacancy,  and  the 
title  of  the  office  for  which  he  was  nominated.

§  80.  Official  ballots  for  elections.—  Official  ballots 
shall  be  provided  at  public  expense  at  each  polling  place  for  every 
election  at  which  public  officers  are  to  be  elected  directly  by  the 
people,  except  an  election  of  school  district  officers  or  school 
officers  of  a  city  or  village  at  which  no  other  public  officer  is  to 
be  elected,  and  except  an  election  of  officers  of  a  fire  district 
outside  of  cities  and  incorporated  villages,  at  Avhich  excepted 
elections  any  form  of  ballots  which  may  be  adopted  and  used 
by  the  meeting  at  which  such  election  shall  be  had  shall  be  legal. 
(Thus  amended  by  chap.  609,  Laws  of  1897.) 

§  81.  Form  of  general  ballot.—  Thepe  shall  be  provided 
at  each  polling  place  at  each  election  at  w^hich  public  officers  are 
voted  for,  but  one  form  of  ballot  for  all  the  candidates  for  public 
office,  and  every  ballot  shall  contain  the  names  of  all  the  candi- 
dates whose  nominations  for  any  office  specified  on  the  ballot 
have  been  duly  made  and  not  withdrawn,  as  provided  in  this  act, 
together  with  the  title  of  the  office  arranged  in  tickets  under 
the  titles  of  the  respective  political  parties  or  independent  bodies, 
as  certified  in  the  certificates  of  nomination.  All  ballots  shall 
be  printed  in  black  ink  on  clear  white,  book  paper,  free  from

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tester.     Every  snch  ballot  printed  in  aocordanoe  with  the  pio- 
yisions  of  this  act^  shall  contain  a  party  device  tot  each  politioal 
.  party  represented  on  the  ticket  in  accordance  with"  the  proTiaiona 
ti  section  fifty-six  of  this  act.     The  amngement  of  the  balkk 
ahall^  in  general,  conform  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the  plw. 
hereinafter  given.     The  list  of  candidates  of  the  several  paitm^ 
shall  be  printed  in  parallel  columns,  each  column  to  be  headed  b^ 
the  chosen  device  of  such  party,  and  the  party  name  or  othe^ 
designation  in  such  order  as  the  secretary  of  state  may  direct-— 
precedence,  however,  being  given  to  the  party  which  polled  th^ 
highest  number  of  votes  for  governor  at  the  last  preceding  gen — 
eral  election  for  such  officer,  and  so  on.     The  number  of  suctn 
columns  shall  exceed  by  one  the  number  of  separate  tickets  a 
candidates  to  be  voted  for  at  the  polling  place  for  which  th 
ballot  is  provided,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  section^ 
The  party  name  shall  be  printed  in  display,  the  name  or  desig — 
nation  of  the  office  in  brevier  lower  case,  and  the  name  of  th^ 
candidate  therefor  in  brevier  capital  type.    The  title  of  the  office^ 
together  with  tlie  name  of  the  candidate  therefor  shall  be  printe 
in  a  space  one-half  inch,  in  depth,   and  at  least  two  inches  i 
width  defined  by  light  horizontal  ruled  lines,  with  a  blank  spacer 
on  the  left  thereof,  one-fourth  of  an  inch  wide,  inclosed  by  heavier'

One  of  the  inspectors  of  election  at  each  polling  pla< 
shall  be  dcsipiatod  by  tlie  board  of  inspectors  of  election  to  receir 
the  ballots  from  the  electors  voting;  or  if  the  majority  of. the  i 
spcctors  shall  not  agree  in  such  designation,  they  shall  draw  lots  fo:^ 
such  position.     If  it  bo  an  election  for  which  electors  are  required 
to  be  registered,  the  other  inspectors  shall  before  any  ballots  are  de- 
livered bv  the  ballot  clerks  to  an  elector,  ascertain  whether  he  ia 
duly  rec^istered.     The  ballot  clerks  shall  not  deliver  any  ballot  to 
such  elector  until  the  inspectors  •  announce  that  he  is  bo  regis- 
tered.    As  each  elector  votes,  the  inspectors  shall  check  his  name 
upon  such  register  and  shall  enter  therein  in  the  column  provided 
therefor  opposite  the  name  of  such  elector,  the  consecntire  num* 
ber  upon  the  stub  of  the  ballot  or  set  of  ballots  Tot-ed  by  hinL 
The  inspector  shall  forthwith  upon  detaching  the  stub  from  any 
official  ballot  deposit  the  same  in  the  box  provided  for  detached 
stubs.     In  all  proceedings  of  the  inspectors  acting  as  registrars^ 
inspectors  or  canvassers,  they  shall  act  as  a  board,  and,  in  case 
of  a  question  arising,  as  to  matters  which  may  call  for  a  deter- 
mination by  them,  a  majority  of  such  board  shall  decide. 

Subdivision  2.  In  addition  to  the  duties  hereinbefore  enjoined 
mjion  them,  the  ballot  clerks  shall  deliver  official  ballots  to  the 
electors  in  such  order  that  the  numerical  or<ler  of  the  numbers 
printed  on  the  stubs  of  the  ballots  ?>o  delivered,  shall  be  tlie  same 
as  the  or«.lor  of  the  successive  d(^] ivories  thereof,  the  ballot  num- 
bered OIK?  on  the  stul>s  being  jSrst  delivered  and  so  on.  If,  ia 
addition  to  the  iieneral  Imllots  there  shall  be  a  ballot  containing 
a  proposed  c(»uslirut1oTial  amendment  or  other  proposition  op 
quostion,  the  Juillots  shall  be  deliverod  to  tUc  electors  in  suck 
r^rJt^'j'  that  the  numbers  upon  the  stubs  oi  \xAk\iiXVQ\a  ««i  ^^-^^st^A. 
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sliall  be  the  same.     If,  in  a  case  where  more  than  one  ballot  is  to 
be  voted,  the  elector  shall  spoil  one  of  a  set  of  ballots,  and  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  a  new  set  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
Le  shall  return  the  spoiled  set  to  the  ballot  clerks  before  new  bal- 
lots are  furnished  to  him.     In  case  one  of  a  set  of  ballots  bearing 
t-he  same  number  shall  be  found  defective  in  printing  or  muti- 
lated before  the  same  is  given  to  the  elector,  both  ballots  of  that 
xiumber  shall  have  the   stubs   removed   thorcfrom  bv  the   ballot 
<?lerks  and  such  ballots  shall  bo  deposited  in  the  box  for  spoiled 
jQnd  mutilated  ballots,  and  the  stubs  in  the  box  for  dt^teched 
stubs,  and  a  memorandum  shall  be  made  bv  the  ballot  clcTks  of 
"the  number  on  such  ballots  and  the  fact  that  the  set  was  not  d^ 
^vered  to  electors  because  defective  in  ])rinting  or  mutilated. 
The  ballot  clerks  shall,  upon  the  delivery  of  oiRcial  ballots  to  each 
elector,  announce  the  elector's  name  and  the  number  ])rint(Hl  on 
the  stub  of  each  ballot  so  delivered.     Upon  the  return  of  a  l>allot 
or  s^  of  ballots  to  them  unvoted  bv  anv  elector,  thev  siliall  an- 
nounce  the  name  of  the  elector  returning  them  and  the  printed 
number  on  the  stubs  of  the  ballots  so  returned,  and  shall  at  onco 
remove  the  stubs  from  such  returned  ballots  and  deposit  suet 
stubs  in  the  box  for  detached  stubs,  nnd  such  ballots  in  the  box 
for  spoiled  and  mutilated  ballots.     A  memorandum  shall  l)e  made 
bv  them  of  the  nimiber  on  such  ballot^,  and  of  the  fact  that  thev 
were  returned  spoiled  by  electors.     Thoy  shall  inmiediatoly  upon 
the  closing  of  the  polls  take  from  the  l)ox  containing  them  the 
spoiled  and  mutilated  ballots,  and  after  comparing  the  nnml>or 
thereof  with  the  record  of  the  same^  made  during  the  day,  shall 
destroy  them;  and  shall  thereupon  prepare  and  sign  a  written 
statement  or  return  of  ballots  in  tlie  fomi  provided  for  in  sec- 
tion eighty-four  of  the  election  law.     The  original  statoinont  so 
made  bv  them  shall  be  attached  to  the  ori":inal  statement  of  the 
canvass  made  by  the  board  of  inspectors  and  a  copy  thereof  to 
each  copy  of  such  original  statement  of  canvas?.     They  shall  in- 
close all  unused  ballots,  and  all  detached  stubs,  in  a  scaled  pack- 
age, and  deliver  the  same  to  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  in- 
gpeetors.

Subdivision  3.  Each  poll  clerk  at  each  polling  place  for  -^'klcli 
official  ballots  are  required  to  be  provided,  except  m  e\\.V-o  ^ovs\'&>>> 
inff  s  population  o£  one  million  and  over,  s\ia\\  \v\xvo  ^  ^o\V\><^'^ 
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ifor  keeping  the  list  of  electors  voting  or  oifering  to  vote  thereat 
at  the  election.  Such  book  shall  have  six  columns  headed  re- 
spectively, "  Number  of  elector/'  "  Names  of  electors/'  **  Eesi- 
dence  of  electors,"  "  Number  on  ballots  delivered  to  electors," 

"Number  on  ballots  voted,"  and  "Remarks."    Upon  each  deliv- 
ery of  an  official  ballot  or  set  of  official  ballots  by  the  ballot 
clerks  to  an  elector,  each  poll  clerk  shall  enter  upon  his  poll-book 
in  the   appropriate  column,  the  number  of  the  elector,  in  the 
successive  order  of  the  delivery  of  the  ballots  thereto,  the  name  of 
the  elector,  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  first  letter  of  his  sifr- 
name,  his  residence  by  street  and  number,  or  if  he  have  no  street 
number  J  a  brief  description  of  the  locality  thereof,  the  printed 
number  upon  the  stub  of  the  ballots  delivered  to  such  elector,  and 
the  number  on  the  ballots  voted  by  him.      If  the  ballot  or  set  of 
ballots  delivered  to  any  elector  shall  be  returned  by  him  to  the 
ballot  clerk,  and  he  shall  obtain  a  new  ballot  or  set  of  ballots,  the 
poll  clerk  shall  write  opposite  his  name  on  the  poll-books,  in  the 
proper  column,  the  printed  number  on  the  stubs  of  such  ballot 
or  additional  set  of  ballots.

Subdivision  4.  In  all  election  districts  in  cities  containing  a 
populatiou  of  one  million  and  over,  each  poll  clerk  at  each  polling 
places  for  which  official  ballots  are  required  to  be  provided  shall 
have  a  poll-book  for  keeping  the  list  of  electors  voting  or  offering 
to  vote  thereat  at  the  election.  Such  book  shall  have  seven 
columns  headed  respectively:  '*  K umber  of  elector,''  **  Names 
of  electors,"  "  Residence  of  electors,"  ""  Signature  or  statement 
number  of  elector,"  '*  Number  on  ballots  deliverc^d  to  electors/' 
"  NumlxT  on  ballots  voted,"  and  "  Remarks."  Previous  to  each 
delivery  of  an  official  ballot  or  set  of  official  ballots  bv  the  ballot 
clerk  to  an  elector,  each  poll  clerk  shall  enter  upon  his  poll-book 
in  the  appropriate  column  the  number  of  the  elector,  in  the  suc- 
ces.sive  order  of  the  delivery  of  ballots  to  electors,  the  name  of 
the  elector  in  the  alphabetical  order  of  the  iirst  letter  of  his  sur- 
name, his  residence  by  street  and  number,  or  if  he  has  no  street 
numl)er,  a  brief  description  (»f  the  locality  thereof.  The  column 
headed  "  signature  or  statement  number  of  elector  "  shall  have 
printed  above  each  horizontal  line  the  words  **  the  foregoing  state- 
ments are  true,"  and  the  elector  shall  previous  to  the  receipt  of 
an  official  ballot  sign  his  name  by  his  own  hand  and  without 
assistance,  using  an  indelible  pencil  or  ink,  below  the  said  words 
in  the  poll-book  kept  by  tht^  poll  clerk  who  shall  be  designated  by 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors.  If  the  elector  on  regis- 
tration day  alleges  his  inability  to  so  sign,  then  one  of  the  poll 
clerks  designated  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  shall 
read  the  same  list  of  qiu'stions  to  th«*  elector  as  were  rccjuired  to 
be  read  on  registration  days  from  a  book  to  be  provided  for  elec- 
tion day.  and  to  be  known  as  **  identification  statements  for 
election  day,"  and  said  ]K)11  ch  rk  shall  write  the  answers  of  the 
elector  thereto.  Each  of  these  statements  shall  be  numbered  and 
a  number  corresponding  to  tlu^  number  on  the  statement  sheet 
shall  be  entered  in  the  fourth  column  (opposite  the  name  of  the  said 
elector  answering  the  questions.  The  questions  answered  on 
registration  day  by  the  (lector  shall  not  be  turned  to  or  inspected 
until  all  the  answers  to  said  questions  shall  have  been  written 
down  on.  election  day  hv  said  poll  clerk.  Atyv  \^eT9^e^\\  \c\vc>  ^"^sSs. 
prompt  a  voter  in  answcrinf^  any  qnestionA  pTOv\^c^A.  vs\  xNvv's^  ^^ 
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shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony.      At  the  bottom  of  each  list  of  ques- 
tions shall  be  printed  the  following  statement:     ^' I  certifj"  that 
i  have  read  to  the  above  named  elector  each  of  the  foregoing  ques- 
tions and  that  1  have  duly  recorded  his  answers  as  above  to  each 
of  said  questions/'  and  said  poll  clerk  who  haa  made  the  above 
ncord  shall  sign  his  name  to  said  certificate  and  date  the  same^ 
and  note  the  time  of  day  of  making  such  record.      The  comparison 
of  the  signatures  of  an  elector  made  on  registration -and  election 
days,  and  a  comparison  of  the  answers  made  by  an  elector  on_ 
n^gistration  and  election  days,  shall  be  had  in  full  view  of  the- 
watchers,  and  the  right  to  challenge  electors  shall  exist  until  the- 
ballot  shall  have  been  deposited  in  the  ballot  box.      If  the  signa- 
tures of  the  elector  or  the  answers  to  the  questions  made  by  th^ 
elector  do  not  corresi)ond,  then  it  shall  be  the  privilege  of  th» 
watchers  and  challengers  to  challenge  and  the  duty  of  each  in- 
spector to  challenge,  unless  some  other  authorized  person  shall 
challenge.       Each  poll  clerk  shall   also  enter  upon  his  poll-book 
in  the  appropriate  column  the  printed  numl>er  upon  the  stub  of 
the  ballots  delivere<l  to  sneh  elector,  and  the  numl>er  on  the  ballots 
voted  by  him.      If  the  ballot  or  set  of  ballots  delivered  to  anv 
elector  shall  be  returned  by  him  to  the  ballot  clerk,  and  he  shall 
obtain  a  now  ballot  or  set  of  ballots,  the  poll  clerk  shall  write 
opposite  his  name  on  the  poll-book?^,  in  the  proper  column,  the 
printed  number  on  the  stubs  of  such  ballot  or  additional  set  of 
ballots.

such  assistance,  and  the  cause  or  reason  assis^ied  for  such  assist- 
anee  bv  the  elector  assisted.     As  each  eb^ctor  offers  his  ballot  or  set 
of  ballots  which  he  intends  to  v.jte  to  tlu^  inspcetor,  each  poll  clerk 
shall  report  to  the  inspector  wlietlur  the  niinil)er  entered  on  the 
poll-book  kept  by  him  as  the  number  on  the  ballot  or  set  of  ballots 
last  d(^livered  to  such  elector  is  the  same  as  the  number  on  the 
stnb  of  the  ballot  or  set  of  ballots  so  offered.      As  each  elector 
vote-,  each  poll  elerk  shall  enter  in  the  proper  colnmn  on  his  poll- 
?^ooJc  the  niinihrr  on  the  stub  of  th(^  ballot^  voted.      T'^'pon  the  close

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eom{>are  the  poll-books  with  the  registers  and  cornet  any  mistakes 
found  therein.  The  poll  clerks  s^hall  also  during  the  canvass  of 
the  votes,  as  prescribed  by  section  one  hundred  and  ten  of  the 
election  law,  make  and  complete  the  tally  sheets  of  the  votes  in 
the  form  provided  by  section  eighty-four  of  the  election  law.

§    104.  Delivery  of  ballots  to  eleotora.—  Subdivision 
L  While  the  polls  of  the  election  are  open,  the  electors  entitled  to 
vote  and  who  have  not  previously  voted  thereat,  may  enter  within 
the  guard-rail  at  the  polling  place  of  such  election  for  the  purpose 
of  Totingy  in  such  order  that  there  shall  not  at  any  time  be  within " 
OTch  guard-rail  more  than  twice  as  many  ele#?tors  las  there  are 
votiBg  booths  thereat,  in  addition  to  tlie  persons  lawfully  within 
such  guard-rail  for  other  purposes  than  voting.     Th(^  elector  shall 
enter  within  the  guard-rail  through  the  entrance  provided,  and 
shall  forthwith  procqed  to  the  inspectors  an<l  give  his  name,  and, 
if  in  a  city  or  village  of  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  over,  his 
residence  by  street  and  number,  or  if  it  have  no  street  number,  a 
brief  description  of  the  locality  thereof,  and  if  required  by  tlie 
inspectors  shall  state  whether  he  is  over  or  under  twenty-one  years 
of  age.     One  of  the  inspectors  shall  thereupon  announce  the  name 
and  residence  of  the  elector  in  a  loud  and  distinct  Umc  of  voice. 
!No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  any  election  district  at  any 
election  where  electors  aro  required  to  be  registered  unless  his 
name  shall  be  upon  the  registration  books  of  such  election  dis- 
trict.    The  right  of  any  person  to  vote,  whose  name  is  on  such 
register,  shall  be  subject  to  challenge.     If  such  elector  is  entitled 
to  vote  thereat,  and  is  not  challenged,  or  if  challenged  and  the 
challenge  be  decided  in  his  favor,  one  of  the  ballot  clerks  shall 
then  deliver  to  him  one  official  ballot  or  a  sot  of  otiicial  ballots, 
folded  by  such  ballot  clerk  in  the  proper  manner  for  voting,  which 
is:    First,  by  bringing  the  bottoni  of  the  ballot  up  to  the  per- 
forated line,  and  second  by  folding  botli  si(l(^  to  the  center,  or 
towards  the  center,  in  such  manner  that  wlieu  folded  the  face  ol 
each  ballot  shall  be  concealed,  and  the  printed  number  on  the  stub 
and  the  indorsement  on  the  baek  of  the  ballot  shall  bo  visible, 
so  the  stub  can  be  removed  without  removins^  any  other  part  of 
the  ballot^  and  without  exposing  any  part  oi  \\u>  iwcQ  ol  \\\o.\i^^^. 
below  the  stub,  and  so  th/it  wlien  folded  tW  \>sv\\oV  «\\^  \io\.\^^ 
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more  than  four  inches  wide.  "No  person  other  than  an  inspector 
or  ballot  clerk  shall  deliver  to  any  elector  within  such  guard-rail 
any  ballot,  and  they  shall  deliver  only  such  ballots  as  the  voter 
is  legally  entitled  to  vote,  and  also  the  sample  ballot  when  the 
same  is  asked  for. 

f>ample   ballots   to   be  delivered   to   elector  upon   application   and   may  be 
taken  away  from  polls  before  delivery  of  official  ballots.     See  $  83. 

Subdivision  2.  Any  elector  who  shall,  at  the  time  of  registra- 
tion, have  made  oath  of  physical  disability  or  illiteracy,  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  third  subdivision  of  section  thirty-four  of  the 
election  law;  or,  who,  being  duly  registered,  in  an  election  district 
where  personal  registration  by  all  electors  is  required  by  law, 
shall  state  under  oath,  to  the  inspectors  of  election,  on  the  day 
of  election,  that,  by  reason  of  some  accident,  the  time  and  place 
of  which  he  must  specify,  or  of  disease,  the  nature  of  which  he 
must  also  specify,  he  has,  since  the  day  upon  which  he  registered, 
lost  the  use  of  both  hands,  or  become  totally  blind,  or  afflicted 
by  such  degree  of  blindness  as  will  prevent  him,  with  the  aid  of 
glasses,  from  seeing  the  names  printed  upon  the  official  ballot, 
or  so  crippled  that  he  cannot  enter  the  voting  booth  and  prepare 
his  ballot*  without  assistance ;  or  anv  elector  in  an  election  dis- 
trict  who  is  not  required  by  law  to  personally  register,  w^ho  is 
unable  to  write  by  reason  of  illiteracy,  or  is  physically  disabled 
in  one  or  more  ways  described  in  the  third  subdivision  of  section 
thirty-four  of  the  election  law,  and  who  shall  make  the  state- 
ment under  oath  to  the  inspectors  in  the  form  required  in  said 
subdivision,  nuiy  choose  two  of  the  election  officers,  both  of  whom 
shall  not  be  of  the  same  political  faith,  to  enter  the  booth 
with  him,  to  assist  him  in  ])reparing  his  ballots.  At  any  town 
meeting  or  village  election,  where  the  election  officers  are  all 
of  the  same  political  faith,  any  elector  entitled  to  assistance 
as  herein  provided  may  select  one  of  such  election  officers 
and  one  elector  of  such  town  or  village  of  op]iosite  political 
faith  from  such  election  officer  so  selected,  to  render  such  assist- 
ance. Such  election  officers  or  persons  assisting  an  elector  shall 
not  in  any  manner  request  or  seek  to  persuade  or  induce  any 
such  elector  to  vote  any  particular  ticket,  or  for  any  particu- 
hr  c/indidnte,  and  shall  not  keep  or  make  auy  memoranda  op 
entiy  of  any  thing  occurring  withm  s\\q\\  \>ooV\vs  wcA  ^^  t^s^k^ 
directly  or  jndiroctlv,   reveal  to  anv  ot\ieT  i[>eT^otL  ^e  Tirana  A 
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any  caudidate  voted  for  by  such  elector,  or  wHich  ticket  he  has 
voted,  except  they  be  called  upon  to  testify  in  a  judicial  proceed- 
ing for  a  violation  of  this  act,  and  each  election  officer,  before 
the  opening  of  the  polls  for  the  election,  shall  make  oath  that 
ho  "  will  not  in  any  manner  request,  or  seek  to  persuade,  or  in- 
duce any  elector  to  vote  any  particular  ticket  or  for  any  particu- 
lar candidate,  and  that  he  will  not  keep  or  make  any  memoranda 
or  entry  of  anything  occurring  within  the  booth,  and  that  he  will 
not,  directly  or  indirectly,  reveal  to  any  person  the  name  of  any 
candidate  voted  for  by  any  elector  or  which  ticket  he  has  voted, 
or  anything  occurring  within  the  voting  booth,  except  he  be 
called  upon  to  testify  in  a  judicial  ])roceeding  for  a  violation  of 
the  election  law/'  The  same  oath  shall  be  taken  bv  anv  elector 
rendering  such  assistance,  as  provided  for  above,  and  any  vio- 
lation of  this  oath  shall  be  a  felony  punishable  upon  conviction 
W  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  ten  years.  No  elector  shall  otherwise  ask  or  receive  the 
assistance  of  any  person  within  the  polling  place  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  his  ballot,  or  divulge  to  anyone  within  the  polling  place 
the  name  of  any  candidate  for  whom  he  intends  to  vote  or  has 
voted. 

§   105.  Preparation  of  ballots  by  electors.—  On  re- 
ceiving his  ballot,  the  elector  shall  forthwith,  and  without  leaving 
the  inclosed  space,  retire  alone,  unless  he  be  one  that  is  entitled 
to  assistance  in  the  preparation  of  his  ballot  to  one  of  the  voting 
booths,  and  without  undue  delay,  unfold  and  mark  his  ballot  as 
hereafter  prescribed.     No  elector  shall  be  allowed  to  occupy  a 
booth  already  occupied  by  another,  or  to  occupy  a  booth  more 
than  five  minutes  in  case  all  the  booths  are  in  use  and  electors 
waiting  to  occupy  the  same.     It  shall  not  bo  lawful  to  make  any 
mark  upon  the  oflScial  ballot  other  than  the  cross  X  mark  made 
for  the  purpose  of  voting,  w^itli  a  pencil  having  black  lead,  and 
that  only  in  the  circles  or  in  the  voting  spaces  to  the  left  of  the 
names  of  candidates,  or  to  write  anything  thereon  other  than  the 
name  or  names  of  persons  not  printed  upon  the  ballot  for  whom 
the  elector  desires  to  vote  in  the  blank  column  under  the  proper 
title  of  the  office  with  a  pencil  having  black  lead;  nor  shall  it  bo 
lawfzz}  to  deface  or  tear  a  ballot  in  any  mannox,  ivot  \o  ^tv^s^^  ^xcj 
device,  £gnre,  letter  or  word  thcTefTom,  ivot  Yo  ex^^  ^^1 
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name  or  mark  written  thereon  by  such  eIeetor«  If  atf  elector 
deface  or  tear  a  ballot  or  one  of  a  set  of  ballots,  or  wrongly  nuaks 
the  same,  ho  may  successively  obtain  others,  one  set  at  a  time^ 
not  exceeding  in  all  three  sets,  npon  returning  each  ^t  of  ballots 
8o  (lefnced  or  wrondv  marked  to  the  ballot  clerks.  The  elector 
should  observe  the  following:  rules  in  marking  hia  ballot: 

Rule  1.  If  the  elector  desires  to  vote  a  straight  ticket,  that  ii, 
for  ea<»h  and  every  candidate  of  one  party  for  whatever  oSiee 
nominated,  he  shonld  mark  a  cross  X  mark  in  the  circle  aborc 
the  name  of  the  party  at  the  head  of  the  ticket 

Rnle  2.  If  the  elector  desires  to  vote  a  split  ticket,  that  is,  for 
candidates  of  difTerent  parties,  he  should  not  make  a  cross  X 
mark  in  the  circle  above  the  name  of  any  party,  but  should  mske 
a  cross  X  mark  in  the  voting  space  before  the  name  of  each  can- 
didate for  whom  ho  desires  to  vote  on  whatever  ticket  he  maybe. 

Rule  r>.  If  the  ticket  marked  in  the  circle  for  a  straight  ticket 
does  not  contain  tho  names  of  candidates  for  all  offices  for  whiA 
tho  elector  may  vote,  he  may  voto  for  candidates  for  such  offices 
so  omitted  by  making  a  cross  X  mark  before  the  names  of  can- 
didates for  such  offices  on  other  fickets,  or  by  writing  the  names, 
if  they  tire  not  ])rintod  ui)on  the  ballot,  in  the  blank  column  under 
the  title  of  the  ol£ce. 

Rule  -1.  If  tho  elector  desires  to  vote  for  any  person  whose 
name  does  not  appear  upon  the  ballot,  he  can  so  vote  by  writing 
the  name  with  a  i)encil  having  black  lead  in  the  proper  place  in 
the  blank  colunm. 

Rule  5.  The  elector  can  vote  blank  for  any  office  by  omitting  to 
make  a  cross  X  mark  in  any  circle,  and  making  a  cross  X  mark 
in  the  voting  space  before  tin*  name  of  every  candidate  he  desires 
to  vote  for,  excej)t  for  the  otiice  for  which  he  desires  to  cast  a 
blank  vote. 

Rule  0.  In  the  case  of  a  (piestion  submitted,  the  elector  shall 
make  a  crops  X  mark  in  the  blank  square  s]>ai'e  on  tho  right  of 
and  after  tlie  answer  **  Yes  ■'  or  **  Xo  ''  whidi  he  desires  to  ^ve 
on  each  such  question  submitted. 

Rule  7.  One  straight  line  crossing  another  straight  line  at  any 
angle  within  a  circle,  or  within  the  voting  spaces,  shall  be  deemed 
n   valid  v(»ting  mark.

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§    106.   Manner  of  noting* —  When  the  ballot  or  ballots 

vliich  an  elector  has  received  shall  be  prepared  as  provided  in  sec- 

l     tion  one  hundred  and  five  of  this  act,  he  shall  leave  the  voting 

1     booth  with  his  ballot  folded  so  as  to  conceal  the  face  of  the  ballot^ 

f     but  show  the  indorsement  and  fac  simile  of  the  signature  of  the 

1     official   on  the  back  thereof,   and,   keeping  the   same   so  folded, 

\     shall  prfxreed  at  once  to  the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  ballot  box, 

and  shall  offer  the  same  to  such  inspector.     Such  inspector  shall 

announce  the  name  of  the  elector  and  the  printed  number  on  the 

8tub  of  the  official  ballot  so  delivered  to  him  in  a  loud  and  distinct 

Itone  of  voice.     If  such  elector  be  entitled  then  and  there  K)  vote, 
and  be  not  challenged,  or  if  challenged,  and  the  challenge  be  de- 
cided in  his  favor,  and  if  his  ballot  or  ballots  arc  properly  folded, 
and  have  no  mark  or  tear  visible  on  the  outside  thereof,  except 
the  printed  number  on  the  stub  and  the  printed  indorsement  on 
the  back,  and  if  such  printed  number  is  the  same  as  that  entered 
On  the  poll-books  as  the  number  on  the  stub  or  stubs  of  the 
official  ballot  or  set  of  ballots  last  delivered  to  him  by  the  ballot 
clerks,  such  inspector  shall  receive  such  ballot  or  ballots,   and, 
after  removing  the  stub  or  stubs  therefrom,  in  plain  view  of  the 
elector,  and  without  removing  any  other  })art  of  the  ballot,  or  in 
any  way  exposing  any  part  of  the  face  thereof  below  the  stub, 
shall  deposit  each  ballot  in  the  proper  ballot  l>ox  for  the  recep- 
tion of  voted  ballots ;  and  the  stubs  in  the  box  for  detached:  ballot 
stubs.     Upon  voting,  the  elector  shall  forthwith  pass  outside  the 
guard-rail  unless  he  be  one  of  the  persons  authorized  to  remain 
within  the  guard-rail  for  other  purp(»sos  than  voting.     T^o  ballot 
without  the  official  indorsement  shall  l)e  allowed  to  be  deposited 
in  the  ballot  box  except  as  providefl  by  sections  eighty-nine  and 
one  hundred  and  seven  of  the  election  law,  and  none  but  ballots 
provided  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  election  law 
shall  be  counted.

§   107.  When  unofficial  ballots  may  be  Toted.—  If^ 

for  any  cause,  the  official  ballots  shall  not  be  provided  as  required 
by  law  at  any  polling  place,  upon  the  opening  of  the  polls  of  im 
election  thereat,  or  if  the  supply  of  official  ballots  shall  be  exr 
hausted  before  the  polls  are  closed,  unofficial  ballots,  printed  or 
written,  made  as  nearly  as  practicable  in  the  form  of  the  official 
ballot,  may  be  used. 
Provisions  as  to  use  and  preparation  of  unoflicial  ballots,  see  §  89. 

.  §  108.  Cballenge.—  Subdivision  1.  A  person  may  be  chal- 
lenged either  when  he  applies  to  the  ballot  clerk  for  official  ballota, 
or  when  he  offers  to  an  inspector  the  ballot  he  intends  to  vote,  or 
previously  by  notice  to  that  effect  to  an  inspector  by  an  elector. 
It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  each  inspector  to  challenge  every  person 
offering  to  vote,  whom  he  shall  know  or  suspect  not  to  be  duly 
qualified  as  an  elector,  an<l  every  ])erson  whose  right  to  register 
as  an  elector  was  ehallenp;ed  at  the  time  of  registration,  provid- 
ing such  challenge  has  not  previously  been  withdrawn.  In  the 
election  district>^  within  the  motro])olitan  elections  district  when- 
ever a  person  shall  api)ly  to  the  board  of  inspectors  on  election 
day  to  vote  upon  the  name  of  a  person  whose  right  to  register 
as  an  elector  was  challenged  it  shall  l^e  the  duty  of  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  inspectors  or  seme  member  of  such  board 
to  administer  to  such  ap])licant  the  prelimiiuiry  oath  prescribed 
herein  and  to  read  to  such  apjdieant  each  question  upon  tho 
copy  of  the  challcniro  affidavit  signed  at  the  time  of  registration 
by  tlie  person  npon  wlmse  name  the  apjdicant  desires  to  vote  and 
the  inspectors  and  watchers  shall  compare  the  answers  given  to 
snch  questions  with  the  answcTS  recorded  thereto  upon  the  copy 
of  said  challenire  affidavit  and  shall  carefully  compare  the  de- 
scription  of  the  person  cliallcnged  at  the  time  of  registration 
recorded  upon  the  copy  of  tlie  challenge  affidavit  with  that 
of  the  applicant.  If  there  shall  l)e  any  material  difference  or 
convict  hehveen  the  answers  jriveu  \w  \\\q;  «tv\\\i\\^^xvt  and  the 
answers  recorded  upon  the  copy  of  t\\c  e\i^\\e\\^e  ^S^^^VVt  \ft  ^<5i 
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questions   printed   thereon,   or  in  the   description   of   the   person 
challenged  and  the  applicant  or,  if  the  applicant  shall  refuse  to 
answer  any  question  put  him  or,  shall  refuse  to  make  such  oath 
kis  vote  shall  not  he  received   and   the  facts  thereof  shall   be 
recorded  in  each  such  case  in  the  challenge  record  provided  for 
in  subdivision  three  of  this  section.     If  any  person  other  than 
those  persons  heretofore  provided  for,  offering  to  vote   at  any 
election  shall  be  challenged  in  relation  to  the  right  to  vote  thereat, 
one  of  the  inspectors  shall  tender  to  him  the  following  prelim- 
inary oath:    You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  will  fully  and 
truly  answer  all  such  questions  as  shall  be  put  to  you  touch- 
ing your  place  of  residence  and  qualification  as  an  elector.     The 
inspectors  or  one  of  them  shall  then  question  the  person  chal- 
lenged in  relation  to  his  name;  his  place  of  residence  before  he 
came  into  that  election  district;  his  then  place  of  residence,  his 
citizenship;  whether  he  be  a  native  or  naturalized  citizen,  and 
if  the  latter,  when,  where,  and  in  what  court,   or  before  w^hat 
officer  he  was  naturalized ;   whether  he   came   into  the   election 
.  district   for  the   purpose   of  voting   at   that   election;   how   long 
ke  contemplates  residing  in  the  election  district,  and  all  other 
matters  which  may  tend  to  test  his  qualifications  as  a  resident 
of  the  election   district,   citizenship   and   right  to   vote   at   such 
election  at  such  polling  place.     If  any  person  shall  refuse  to  ttake 
such  preliminary  oath  when  so  tendered,  or  to  answer  fully  any 
such  question  which  may  be  put  to  him,  his  vote  shall  be  re- 
jected.     After  receiving  the  answers  of  the  persons  so  challenged, 
the  board  of  inspectors  shall  point  out  to  him  the  qualifications, 
if  any,   in   respect  to  which  he  shall   appear  to   them   deficient. 
{Thus  amended  hy  chap,  544,  Laics  of  1901.) 

•  Subdivision  2.  General  oatli.—  If  the  person  so  offering  to 
vote,  shall  persist- in  his  claim  to  vote,  and  the  challenge  be  not 
withdrawn,  one  of  the  inspectors  shall  then  achninister  to  him  the 
following  general  oath:  '*  Yon  do  swear  (or  ailirni)  that  you  are 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  that  you  have  been  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  for  ninetv  davs,  and  an  inhabitant  of  this  state  for  one 
year  next  preceding  this  election,  and  for  the  last  four  months 
a  resident  of  this  countv,  and  for  the  last  thirtv  davs  a  resi- 
dent  of  this  election  district,  and  that  you  have  not  voted  at 
this  deciiaa^^    If  the  person  so  offering  to  vo\e  ^t^  \^^  ^^- 
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lenged  for  causes  stated  in  section  two  of  article  two  ei  thtt 
constitution  of  this  state,  the  following  additional  oath  .fihall  bi 
administered  by  one  of  the  inspectors :  "  You  do  swear  {or  afiSrm) 
that  you  havo  not  received  or  offered,  do  not  expect. to  reccLTO^ 
have  not  paid,  offered  or  promised  to  pay,  contributed,  offered 
or  promised  to  contribute  to  another,  to  be  paid,:  or  U6ed,  any 
money,  or  other  valuable  thing,  as  a  compensation  or  reward  for 
the  giving,  or  withholding,  of  a  vote  at  this  election,  and  ha?e 
not  marie  any  promise  to  influence  the  giving  or  withholding  of 
any  such  vote,  and  that  you  have  not  made,  or  become  directly  or 
indirectly,  interested  in  any  bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the 
result  of  this  election."  If  the  person  so  offering  to  vote  shall 
be  diallengcd  on  the  ground  of  having  been  convicted  of  bribery 
or  any  infamous  crime,  the  following  additional  oath  shall  be 
administered  to  him  by  one  of  the  inspectors :  *^  You  do  swear 
(or  affirm)  that  you  have  not  l»een  convicteil  of  bribery  or  any 
infamous  crime,  or  if  so  convicted,  that  you  havo  been  pardoned 
and  restored  to  all  the  rights  of  a  citizen."  If  any  person  shall 
refuse  to  take  either  oath  so  tendered  his  \ote  shall  be  rejected, 
but  if  ho  shall  take  the  oath  or  oaths  tendered  him,  his  vote  shall 
bo  accepted. 

Subdivision  3.  Record  of  persons  cliallensed.—  The  in- 
spectors of  election  shall  keep  a  minute  of  their  proceedings  in  re- 
spect to  the  challenging  and  administering  oaths  to  persons  offe^ 
ing  to  vote,  in  which  shall  be  entered,  by  one  of  them,  the  nanw 
of  every  pers^m  who  hlinll  be  chalk'Uged  or  take  either  of  such 
oaths,  specifying  in  each  case  wlietl^n*  the  preliminary  oath  or 
the  general  oatli,  <»r  both  were  taken.  At  the  close  of  the  elec» 
tion,  tlie  inspectors  shall  add  to  such  minutes  a  certificate  to  the 
effect  that  the  same  are  all  such  minutes  as  to  all  persons  chal- 
lenged at  such  election  in  such  district. 

§    109.  Time  allo\)ired  employes  to  vote.—  Any  person 

entitled  to  vote  at  a  general  election  held  within  this  state,  shall  on 
the  day  of  such  election,  be  entitled  to  absent  himself  from  any 
8er\'ice  or  employment  in  which  he  is  then  engaged  or  employed^ 
for  a  period  of  two  hours,  while  the  polls  of  such  election  are 
open.  If  such  elector  shall  notify  his  employer  before  the  day 
of  eucb  election  oi  such  intended  absence,  and  if  thereupon  two 
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successive  hours  for  such  absence  shall  he  designated  by  the  em- 
jrioyer,  and  such  absence  shall  be  during  such  designated  hours, 
or  if  the  employer  upon  the  day  of  such  notice,  makes  no  designa- 
tion, and  Huch  absence  shall  be  during  any  two  consecutive  hours 
while  such  polls  are  open,  no  deduction  shall  be  made  from  the 
usual  salary  or  wages  of  such  elector,  and  no  other  ])enalty  shall 
be  imposed  upon  him  by  his  employer  by  reason  of  such  absence. 
This  section  shall  be  deemed  to  include  all  employes  of  munici- 
palities. 

§   110.   CanvaMi  of  votes.   Subdivision  1.   Preparation 

for  luuivass.— -  As  soon  as  the  polls  of  an  election  are  cIoi=*ed, 
the  inspectors  of  election  thereat  shall  publicly  canvass  and  ascer- 
tain the  votes,  and  not  adjourn  or  postpone  the  canvass  imtil  it 
shall  be  fully  completed.  Any  election  officer  who  shall  sign  any 
original  statement  of  canvass,  or  certified  copies  thereof,  at  any 
place  other  than  the  polling  place,  or  at  any  time  other  than  im- 
mediately after  the  canvass  is  completed,  and  any  election  officer 
or  person  who  sliall  take  from  the  polling  place  any  such  statement 
before  it  shall  have  been  signed  as  herein  provided,  is  guilty  of  a 
felony,  and  shall  be  punished,  upon  conviction  thereof,  by  im- 
prisonment in  a  state  prison  for  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than 
fire  rears.     The  room  in  which  such  canvass  is  made  sliall  be 

■r' 

clearly  lighted,  and  such  canvass  shall  be  made  in  i)lain  view  of 
the  public.  It  shall  not  be  la^vful  for  any  ])orson  or  persons,  dnr- 
iag  the  canvass,  to  close  or  cause  to  be  closed,  the  niiiin  entrance 
to  the  room  in  which  such  canvass  is  conducted  in  such  manner 
as  to  prevent  ingress  or  egress  thereby.  When  two  ballot  boxes 
are  provided  for  the  reception  respectively  of  voted  general  bal- 
lots and  question  submitted  ballots,  the  said  ballot  boxe-^  shall  be 
opened  and  the  ballots  therein  canvassed  in  the  following  order, 
namely:  First,  the  box  containing  the  ficeneral  ballots;  sctvmdly, 
the  box  containing  the  ballots  cast  upon  any  constitntioiuil  amend- 
ment or  other  proposition  or  qu(Tstion.  The  board  of  ins])ectors 
shall  commence  the  canvass  by  comparing  the  two  p(>ll  lx)oks  with 
the  registers  used  on  election  day  as  to  the  nunil)er  of  electors  vot- 
ing at  the  election,  correcting  any  mistakes  therein,  and  by  count- 
ing the  ballots  found  in  the  ballot  boxes  without  unfolding  them, 
except  so  far  as  to  ascertain  that  each  ballot  is  single,  and  by  com- 
parifl;^  Ae  nnmber  of  ballots  found  in  eae\\  \k>x  V\\\\  \\\^  www^^'t 
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ehown  by  the  poll  books  and  the  ballot  clerks'  statemept  tot  fave 
been  deposited  therein.  If  the  ballots  found  in  any  box  shall  be 
more  than  the  number  of  ballots  so  shown  to  have  been  'deplasited 
therein,  such  ballots  shall  all  he  replaced  without  being  unfolded 
in  the  box  from  which  they  were  taken,  and  shall  be'  thoroughly 
mingled  therein,  and  one  of  the  inspectors,  desi^ated  by  tie 
board,  shall,  without  seeing  the  same,  and  with  his  bact  to  the  box, 
publicly  draw  out  as  many  ballots  as  shall  be  equal  to  such  excess, 
and  without  unfolding  them,  forthwith  destroy  them.  If  two  or 
more  ballots  shall  be  found  in  the  ballot  box  so  folded  togetficras 
to  present  the  appearance  of  a  single  ballot,  they  shall  he  destroyed 
if  the  whole  number  of  ballots  in  such  ballot  box  exceeds  the  whole 
number  of  ballots  shown  by  the  i)oll  books,  and  ballot  clerks'  state- 
ment, to-  have  been  deposited  therein,  and  not  otherwise.  If  there 
lawfully  be  more  than  one  ballot  box  for  the  reception  of  ballots 
voted  at  the  polling  place,  no  ballot  prcjierly  indorsed,  found  in  the 
wrong  ballot  box,  shall  be  rejected,  but  shall  be  placed  in  its  proper 
box  by  the  inspectors  u])on  the  count  of  the  ballots  before  the  can- 
vass, and  counted  in  the  same  manner  as  if  found  in  the  proper 
ballot  box,  if  siidi  ballot  shall  not,  together  with  the  ballots  found 
ill  the  proper  ballot  l)Ox,  make  a  total  of  more  ballots  than  are 
shown  by  the  ])()11  books  and  ballot  clerks'  statement,  to  have  been 
deposited  in  the  ])rop(>r  box.  Xo  l)allot  that  has  not  the  official  in- 
dorsement shall  be  counted,  excej)t  such  as  are  voted  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  election  law  relating  to  unofficial  ballots. 
The  chairman  only  of  the  board  of  inspect(^r3  shall  unfold4he  bal- 
lots taken  from  the  ballot  box.  (Thus  amended  hy  chap.  Zdo^ 
Lairs  of  ISOS.) 

Subdivision  2.  Intent  of  electors. —  l^ilo  Xo.  1.  If  the 
elector  shall  hav(»  made  a  votiiiir  mark  in  the  circle  above  one  ticket 
only,  and  no  other  votin.ir  mark  apjwar^  on  other  ticket  or  tickets, 
and  if  no  name  shall  hav(»  Ivii  wrillen  in  the  blank  column,  he 
shall  be  d(HMiied  to  have  cast  his  vote  for  all  the  candidates  on  the 
tiekr»t  s'()  marked  in  the  circle. 

Tiule  Xo.  2.   If  the  ehv^for  shall  have  made  a  voting  mark  in  the 

circle  above  one  ticket  only,  and  shall  have  also  made  a  voting 

mark  or  marks  in  the  votinir  space  or  spaces  before  the  name  or 

names  of  a  candidate  or  candidates,  onlv  on  the  ticket  so  marked

Rule  No.  3.  If  the  elector  shall  have  made  a  voting  mark  in  the 
circle  above  one  ticket  only,  and  shall  have  also  made  a  voting 
mark  in  th^  voting  space  or  spaces  before  the  name  or  names  of  a 
candidate  of  candidates  on  one  or  more  other  tickets,  he  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  cast  his  vote  for  all  the  candidates  on  the  ticket 
80  marked  in  the  circle,  except  for  those  for  Avhom  he  has  indi- 
cated his  intention  not  to  vote,  by  making  a  voting  mark  in  the 
voting  space  before  the  name  or  names  of  individual  candidates, 
on  one  or  more  other  tickets,  or  by  writing  a  name  in  the  blank 
column ;  and  the  candidate  or  candidates  so  individually  voted  for 
on  such  other  ticket  or  tickets  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  voter's 
choice  for  such  office  or  offices ;  provided,  however,  that : 

Rule  No.  4.  When  two  or  more  persons  are  to  be  voted  for 
for  the  same  office,  as  two  or  more  justices  of  the  supreme  court  or 
presidential  electors,  and  the  names  of  the  several  candidates 
therefor  are  printed  under  the  title  of  the  office  for  w^iich  all  are 
nmning,  and  the  elector  shall  have  made  a  voting  mark  in  the  cir- 
cle at  the  head  of  a  ticket,  and  shall  also  have  made  a  voting  mark 
in  the  voting  space  Ix^fore  the  nanio  of  one  or  more  of  a  group  of 
candidates  for  such  office  on  other  tickets,  providing  that  he  shall 
not  have  marked  the  names  of  two  or  more  of  such  candidates 
upon  the  same  lino  upon  the  ballot,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
cast  his  vote  for  all  the  candidates  for  such  office  so  individually 
marked  and  for  those  marked  in  the  circle,  except  for  those  candi- 
dates under  such  circle  so  marked  whose  names  are  upon  the 
same  line  on  the  ballot  as  the  names  of  the  candidates  so  individu- 
ally marked,  or  written  in  the  blank  column,  unless  in  addition  to 
making  the  voting  mark  in  the  circle  at  the  head  of  the  ticket  he 
shall  also  have  made  a  voting  mark  before  each  one  of  the  group 
of  candidates  for  such  office  for  whoui  he  desires  to  vote  on  the 
ticket  so  marked  in  the  circle;  provided  further,  however,  that: 

Rule  No.  6.  When  two  or  more  persons  are  to  be  voted  for 
for  the  same  office,  as  two  or  more  justices  of  the  supreme  court  or 
presidential  electors,  and  the  names  (►f  the  several  candidates 
therefor  are  printed  on  any  ticket  under  the  title  of  the  office  for 
vrhich  all  are  running,  and  the  electors  shall  have  made  a  votinc^ 
marlc  In  the  circle  at  the  head  of  the  ticket,  aiv^  ^\vvvXV  ^aX^c^  \v^^^ 
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made  a  roting  mark  in  the  voting  space  before  the  name  of  mow 
than  one  of  the  group  of  candidates  for  snch  office  printed  on  the 
same  line  on  the  ballot  on  other  tickets,  or  by  writing  the  name  or 
names  of  a  candidate  or  candidates  in  the  blank  colnmn^  he  nmst 
also  indicate  by  voting  marks  in  the  voting  spaces  on  the  ticket  so 
marked  in  the  circle  the  individual  candidates  of  the  gronp  of  can- 
didatips  on  snch  ticket  for  whom  ho  desires  to  vot^',  6r  his  vote 
shall  onlv  be  counted  for  the  candidates  for  snch  office  which  are 
so  individually  marked  on  other  tickets,  or  written  in  the  blank 
column. 

Rule  No.  6.  If  the  elector  shall  have  made  a  voting  mark  in 
more  than  one  circle  at  tlie  head  of  the  tickets,  and  if  on  either  of 
such  tickets  there  shall  be  one  or  more  candidates  for  office  for 
which  no  other  candidate  or  candidates  is  or  are  named  on  sncfc 
other  ticket  or  tickets  so  marked  in  the  circle  his  vote  shall  be 
counted  for  such  candidate  or  candidates. 

Rule  Xo.  7.  Subject  to  the  foregoing  rules  if  the  elector  marks 
more  names  than  there  are  persons  to  be  elected  to  an  office,  or 
if  for  any  other  reason,  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  elector's 
choice  of  a  onn<lidate  for  an  office  to  be  filled,  his  vote  shall  not 
be  counted  for  snch  office  but  shall  be  returned  as  a  blank  vote 
for  such  office. 

Rule  Xo.  8.  In  the  case  of  a  question  submitted,  if  the  elector 
shall  have  made  a  vol  ins:  mark  in  the  voting  space  after  the  printed 
word  "  Yes/'  his  vote  shall  l>e  deemed  to  be  in  favor  of  the  adop- 
tion of  the  question  submitted:  if  he  shall  have  made  a  voting 
mark  in  the  voting  space  following  the  printed  word  "No"  hia 
vote  shall  l>e  deemed  to  be  ngainst  the  adoption  of  the  question  sub- 
mitted. 

Rule  Xo.  0.  A  void  ballot  is  a  ballot  upon  which  there  shall 
be  found  anv  mark  otlier  than  a  siuirle  eroRs  X  mark  made  for  the 
purpose  of  voting,  which  voting  mark  must  be  made  with  a  pencil 
having  black  lead,  only  in  the  eireles  or  in  the  voting  spaces 
ro  the  left  of  the  names  of  enndidntes:  or  one  upon  which  any- 
thing IS  written  other  than  the  nnnie  or  nomes  of  persons  not 
])rinted  upon  the  ballot,  for  whom  the  eleetor  desires  to  vote, 
which  must  be  written  in  the  blank  column  under  the  proper 
title  of  the  office  with  a  pencil  having  black  lead :  or  one  which  is 
defaced  or  torn  by  the  elector:  or  upon  which  there  shall  be 
found  nny  erasure  of  any  printed  device,  f\i:c>^Te,  Vxv^t  est  'wjtA,^ 
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or  of  any  naxoe  or  mark  written  thereon  or  upon  a  separate 
piece  of  paper  or  other  material  enclosed  in  such  ballot  by  ench 
electoral  and  upon  such  ballot  no  vote  for  any  candidate  thereoa 
•ball  be  counted.    (Thuanmended  by  chap.  654,  Laws  of  1901.) 
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Subdiviwon  3.  Motlu>d  o£  oounting:. —  The  metiiod  of 
counting  shall  be  as  f ollo\*s :  The  itraight  ballots,  that  is,  the  bal- 
lots on  vvhic|i  .^1  the  candidate3  on  one  party  ticket  and  no  others 
are  voted  for  skaU  be  separated  from  the  split  ballots  and  counted, 
and  the  number  of  straight  party  votes  for  each  candidate  shall 
be  entered  in  gross  opposite  his  name  on  each  tally  sheet  by  the 
poll  clerk  keeping  the  same.  The  chairman  of  the  board  shall 
then  take,  the  split  ballots  separately,  and  announce  the  vote 
for  each  candidate  on  each  such  ballot,  in  the  order  of  the  office? 
printed  thereon,  and  each  poll  clerk  shall  rnalu)  an  accurate  tally 
of  tlie  same.  As  the  votes  on  each  si)lit  ballot  arc  counted,  such 
ballot  shall  be  passed  to  the  other  inspectors  for  verilicatiou. 
The  poll  clerks  shall  then  add  together  all  the  votes  for  each 
candidate  and  the  ballots  Avholly  blank  and  void,  together  with 
the  ballots  on  which  no  votes  were  coimted  for  any  candidate 
for  such  office,  and  shall  enter  the  sum  thereof  in  the  i)ropor 
column  on  the  tally  sheet.  As  soon  as  the  count  is  com])letcMl 
for  each  office,  the  poll  clerk  shall  submit  the  result  to  the 
inspectors  for  examination,  and  if  found  to  1)e  correct,  the  chair- 
man shall  at  once  announce  the  result.  When  a  ballot  is  not 
void  and  an.  inspector  of  election  or  other  election  officer  or  duly 
authorized  "watcher,  shall,  during  the  canvass  of  the  vote,  declare 
his  belief  that  any  particular  ballot  has  1)een  written  upon  or 
marked  in  any  way  for  the  purpose  of  identitictition,  the  inspectors 
shall  write  on  the  back  of  such  ballot  the  words  ''  objected  to  be- 
cause marked  for  identiiication  ''  aud  shall  specify  over  their 
signatures  upon  the  back  thereof  the  mark  or  marking  upon  such 
ballot  to  which  objection  is  made.  The  votes  upon  each  such 
ballot  shall  be  counted  by  them,  as  if  not  so  objected  to.  If 
requested  by  any  watcher  the  inspectors  shall,  during  the  can- 
vass, exhibit  any  and  all  ballots  cast  at  smdi  election  or  town 
meeting  to  such  watcher,  fully  opened,  jind  in  such  a  condition 
that  he  may  fully  and  carefully  read  and  examine  the  same,  but 
such  inspector  shall  not  allow-  any  .such  ballot  to  ho,  taken  from 
hjB  bjtnd.     Any  person  who  shall  place  \ixk>iv  au^  Xi^iX^X*  \A>sKa 
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from  the  ballot  box  any  mark  or  marking,  or  who  shall  tea*  or 
deface  such  ballot  with  the  intent  of  causing  such  ballot  to  be 
rejected  as  void,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  felony,  and  shall  be  punished 
upon  conviction  therefor  by  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  a 
period  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  ten  years.  In  cities  of 
the  first  class  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  fthall,  forth- 
with upon  the  completion  of  the  count  of  votes,  and  the  an- 
nouncement thereof,  deliver  to  the  police  officer  on  duty  at  such 
place  of  canvass  a  statement  subscribed  by  the  board  of  inspectors, 
stating  the  luiinbor  of  votes  received  by  each  candidate  for  office. 
Such  statement  shall  forthwith  be  conveyed  by  the  said  officer 
to  the  station-house  of  the  police  precinct  in  which  such  place  of 
canvass  is  located,  and  he  shall  deliver  the  same  inviolate  to  the 
officer  in  command  thereof,  who  shall  immediately  transmit  by 
telegrai^h,  telephone  or  messenger,  the  contents  of  such  state- 
ment to  the  officer  commanding  the  police  department  of  such 
city.  Such  statement  shall  be  preserved  for  six  months  by  the 
police,  and  shall  be  presumjitive  evidence  of  the  result  of  such 
canvass  for  each  such  office.  (Whole  section  thus  amended  6j/ 
chap.  835,  Laws  of  1898.) 

§  111.  Original  statement  of  canvass  and  certified 
copies.—-  Upon  the  completion  of  the  canvass,  the  board  of  in- 
spectors of  election  shall  make  and  sign  an  original  statement 
thereof  showing  the  kind  of  election,  the  date  when  held;  the 
number  of  the  election  district :  tlie  town  or  ward,  and  the  city  and 
county  in  whicli  it  was  hold,  on  the  first  page  or  pages  of  which 
there  shall  be  return  of  the  ballots  voted,  following  which  there 
shall  be  a  separate  return  for  each  office  of  the  votes  cast  for  each 
candidate  therofor  in  the  form  ])n»scrib(Ml  for  such  returns  and 
statement  in  section  eitrlitv-fonr  of  the  election  law.  At  the  end 
of  the  last  detailed  statement  of  vot(»s  east  for  candidates,  they 
shall  add  a  statement  of  the  number  of  general  ballots  protested 
as  "  marked  for  identification,''  which  ballots  shall  be  endorsed  by 
the  inspeetors  ^^  protested  as  marked  for  identifieation,"  specify- 
ing the  mark  or  marking  to  which  objection  is  made  over  their 
si*2:natures,  and  all  of  which  shall  be  counted  for  the  several  can- 
didates voted  for  thereon.  The  inspeotors  shall  also  make  as  a 
part  of  their  original  statement  a  return  of  the  number  of  void 
ballots  rejected  hj  them,  and  on  such  ballot?^  no  vote  can  be  counted 
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for  aaoLj  candidate.  Each  such  ballot  so  declared  void  bj  the  in- 
spectots  shall  be  indorsed  upon  the  back  thereof  with  the  specific 
reason  for  such  rejection.  Such  void  ballots  shall,  together  with 
the  ballpto.  which  were  protested  as  being  marked  for  identifica- 
tion be  secured  in  a  separate  sealed  package,  which  shall  be  in- 
dorsed on  the  outside  thereof  with  the  names  of  the  inspectors,  the 
designation  of  the  election  district,  and  the  number  and  kind  of 
ballots  contained  therein.  Such  package  shall  be  filed  by  the 
chairman  of  the  bofird  of  inspectors  with  the  original  statement 
of  the  canvass.  If  ballots  are  voted  on  any  constitutional  amend- 
ment, proposition  or  question,  a  similar  return  of  the  ballots  and 
votes  cast  thereon  shall  be  made  and  included  as  a  part  of  such 
original  statement.  Such  inspectors  shall,  whenever  unofficial 
ballots  are  voted,  return  all  of  such  ballots  in  the  package  .with 
the  void  and  protested  ballots.  At  the  end  of  each  return  con- 
tained in  such  original  statement  of  the  canvass,  and  also  at  the 
bott<5m  of  each  sheet,  or  half  sheet  thereof,  the  inspectors  shall 
make  and  sign  a  certificate  that  the  foregoing  statement  is  cor- 
rect. If  any  inspector,  poll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk  shall  refuse  to 
sign  any  return  required  of  him  by  the  election  law  he  must 
state  the  grounds  upon  which  such  refusal  is  based  upon  such 
return  over  his  sigdature.  Unless  sudh  an  election  be  an  elec- 
tion of  town,  village  or  school  officers,  held  at  a  diflFerent  time 
from  a  general  election,  such  inspectors  shall  forthwith  and  be- 
fore adjourning  and  taking  any  recess  make  two  certified  copies 
of  such  original  certified  statement  of  the  result  of  the  canvass. 
Forthwith  upon  the  complelion  of  such  original  statement  and 
of  such  certified  copies  thereof,  and  the  proclamation  of  the 
result  of  the  election  as  to  each  candidate,  the  ballots  voted, 
except  the  void  and  protested  ballots,  shall  be  replaced  in  the 
box  from  which  they  were  taken,  together  with  a  statement  as  to 
the  number  of  such  ballots  so  replaced.  Each  such  box  shall  be 
securely  locked  and  sealed,  and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  officer 
or  board  fumishins^  sivch  boxes.  They  shall  be  preserved  invio- 
late for  six  months  after  such  election  and  may  be  opened  and 
their  contents  examined  upon  the  order  of  the  supreme  court 
or  a  justice  thereof,  or  a  county  judge  of  such  county,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  such  time  the  ballots  may  be  disposed  of  in  the 
discretion  of  the  officer  or  board  havincr  charire  of  them. 
For  form  of  Inspector's  return  and  statement  of  vote,  ?^ee  ^  ^\.

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§  1 12.  Froelanation  of  res«lt««-  Upon  tbe  aompfetkn 
of  such  canvass  and  of  the  original  statement  and  certified  copies 
of  the  result  thereof ,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  shall 
make  public  oral  proclamation  of  the  whole  number  of  votes  eist 
at  isiieh  election  at  such  polling  place  for  all  candidates  for  a^h 
office;  upon  each  proposed  constitutional  amendment  or  otiier 
question  or  proposition,  if  any,  voted  upon  at  such  election;  the 
whole  number  of  votes  given  for  each  person,  vdih  the  title  d 
the  office  for  which  he  was  named  on  the  ballot ;  and  the  whole 
number  of  votes  given  respectively  for  and  against  each  proposed 
constitutional  auiendmoiit  or  other  question  or  proposition,  if 
any,  so  submitted.  The  original  statement  of  canvass  and  the 
certified  copies  thereof  shall  be  securely  and  separately  sealed 
with  sealing  wax  in  an  envelope  properly  indorsed  on  the  out- 
nide  thereof  by  the  inspectors,  and  shall  be  kept  inviolate  by  the 
officers  or  board  with  whom  thev  are  filed  until  delivered,  together 
with  the  sealed  packages  of  void  and  protested  ballots,  to  the 
county  or  city  board  of  canvassers. 

§    113.   Delivery  and  filing  of  papers  relating  to 
the  election.—  Subdivision  1.    If  the  election  be  other  than  an

The  original  certified  statement  of  the  result  of 
the  canvass,  witli  the  orli»inal  ballot  reiuru  prepared  by  the 
ballot  clerk,  attached,  the  .^jealed  package  of  void  and  protested 
ballots,  the  record  as  to  challenged  aud  assisted  voters,  and  the 
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•ealed  packages  of  detuched  stubs  and  imTotcd  balfots^.  and  one 
of  the  Ufelly  sheets  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  com- 
pletion of  such  canvass,  be  filed  by  the  chairman  o::^  the  board  of 
inspectors,  •  Avith  the  county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  the 
ctoction  district  is  situated.  The  register  of  electors  and  public 
eopy  tliereof  shall  be  filed  as  prescribed  in  section  thirty-five  of 
this  act.  The  officers  with  whom  said  papers  are  filed  shall  not 
be  required  to  preserve  or  retain  on  file  the  packages  of  detached 
stubs  and  unvoted  ballots  for  a  period  of  more  than  six  months 
nor  the  statements  of  the  result  of  the  canvass,  ballot  returns, 
records  as  to  challenged  and  assisted  voters,  package  of  void  and 
protested  ballots,  poll-books,  tally  sheets  and  register  of  electors, 
for  a  period  longer  than  three  years  unless  otherwise  directed  by 
a  committee  of  the  legislature,  the  district  attorney  of  the  county 
or  a  justice  or  judge  of  a  conrt  of  record.  {Thus  amended  hy 
chap.  464,  Laws  of  1908.) 

Subdivision  3.  In  the  city  of  New  York  the  original  statement 
of  canvass  and  the  sealed  package  of  void  and  protested  ballots 
riwll  be  filed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  tv^ithin 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  completion  of  the  canvass  with  the 
eonntv  clerk  of  the  countv  within  which  the  election  district  is 
located,  together  with  one  of  the  poll  books  and  one  of  the  tally 
sheets,  properly  certified  by  the  poll  clerks.  One  certified  copy 
of  such  original  statement,  one  poll  book  and  one  tally  sheet  shall

In  election  districts  in  the  city  of  Xew 
York,  the  boards  of  inspectors  of  election  must,  at  the  same  time 
they  make  and  sign  the  aforesaid  original  statement  and  certified 
copies  thereof,  make  a  certified  copy  of  so  much  thereof  as  relates 
to  any  candidate  for  member  of  assembly,  senator  or  reprosenta- 
tite  in  congress,  voted  for  in  said  election  district,  and  also  in 
any  part  of  any  county  not  within  the  city  of  Xew  York,  and  .^uch 
certified  copy  must,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  comple- 
tion of  the  cnmrass  hy  the  inspectors,  be  filed  V^y  \\\e  ^W\T«\tocv  ^\

The  oriirinal  statement  of  the  result 
of  the  canvass,  tuirether  with  ono  tally  sheet,  the  package  of  void 
and  protested  ballots  and  any  and  all  other  packages  required 
by  law  to  be  filed  by  a  board  of  election  inspectors,  not  herein  ■ 
otherwise  specified,  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the 
ccjmpletion  of  such  canvass,  be  filed  by  the  chairman  of  each 
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board  of  inspectors  with  the  commissioner  of  elections.  All  poll

§   114,  Judicial   investigation    of   ballots.— If  any 

certified  origimil  statement  of  the  result  of  the  canvass  in  an  eleo- 
tion  district  shall  show  that  any  of  the  ballots  counted  at  an  elec- 
tion therein  were  objected  to  as  marked  for  identification,  a  writ  of 
mandamus  may,  upon  the  application  of  any  candidate  voted  for 
at  such  election  in  such  district,  within  twenty  days  thereafter, 
issue  out  of  the  supreme  court  to  the  board  or  body  of  canvassers, 
if  any,  of  the  return  of  the  inspectors  of  such  election  district,  and 
otherwise  to  the  inspectors  of  election  making  such  statement  re- 
quiring a  recount  of  the  votes  on  such  ballots.  If  the  court  shall,  in 
the  proceedings  upon  such  writ,  determine  that  any  such  ballot 
>vas  marked  for  the  purpose  of  identification,  the  court  sball'Ord<» 
such  ballot  and  the  votes  thereon  to  be  excluded  upon  a>  recount 
of  such  votes.  A  like  writ  may  in  the  same  manner  be  issued  to 
determine  whether  anv  ballot  and  the  votes  thereon  which  has 
been  rejected  by  the  inspectors  as  void,  shall  be  counted.  If  in 
the  proceedings  upon  such  writ  the  court  shall  determine  that  the 
votes  upon  any  such  ballot  rejected  as  void  shall  be  counted,  the 
court  shall  order  such  ballot  and  the  votes  thereon  to  be  counted 
upon  a  recount  of  such  votes.  Boards  of  inspectors  of  election 
districts,  and  boards  of  canvassers,  shall  continue  in  oflSce  for  the 
purpose  of  such  proceedings.

FroductioiL  of  orif^iual  stateiaexits  and 
copies  tkercof.—  As  soon  as  such  board  of  co\uity  capvasfi^ri 
filutll  liav©  been  organized,  the  officer  with  which  tliey  were  filed, 
shall  deliver  to  such  board  of  canvassers  all  the  original  statements 
of  canvasli  received  from  inspectors  of  election  foi*  disffict9S\Hthiii 
the  county  for  which  said  board  are  oounty  or  city  canvassei'i 
The  copies  of  the  original  statements  which  hare  been  delivered 
to  membei*s  of  the  board  of  assessors  shall  then  be  delivered  to 
the  board.

or  by  any  board  of  county  canvassers,  or  that  any  such  board 
has  failed  to  act  in  conformity  to  law,  make  an  order  requiring 
such  board  to  correct  such  errors,  or  perform  its  duty  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law,  or  show  cause  why  such  correction 
should  not  be. made  or  such  duty  performed.  If  such  board  shalJ 
fail  or  neglect  to  make  such  correction,  or  perform  such  duty,  or 
show  cause  as  aforesaid,  the  court  may  compel  such  board,  by 
writ  of  mandamus,  to  correct  such  errors  or  perform  such  duty; 
and  if  it  shnll  have  made  its  determination  and  dissolved,  to 
reconvene  for  the  purpose  of  making  such  corrections  or  perform- 
ing sucli  duty.

§  172.  Unofieial  liaUtH^.—  If  the  (^cial  ballots  for  an 
election  district  at  which  a  voting  machine  is  to  be  used,  required 
to  be  furnished  by  or  to  any  town,  or  city  clerk,  or  board,  shall  not 
be  delivered  at  the  time  recjuired,  or  if  after  delivery  shall  be  lost,

inspectors  of  election  and  poll  clerks  of  each  district  shall  mee' 
at  the  polling  place  therein,   at  least  three-quarters  of  an  hou^* 
before  the  time  sot  for  the  opening  of  the  polls  at  each  election    ^ 
and  shall  proceed  to  arrange  within  the  guard  rail  the  furniture    j 
stationery  and  voting  machine  for  the  conduct  of  the  election-^ 
The  inspwtor?  of  election  shall  then  and  there  have  the  voting 
machine,  ballots  and  stationery  required  to  be  delivered  to  theiti 
for  such  election ;   and  if  it  be  an  election  at  which  registered 
voters  only  can  vote,  the  registry  of  such  electors  required  to  be 
made  and  kept  therefor.      The  inspectors  shall  thereupon  cause  at 
least  two  instruction  cards^,  and  if  printed  in  different  languages, 
at  least  two  of  each  language  to  be  posted  conspicuously  withii 
the  polling  place.

§  174*  Location  of  machines;  g^nard  rail.— The  ex- 
terior of  th(*  voting  machine  and  every  part  of  the  polling  place 
shall  be  in  ])lain  view  of  the  election  officers  and  watchers.  The 
voting  machine  shall  be  placed  at  least  four  feet  from  the  poll 
clerk's  table.  A  guard  rail  shall  be  constructed  at  least  three  feet 
from  the  machine,  with  opening  to  admit  electors  to  and  from  the 
machine.  The  voting  machine  shall  be  so  located  in  the  polling 
place  that,  unless  its  construction  requires  otherwise,  the  ballot 
labels  on  the  face  of  the  machine  can  be  plainly  seen  by  the 
election  officers  and  the  party  watchers  when  not  in  use  by  voters. 
The  election  officers  shall  not  themselves  be,  or  permit  any  other 
person  to  be,  in  any  })ositi()n  or  near  any  ])osition,  that  will  permit 
oae  to  sec^  or  ascertain  how  a  voter  votes,  or  how  he  has  voted.

Instructing  Toter.—  In  case  any  elector  after  en- 
tering the  voting  machine  booth  shall  ask  for  further  instructions 
concerning  the  manner  of  voting,  two  inspectors  of  opposite  polit- 
ical parties  shall  give  such  instruction  to  him;  but  no  inspector  or 
other  election  oflScer  or  person  assisting  an  elector  shall  in  any 
manner  request,  suggest  or  seek  to  persuade  or  induce  any  such 
elector  to  vote  any  particular  ticket,  or  for  any  particular  candi- 
date, or  for  or  against  any  particular'  amendment,  question  or 
froposition.  After  receiving  such  instructions,  such  elector  shall 
vote  as  in  the  case  of  an  unassisted  voter. 

§  1T7.  The  provisions  of  subdivision  three  of  section  thirty- 
four,  and  of  subdivision  two  of  section  one  hundred  and  four  of 
the  election  law,  shall  apply  also  when  ballot  machines  are  used, 
and  the  word  "  booth ''  when  used  in  such  sections,  shall  be  inter- 
preted to  include  the  ballot  machine  enclosure  or  curtain.

vided; if  all  of  the  counters  are  set  at  zero  (000)  ;  if  the  public 
counter  is  set  at  zero  (000)  ;  if  the  ballot  labels  are  properly 
placed  in  the  machine.  Also  a  certificate  which  shall  be  filled 
out  after  the  polls  have  been  c1oj?(  d,  that  the  machine  has  been 
locked  against  voting  and  sealed ;  the  number  of  voters  as  shown 
on  the  public  counter;  the  niimbcr  on  the  seal;  the  number  regis- 
tered on  the  protective  counter,  if  one  is  provided;  and  that  the 
voting  machine  is  closed  and  locked.

specified ;  but  an  order  requiring  the  custodian  of  primary  records 
to  show  cause  why  the  name  of  a  person  claimed  to  be  dead  should 
not  be  stricken  from  tlio  enroll in(?nt  book  shall  not  be  made  unless 
the  affidavit  presented  to  the  court,  justice  or  judge  by  the  elector 
instituting  the  proceeding  shall  state  that  such  elector  has  per- 
sonal knowledge  of  the  death  of  the  person  wuth  respect  to  whoso 
name  the  application  is  made  and  unless  such  affidavit  is  sub- 
stantiated either  by  a  certiflr'ato  of  th<^  health  department  or  ]ry 
other  competent  evidence  of  such  death.  The  custodian  of  pri- 
mary records  shall  ])roduco  l)of<)ro  the  court,  justice  or  judge,  the 
original  enrollment  declaration  subscribed  by  the  person  against 
or  as  to  whom  the  proceeding  is  instituted.  The  court,  justice  or 
judge  shall  hear  the  persons  interested,  and  if  it  appears  by  suffi- 
cient evidence  that  any  statement  in  the  declaration  of  the  person 
n^ninst  whom  the  proceeding  is  instituted,  on  the  evidence  of 
wijch  ho  was  enroUcd  by  the  ciistodiaw  oi  ^rasi^irj  T«»st^  ^t 
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aay  statement  opposite  his  name  in  the  original  enrollment  book, 
is  false,  or  that  such  person  is  dead  or  has  removed  from  or  no 
longer  resides  in  the  election  district  for  which  he  is  enrolled, 
shall  order  the  name  of  such  person  stricken  from  the  enrollment 
book,  except  as  hereinafter  provided.  If  at  such  hearing  the  per- 
son against  whom  the  proceeding  is  instituted  shall  produce  evi- 
dence that  the  custodian  of  primary  records  has  incorrectly  copied 
into  the  enrollment  book  the  data  contained  in  the  declaration 
of  such  person,  and  that  if  correctly  copied  such  person  would  be 
entitled  to  be  enrolled  in  such  election  district,  such  order  instead 
of  requiring  his  name  to  bo  stricken  from  the  enrollment  book, 
eliall  require  the  correction  of  the  enrollment  book  in  accordance 
with  such  evidence.  In  either  case  the  order  shall  require  the 
custodian  of  primary  records  to  strike  such  name  from  the  enroll- 
ment book,  or  to  otherwise  correct  such  enrollment  book  in  accord- 
ance with  such  order.  Upon  the  correction  of  such  enrollment 
book  in  accordance  with  such  order,  the  custodian  of  primary 
records  shall  certify  such  correction  to  the  chairman  of  the  general 
committee  of  each  party  to  whom  a  duplicate  set  of  enrollment 
books  has  been  delivered  in  pursuance  of  subdivision  seven  of 
this  section.     {Added  by  chap.  350,  Laws  of  1904.) 

Subdivision  12.  This  subdivision  shall  apply  only  to  cities  con- 
taining a  population  of  one  million  or  over.  If  any  person  is 
not  in  sympathy  with  the  principles  of  the  political  party  with 
which  such  person  is  enrolled,  any  elector  of  the  assembly  district 
in  which  such  election  district  is  located  (provided  such  elector  is 
himself  duly  enrolled  with  the  same  political  party  with  which  tho 
person,  as  to  whom  the  application  is  made,  was  enrolled)  may 
present  proof  thereof  by  affidavit  to  the  chairman  of  the  county 
general  committee  of  the  political  party,  with  Avliich  the  elector 
enrolled,  and  the  chairman  of  such  coimty  general  conmiittco  shall 
issue  a  notice  requiring  the  person  against  or  as  to  whom  the  pro- 
ceeding is  instituted,  to  show  cause  before  such  chairniaiL  of  the 
county  general  comniittco,  or  a  subcommittee  appointed  by  such 
chairman,  at  a  time  and  place  specified  in  such  notice  why  his 
name  should  not  be  stricken  from  such  enrollment  book.  Such 
notice  shall  be  returnable  on  a  dav  at  least  fifteen  davs  before  a 
primary  election,  and  a  copy  of  tho  affidavit  shall  \i^  ^^tn^^  wi. 
the  persoh  against  whom  the  proceeding  is  msViXAxVedi  tca^  ^i^^  ^^ 
1£ 
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custodian  of  primary  records  at  least  forty-eight  hours  before  ih« 
return  thereof,  either  personally  or  by  depositing  the  same  in  the 
post  office  of  the  city  in  which  such  election  district  is  located,  in 
a  postpaid  wrapper  or  envelope  addressed  to  the  custodian  of 
primary  records  at  his  office,  and  to  such  person  by  his  name  at 
his  present  address,  if  known,  and  otherwise  at  the  address  which 
appears  in  the  enrollment  book  for  such  election  district.  The 
chairman  of  such  committee  shall  in  his  discretion  personally  hear 
the  persons  interested  in  the  prooeeding  or  aj)point  a  subcommit- 
tee to  take  testimony,  and  in  such  event  the  action  of  the  subcom- 
mittee  shall  not  be  final  unless  approved  of  by  the  chairman  of 
such  county  general  committee,  and  if  it  api)ears  by  sufficient  evi- 
dence that  such  person  is  not  in  sympathy  with  the  principles  of 
the  political  party  with  which  such  person  enrolled,  the  chairman 
of  the  county  general  committee  shall  cause  to  be  filed  a  certificate 
with  the  board  of  elections  or  with  the  custodian  of  primary 
records  setting  forth  reasons  why  the  name  of  such  person  shall  be 
stricken  from  the  enrollment  book,  together  with  a  record  of  the 
proceedings  had  in  the  matter.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board 
of  elections  or  the  custo<lian  of  primary  records  to  make  applica- 
tion to  tlic  supreme  court  or  to  any  justice  thereof  in  the  judicial 
cli.>5trict  in  which  such  election  district  is  located,  or  to  a  county 
judge  of  the  coimty  in  which  such  election  district  is  located,  for 
an  order  requiring  the  person  against  or  as  to  whom  the  proceed- 
ing is  instituted,  to  show  cause  before  such  court,  justice  or  judge, 
at  a  time  and  place  specified  in  such  order,  why  the  decision  of  the 
chairman  of  such  county  general  committee  should  not  be  con- 
firmed. Such  order  shall  be  returnable  on  a  dav  at  least  five  davs 
before  a  primary  election,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  served  on 
the  person  against  whom  the  proceeding  is  instituted  at  least 
forty-eight  hours  l)cfore  the  return  thereof  in  a  manner  as  herein- 
before provided.  The  court,  justice  or  judge  upon  approving  of 
tho  finding  of  the  chairman  of  such  county  general  committee 
sliall  issuo  an  order  to  the  board  of  elections  or  to  the  custodian  of 
primary  records  requiring  the  name  of  the  elector  to  be  stricken 
from  the  enrollment  book.      (Added  hy  chap,  488,  Laws  of  1904.) 

§  4.   Primary  elections. —  Subdivision  1.    In  a  year  when 
a  president  and  vice-president  of  the   United  States  are  to  be 
elected,  the  tenth  Tuesday  before  the  da^  oi  ^^tv^t^  ^^Ivona,  and 
j'n  other  years  the  seventh  Tuesday  \)eioTe  Wi^  ^^"^  oi  ^.^ti^tiJl  ^Jl^rt 
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tion,  shall  be  known  as  the  annual  primary  day,  except  in  cities 
containing  a  population  of  one  million  or  ovtT,  and  in  such  cities 
in  a  ydkr  wh<m  a  governor,  is  to  be  el(^Mf»d,  the  eiiifhtli  Tuesday 
before  the  day  of  general  election,  and  in  any  other  year  the  sixth 
Tuesday  before  the  day  of  general  election,  shall  l>e  known  as  the 
annual  primary  day,  and  in  all  cities  and  villa^-s  to  which  this  act 
is  applicable  each  party  shall  on  such  day  hold  primary  eleftions 
for  the  following  purposes: 

First.  The  elc»ction  of  delegates  to  all  i)()litical  conventions  ex- 
cept conventions  made  up  of  delcirates  who  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  partv  are  chosen  bv  other  conventions  and  not  at 
primary  elections,  and  c<mventions  called  to  meet  j)rior  to  such 
primary  day  for  the  purpose  of  nominating  candidates  to  be  voted 
for  at  special  elections. 

Second,  For  the  nomination  of  all  candidates  for  public  offices 
to  be  voted  for  at  the  ensuing  electi(m  who  by  rule  adoptecl  by  a 
party  pursuant  to  section  twelve  of  this  act,  are  to  be  nominated 
at  a  primai-y  election  and  not  at  a  convention;  and  for  the  election 
of  committeemen  whoso  dutv  it  shall  be  to  fill  vacancies  in  such 
nominations  in   the  cases  prescribed  bv  section   sixtv-six  of  the 

It  c 

election  law,  and  in  the  manner  therein  ])rovided  so  far  as  the 
sanu*  is  applicable'  thereto. 

Third.  For  the  election  of  nil  committeeinen  who  are  to  be 
chosen  at  a  primary  election  and  not  at  a  convention. 

Fourth.  For  the  election  nf  alternates  to  delegates,  in  ease  tho 
rules  and  regulations  of  a  ])arry  shall  so  provide,  (l.lni.^  amvndod 
hy  chap.  480,  Laws  of  IOCS.) 

Subdivision  2.  In  each  year  when  a  president  and  vice-president 
of  the  United  States  are  to  be  eloete<l  there  shall  be  a  primary 
election  for  the  choice  of  deleirates  to  state  conventions  and  con- 
gressional district  conventions,  or  of  delegates -to  conventions  by 
which  delegates  to  state  conventions  or  congressional  district  con- 
ventions are  to  be  chosen,  as  the  rules  and  n-gulations  of  a  ]»arty 
mav  prescribe,  on  an  adtlitional  official  primary  day  which  sliall 
be  the  last  Tuesday  of  ^larch.  The  primary  elections  on  that 
day  shall  be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  this  act  for  the  con- 
dnct  of  primary  elections  on  the  annual  primary  day  as  prescrilxnl 
in  this  section.  The  ex])ens<:'  of  otKcial  primary  (dcctions,  includ- 
ing the  expense  of  pro])iirh)c:  an<l  ojpyin^jl  now  ewxcWwc^wx  Vock.^ 
Jind  the  compensation  herein  provided  to  W  \>a\<\  lo  ^tvddl^^^  <^^iS5- 
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tion  inspectors,  shall  be  paid  by  the  same  officers  or  boards  of  the 
city  in  which  said  primary  is  held,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  the 
expenses  of  general  elections.  Delegates  to  conventions  to  nomi- 
nate candidates  for  member  of  congress  or  to  conventions  to  elect 
delegates  to  conventions  to  nominate  such  candidates  shall  be 
elected  on  the  annual  primary  day.  (Thus  amended  by  chap. 
360,  Laws  of  1901.) 

Sulxlivision  3.  The  custodian  of  primary  records  shall,  thirty 
day^  b<^fore  each  official  primary  day,  divide  every  ward  or  assem- 
bly district  in  a  city  and  every  village  to  which  this  act  is  appli- 
cable^ into  primary  districts,  each  of  which  shall  consist  of  two 
contiguous  election  districts,  except  that  in  case  there  is  an  odd 
number  of  election  districts  in  such  ward,  assembly  district,  or 
village,  the  highest  numbered  election  district  shall  be  a  primary 
district  by  itself.  There  shall  be  two  polling  places  in  each  of 
such  primary  districts  which  shall  be  designated  and  provided  at 
public  expense  by  the  officers  or  boards  whose  duty  it  is  to  pro- 
vide polling  places  for  days  of  general  election,  and  which  shall 
be,  so  far  as  they  are  available,  the  same  places  which  were  used 
for  the  last  preceding  general  election.  The  custodian  of  primary 
records  shall  assign  one  of  the  polling  places  in  each  primary  dis- 
trict to  the  party  which,  at  the  last  election  of  a  governor,  cast 
the  hipjhest  number  of  votes  for  governor,  and  at  the  other  polling 
place  in  such  primary  district  there  shall  be  held  the  primary 
elections  of  all  other  parties. 

Subdivision  4.  At  least  twenty  days  before  each  official  primary 
day  the  chairman  of  the  general  committee  of  each  party  subject 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  certify  and  deliver  to  the  cus- 
todian of  primary  records  a  statement  of  the  conventions,  com- 
mittees and  offices  for  which  delegates,  members  or  candidates, 
as  the  case  mav  be,  are  to  be  elected  thereat,  and  the  number  of 
delegates  to  conventions,  and  members  of  committees,  to  be  elected 
in  (?acli  unit  of  representation.  The  custodian  of  primary  records 
shall  prepare  a  notice  of  each  official  primary  election  provided 
for  by  this  act,  and  shall  publish  such  notice,  riot  more  than  ten 
days  and  not  less  than  five  days  prior  to  such  primary  election, 
in  at  least  one  newspaper  having  a  general  circulation  in  the 
e/ty  or  village,  of  the  political  f aitlv  of  each  of  the  two  parties 
which,    at   the   last  preceding   electVoiv  oi  «l  ^^xotmr^  ^»sX,  ^e 
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highest  and  next  highest  number  of  votes  for  governor.  Such 
notice  shall  specify  the  day  of  such  primary  election,  the  hours 
during  which  it  will  be  held,  the  location  of  each  polling  place, 
the  election  districts  whose  electors  may  vote  at  each  such  polling 
place,  the  name  of  the  party  or  parties  whose  primary  elections 
will  be  held  thereat,  and  the  conventions,  committees  and  offices 
for  which  delegates,  members  or  candidates,  as  the  case  may  be, 
will  be  voted  for  thereat.  AH  official  primary  elections  held  in 
pursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  open  from  three  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon to  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening.  All  other  primary  elections, 
if  any,  shall  be  open  for  not  less  than  four  hours,  commencing  not 
earlier  than  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  ending  not  later 
than  ten  o'clock  in  the  evening.  (Thus  amended  by  chap.  463, 
Laws  of  1908.) 

Subdivision  5.  Notice  of  all  unofficial  primary  elections  shall  be 
given  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  official  primarv'  elec- 
tions, except  that  such  notice  shall  be  given  by  the  proper  party 
officers  and  shall  not  be  at  public  expense.  Unofficial  primary 
elections  shall  be  held  in  such  places  within  the  unit  of  represen- 
tation for  which  the  primary  election  is  held,  as  shall  be  idcsig- 
nated  by  the  proper  political  committee,  but  there  shall! ••he  at 
least  one  polling  place  within  and  for  each  assembly  district, 
ward  or  village.  No  primary  election  shall  be  held  in  a  saloon 
or  drinking  place,  or  in  a  room  which  is  more  than  one  flight  of 
stairs  from  the  street  or  not  readily  accessible  from  the  street. 
The  chairman  and  secretary  of  the  political  committee  calling 
an  unofficial  primary  election,  or  under  whose  direction  such 
primary  election  is  held,  shall  post  and  keep  posted  during  the 
election,  at  or  near  the  entrance  to  the  room  where  the  primary 
election  is  held,  so  that  the  same  is  clearly  visible  from  the  street, 
A  conspicuous  notice  calling  attention  to  the  place  at  which  the 
primary  election  is  being  held.  Unofficial  primary  elections  shall 
be  held  at  the  expense  of  the  party  holding  them,  and,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided,  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  such  party. 

§  5.  PriHiary  election  ofBLcers.— -  Subdivision  1.  There 
shaD  be  for  each  primary  district  two  boards  of  primary  election 
inspectors,  one  of  which  shall  consist  of  the  election.  mv^^^X.ort'^  lot 
ihe  election  district  or  districts  comprised  witVim  e^vcJci^Tvccia.'t^  ^^Ja*- 
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trict  wlio  shall,  at  the  time,  represent  the  party  which,  at  the  last 
preceding  general  election  of  a  governor,  have*  cast  the  largest  num- 
ber of  votes  for  governor,  and  the  other  of  which  shall  consist  of 
tho  elcotion  inspectors  who  shall  represent  the  party  which,  at  such 
election,  cast  the  second  largest  number  of  votes  for  governor,  except 
that  in  a  primary  district  co-terminous  with  an  election  district 
each  board  shall  have,  as  an  additional  member  thereof,  the  poll 
clerk  who  sliall  represent  the  same  party  as  the  two  inspectors  of 
election.  The  first  mentioned  of  said  boards  shall  conduct  the  pri- 
mary elections  of  the  party  represented  by  its  members,  and  the 
second  mentioned  of  said  boards  shall  conduct  the  primary  elections 
of  all  other  parties  at  the  time  entitled  to  liold  official  primary 
elections. 

Siibdivi.sion  2.  Tlie  election  officers  who  are  required  by  section 
twelve  of  the  election  law  to  be  appointed  on  or  before  the  first  day 
ol  October  in  each  year,  shall,  in  all  cities  and  villages  to  which 
this  act  is  applicable,  be  appointed,  and  take  office,  at  least  thirty 
days  lK)fore  tho  first  dav  of  October.  Tho  oath  which  feach  election 
officer  is  required  to  take  by  the  ])rovision3  of  section  twelve  of 
tlie  cloction  law,  shall  include  his  duties  as  a  primary  election  offi- 
cer, and  all  duties  prescribed  by  this  act.  Removals  from,  and 
vacancies  in,  a  board  of  ])riniary  election  inspectors  on  an  official 
})riniary  or  enrolbnont  day  shall  be  made  and  filled  in  the  same 
manner  as  on  a  day  of  registration.  Before  entering  upon  their 
duties,  the  inspectors  of  each  ]u-iiiiarv  district  shall  meet  and  ap- 
point one  of  their  niiml)er  chairman,  or,  if  a  majority  shall  not 
a,£rree  upon  such  a])poiiitment,  tlicv  shall  draw  lots  for  that  posi- 
tion. The  prima rv  election  inspectors  serving  on  the  official  pri- 
mary days,  sliall  enoh  be  ]^aid  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  day 
of  such  service.  JJi^fore  enteriucj  upon  his  duties,  each  primary  in- 
spector shall  iiuike  and  subscribe  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  his 
dutio??  as  such,  which  oath  shall  form  a  part  of  the  return  to  the 
cu-todian  of  primary  re(*ords. 

§   6.   Ballots,  booths,  supplies,  ct  cetera.— The  cus- 

1« Milan  of  ])riuuirv  rcvords  shall,  not  lat(»r  than  twenty  days  prior  to 

the  holding  of  any  official  primary  election  provided  for  in  this  act, 

j>rescribo  the  size,  color,  woiglit  and  texture  of  the  paper  to 

iiFod  for  tho  bii]h^t>>  at  such  prluiary  election  and  prepare 
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pies  thereof.  The  colors  of  the  ballots  shall  be  such  that  tho8« 
of  each  party  shall  be  easily  distinguishable  frcm  those  of  all 
the  other  parties  and  shall  be  such  that  the  printing  thereon 
shall  be  easily  legible.  The  paper  sliall  be  of  such  weight  and 
texture  as  to  make  it  impossible  to  read  or  decipher  the  printed 
matter  on  the  inside  of  the  ballot  when  it  shall  be  folded.  Each 
ballot  shall  have  printed  or  written  upon  its  face  the  party 
name,  the  assembly  district  or  ward  number  if  any,  the  electiou 
district  number  when  the  election  district  is  a  unit  of  representa- 
tion, the'names  of  the  positions  to  be  filled  and  the  names  of  tho 
persons  voted  for  to  fill  such  positions.  The  size  of  the  ballot 
shall  be  large  enough  for  the  printina;  thoroon  of  a  complete  .set 
of  names  for  all  the  positions  to  be  filled  at  such  primary  elec- 
tion. All  printing  thereon  shall  be  in  black  ink.  Such  sam- 
ple ballots  shall  have  the  words  "  sample  ballot  of  the  (specifying 
it)  party"  printed  thereon,  and  shall  be  exhibited  for  inspec- 
tion during  the  hours  within  which  the  office  of  such  custodian 
is  open  for  business,  and  it  shall  bo  the  duty  of  such  custodian 
to  furnish  to  each  member  of  tho  board  of  primary  election  in- 
spectors and  to  any  elector  appl^ang  for  tho  sanie^  a  samj)lo  of 
the  ballot  for  each  party.  Tho  custodian  shall  also  furiiish  to 
party  committees  or  to  electors,  applyini;^  tlnn-efor,  at  cost,  tho 
paper  so  designated  to  be  used  for  ballots.  Ballots  to  be  voted 
on  cither  of  the  two  oflScial  primary  days  may  be  provitlod  by 
any  person.  Ballots  not  conforming  to  tho  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  not  be  counted  at  any  oflicial  primary  electioiL 
The  polling  places,  voting  booths,  guard-rails,  distance  markers, 
lallot  boxes,  sample  ballots  and  other  supplies  required  for  oflicinl 
primary  elections  shall  be  provided  and  paid  for  by  the  suiuo 
officers,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  in  the  case  of  general  elections, 
pursuant  to  sections  ten  and  eighteen  of  the  election  law.  At  all 
official  primary  elections  a  separate  box  with  the  name  and  emblem 
^f  the  party  and  with  the  number  of  the  election  district  clearly 
mnd  conspicuously  written  or  printed  thereon,  shall  be  provided 
sit  each  polling  place  for  each  party  participating  in  a  primary 
election  at  such  polling  place  and  for  each  election  district  tho 
"Voters  of  which  vote  at  such  polling  place;  and  there  shall  also 
Ibe  a  large  box  for  the  reception  of  the  unvoted  ballots.  Tl\eT<i 
ehaH  be  BfBxed  to  tho  outside  of  tho  polling  p\aeo,  ^Ti^m  ^X.V^'^'^ 
'^o  places  on  the  insido  thereof,  and  in  a  coiis\>Vcvxo\3i^  Ta»."^^^^> 
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placards,  printed  with  large  sized  and  bold-faced  type,  which  shall 
specify  the  name  of  the  party  or  parties  whose  primary  election 
is  being  held  in  such  polling  place.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
primary  inspectors  to  receive,  preserve,  and  have  at  their  respective 
polling  places  for  delivery  to  electors  on  any  official  primary  day, 
all  unvoted  ballots  which  may  be  delivered  to  them,  or  any  of 
them,  by  any  qualified  elector  at  any  time  before  the  closing  of 
the  polls  on  any  such  primary  day. 

§  7«  Voting  at  ofBlcial  primary  elections.— *  Subdivi- 
sion 1-.  When,  at  any  official  primary  election,  an  elector  shall 
present  himself  to  tli£  board  of  primary  inspectors,  and  declare 
his  desire  to  vote,  he  shall  announce  his  name,  residence  and  party, 
and  if  he  shall  be  found  to  be  duly  enrolled  as  a  member  of  such 
party  in  that  primary  district,  the  board  of  primary  inspectors, 
or  a  member  thereof,  shall  deliver  to  him  unfolded  one  of  each  of 
the  ballots  of  his  party  intended  for  the  electors  of  the  election 
district  in  which  he  resides,  which  are  in  the  polling  place.  There- 
upon, and  before  voting,  the  elector  shall  retire  into  one  of  the 
booths  of  the  polling  place.  Immediately  upon  leaving  such  booth 
he  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  by  delivering  to  one  of  the  inspectors 
any  ballot  which  conforms,  in  external  appearance,  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  folded  in  such  a  w^ay  that  none  of  the  printed  or 
written  matter  on  the  inside  thereof  shall  be  visible.  The  in- 
spector to  whom  such  ballot  is  so  delivered  shall,  at  once  and  in 
the  presence  of  the  elector,  deposit  it  in  the  proper  ballot-box. 
When  an  elector  shall  have  offered  his  ballot,  and  it  shall  be  in 
the  ballot-box,  he  shall  deliver  all  of  the  unvoted  ballots  which 
were  delivered  to  him,  each  of  them  so  folded  as  to  conceal  the 
inside  thereof,  to  such  inspector,  and  such  officer  shall,  forth- 
with and  without  opening  the  same  or  revealing  the  contents 
thereof,  deposit*  such  ballots  in  the  box  for  unvoted  ballots.  Such 
unvoted  ballots  shall,  on  completion  of  the  canvass,  be  removed 
from  such  box,  and  without  being  examined  be  destroyed.  No 
person  shall  cast  more  than  one  ballot.  No  ballot  which  shall 
have  any  printing,  writing  or  mark  on  the  outside  thereof,  shall 
be  received.  Xo  ballot  shall  bo  in  anv  wav  marked  for  identifi- 
cntion.  At  all  primary  elections,  all  ballot-boxes  to  be  used 
(horent  shall  ho  opened  and  crammed  \>y  \\i^  board  of  primary 
msjyectoTs  in   the  presence  of  t\\e  ^va\.e\\eT^,  \i  raL^^\i«Xsstfe  «s^^ 
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ballois  are  received;  and  when  empty  shall  be  closed  and  sealed, 
and  not  be  opened  again  until  the  close  of  the  polls  at  such 
primary  election.  The  procedure  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  except 
as  changed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  the  same  as  that 
provided  for  the  reception  and  deposit  of  ballots  on  the  day  of 
general  election.  When  the  elector  shall  have  cast  his  ballot, 
th:at  fact  shall  be  recorded  by  the  board  of  primary  inspectors 
by  the  entry  of  the  word  "  voted,"  opposite  his  name  in  the  proper 
2olumn  of  the  original  enrollment  books  provided  therefor.  .T 

Subdivision  2.  The  right  of  an  enrolled  elector  to  participate 
in  any  official  primary  election  shall  be  subject  to  challenge  at  any 
time  before  his  ballot  is  deposited  in  the  ballot-box.  When  any 
enrolled  elector  shall  be  challenged,  the  chairman,  or  one  of  the 
members,  of  said  board,  shall  forthwith  put  to  him  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  answer  truly  such  questions  as  shall  be  put  to  him, 
and  he  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  if,  and  only  if,  he  shall  make 
such  oath  or  affirmation,  and  shall  answer  in  the  affirmative  each 
of  the  following  questions: 

Are  you (using  the  name  which  ho 

has  given  as  his  name)  ? 

Do  you  reside,  and  have  you,  for  thirty  days  last  past,  resided 

at (giving  the  address  which  he  has 

given  as  his  residence)  ? 

Subdivision  3.  From  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  polls,  until 
the  result  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  thereat  shall  have  been 
announced,  and  flie  official  statements  of  such  canvass  shall  have 
been  signed,  the  ballot-boxes  and  all  voted  ballots  shall  be  kept 
within  the  guard-rail.  Xo  person  shall  be  admitted  within  the 
piard-rail  during  such  period,  except  primary  election  inspectors, 
duly  authorized  watchers,  persons  admitted  by  the  inspectors  to 
preserve*  order  or  enforce  the  law,  and  persons  duly  admitted  for 
the  purpose  of  voting;  provided,  however,  that  any  candidate 
voted  for  may  be  present  at  the  canvass  of  the  votes. 

Subdivision  4.  Watchers,  not  exceedinc:  one  for  each  election 
district,  may  be  appointed  by  any  political  committee,  and  by 
^^y  two  or  more  of  the  persons  whose  names  axe  w^ow  «ccv.^  N\^<^\. 
to  be  voted  £or  at  such  primary  election.     SucVv  ^«L\eVveT^  vev^^  "^ 
pi^nt  at  such  polling  place  and  within  the  gaatd-^^W  Ixom  ^\. 
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least  lifteen  minutes  before  the  examination  of  any  ballot-box 
.  at  the  oi)cning  of  the  ])olls  of  such  primary  election  until  after 
the  announcement  of  the  result  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  cast 
thereat  and  the  signiin;]:  of  the  statements  thereof  by  the  inspectors. 
A  reasonable  number  of  challengers,  at  least  one  person  for  any 
three  or  more  persons  of  each  party  holding  its  primary  election 
at  that  polling  i)lact»,  whose  names  are  upon  any  ticket  to  be  voted 
for  at  such  primary  election,  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  just 
outside  the  guard-rail  of  each  such  polling  place,  and  where  they 
can  plainly  sec  v.hat  is  doiie  within  such  rail  outside  the  voting 
booths,  from  the  opening  to  the  close  of  the  polls  thereat.  No 
person  shall,  while  the  polls  are  open,  at  any  polling  place  do  any 
electioneering  within  such  j)olling  place,  or  within  one  hundred 
feet  therefrom,  in  any  public  street  or  in  any  building  or  room,  or 
in  a  public  manner,  and  no  political  banner,  poster  or  placard 
shall  be  allowed  in  or  upon  such  polling  place  on  any  primary  day. 

§   8.   Canvass  of  votes.—  Subdivision  1.   As  soon  as  the 

polls  at  any  official  primary  election  shall  close,  the  board  of 
primary  iiis})CHMors  .shall  forthwith  publicly  canvass  and  ascertain 
the  result  thereof,  and  they  shall  not  adjourn  or  postpone -the 
canvass  until  it  shall  be  fully  completed.  All  questions  touching 
the  validity  of  ballots  or  their  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall  l>e  determined  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  board  of 
primary  inspc^ctors.  The  room  in  which  such  canvass  is  made 
shall  be  clearly  lighted,  and  such  canvass  shall  be  made  in  plain 
view  of  the  public.  It  shall  not  bo  lawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons during  the  canvas?,  to  close,  or  cause  to  be  closed,  the  main 
entrance  to  the  room  in  which  such  canvass  is  conducted,  in  such 
manner  as  to  prevent  ingress  or  egress  thereby.  The  board  of 
primary  inspectors  shall  ]>roceed  to  canvass  the  vote  by  counting 
the  ballots  found  in  the  ballot  boxes  without  unfolding  them,  ex- 
cej)t  so  far  as  to  ascertain  that  each  ballot  is  single,  anJ  by  com- 
paring the  ballots  found  in  each  box  wuth  the  number  shown  by 
the  enrollment  books  to  have  been  deposited  therein.  If  the  bal- 
lots found  in  anv  1k)x  shall  be  more  than  the  number  of  ballots  so 
shown  to  have  been  dejiosited  therein  such  ballots  shall  be  replaced, 
without  being  unfolded,  in  the  box  from  which  they  were  taken,  - 
and  shall  he  thoroughly  mingled  t\\erem,  au^  otl^  oitbe  inspectortf 
flosiguated  by  the  hoard  shall,  ^^it\\ou\.  ^vivii?,  X)cifc  ^oans^ 
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his  back  to  the  box,  publicly  draw  out  as  many  ballots  as  shall  be 
equal  to  such  excess,  and,  without  unfolding  tht*m,  forthwith 
destroy  them.  If  two  or  more  ballots  shall  bo  found  in  the  ballot 
box  so  folded  together  as  to  present  the  appearance  of  a  single 
ballot,  they  shall  be  destroyed  if  the  whole  number  of  ballots  in 
fiuch  ballot-box  exceeds  the  whole  nunilx^r  of  ballots  shown  bv  the 
enrollment  books  to  have  been  deposited  therein,  and  not  other- 
wise. If  there  lawfully  be  more  than  one  ballot-box  for  the  r.ecoj)- 
tion  of  ballots  voted  for  at  any  one  polling  place,  no  ballot  found 
in  the  wrong  ballot-box  shall  be  rejected,  but  shall  be  counted  in 
the  same  manner  as  if  found  in  the  proper  box,  if  such  ballot  shall 
not,  together  with  the  ballots  found  in  the  proper  ballot-box,  make 
a  total  of  more  ballots  than  are  shown  bv  the  enrollment  lx)ok3  to 
have  been  deposited  in  the  proper  box.  The  chairman  only  of  the 
"board  of  primary  inspectors  shall  unfold  the  ballots  taken  from 
the  ballot-box.  When  a  ballot  is  not  void,  and  a  primary  election 
inspector  or  a  duly  authorized  watcher  shall,  during  the  canvass 
of  the  vote,  declare  his  belief  that  any  particular  ballot  has  been 
written  upon  or  marked  in  any  way  for  the  purpose  of  identifica- 
tion, the  inspectors  shall  write  pn  the  back  of  such  ballot  "Objected 
to  because  marked  for  identification,"  and  fc>hall  specify  over  their 
signatures  upon  the  bark  thereof  the  mark  or  markings  upon  such 
ballot  to  which  objection  is  made.  The  votes  upon  each  such  ballot 
shall  be  counted  by  them  as  if  not  so  objected  to.  If  any  ballots 
shall  be  rejected  as  void,  the  reason  for  such  rejection  shall  be 
written  on  the  back  thereof  by  the  chainnan  of  the  inspectors,  or 
ly  an  inspector  designated  by  him.  All  ballots  rejected  as  void, 
and  all  ballots  protested  as  marked  for  identification,  shall  be  en- 
closed in  a  separate  sealed  package,  which  shall  be  endorsed  on 
the  outside  thereof  with  the  names  of  the  inspectors,  the  d(\'^i^'iia- 
tion  of  the  election  district,  and  the  nuuibiT  and  kind  of  ballots 
contained  therein.  Such  package  shall  l)c  filed  by  the  chainnan  of 
the  board  of  inspectors  with  the  original  statement  of  the  canvass. 
A  statement  of  the  number  of  ballots  protested  as  marked  for 
identification,  and  of  the  number  thereof  rejected  as  void,  shall  be 
included  in  each  of  the  statements  of  the  result  of  the  canvass. 
.  If  requested  by  any  wstclier,  the  inspector  s\\aW,  iV\\T\w3.  \\m^  ^'^cvc- 
Taas^  exhibit  any  and  all  hallots  east  at  8UcA\  pTWW^Tv  \Av^oXv^>^  '^'"^ 
saeb  wdkAer,  fully  opened  and  in  such  conaition  Wvtvl  \v^>  ^^>^  "^"^^^  ■ 
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ind  carefully  read  and  examine  the  same,  but  such  inspector  shall 
not  allow  anv  such  ballot  to  be  taken  from  his  hand. 

Subdivision  2.  Immediately  upon  the  completion  of  such  can- 
vass, the  board  of  primary  inspectors  in  each  primary  district 
shall  make  public  oral  proclamation  of  the  result  thereof,  and 
shall  make  a  written  statement  of  such  result  for  each  election 
district  in  such  primary  district,  and  also  a  duplicate  thereof, 
rhicli  shall  be  kno^^^l  as  the  duplicate  statement.  Immediately 
ifter.  the  completion  of  such  statements,  such  board  shall  file  the 
orificinal  thereof  wuth  the  custodian  of  primary  records,  and  shall 
file  the  duplicate  statement  with  the  clerk  of  the  city  or  village. 
In  any  county  which  contains  a  city  or  village  to  which  this  act  is 
applicable  and  has  territory  greater  than  such  city  or  village,  the 
officers  presiding  at  primary  elections  held  in  the  political  divi- 
sions of  such  county  outside  of  such  city  or  village  shall  file  with 
the  custodian  of  primary  records  immediately  after  the  holding  of 
every  such  primary  election  a  sworn  statement  of  the  delegates 
and  members  of  general  committees  elected  thereat. 

Subdivision  3.  At  all  reasonable  times  any  w^atcher  shall  have 
reasonable  opportunity  to  make  a  transcript  of  such  statement,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  and  any  candidate  shall  be  entitled  to  re- 
ceive, upon  demand,  a  written  statement  showing  the  result  of 
the  primary  election  so  far  as  he  is  concerned.     In  the  case  of  a 
primary  election  at  which  persons  are  elected  to  any  convention 
or  committee  from  election  districts  as  the  unit  of  representation, 
the  board  of  primary  inspectors  shall,  promptly  after  canvassing 
the  vote,  deliver  to  each  of  the  persons  who  receive  the  largest 
number  of  votes  as  delegates  to,  or  as  members  of,  such  convention 
or  committee,  or  to  the  respective  persons  authorized  in  writing 
by  them  to  receive  the  same,  a  certificate  stating  the  total  number 
of  A-Dtes  cast  for  the  respective  candidates  and  the  number  thereof 
received  by  such  persons  respectively.     Such  certificate  shall  be 
the  evi deuce  of  the  election  of  such  persons,  and  shall  entitle  them 
and  each  of  them  to  be  placed  upon  the  roll  of,  and  be  admitted  to, 
such  convention  or  committee.     After  the  close  of  the  canvass  o£ 
the  votes  at  primary  elections,  the  ballots  cast  thereat,  except  those^ 
rejected  ns  void  or  j)rotested  as  marked  ioic  identification^  shall  b^ 
replaced  in   the   ballot-boxes  from  \v\i\q\\  ^^^  ^^^^  T«K^feRi&?i%lY^ 
taken,   and  such   ballot-boxes  sliaW  t\ieu  \>^  ^^^>»^t  ^a^"^  wS 
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sealed,  and  shall  be  returned  to  the  officer  from  whom  they  were 
received,  who  shall  safely  keep  the  same;  subject,  however,  to 
be  produced  upon  the  order  of  any  court  of  record  or  judge 
thereof,  for  not  less  than  thirty  days  after  such  primary  election, 
and  until  all  suits  or  proceedings  before  any  court  or  judge  touch- 
ing the  same  shall  have  been  finally  determined,  when  the  ballots 
shall  be  removed  and,  without  examination,  destroyed.  The  cus- 
todian of  primary  records  shall  not  be  required  to  retain  on  file 
the  enrollment  books  and  other  papers  required  to  be  filed  'with 
him  by  the  board  of  primary  inspectors  for  a  period  of  more  than 
three  years  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  district-attorney  of 
the  county  or  a  judge  or  justice  of  a  court  of  record.  (Thu9 
amended  by  chap.  207,  Laws  of  1905.) 

Subdivision  4.  The  custodian  of  primary  records  shall  forth- 
with proceed  to  canvass  the  statements  so  filed  (except  so  far  as 
they  relate  to  the  election  of  delegates  to  conventions  or  mem- 
bers of  committees  from  election  districts  as  the  unit  of  repre- 
sentation),  and  shall  complete  such  canvass  within  sevenfs'-two 
hours  from  midnight  of  the  day  on  which  the  primary  elention 
was  held.     Such  custodian  shall  thereupon  prepare  certified  fltate- 
ments  of  the  result  of  the  primary  elections  of  each  party  partici- 
pating therein  and  shall  make  up  the  rolls  of  the  conventions  for 
which  delegates  were  elected  at  such  primary  elections,  so  far  as 
such  conventions  are  to  be  made  up  of  such  delegates,  and  add 
thereto  the  names  of  any  delegates  entitled  to  act  in  such  conven- 
tions from  any  of  the  political  divisions  of  such  county  not  in- 
cluded within  any  city  or  village  to  which  this  act  is  applicable, 
as  contained  in  the  statements  filed  with  him  pursuant  to  sub- 
^vision  two  of  section  eight  of  this  act,  and  shall  promptly  mail, 
and,,  if  requested,  deliver  one  copy  thereof  to  the  respective  secre- 
taries of  the  proper  political  committees  of  the  several  ptrrties 
Participating  in  such  primary  election.     It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  custodian  of  primary  records  to  prepare  a  certified  transcript 
of  such  statements,  or  any  portion  thereof,  and  deliver  the.  same 
to  any  individual  or  political  committee  upon  demand  on  payment 
of  five  cents  for  every  one  hundred  words  so  certified.     Wherever 
the  custodian  of  primary  records  is  a  salaried  o^eex,  \\i^  i^^^  ^^- 
OeJiW  bjr  him  for  making  such  certified  tTanaeTip\a,  ^«^V^i^  ^i\^ 
Uitotlte public  treasury.    The  secretary  of  any  po\\t\c»\  eoTamVOC'^ 
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shall  bo  entitled  to  receive,  upon  demand,  a  certificate  of  the  result 
of  any  snch  election  in  any  unit  of  representation  comprised  within 
the  territory  within  which  such  committee  represents  a  party.  Such 
custodian  shall  also  promptly  deliver  upon  demand  to  any  person, 
who,  hy  the  statcmonts  so  filed  and  canvassed,  is  shown  to  have 
be<ni  elected  as  delegate  to  a  convention  or  a  member  of  a  com- 
mittee, or  to  have  been  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  public  oflSce, 
a  certificat-c*  of  such  election  or  nomination,  as  the  case  mav  be. 
Such  certificate  or  a  duplicate  thereof,  shall  be  suificient  to  en- 
title the  person  named  therein  to  be  admitted  to  the  convention  or 
coumiittee  to  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  and  upon  filing 
such  certificate  in  the  propi?r  office  and  at  the  proper  time  prior 
to  election  day,  a  person  nominated  for  public  office  at  such 
primary  election  shall  be  entitled  to  have  his  name  printed  upon 
the  official  ballot  of  his  party,  as  if  he  had  been  nominated  in  the 
manner  provided  in  section  fifty-six  of  the  election  law.  Nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  preventing  the  holding  of 
a  convention  prior  to  the  receipt  by  the  secretary  of  the  proper 
political  committee  of  the  certificate  provided  for  in  this  section, 
provided  the  roll  of  such  convention  shall  be  made  up  of  those 
delegates  who  shall  have  been  duly  elected  as  shown  by  the  original 
statements  of  the  boards  of  primary  inspectors  in  the  various 
election  districts,  an<l  in  the  ii?tatements  filed  pursuant  to  sub- 
division two  of  section  eight  hereof. 

§  9.  Comniittees,  and  rules  and  resulatioma  of  par- 
ties«— -  Subdivision  1.  Each  party  shall  have  a  general  committee 
for  each   county,   except   that   in   the   city  of   New  York  there 
may  be,  in  lieu  of,  or  in  addition  to,  a  general  committee  for 
each  county  wholly  therein,   a  general  city  committee  or  gen- 
eral boroucrh  committees,  or  l:K)th,  as  the  rules  and  regulationB  of 
the  party  may  prcscrilK?,  and  except  that  in  each  city  other  than 
said  city  of  New  York,  and  cities  of  tlic  first  class,  if  it  be  desired 
bv  a  maioritv  of  the  members  of  such  creneral  committeee  elected 
from  the  wards  of  such  citv,  there  shall  bo  for  such  city  a  cit^ 
committee  to  consist  of  such  members  so  elected  from  such  wards, 
who  shall  have  power  to  perfect  their  own  organization  undsi 
.'fjjch  riiJos  mid  n\i>iilations  a5^  t\ie\  u\?.y  i[)rescribe  for  the  conduot 
r>f  the  affairs  of  snch  party  aftecViTvo^  ^\\A\  ^Vl^  ^^^  ^^  ^wardl 
thereof.   Any  party  may  also  have  eommVWc^  va.  «a.^  \«  m 
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other  political  subdivisions  as  its  rules  and  regulations  may  pre- 
scribe.    All  members  of  general  committees,  and  assembly  dis- 
trict and  ward  committees,  chosen  in  or  from  cities  of  the  first 
class  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  elected  at  the 
primary  elections,  on  the  annual  primary  day  of  each  year.     In 
the  other  cities  and  villages  to  which  tliis  act  is  applicable,  except 
as  otherwise  provided  in  this  act,  there  shall  bo  elected  at  the 
primary  elections  on  such  day  either  the  members  of  all  general 
committees  elected  from  such  cities  or  villages,  or  the  members 
from  such  cities  or  villages  of  the  conventions  or  committees  by 
which  members  of  the  general  committees  are  to  bo  appointed, 
and  in  such  cities  and  villages  the  rules  of  the  party  may  deter- 
mine whether  members  of  general   committees  shall   be  elected 
at  primary  elections  or  by  conventions  or  committees  the  mem- 
bers of  which  shall  be  elected  on  the  annual  primary  day  as  above 
provided,  or  by  conventions  or  committees  w-hich  shall  have  been 
chosen  by  delegates  who  shall  have  been  elected  on  the  annual 
primary  day  as   above  provided.      The   times  when   committees 
elected  at  primary  elections  shall  take  office  shall  be  determined 
by  the   rules  and   regulations   of  the   respective   parties,   except 
that  such  time  shall  not  be  later  than  the  first  day  of  Janu- 
ary suceeeding  their  election.     On  the  day  fixed  by  the  rules  and 
regulations,  constitutions  or  by-laws  of  the  party,  the  members 
of  each  general  county  committee  or  city  committee  shall  meet  and 
oi^nize.     They  may  proceed  to  make  and  adopt  rules  and  regu- 
lations, but  unless  so  adopted,  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted 
by  the  last  preceding  county  or  city  committee  of  said  party  in 
said  county  or  city  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  re* 
pealed  or  amended  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 
Members  of  committees  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  various 
imits  of  representation  entitled  to  representation  therein  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  hereinafter  prescribed  for  the  apportionment  of 
delegates   to  conventions.      Members   of   committees    in   villages 
shall  be  apportioned  and  shall  hold  office  as  shall  be  provided  in 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  parties.     Each  county  or  city  com- 
mittee and  the  officers  thereof  shall  have  all  the  powder  and  au- 
thority and  shall  perform  all  the  duties,  in  respect  to  the  nomina- 
tions  of  officers  to  serve  at  general  elections,  coTiiwicci^  xjc^ow  '^^ 
gnera]  ecmmittee,   the  county  committee,  1:\\e   e\\.^   c.otkvvvvVv^^', 
tie  emoitiwe  emumttee,  or  the  officers  thereoi,  givciv  lo  ^xv^  ^^^^1 
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in  such  city  or  county  by  section  twelve  of  the  election  law. 
(Thus  amended  by  chap.  167,  Laws  of  1901,  and  chap.  595,  Laws 
of  1903.) 

Subdivision  2.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  parties,  and  of  the 
conventions  and  committees  thereof,  shall  not  be  contrary  to,  or 
inconsistent  with,  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  of  any  other  law, 
and  shall  not  be  amended  except  upon  reasonable  notice.     Every 
political  committee  shall,  within  three  days  after  its  organiza- 
tion, file  with  the  proper  custodian  of  primary  records  a  certificate 
specifying  the  names  and  addresses  of  ita  chairman  and  secretary, 
and  shall  within  the  game  period  of  time  after  its  adoption  file 
with  said  custodian  a  transcript  of  every  rule  and  regulation  of 
said  party  in  said  county  and  of  every  amendment  thoreof-duly 
certified  in  like  manner.     The  rules  and  regulations  of  a  party  ^ 
may  prescribe  the  amount  of  annual  dues  to  be  paid  by  each-j 
member  of  such  committee  to  such  committee,  for  the  purposes 
of  defraying  the  expenses  thereof,  and  may  contain  a  provisio 
precluding  any  member  who  may  fail  to  comply  therewith,  fro 
participating  in  the  meetings  of  such  committee. 

§  10.  Conventions.—-  The  delegates  to  every  party  conven — 
tion  in  and  for  any  political  subdivision,  chosen  in  any  city  or  vit— 
lage  to  which  this  act  is  applical)le,  shall  be  apportioned  among  th^ 
units  of  representation  in  such  city  or  village  as  nearly  as  po*-- 
sible  upon  the  basis  of  the  number  of  votes  cast  therein  for  th^s 
party  candidate  for  governor  at  the  last  preceding  general  elec^ 
tion,  except  that  in  any  county  which  is  not  wholly  include^ 
within  the  boundaries  of  a  city  of  the  first  class,  the  general  con:*- 
mittee  of  the  party  may,  by  its  rules  and  regulations,  continii.^ 
any  existing  system  of  representation  in  conventions.  The  get::** 
cral  committee  of  any  party  may  also  l)y  its  rules  and  regulatipr»- 
apportion  the  voting  power  of  the  delegates  to  a  convention  L  ^ 
accordance  with  such  vote  for  governor.  If  the  boundaries  of  ai»- 1 
political  subdivision  serving  as  units  of  representation  shall  haW*' 
been  changed  since  the  last  preceding  general  election  at  which 
governor  was  elected,  the  party  vote  ft>r  governor  at  such  electi 
within  the  limits  of  such  newly  constituted  units  of  represent 
tion  shall  he  estimated  as  closely  as  possible  and  the  apportionmei 
of  delegates  shall  be  made  in  accoxdaivee  ^\\!feL  «vv^  ^^ccaa^ta.  T 
room  designated  for  the  meeting  pVace  oi  wi-j  ^Qt««o&a\^ 
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have  ample  seating  capacity  for  all  delegates  and  alternates.  Every 
convention  shall  be  called  to  order  by  the  chairman  of  the  commit- 
tee  with  whom  the  call  originates  or  by  a  person  designated  in 
writing  for  that  purpose  by  such  chairman,  and  such  chairman  or 
person  so  designated  shall  have  the  custody  of  the  roll  of  the  con- 
vention until  it  shall  have  been  organized.  No  convention  shall 
proceed  to  the  election  of  a  temporary  chairman  or  transact  any 
business  until  the  time  fixed  for  the  opening  thereof  has  arrived 
and  at  least  a  majority  of  the  delegates  or  respective  alternates 
named  in  the  official  roll  shall  l>e  present.  The  roll-call  upon  the 
election  of  temporary  chairman  shall  not  be  delayed  more  than 
one  hour  after  the  time  specified  in  the  call  for  the  opening  of  the 
convention,  provided. a  majority  of  the  delegates  are  present.  The 
temporary  chairman  of  the  convention  shall  bo  chosen  on  a  call 
of  the  roll,  and  as  the  name  of  each  delegate  is  called  he  shall  rise 
in  his  place  and  declare  his  choice  for  such  officer.  The  person  who 
calls  the  convention  to  order  shall  exercise  no  other  function  than 
that  of  calling  the  official  roll  of  the  delegates  upon  the  vote  for 
temporary  chairman  and  declaring  the  result  thereof.  The  com- 
mittees of  a  convention  shall  be  appointed  by  the  convention,  or  by 
the  temporary  chairman,  as  the  convention  may  order.  Unless 
the  convention  shall  otherwise  order,  the  pennanent  chairman 
shall  be  chosen  on  roll-call.  The  permanent  officers  shall  keep  the 
records  of  the  convention,  and,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the 
adjournment  thereof,  shall  certify  and  file  the  same  in  the  office 
of  the  custodian  of  primary  records.  Before  entering  upon  their 
duties,  the  temporary  and  pornianont  chairman  of  every  conven- 
tion, and  the  chainnan  and  niouibors  of  any  committee  on  con- 
tested  seats  therein,  shall  respectively  take  an  oath  to  faithfully 
perform  the  duties  of  their  offices,  which  oath  may  be  taken  before 
any  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  an  oath,  and  shall  form 
a  part  of,  and  b«  filed  with,  the  records  of  the  convention.  Each 
convention  shall  decide  all  questions  as  to  contested  seats  therein. 
All  witnesses  examined  by  or  l)efore  such  committee  on  contested 
seats  shall  bo  sworn  by  the  chairman  or  a  member  thereof  to  tell 
the  truth,  the  whole  truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth  concerning  the 
matters  and  things  then  being  investi,iz:atod  by  said  committee.  Any 
justice  of  the  supreme  court  within  the  judicial  district  in  which  a 
convention  is  about  to  be  held  or  any  county  judge  of  a  county 
in  which  a  convention  is  about  to  be  held,  s\va\\  Wn^  ^o^^t,>\'^^'^

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application  in  writing  duly  verified,  stating  the  purpose  and  object 
thereof,  to  issue  a  subpoena  to  any  elector  applying  therefor,  re- 
quiring any  person  witliin  the  same  county  or  city  in  which  a  oon- 
veution  is  about  to  he  held,  to  appear  before  such  convention  and 
testify  l>efore  a  committee  on  contested  seats  thereof  when  ap- 
pointed concerning  any  matter  which  may  be  investigated  by  said 
convention  or  committee  and  to  produce  thereat  public  reeords 
or  records  of  a  primary  election  or  a  convention  of  the  party  of 
which  such  convention  is  about  to  be  held.  Such  justice  or  judge 
shall  issue  such  subpoena  upon  suflScient  ground  being  shown  there- 
for, but  he  may  deny  the  application  if  he  deems  it  frivolous  or 
scandalous.  Witnesses  attending  pursuant  to  sueh  subpoena  shall 
be  paid  by  the  ap])licant  the  same  fees  which  witnesses  are  en- 
titled to  receive  upon  trial  of  an  action  in  a  court  of  record.  Any 
elector  desiring  to  contest  the  right  of  any  other  elector  to  his  seat 
in  a  convention  shall  file  with  the  custodian  of  primary  records 
a  notice  of  such  contest  stating  the  name  and  residence  address 
of  the  person  whose  seat  is  to  be  contested,  at  least  forty-eight  ho\irs 
before  the  time  fixed  for  holding  such  convention ;  provided  tiiat 
if  a  convention  is  called  to  be  held  in  less  than  forty-eight  hours 
from  the  closing  of  the  polls  of  the  primary  election  such  notice 
shall  l>e  8er\'ed  on  the  temporary  chairman  of  the  convention 
instead.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  custodian  of  primary  records 
to  transmit  a  copy  of  such  notice  of  contest  to  the  person  whose 
seat  is  to  be  contested,  either  by  personal  service  upon  him  or 
through  the  mail,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  receipt  of 
such  notice.  All  oaths  administered  \uider  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  hereby  declared  to  be  oaths  required  by  law,  and  to  be 
necessary  for  the  ends  of  public  justice.  The  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  the  party  may  prescribe  the  method  of  substituting  dele- 
gates in  conventions.  No  convention,  composed  of  delegates 
elected  in  accordance  with  this  act,  shall  be  held  until  after  the 
primary  day  on  wliich  delegates  thereto  or  delegates  to  conven- 
tions to  elect  delegates  thereto  shall  have  In^en  elected. 

§    11.   Jurisdiction  of,  and  review  by,  the  oonrts.-— 

Any  action  or  neglect  of  the  (»fficers  or  nienibors  of  a  political  con- 
vention or  committee,  (.r  of  any  inspector  of  primary  election,  or  of 
any puhlic  ofSccr,  or  l)oar{|,  with  regard  to  the  right  of  any  person. 
^o  participnte  in  a  primary  elc  ctiow,  eoT\\e\\\.\o\i,  eye  ^^tnmittee,  OC^ 
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to  enroll  with  any  party,  or  witli  regard  to  any  right  given  to,  or 
duty  prescribed  for,  any  elector,  political  committee,  political  con- 
vention, oflScer  or  board,  by  this  act,  shall  be  reviewable  by  the 
appropriate  remedy  of  mandamus  or  certiorari,  as  the  case  may 
require.  In  addition  thereto,  the  supreme  court,  or  any  justico 
thereof  within  the  judicial  district,  or  any  county  judge  within 
his  county,  shall  have  summary  jurisdiction,  upon  complaint  of 
any  citizen,  to  review  such  action  or  neglect.  Such  a  complaint 
shall  be  heard  upon  such  notice  as  the  said  court  or  justice  or 
judge  thereof  shall  direct.  In  reviewing  such  action  or  neglect, 
the  court,  justice,  or  judge  shall  consider,  but  need  not  be  con- 
trolled by,  any  action  or  determination  of  the  regularly  consti- 
tuted party  authorities  upon  the  questions  arising  in  reference 
thereto,  and  shall  make  such  decision  and  order  as,  under  all 
the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case,  justice  may  require.  For 
any  of  the  purposes  of  this  section,  ser\'ice  of  a  writ  of  mandamus, 
certiorari,  order  or  other  process  of  said  court  or  justice  or  judge 
thereof  upon  the  chairman  or  secretary  of  such  convention,  com- 
mittee, or  board,  shall  be  sufficient. 

§  12,  Nomination  of  candidates  at  priaiary  elec- 
tiocDLS*—  In  case  the  general  committee  representing  a  party  in 
any  city  or  village  to  which  this  act  is  applicable,  or  in  a  county 
wholly  within  any  such  city,  or  in  a  borough  of  any  such  city,  shall 
adopt,  by  a  majority  vote,  a  rule  that  the  nomination  of  that 
party's  candidates  for  specified  public  offices  to  be  filled  wholly 
from  such  subdivision  shall  be  made  at  the  primary  elei'tions  of  the 
party,  then  so  long  as  such  rule  remains  in  force,  the  nomination 
of  that  party's  candidates,  for  the  public  offices  specified  in  such 
rule,  shall  be  made  by  the  enrolled  members  of  the  party  at  the 
official  primary  elections  of  the  party  hold  on  the  annual  primary 
day.  Such  rule  shall  be  adopted  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  said 
annual  primary  day  and  published,  in  the  manner  in  which  notices 
of  primary  elections  are  required  to  be  published  by  this  act,  at 
least  twenty  days  before  such  primary  election.  In  case  nomina- 
tions for  city  or  ward  offices  are  made  in  primary  election  districts 
under  a  rule  adopted  as  prescribed  in  this  section,  certificates 
Bhowing  the  result  of  the  votee  for  the  several  candidates  for 
TiOTOination  in  the  several  districts  shall  be  made  \>n  \\vc^  Vn^^\^  <A

§  13.  Application  of  provisions  to  political  parties. 

—  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  apply  to  all  political  parties. 
(Thus  amended  by  chap.  296,  Laws  of  1907.) 


§  14.  Application  of  this  act  to  cities  of  the  third 
class  and  villages.—  Xo  city  of  the  third  class  or  village  shall 
be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  imless  the  general  commit- 
tee for  the  county  in  which  such  city  or  village  is  situated,  of  each 
party  entitled  to  bo  represented  by  inspectors  of  election  in  such 
city  or  village,  shall  have  adopted  a  resolution  declaring  that  they 
desire  to  come  in  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  shall  have 
filed,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  in  any  year,  a  duly 
ittested  copy  thereof  with  the  secretary  of  state  and  with  the 
county  clerk  of  such  county;  or  unless  the  electors  of  such  city 
or  village  shall  have  voted  at  a  general  election  to  come  in  under 
this  act.  In  such  case  such  city  or  village  shall  be  subject  to 
the  provisions  of  this  act  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  registration 
next  succeeding,  and  the  custodian  of  primary  records  shall  pro- 
vide the  necessary  enrollment  books  prior  to  such  day.  The  ques- 
tion whether  or  not  any  such  city  or  village  shall  come  in  under 
this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  thereof  whenever  the 
general  committee  of  either  of  said  parties,  for  the  county  in 
which  such  city  or  village  is  situated,  shall  by  resolution  request 
Buch  submission  and  shall  file  a  duly  attested  copy  of  such  resolu- 
tion with  the  secretary  of  state  and  with  the  county  clerk,  not  less 
than  sixty  days  before  any  general  election,  or  whenever  not  less 
than  sixty  days  before  any  general  election  the  electors  of  any 
city  or  village  to  which  this  act  is  applicable  equal  in  number  to 
at  least  one-tenth  of  the  votes  cast  therein  at  the  next  preceding 
election  for  state  officers  shall  by  a  petition  similar  in  form  and 
manner  of  execution  to  the  petition  required  by  the  election  law 
for  independent  nominations,  request  the  mayor  of  such  city  or  the 
board  of  trustees  of  such  village  to  submit  the  question  whether 
this  act  shall  be  made  applicable  to  such  city  or  village  to  the  elect- 
ors  thereof  at  a  genervl  election ;  in  either  of  which  cases  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  proper  council  or  \)oaT3L  ot  o\!si^T  <:iiS5seca  of-  such 
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city  or  village  to  provide  by  ordinance,  resolution  or  otherwise,  for 
the  submission  of  such  question  to  the  electors  thereof  at  the  next 
ensuing  general  election ;  and  such  submission  shall  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, bo  made  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  law  for  submitting 
proposed  amendments  to  the  constitution  of  the  state  to  the  electors 
thereof.  A  similar  procedure  shall  take  any  such  city  or  village 
which  has  so  elected  to  come  within  the  provisions  of  this  act 
out  of  such  provisions  and  make  them  thereafter  no  longer  ap- 
plicable to  such  city  or  village ;  but  if  the  decision  to  come  under 
this  act  was  made  at  a  general  election,  such  decision  can  be 
changed  only  at  a  general  election. 


§  14-a.  Application  to  certain  cities  of  tbe  second 
class.—  If  in  a  city  of  the  second  class  the  electors  were  not  en- 
rolled pursuant  to  the  primary  election  law  on  the  days  for  regis- 
tration in  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  the  provisions  of  such  act  in 
relation  to  the  holding  of  primary  elections  shall  not  apply  to  such 
city  prior  to  the  general  election  in  nineteen  hundred  and  six,  but 
primary  elections  shall  continue  to  be  held  in  such  city  in  the  man- 
ner in  which  such  elections  were  held  before  such  city  became  a 
city  of  the  second  class.  The  provisions  of  the  primary  election 
law  requiring  the  enrollment  of  electors  shall  apply  to  such  city 
on  the  registration  days  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  six  and 
subsequent  to  the  general  election  in  that  year  all  the  provisions 
of  the  primary  election  law  shall  apply  to  such  city.  (Thus 
added  by  chap.  466,  Laws  of  1906.) 

§  15.  Repealing  clanse. —  All  acts  and  parts  pf  acts  in- 
consistent with  the  provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  in  so 
far  as  they  apply  to  the  parties  and  in  the  places  to  which  this  act 
is,  or  shall  be  applied ;  except  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  as  preventing  the  use  of  the  existing  original  en- 
rollment books  at  any  primary  election  held  prior  to  the  first  day 
of  January  in  the  year  nineteen  hundred,  and  said  enrollment 
books  shall  continue  and  be  used  at  all  primary  elections  held 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  prior  to  that  time,  provided, 
however,  that  in  case  new  enrollment  lx)oks  shall  have  been  pre- 
pared by  the  custodian  of  primary  records,  pursuant  to  the  pro-

Application  of  act.—  Section  1.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to 
any  of  the  counties  embraced  within  Greater  New  York,  nor  to 

•  cities  of  the  second  or  third  class,  nor  to  any  village  which  shall 
be  or  become  subject  to  the  proWsions  of  chapter  four  hundred  and 
seventy-three  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine^  en- 
titled "  An  act  to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  seventy-nine  of 
the  general  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  entitled

tee of  the  party,  which  shall  include  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  major- 
it  v  of  all  the  mefnlx^rs  thereof  elected  from  the  to^vns  of  said 
county,  and  filing  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  coimty,  of  a  reso-

Unrolliment  book.^-  §  2.  In  any  oonnty  to  which  this  act 
shall  so  hecome  applicable,  the  clerk  of  the  county  shall  cause  to 
be  prepared,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  Sopteuibor  in  each 
jear,  enrollment  books  to  the  number  of  tvro  for  each  election 
district  in  the  several  towns  of  the  countv,  which  shall  be  so 
arranged  that  the  names  of  all  electors  off  the  election  district 
may  he  inscribed  therein  alphabetically.  iVii^re  shall  be  fourteen 
columns  in  each  page.  The  first  .for  the  swfrwuiies  of  the  elect- 
ors; the  second  for  the  christian  names  of  the^^tectow;  the  third 
for  the  word  "  ves,"  if  the  elector  be  enrolled  bv  the  election  in- 
spectors  upon  their  own  knowledge ;  the  fourth  for  the  name  of  any 
elector  making  oath  to  the  party  affiliation  of  anj''  other  elector; 
the  fifth  for  the  name  of  the  party  with  which  an  elector  is  en- 
rolled; the  sixth  for  an  entry  to  show  enrollment  by  certificate; 
the  seventh  for  the  record  of  any  alteration  of  enrollment,  transfer, 
or  striking  from  the  enrollment  the  name  of  any  elector;  the 
eighth  for  the  word  "  voted,"  in  case  the  elector  votes  at  the  first 
official  primary  election  of  the  year;  the  ninth  for  a  record  as  to 
challenges,  in  case  of  challenge  thereat;  the  tenth  and  eleventh  for 
similar  entries,  in  case  he  votes  at  the  secon<l  official  primary  clec- 
•tion  of  the  year;  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  for  similar  entries,  in 
case  there  be  a  third  official  primary  election,  or  an  unofficial  pri- 
mary election;  and  the  fourteenth  for  any  remarks  not  provided 
for  in  ajiy  of  such  other  columns.  Said  books  with  proper  instruc- 
tions shall  be  delivered  by  the  said  clerk  to  the  election  ins]>ector3 
of  ihe  respective  election  districts  in  said  towns  immediately  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  registration  in  each  year. 

Emtry  in  enrollment  Iraoks;  duties  of  election  of- 
fieenu*-  §  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  election  inspectors  of 
the  respective  election  districts  in  said  towns,  on  the  days  on  which 
they  shall  prepare  the  register  of  electors  in  sai<l  election  districts 
respectively,  and  at  the  same  time,  to  enter  in  the  said  enrollment 
books  ihe  name  of  every  elector  registerc^d  by  them,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  voting  at  such  election,  whose  political  affiliation  shall  be 
personally knaTTD  to  them,  and  after  the  name  oi  e«.c)cv  ^w^  c\^q\^^ 
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to  enter  in  the  tliird  column  the  word  '^  yes  '^  to  indicate  such  en- 
rollment by  them,  and  in  the  fifth  column  the  name  of  the  party 
with  which  he  is  so  enrolled,  and  if  it  shall  be  shown  to  them  by 
any  duly  registered  elector  of  such  district,  under  oath,  that  any 
other  elector  so  registered  by  them,  whose  party  affiliation  is  not 
personally  known  to  them,  is  actually  affiliated  with  any  party, 
it  shall  be  their  duty  to  enter  the  name  of  such  other  elector  in 
said  enrollment  books  and  after  the  name  of  such  elector,  in  the 
fourth  column,  the  name  of  the  elector  so  making  oath,  and  in  — 
the  fifth  column  the  name  of  the  party  with  which  such  elector-" 
shall  testify  that  such  other  elector  is  affiliated.     At  the  close  o^^ 
the  last  day  of  registration  the  said  inspectors  of  election  shalH 
make  and  sign  a  certificate  that  said  enrollment  lists  so  prepare 
by  them  contain  a  correct  and  true  statement  of  the  names  of  al 
duly  registered  electors  of  said  election  district  who  are  personallj^ 
known  to  them  to  be  affiliated  with  any  political  party,  or  who  ma/" 
have  been  shown  to  them,  by  the  oath  of  any  duly  registered  elec- 
tor, to  be  so  affiliated  with  any  party,  and  within  twenty-four  hours 
thereafter  the  chairman  of  said  board  of  election  inspectors  shall 
file  one  of  said  enrollment  lists  with  the  town  clerk  of  the  town 
containing  such  election  district,  and  the  other  of  said  enrollment 
lists  with  the  said  county  clerk.     The  town  clerks  of  the  several 
towns  shall  at  all  times  keep  on  file  the  blank  forms  described  in 
sections  four,  five  and  six  hereof  in  sufficient  quantities  for  the 
use  of  the  electors  of  the  town.  • 

Special  enrollment;  statement  to  be  filed;  change 
of  party;  when  name  to  be  stricken  from  list.—  §  4. 

At  any  time  prior  to  July  first  thereafter,  except  during  the  thirty 
days  preceding  a  primary  election  day,  any  elector  who  was  so  duly 
registered  as  an  elector  in  any  of  said  towns,  but  who  was  not  en- 
rolled with  any  party,  may  become  specially  enrolled  in,  and  have 
his  name  added  to,  the  enrollment  list  so  filed  with  the  county  clerk 
of  any  party  in  the  election  district  in  which  he  then  resided  and 
still  resides,  by  making  and  acknowledging  before  any  officer 
authorized  bv  law  to  take  thc^  acknowledgment  of  deeds  to  be  re- 
corded  in  this  state,  and  filing  or  causing  to  be  filed  with  the  said 
coimty  clerk,  a  statement  embodying  a  declaration  in  the  following 

form :  "  I^  ( )  do  solemnly  declare  that  I  reside  in 

(* )  and  am  a  duly  quali&ed  eVftc\x>T  oi  the  ( ) 
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election  district  of  said  town.  That  at  one  of  the  last  preceding 
days  of  registration  I  was  duly  registered  as  an  elector  in  said 
election  district,  but  was  not  enrolled,  and  I  request  that  I  be 
specially  enrolled  with  the  ( )  party.  That  I  am  in  gen- 
eral sympathy  with  the  principles  of  the  ( )  party. 

That  it  is  my  intention  to  support  generally,  at  the  next  general 
election,  the  nominees  of  such  party,  and  that  I  have  not  been  en- 
rolled with,  nor  participated  in,  any  primary  election  or  conven- 
tion of  any  other  party  since  the  first  day  of  last  year.*'  And 
any  elector  in  any  of  said  towns  who  has  been  so  enrolled  with 
any  party,  but  who  has  been  enrolled  with  a  party  other  than 
that  with  which  he  is  actually  affiliated,  may  have  his  party  affilia- 
tion changed  upon  the  enrollment  list  so  made,  by  striking  out 
the  name  of  the  party  with  which  he  is  so  wrongfully  described  to 
be  affiliated  and  inserting  the  name  of  the  party  with  which  he 
may  declare  he  is  affiliated,  by  similarly  making,  acknowledging 
and  filing  or  causing  to  be  filed  a  similar  statement  in  all  respects, 
except  that  he  shall  declare  that  he  was  so  wrongfully  enrolled 
and  request  that  his  party  affiliation  be  so  changed.  And  any 
elector  in  any  of  said  towns  who  has  been  so  enrolled  with 
any  party  but  who  desires  to  be  not  enrolled  as  affiliating  with  any 
party,  may  have  his  name  stricken  from  the  enrollment  list  as  so 
made,  by  similarly  making,  acknowledging  and  filing  or  causing 
to  be  filed  a  statement,  embodying  a  declaration  in  the  following

Upon  the 
filing  of  any  such  statement,  the  said  county  clerk  shall  cause  the 
request  contained  in  such  statement  to  1)0  complied  with,  by  adding 
the  name  of  the  elector,  by  changing  the  party  affiliation,  or  by 
striking  out  the  name  of  any  enrolled  elector,  as  the  case  may  be, 
in  the  enrollment  list  filed  with  him  for  the  proper  election  district 
and  recording  in  the  proper  column  thereof  the  reason  therefor. 

TbaopoUment  of  votera  who  became  oi  a^e  al^ic  ^ic^^ 
oedling  election.»^  §  5.  Any  elector  in  any  oi  ^«^^  ^fif^'^'^  ^"^"^ 
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shall  have  become  of  age  after  the  last  preceding  general  election, 
may  at  any  time  other  than  during  the  thirty  days  next  preceding 
a  primary  election  day,  become  specially  enrolled  in,  and  have  hia 
name  added  to,  the  enrollment  list  so  filed  with  the  county  clerk, 
of  any  party  in  the  election  district  in  which  he  resides  by  simi- 
larly making,  acknowledging  and  filing  or  causing  to  be  filed 
with  the  county  clerk  a  statement  embodying  the  declaration  first 
set  forth  in  the  last  section,  except  that  instead  of  the  words  indi- 
cating that  the  elector  was  registered  on  one  of  the  last  preceding 
days  of  registration  but  was  not  enrolled,  words  indicating  that 
he  has  become  of  age  since  the  last  preceding  general  election  shall 
bo  used.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  statement,  the  said  county  clerk 
shall  enroll  such  elector  in  the  enrollment  list  filed  with  him  for 
the  proper  election  district  and  shall  record  in  the  proper  columns 
thereof  the  name  of  such  elector,  the  party  with  which  he  is  en- 
rolled, the  fact  and  date  of  such  special  enrollment,  and  the  fact 
that  he  has  become  of  age  since  the  last  preceding  general  election. 

Effect  of  change  of  residence.—  §  6.  If  after  being  en- 
rolled as  a  mciiiljer  of  a  party  in  one  election  district,  either  by 
original  enrollment  or  by  transfer,  an  elector  shall  move  into  an- 
other elect icai  district  in  said  county,  he  may  at  any  time  between 
the  first  day  of  Januarv  of  anv  vear  and  the  thirtieth  dav  before 
any  primary  election  day,  boeonie  enrolled  therein  as  a  member  of 
the  same  i)arty,  by  making,  acknowledging  and  filing,  or  causing 
to  bo  filed,  with  the  county  clerk,  a  statement  specifying  the 
name  of  the  party  with  which,  and  the  election  district  in  which, 
he  is  enrolled,  and  the  electi(»n  district  into  which  he  has  re- 
moved, and  stating  that  he  resid<\s  in  the  last  mentioned  election 
district  and  desires  to  be  enrolled  therein  as  a  member  of  such 
party.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  statement,  the  said  county  clerk 
shall  enroll  tho  name  of  such  ehx'tor  in  the  enrollment  list  filed 
with  him  for  the  proper  election  district,  specifying  the  district 
from  which  he  is  transferred,  and  shall  also  make  a  minute,  oppo- 
site the  entrv  of  his  name,  in  the  enrollment  list  filed  with  him  of 
tlie  election  district  from  which  he  has  removed,  showing  the 
election  district  to  which  his  name  is  transferred. 

Couuty  clerh  to  compile  enxoUiaeiat  liflts«— »  §  7.  The 

aaid  county  clerk  shall  annually  tliiiW  3La.y«»  \iT\ot  \g  ^%jSKi\caaM:^ 
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election  day,  from  the  said  enrollment  lists  so  filed  with  him,  com- 
pile enrollment  lists  for  each  party  to  which  this  act  shall  then  be 
applicable,  of  all  the  enrolled  electors  of  such  party  in  each  of 
the  towns  of  said  county,  and  annex  thereto  a  certificate,  under 
his  hand  and  seal,  tha*  the  same  is  a  correct  and  true  transcript 
from  the  enrollment  lists  of  such  party  so  filed  with  him,  and 
the  changes  and  alterations  therein,  of  the  several  election  dis- 
tricts comprising  such  town,  and  deliver  one  set  of  each  s\ich 
lists  to  the  chairman  of  the  general  committee  of  each  such  party. 
Such  enrollment  lists  shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  form  of 
the  enrollment  lists  so  filed  with  him,  and  all  entries  in  such  origi- 
nal enrollment  lists  shall  bo  shown  thereon,  except  that  the  names 
uj>on  such  lists  shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  and  each 
such  list  shall  oontain  all  the  names  of  the  duly  enrolled  electors 
of  such  party  in  the  town  to  which  it  appertains. 

Zh&r^lliment  lists,  when  to  take  effect.—  §  8.  The  en- 
rollment lists  prepared  by  the  election  inspwtors  and  so  filed  with 
said  county  clerk  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  January  fol- 
lowing the  days  of  registration  on  which  they  were  begun,  and 
shall,  with  any  additions  or  alterations  made  as  herein  provided 
remain  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  the  following  January,  when 
they  shall  be  superseded  by  the  new  enrollment  lists,  begun  as 
herein  provided. 

Wlio  may  be  enrolled.—  §  9.  Only  electors  who  were 
duly  registered  or  who  shall  have  become  of  age  after  the  last  pre- 
ceding general  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  enrolled.  Only  elect- 
ors duly  enrolled  as  herein  provided  shall  be  entitled  to  i)artici- 
pate  in  the  primary  elections  of  the  party  to  which  this  act  shall 
then  l)e  applicable,  and  no  elector  so  enrolled  shall  take  i)art  in  any 
primary  election  of  any  party  other  than  the  party  with  which 
he  shall  at  the  time  be  so  enrolled. 

Idsts  and  statements  pnblic  records;  dnties  of 
eomnty  elerk.—  §  10.  The  enrollment  lists  herein  provided, 
and  any  statements  filed  relating  tliereto,  shall  be  public  records 
and  open  for  inspection  and  copying  at  any  time  by  any  person.  It 
riiall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  county  clerk  to  cerliiy  to  \\ie  eojtx^V 
4K£a9r  tranacript  a£  any  such  enrollmient  \ia\A,  ot  oi  %»:5  ^^'^ 
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thereof,  on  the  payment  of  one  cent  for  every  twenty  names  con- 
tained therein,  and  the  fees  received  by  him  therefor  shall  be  paid 
to  the  county  treasurer  except  in  counties  where  the  county  clerk 
is  not  a  sahiried  officer.

The  said  general  committees  may  make  and  provide  such  furthtj^  ^} 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  bo  necessary  to  give  effect  to  th  -^^ 
act. 

Review  of  action  of  county  clerk.—  §   12.  Any  actict^^'^  ■ 
or  neglect  of  any  inspector  of  election,  or  of  the  said  county  clerf' 
with  regard  to  the  proper  enrollment  of  any  person  as  herein  pr^' 
vided,  shall  be  reviewable  by  the  ptopev  remedy  of  mandamus  m 
oartiorari,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  m  ^iVii\\\cm  \)fikKtfc\ft  *Ccfc  ««^ 
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court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  within  the  judicial  district  containing 
the  county  or  the  county  judge  or  special  county  judge  of  said 
county,  shall  have  summary  jurisdiction,  upon  complaint  of  any 
citizen,  to  review  such  action  or  neglect,  and  such  court,  justice, 
judge,  or  special  county  judge,  may  consider,  but  need  not  be  con- 
trolled by,  any  action  or  determination  of  the  regularly  consti- 
tuted party  authorities  upon  the  questions  arising  in  reference 
thereto,  and  shall  make  such  decision  or  order  as,  under  all  thp 
facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case,  justice  may  require. 

Expense  a  toixni  oharge.—  §  13.  The  expenses  of  making 
such  enrollment  lists  shall  be  charged  respectively  upon  the  towns 
for  which  the  same  are  made. 

Misdemeanor.—  §  14.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Action  by   county   committee;   first   enrollment.-^ 

§  15.  In  any  county  to  which  this  act  may  apply  as  provided  in 
section  one  hereof,  it  may  be  made  applicable  to  all  primary  elec- 
tions of  a  party  to  be  held  in  the  towns  therein  subsequent  to  July 
first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  by  the  adoption  by  the  general 
committee  of  the  party  and  the  filing  thereof  as  provided  in 
section  one,  within  twenty  days  after  this  act  takes  effect,  of  a 
resolution  declaring  that  the  members  of  such  party  shall  bo 
enrolled  for  the  primary  elections  to  be  held  in  such  county  during 
the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  and  thereafter,  as  provided 
in  this  act.  And  for  the  purpose  of  holding  such  primary  elec- 
tions during  the  present  year  there  shall  be  a  special  enrollment 
day  upon  the  second  Tuesday  in  May,  nineteen  Inmdred  and  two, 
upon  which  day  the  election  inspectors  shall  meet  in  the  respective 
places  where  the  last  general  election  was  held,  or  if  the  same  be 
impracticable,  in  such  places  as  shall  be  provided  in  the  same 
manner  as  places  for  holding  general  elections  are  now  provided, 
and  proceed  to  make  an  enrollment  of  the  electors  in  their  several 
election  districts  in  the  manner  herein  provided,  for  which  pur- 
pose the  county  clerk  shall  furnish  them  with  the  necessary  en- 
rollment books  and  instructions,  and  the  same  procedure  shall  be 
had  with  reference  to  additions  or  altCTat\OT\a  \\veTe\TL  ^%  \^\vRrt^vcs. 
provided  for  the  enrollment  books  begun  upon  ^e  T^^ciX-Vt  5^^^^ 
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of  registration.  And  the  enrollment  lists  so  filed  and  prepared 
by  said  ooiintv  clerk,  with  the  additions  and  alterations  therein, 
shall  become  and  be  the  enrollment  lists  for  sudi  official  primary 
elections  of  such  party  for  the  present  year;  and  thereafter  shall 
be  superseded  by  the  regular  enrollment  lists  of  such  party  begna 
and  completed  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

§  16.  This  att  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
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Qiapter  680,  Laws  of  1005.  An  Act  to  amend  chapter  six 
hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  entitled  "An  act  to  create  a  metropolitan  elections 
district ;  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  state  superintendent 
therein,  and  to  prescribe  his  powers  and  duties,^'  generally. 

Became  a  law,  June  2,   1905,   with  the  approval  of  the  Governor.     Passed, 

three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate 
and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Chapter  six  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  the  laws  of 
eighteen  himdred  and  ninety-eight,  entitled  "  An  act  to  create 
a  metropolitan  elections  district;  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  a  state  superintendent  therein,  and  to  prescribe  his  powers  and 
duties,"  as  amended  by  chapter  four  hundred  and  ninety-nine  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine  and  chapter  six 
hundred  and  eighty-four  of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred,  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

§  !•  Metropolitan  elections  district.—  The  counties 
of  New  York,  Kings,  Queens,  Kichniond  and  Westchester  arc 
hereby  constituted  a  metropolitan  elections  district  for  the  purpo:fe 
of  all  elections  for  state  officers  hereafter  to  be  held  herein. 

§  2.  State  superintendent  of  elections,  cbief  dep- 
lity  and  assistants.— The  governor,  wdthin  ten  days  afrer 
this  act  takes  eSect,  shall  appoint  an  officer,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate,  to  be  known  as  "  the  state  superintendent 
of  elections  for  the  metropolitan  elections  district."  He  shall  be 
a  resident  of  one  of  the  aforesaid  counties  and  shall  hold  office  for 
the  term  ending  December  thirty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  two. 
Bis  successor  shall  be  appointed  for  the  i\\\\  \eTTCv  ^  l<^^vc  N^^^r^.^ 
mod  an  terms  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-^xs^  d^i^  ol  Ti^e^.-K^^^- 
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Vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 
Sii(?h  superintendent  may  be  removed  from  office  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  a  sheriff.  He  may  appoint  a  chief  deputy  without  nomina- 
tion, a  clerk^  a  secretary  and  a  stenographer,  and  remove  them  at 
pleasure. 

§   3.  Poixrers  of  superintendent^  clerk  and  deputies. 

—  Such  state  superintendent  of  elections  and  each  deputy  ap- 
pointed by  him,  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers  vested 
in  a  slieriff,  as  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  either  by  statute  or  com- 
mon law.  The  clerk,  appointed  by  the  state  superintendent  of 
elections  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  have  power 
when  directed  by  the  state  superintendent  of  elections,  to  admin- 
ister oaths  and  affirmations  required  by  law,  or  by  any  order, 
rule  or  regulation  of  the  state  superintendent  of  elections,  for  or 
in  connection  with  the  ap2)ointment  and  qualification  of  deputy 
superintendents  of  elections  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  sections  four  and  five  of  this  act. 

§  4.  Deputies;  appointment^  qualification,  terms, 
etc.—  Such  superintendent  may  appoint  not  exceeding  four  hun- 
dred deputy  superintendents  of  elections  for  the  metropolitan  elec- 
tions district  for  service  in  the  counties  mentioned  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  and  administer,  or  cause  to  be  administered  to  them 
the  oath  of  office.  On  or  before  the  fifteentli  day  of  August  said 
state  superintendent  shall  notify  the  chairman  of  each  county 
committee  representing  a  political  party  in  such  county  in  said 
metropolitan  elections  district  entitled  to  representation  in  local 
election  boards  therein,  that  each  such  party  is  entitled  to  nom- 
inate one-half  the  number  uf  deputies  to  be  aj)pointed,  and  shall 
in  such  notification  specify  the  number  to  be  nominated  by  the 
party  so  notified,  and  that  written  nominations  for  such  appoint- 
ment will  be  received  by  him  on  or  before  a  s])ecified  date.

One-half  of  the  appointments  so 
made  shall  be  made  from  each  of  the  parties  making  such  nom- 
ination, provided,  however,  that  all  persons  so  appointed  shall 
possess  the  qualifications  required  by  law.     All  persons  so  pro- 
posed for  appointment  may  be  examined  as  to  their  possessing 
the  qualifications  required  by  section  eleven  of  the  election  law, 
by  or  under  the  direction  of  the  state  superintendent,  who  shall 
give  five  days'  notice  in  writing  of  such  proposed  examination  to 
the  person  to  be  examined,  and  also  to  the  chairman  of  the  com- 
mittee or  other  person  by  whom  the  list  was  filed  and  authenti- 
cated, and  such  chairman  or  other  person  may  appear  and  be 
heard  on  such  examination,  either  in  person  or  by  counsel.     If 
a  person  so  nominated  is  not  examined,  or  if  after  examination 
he  is  found  qualified,  under  section  eleven  of  the  election  law, 
he  shall  be  appointed.     If  a  person  so  proposed  is  found  disquali-

1  public  officer.  The  state  sup<.^rintendenk  shall  have  power  to 
ssiie  subpoenas  for  the  jiurpose  of  investigating  any  matter  within 
lis  jurisdiction  and  of  aiding  him  in  enforcing  tho  provisions  of 
his  act,  such  subpoenas  to  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  state 
uperintendent.

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§  8.  Attendance  and  duties  at  polling  places.—  The 

state  superintendent  may  attend  at  any  election,  and  each  deputy 
superintendent  shall,  on  election  day,"  attend  the  election  at  the 
polling  place  to  which  he  is  assigned.  The  state  superintendent 
shall  assign  an  equal  number  of  deputies  from  each  of  the  parties  . 
entitled  to  nominate  deputy  superintendents  at  every  polling  place 
where  such  deputies  are  assigned  by  him.  The  state  super-  I 
intendent  and  each  deputy  shall  be  admitted  at  any  time  within 
any  polling  place  and  within  the  guard-rails  thereof.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  and  of  each  deputy  during  the 
election  to  presence  order  and  arrest  any  person  violating  or  at- 
tempting to  violate  the  election  law  or  any  provision  of  the  penal 
code  relating  to  the  elective  franchise. 

§  9.  Duties  of  lodging  honse  and  hotel  keepen, 
chief  of  police  and  heads  of  certain  departments.— 

Subdivision  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  evefy  landlord,  proprietor, 
lessee  or  keei)er  of  a  lodging  house,  inn  or  hotel,  in  the  metro- 
politan elections  district,   to  keep  a  register  in  which   shall  be 
entered  the  name  and  residence,  the  date  of  arrival  and  departure 
of  their  guests  and  the  room,  rooms  or  bed  occupied  by  them.

shall  contain  a  detailed  description  of  the  premises  so  used  and 
occupied  as  a  lodging  house,  inn  or  hotel,  including  the  size  and 
character  of  building,  and  in  case  only  part  of  a  building  is  so 
used,  a  statement  as  to  what  part  of  said  building  is  so  used,  and 
also  if  there  be  more  than  one  building  on  the  premises,  which 
particular   building  is   so   used,   and  the  names   of  the  lodgeta 
therein  and  all  employees  and  all  other  persons  living  therein 
including  the  landlord,  proprietor,  lessee  or  keeper  and  member^* 
of  his  family,  who  claim  a  voting  residence  at  or  in  such  lodgi-'^ 
house,  inn  or  hotel,  together  with  the  length  of  time  they  h 
been   regularly  lodging   or  living    therein,    state   the   beginn 
thereof,  the  color,  age,  height,  weight,  eoloT  of  hair,  marks  on  f 
or  hands,   the  complexion  of  and  any  ^\^\:\tl^v^\t^  tsnk^ 
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features  of  face  or  body  whereby  such  persons  may  be  identified, 
the  place  of  their  nativity,  the  occupation  of  and  place  of  business 
of  such  persons  and  designating  the  room  occupied  by  such  per- 
son, and  whether  such  person  is  a  guest,  landlord,  proprietor,  les- 
see or  keeper,  or  member  of  the  family  of  the  landlord,  proprietor, 
lessee  or  keeper,  and  the  signature  of  each  such  person.    -Above 
the  space  reserved  for  the  signature  of  each  such  person  sbftll  be 
printed  the  following  w^ords  "  The  foregoing  statements  ar(i  true." 
In  the  form  of  affidavit,  which  shall  be  sworn  to  by  the  landlord, 
proprietor,  lessee  or  keeper  of  such  lodging  house,  inn  or  hotel, 
shall  be  included  the  statement  that  the  signatures  of  the  guests 
or  lodgers  certified  to  in  said  report,  were  written  in  the  presence 
of  such  landlord,  proprietor,  lessee  or  keeper,  and  that  he  person- 
ally knows  them  to  be  the  persons  therein  described.     To  the  end 
that  the  sworn  report  herein  required  shall  truly  set  forth  the  facts 
therein  stated,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  landlord,  proprietof, 
lessee  or  keeper  to  question  each  male  person  lodging  or  living  in 
such  lodging  house,  inn  or  hotel  as  to  his  intention  of  claiming 
such  place  as  a  voting  residence,  and  such  person  shall  thereupon 
declare  his  intention  thereof,  and  if  he  shall  claim  such  place  as 
his  voting  residence  he  shall  give  to  such  landlord,  proprietor, 
lessee  or  keeper  the  facts  regarding  himself  as  are  required  to  be 
incorporated  in  the  sworn  report  herein  provided  for.

)f  the  stenographer,  fifteen  hundred  dollars;  of  not  more  than 
ifty  of  the  deputies  appointed  under  section  five  of  this  act, 
welve  hundred  dollars  each;  of  not  more  than  fifty  of  th(L.depu- 
ies  appointed  under  section  five  of  this  act,  nine  hundred'  dollars 
lach;  payable  monthly.  All  other  deputies  shall  receive  five  dol- 
ars  for  each  day's  service,  not  exceeding  forty  days  for  any  one 
Section,  to  be  paid  on  the  certificate  of  the  superintendent  or 
ihief  deputy,  providing,  however,  that  the  superintendent  may 
jontinue  the  services  of  such  deputies  not  Ioniser  than  December 
:hirty-first  of  such  year  if  he  shall  in  his  judgment  deem  it  neces- 
sary so  to  do  in  order  to  prosecute  any  criminal  actions  in  which 
said  deputies  shall  be  the  complaining  witnesses  or  if  th^ir  ser- 
vices be,  in  his  judgment,  necessary  to  the  proper  completion  of 
the  work  of  the  department.  All  salaries  and  other  compensation 
provided  by  this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on 
te  warrant  of  the  comptroller.  The  state  superintendent  may 
)rovide  an  office  for  his  use  and  furnish  it  with  needed  furniture, 
tationery  and  supplies,  and  expend  for  such  purpose  and  for  his 
lisbursements  and  exj)enses  in  discharging  his  duty  and  in  carry- 
txg  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand 
oUars  each  year,  to  bo  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  the  audit 
tid  warrant  of  the  comptroller.

§  13.  Report  to  governor;  rules.— The  state  superin- 
tendent of  elections  shall  anually  in  the  month  of  December  file 
vitli  the  governor  a  report  showing  the  names  and  residences  of 
Ihe  persons.  a])poiiitcd  hy  him  as  deputies  during  the  year,  the 
number  of  days  each  has  served,  the  compensation  certified  for 
each,  the  number  of  arrests  made  for  violation  of  the  election  law 
or  the  penal  code,  the  names  of  the  persons  arrested,  the  nature  of 
the  offense  charged,  the  disposition  thereof,  and  any  other  facts  in 
relation  to  the  administration  of  his  office  which  the  state  8upe^ 
intendent  may  deem  proper  or  which  may  be  required  hy  the 
governor.  lie  shall  nuike  such  rules  for  the  control  and  conduct 
of  his  deputies  as  he  may  deem  advisable  not  in  conflict  with  law. 

§  14.  LawB  repealed.—  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  general, 
loc^l  or  special,  Inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  are 
lereby  repealed. 


irSTRVCTZONS  FOR  GUIDANCE   OF  ELEC- 
TION OFFICERS  AT  GENERAL 

ELECTIONS. 


The  foUoTi'ing  brief  instructions  are  not  intended  as  a  complete 
guide  for  election  officers,  but  merely  to  point  out  where  their 
ttore  important  duties  may  be  found  in  the  text  of  the  election 
law. 

GENERAL  POWDERS  AND  DUTIES. 

Preliniiiiary  Duties. 

One  of  the  first  preliminary  duties  of  an  election  officer  should 
>e  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  boundaries  of  his  election  dis- 
rict,  in  order  that  he  may  be  able  to  decide  at  once  whether  an 
■lector,  upon  giving  his  place  of  residence,  is  entitled  to  be  regis- 
Pred  or  entitled  to  vote  in  his  election  district.  This  knowledge 
Qay  be  obtained  by  application  to  the  town  or  city  clerk,  or  board 
'f  elections,  where  maps  or  certificates  of  the  boundaries  of  election 
districts  are  required  to  be  filed.     See  §  9. 

Organisation  of  Boards  of  Inspeotors. 

The  first  duty  to  be  performed  by  boards  of  inspectors  is  the 
egistration  of  electors,  and  before  ontoring  upon  that  duty,  the 
rispectors  of  each  district  shall  meet  and  appoint  one  of  their ; 
limber  chairman,  or  if  the  majority  sliall  nut  a^ee  upon  such 
^pointment,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  tliat  position.     See  §  14. 

Inspectors  to  Aet  as  a  Board. 

In  all  proceedings  of  the  inspectors  actin<r  a?  registrars,  inspcct- 
1^  or  canvassers  they  shall  act  as  a  board,  and,  in  case  of  a  ques- 
ion  arising,  as  to  matters  which  may  call  for  a  dotcrmination  by 
them,  a  majority  of  such  board  shall  decide.   See  §  103,  sub.  1. 

Snpplyin^  Vacancies  and  Absences. 

If  at  the  time  of  any  meeting  of  the  inspectors,  there  should  be 
^  vacancy  in  any  of  the  election  offices,  or  any  electioiv  ofS-ce^:-^ 
^ould  be  absent,  the  o&ces  should  be  filled,  ox  s^:^^<^Wifc9»  ^^-^^x^^n 
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from  the  political  party  entitled  to  the  vacant  place,  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law;  and  the  person  so  appointed  or  desig- 
nated to  act  as  an  election  officer  should  immediately  take  the  con- 
stitutional and  statutory  oaths,  as  prescribed  by  the  election  law. 
See  §  14. 

Preservation  of  Order  by  Inspectors. 

The  board  of  election  inspectors  and  each  individual  member 
thereof  have  full  authority  to  presence  peace  and  good  order  at 
all  meetings  of  the  board  and  around  the  polls  of  elections,  and 
to  keep  the  access  thereto  imobstructed,  and  to  enforce  obedience 
to  their  lawful  commands.     See  §  15. 

REGISTRATION  OF  ELECTORS. 

Meetings. 

Before  every  general  election  in  cities,  except  New  York,  or  vil- 
lages having  5,000  inhabitants  or  more,  meetings  for  the  enroll- 
ment of  voters  are  to  be  held,  namely:  On  the  fourth  Friday, 
fourth  Saturdav,  third  Friday  and  third  Saturday  before  election, 
and  in  election  districts  other  than  in  cities  or  such  villages,  two 
meetings  are  to  bo  hold,  namely:  On  the  fourth  and  third  Satu^ 
day  before  the  election.  In  New  York  city  said  registration  days 
are  the  twenty-ninth,  twenty-eighth,  twenty-fourth  and  twenty- 
second  days  before  election. 
I. 

No  inspector  shall  on  any  day  of  registration  be  absent  during 
the  hours  fixed  for  enrolling  the  names  of  electors.     See  §  30. 

Not  more  than  two  watcliers  of  each  political  party  or  inde- 
pendent body  entitled  to  file  certificates  of  nominations  may  be 
presej;^  at  such  polling  place,  and  within  the  guard  rail,  from 
at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the  commencement  of  the  said  meet- 
ing until  after  the  completion  of  the  duties  of  the  board  of  in- 
spectors for  that  day  of  registration.     See  §  30. 

Register  of  Electors. 

Each  inspector  is  required  to  make  one  copy  of  the  register  of 
electors,  and  he  should  not  make  any  entry  in  any  register  but 
his  own,  or  permit  any  other  person  to  make  an  entry  therein. 

The  copy  made  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors, 
n-hich  is  known  as  the  "  public  copy  oi  T^gL^\.T^\\OTi^"  \%  to  be  left 
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in  a  prominent  position  in  the  place  of  registration,  from  the  first 
day  of  registration  imtil  election  day.    Each  other  inspector  must 
carefully  preserve  his  register  and  be  responsible  therefor  until 
the  elosie  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  on  election  day,  except  that  in 
cities  of  the  first  class  at  the  close  of  the    last  day  of  registration 
the  chairman  of  the  board  shall  take  from  an  inspector  of  oppo- 
site  political    faith,    the    register  made  by   such   inspector   and 
deliver  it  to  the  police  for  filing,  as  required  by,  the  election,  law, 
and  the   two   other   inspectors   of  opposite   political   faith  shall 
each  retain  their  respective  registers  of  electors^  for  use  on  election 
day.     See  §  35,  sub.  2.  -^ 

Entries  are  to  be  made  in  the  blank  books  for  registr^ion  of 
electors,  and  in  the  book  of  identification  statements  for  registra- 
tion day  when  necessary,  w-hich  books  arc  to  be  delivered  to  the 
inspectors  before  the  hour  set  for  registering  the  names  of  electors 
On  the  first  day  of  registration.  Such  books  contain  instructions 
^hich  should  be  carefully  read  by  each  inspector  before  proceeding 
'with  the  registration  of  voters,  and  in  addition  thereto,  the'  in- 
spectors are  advised  to  carefully  read  the  provisions  of  section  32, 
for  full  and  complete  instructions. 

Qualifications  of  Electors. 

The  qualifications  of  an  elector  for  the  purpose  of  having  his 
name  placed  on  the  register,  are  fully  set  forth  in  section  34,  and 
should  be  thoroughly  understood  by  the  inspectors  of  election. 

Challenges. 

If  an  applicant  for  registration  be  challenged,  or  if  any  mem- 
ber of  the  board  of  inspectors  shall  have  reason  to  suspect  that 
fiuch  applicant  is  not  entitled  to  be  enrolled,  his  name  fehould 
iiot  be  entered  on  the  register  of  electors  unless  upon  examina- 
tion under  oath,  the  applicant  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
tile  inspectors  his  right  to  be  enrolled.     Blank  challenge  affida- 
vits are  provided  for  each  board  of  inspectors,  which  are  to  be 
filled  out  by  the  inspectors  in  every  case  of  a  challenge.     If  a 
member  of  the  board  shall  have  reason  to  suspect  that  the  appli- 
cant is  not  entitled  to  have  his  name  enrolled  on  the  register, 
and  if  the  applicant  shall  by  his  answers  satisfy  a  majority  of 
the  board  of  inspectors  of  his  right  to  be  registered,  they  shall 
enioU  his  juBme;,  i£  not,  they  shall  point  out  to  \i\TCL  ^Jcia  qjql^^- 
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cation  ^vhich  he  lacks  as  an  elector,  and  his  name  shall  not  be 
enrolled  upon  such  register  except  as  provided  by  section  31  of 
the  election  law,  relating  to  the  adding  and  erasing  of  names  oi 
the  register.     See  §  34,  sub.  6. 


Duties  at  the  Close  of  Resifttratiom  Dajs. 

At  the  close  of  each  day's  registration,  each  inspector  is  re- 
quired to  draw  a  line  in  ink  immediately  below  the  name  of  the 
elector  last  entered  u]X)n  each  page  of  his  register;  and  upcHi 
the  succeeding  day  of  regit^t ration,  he  must  enter  the  names  d 
electors  immediately  under  such  lines.     See  §  35,  sub.  2. 

The  inspectors  must  also,  at  the  close  of  each  meeting,  sigB 
the  certificate  contained  in  the  last  pages  of  each  registration 
book,  to  the  effect  that  such  register  as  it  now  is,  is  a  true  and 
correct  register  of  the  names  and  residences  of  all  the  eIe«toiB 
enrolle<.l  by  them.     See  §  35,  sub.  1. 

Inspectors  of  each  election  district  shall  at  the  close  of  the  liet 
day  of  registration,  certify  to  the  officer  or  board  charged  with 
the  duty  of  furnishing  ballots,  tiie  total  number  of  electors  eor 
rolled  in  such  district  and  inspectors  in  districts  within  the  metrO' 
politan  elections  district,  shall  at  the  close  of  each  day  furnish 
the  like  information  to  the  state  superintendent  of  elections. 
Inspectors  of  each  district  in  cities  are  required  to  furnish  to 
the  police  at  the  close  of  each  day  of  registration  the  total  nuir 
ber  of  electors  enrolled  on  such  day  in  their  respective  districts.

At  the  close  of  the  la.-^t  day  of  registration,  the  inspectors  shall 
file  the  book  of  stubs  and  unused  challenge  affidavits  with  the 
officer  frc>ni  whom  it  was  received.

and  certified  by  the  board  of  inspectors,  and  delivered  by  the 
chairman  of  the  board  to  the  police  captain  of  the  precinct  i^ 
which  the  election  district  is  located,  or  to  an  officer  thereof.

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At  the  dose  of  the  last  day  of  registration  in  cities  of  thd 
iTst  class  one  of  the  registers  should  be  filed  as  pro\dded  for  in 
ection  35,  subdivision  2. 

In  any  city  within  the  metropolitan  elections  district,  the  board 
)f  inspectors  of  each  election  district  shall  on  each  day  of  registja- 
:ion  transfer  to  cards  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  which  cards  shall  bo  in  form  and  style  approved 
by  the  state  superintendent  of  elections,  a  complete  copy  of  the 
Dame  of  each  person  registered  or  enrolled  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, together  wdth  all  of  the  answers  made  and  information  given 
bj  the  person  registered,  at  the  time  of  registration,  and  which 
said  cards,  enclosed  and  sealed  in  a  cover  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose  by  the  secretary  of  state,  shall  be  delivered  forthwith  by 
the  chairman  of  the  lx)ard  of  inspectors  together  with  a  statement 
«i  a  blank  form,  to  bo  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state  after  ap- 
proval by  the  state  superintendent  of  elections,  that  the  cards  deliv- 
ered contain  a  correct  copy  of  all  the*  names  registered  and  infor- 
mation given  by  the  persons  so  registered,  to  the  police,  who  shall 
forthwith  deliver  the  same  to  the  state  superintendent  of  elections 
tt  his  office.

Election  officers  are  required  to  meet  at  the  polling  places  of 
iheir  respective  districts  not  later  than  5  :30  a.  m.,  and  proceed 
to  arrange  the  polling  places  for  the  orderly  and  legal  conduct 
of  the  election.    See  §  100. 

For  manner  of  arrangement  of  polling  places,  see  §  17. 

Sealed  packages  containing  official  and  sample  ballots,  instruc- 
tion cards  and  stationery,  are  required  to  be  distributed  to  each 
Section  district  at  least  one-half  hour  before  the  opening  of  the 
Nls  of  such  election  therein.  The  inspectors  upon  receiving 
nich  packages,  shall  give  to  the  officer  or  board  delivering  the

If  the  official  ballots  required  to  he  furnished  shall  not  be  de- 
fvered  at  the  time  required,  thn  board  shall  cause  unofficial  bal- 
^  to  be  prepared  as  nearly  in  the  form  of  the  official  ballots 
8  practicable.    See  §  89. 
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The  following  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  inspectors  before 
opening  the  polls : 

1.  Opei;  the  sealed  package  of  instruction  cards,  and  cause  them 
to  be  posted  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  law. 

2.  Open  the  sealed  package  of  official  ballots  and  sample  baDots 
and  place  them  in  charge  of  the  ballot  clerks. 

3.  Place  the  poll  books  in  charge  of  the  poll  clerks. 

4.  Cause  the  distance  markers  to  be  placed  at  a  distance  of  one 
hundred  feet  from  the  polling  place. 

5.  See  that  the  voting  booths  are  supplied  during  the  hours  of 
voting  with  pencils  having  black  lead  only. 

6.  Unlock  the  ballot  boxes,  see  that  they  are  empty,  allow  the 
watchers  present  to  examine  them,  and  lock  them  up  again  while 
empty  in  such  manner  that  the  watchers  present  and  the  persons 
just  outside  the  guard  rail  can  see  that  such  boxes  are  emp^ 
when  they  are  relocked. 

7.  The  election  officers  should  be  stationed  as  near  each  other 
as  practicable  within  the  enclosed  space.     See  §  100. 

8.  Designate  an  inspector  to  receive  ballots  from  the  electors 
voting,  and  if  a  majority  shall  not  agree  to  such  designation,  such 
position  shall  be  filled  by  drawing  lots.     See  §  103. 

9.  If  at  the  opening  of  the  polls  or  during  the  day  of  election 
there  should  be  a  vacancy  in  anv  of  the  election  offices,  or  any 
election  officer  should  be  absent,  such  vacancies  and  absences  should 
be  filled  at  once.     See  §  14. 

Proclamation  of  Opening  of  Polls. 

The  polls  of  every  general  election  shall  be  open  at  six  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon.     See  §  3. 

One  of  the  inspectors  shall  then  make  proclamation  that  the 
polls  of  election  are  open  and  of  the  time  o'clock  in  the  afternoon 
when  the  polls  will  be  closed.     See  §  100.

Challenses. 

A  person  may  be  challenged,  either  when  he  applies  for  an 
official  ballot,  or  when  he  offers  the  ballot  that  he  intends  to  vote, 
or  previously  by  notice  to  that  effect  to  an  inspector  by  any 
elector.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  inspector  to  challenge  every 
person  offering  to  vote,  whom  he  shall  know  or  suspect  not  to 
be  duly  qualified  as  an  elector.     See  §  108,  sub.  1. 

In  such  cases  the  following  preliminary  oath  shall  be  tendered 
to  him:  ^*  You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  will  fully  and  truly 
answer  all  such  questions  as  shall  be  put  to  you  touching  your 
place  of  residence  and  qualifications  as  an  elector."  See  §  108, 
sub.  1. 

The  inspectors  or  one  of  them  shall  then  ask  the  following 
questions  under  the  preliminary  oath : 

1.  Wlmt  is  vour  name? 

2.  What  is  your  age  ?

5.  WTiat  was  your  last  place  of  residence  before  you  came  into 
this  election  district  ? 

G.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  this  county  ? 

7.  How  long  have  you  resided  in  this  state? 

8.  Arc  you  a  native  or  naturalized  citizen  ? 
If  a  naturalized  citizen — 

9.  When  were  you  naturalized  ? 

10.  Where  and  in  what  court,  or  before  what  officer!

After  receiving  the  answers  of  the  person  challenged,  the 
inspectors  shall  point  out  to  him  the  qualifications,  if  any,  in 
respect  to  which  he  shall  appear  to  them  to  be  deficient.

If  the  person  so  offering  to  vote  shall  be  challenged  for  causes

>f  the  inspectors:  "You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  have  not 
received  or  offered,  do  not  expect  to  receive,  have  not  paid, 
:>ffered  or  promised  to  pay,  contributed,  offered  or  promised  to 
contribute  to  another,  to  be  paid  or  used,  any  money  or  other 
valuable  thing  as  a  compensation  or  reward  for  the  giving  or 
^thholding  a  vote  at  this  election,  and  have  not  TCi«Ldfi>  «?k5  ^^cymSaRk 
to  in£umce  the  giving  or  withholdrng  of  any  «vx!c3cl  ^^X^n  «»^^ 
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that  yon  have  not  made,  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  inte^ 
ested  in  any  bet  or  wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  this  Aet- 
tion."

If  the  person  so  offering  to  vote  shall  be  challenged  on  the 
ground  of  having  been  cwnvicted  of  bribery  or  any  infamous 
crime,  the  following  additional  oath  shall  be  administered  to  . 
him  by  one  of  the  inspectors:  *^  You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that 
you  have  md  been  convicted  of  bribery  or  any  infamous  crime, 
or  if  so  convicted,  that  you  have  been  pardoned  and  restored  to 
all  the  rights  (»f  a  citizen."     See  §  108,  sub.  2. 

If  any  person  shall  refuse  to  take  cither  oath  so  tendered,  hi3 
vote  shall  be  r(\iecled,  l)ut  if  he  should  take  the  oath  or  oaths 
tendered  liiin,  his  vote  shall  be  accepted.     See  §  108,  sub.  2. 

A  record  of  the  persons  challenged  is  required  to  be  kept,  con' 
taining  the  name  of  every  person  who  is  challenged,  or  who  takes 
cirhcr  the  preliminary  or  general  oath,  si)ecifying  in  each  cas9 
the  particular  oath. taken,  and  at  tlie  close  of  election,  the  inspect- 
ors shall  certify  that  the  record  contains  the  names  of  all  persons 
challenged  at  such  election  in  such  district.      See  §  108,  sub.  3. 

Closing  the  Polls  and  Counting:  tlie  Vote.

Rules  for  Counting. 

Rules  gorcming  the  counting  n{  votes  are  contained  in  si 
^vision  2  of  section  110,  imder  the  head  ''  Intent  of  elector 
^nd  should  be  consulted  by  election  officers  w^ow  ;\\V3  ^^^ 
^riawg  during  the  canvRSQ. 
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Method  of  Counting:. 

The  method  of  counting  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  The  straight  ballots  are  to  be  separated  from  the  split  baV 
lots  and  counted,  and  the  number  of  straight  party  votes  for  each 
candidate  counted. 

2.  The  number  of  straight  party  votes  for  each  candidate  shall 
be  entered  on  each  tally  sheet  by  the  poll  clerk  keeping  the  sameii  * 

3.  The  split  ballots  "will  then  be  taken  up  separately  by  the 
chairman  of  the  board,  who  shall  annoimce  the  vote  for  each  candi- 
date on  each  such  ballot  in  the  order  of  the  offices  printed  thereon, 
and  each  poll  clerk  shall  make  an  accurate  tally  of  the  same. 

4.  As  the  votes  on  each  split  ballot  are  coimted,  such  ballots 
shall  be  passed  to  the  other  inspectors  for  verification. 

5.  After  the  poll  clerks  have  added  together  all  the  votes  for 
each  candidate,  and  the  ballots  wholly  blank  and  void,  together 
with  the  ballots  on  which  no  votes  were  counted,  for  any  candi- 
date for  such  office,  and  shall  have  entered  the  sum  thereof  in 
the  proper  column  of  the  tally  sheet,  as  soon  as  the  count  is  com- 
pleted for  each  office,  they  shall  submit  the  results  to  the  inspectors. 

6.  If  the  result  is  found  to  be  correct  the  chairman  shall  at 
once  annoimce  the  same. 

7.  When  a  ballot  is  not  void  and  is  objected  to  as  marked  for 
identification  the  inspectors  shall  write  on  such  ballot  the  word^ 
"  objected  to  because  marked  for  identification,"  and  shall  specify 
over  their  signatures  upon  the  back  thereof  the  mark  or  marking 
upon  such  ballot  to  which  objection  is  made.     The  vote  shall  be 
counted  by  them  as  if  not  so  objected  to. 

8.  Inspectors  must  exhibit,  if  requested,  any  and  all  ballots  to 
watcher,  fully  opened,  and  in  such  condition  that  he  may  fully 
and  carefully  read  and  examine  the  same,  but  such  inspector  shall 
not  allow  anv  such  ballot  to  be  taken  from  his  hand.

0.  In  cities  of  first  class  the  chairman  of  the  board  shall  forth- 
with upon  completion  of  the  count  of  votes  and  announcement 
thereof,  deliver  to  the  police  officer  on  duty  at  the  polling  place  a 
statement  subscribed  by  the  board  stating  the  number  of  votes 
received  by  each  candidate  for  office.     See  §  110,  sub.  3. 
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Statement  of  Canvass  and  Certified  Copies. 

Upon  the  completion  of  the  canvass  the  board  of  inspectors  shali 
make  out  an  original  statement  of  canvass  and  two  certified  copies 
thereof,  and  sign  and  certify  them  as  required  by  law. 

Each  ballot  declared  void  by  the  inspector  shall  be  endorsed 
upon  the  back  thereof,  with  the  specific  reason  for  its  rejection, 
and  such  void  ballots,  together  with  the  ballots  which  were  pro- 
tested as  being  marked  for  identification,  shall  be  secured  in 
separate  ,sealed  package  which  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  outside 
thereof,  with  the  names  of  the  inspectors  and  designation  of  the 
election  district,  and  the  number  and  kind  of  ballots  contained 
therein. 

Unoflicial  ballots  which  are  voted  shall  be  returned  in  a  pack- 
age with  the  void  and  protested  ballots.     See  §  111. 

The  ballots  voted,  except  the  void  and  protested  ballots,  should 
be  replaced  in  the  box  from  which  they  were  taken,  together  with 
a  statement  as  to  the  number  of  such  ballots  so  replaced,  and  each 
finch  box  shall  be  securely  locked  and  sealed,  and  immediately  de- 
posited with  the  officer  or  board  furnishing  such  boxes*     See  §  111. 

Proclamation  of  Resnlt. 

Upon  the  completion  of  ^he  canvass  of  the  original  statement 
^nd  certified  copies,  and  the  result  thereof,  the  chairman  of  the 
loard  shall  make  public  oral  proclamation  of  the  result  of  the  can- 
xrass.     See  §  112. 

Such  proclamation  of  result  should  be  made  in  the  form  follow- 
ing:

The  oriiriual  certified  statement  of  the  result  of  the  canvass, 
with  the  original  ballot  return,  prepared  by  the  ballot  clerk, 
attaclu^d,  the  sealed  package  of  void  and  protested  ballots,  t!i^ 
record  as  to  challenppcKl  jmd  assisted  voters,  with  the  sealed  pack- 
aces  of  tho  detached  stubs  and  unvoted  ballots,  and  one  of  the 
tally  sheets  shall  within  twent\^'-four  hours  after  the  completion 
of  the  canvass,  ])e  filed  by  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors, 
with  tine  coimtv  clerk  of  the  countv  in  which  the  election  dig- 
trict  is  situated.

Enter  within  the  guard  rail  through  X\m  entrance  provided,  and 
forthwith  proceed  to  the  inspectors  and  give  your  name  «id  resi- 
dence to  the  inspectors.  If  entitled  to  vote,  and  your  vote  is  not 
challenged,  or  if  challenged,  and  the  challenge  bo  decided  in  your 
^avor,  one  of  the  ballot  clerRs  will  deliver  to  you  one  official  ballot, 
^r  set  of  official  ballots,  folded  in  the  proper  manner.  See  §  104, 
^\ib.  1. 

Yon  will  then  retire  alone  to  one  of  the  votinc:  booths  for  tlu» 
J^nrpose  of  preparing  your  ballots.  The  following  rulers  aro  to 
t>e  observed  in  marking  your  ballots  (see  §  105)  : 

Rule  1.  If  the  elector  desires  to  vote  a  straight  ticket,  that  is, 
^or  each  and  every  candidate  of  one  party  for  whatever  office 
>>ominated,  he  should  make  a  cro^s  X  mark  in  the  circle  al)ove 
trlie  name  of  the  party  at  the  head  of  the  ticket. 

Rule  2.  If  the  elector  desires  to  vote  a  split  ticket,  that  is,  for 
^mndidates  of  difTen^nt  parties,  he  should  not  make  a  cross  X 
^nark  in  the  circle  above  the  name  of  any  party,  but  should  make 
^  cross  X  mark  in  the  voting  space  before  the  name  of  each  can- 
didate for  whom  he  desires  to  vote  on  whatever  ticket  he  mav  be. 

Rule  8,  If  the  ticket  marked  in  the  circle  for  «l  «^T«Ay\\V  \\ciVr\,., 
^oes  not  contain  the  names  of  candidates  for  a\\  o^ec^  ic>^  Vv^vSa. 
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the  elector  may  vote,  he  may  vote  for  candidates  for  such  offices 
80  omitted  by  making  a  cross  X  mark  before  the  names  of  candi- 
dates for  such  offices  on  other  tickets,  or  by  writing  the  names, 
if  they  are  not  printed  upon  the  ballot,  in  the  blank  column  under 
the  title  of  the  office. 

Rule  4.  If  the  elector  desires  to  vote  for  any  person  whose  name 
does  not  appear  upon  the  ballot,  he  can  so  vote  by  writing  the 
name  with  a  pencil  having  black  lead  in  the  proper  place  in  the 
blank  column. 

Rule  6.  The  elector  can  vote  for  any  office  by  omitting  to  make 
a  cross  X  mark  in  any  circle,  and  making  a  cross  X  mark  in 
the  voting  space  before  the  name  of  every  candidate  he  desirea 
to  vote  for,  except  for  the  office  for  which  he  desires  to  cast  a  blank 
vote. 

Rule  6.  In  the  case  of  a  question  submitted,  the  elector  shall 
make  a  cross  X  mark  in  the  blank  square  space  on  the  right  of 
and  after  tlio  answer  "  Yes  ''  or  "  No  "  which  he  desires  to  give  on 
each  such  question  submitted. 

Rule  7.  One  straight  line  crossing  another  straight  line  at  any 
angle  within  a  circle,  or  within  the  voting  spaces,  shall  be  deemed 
a  valid  voting  mark. 

If  you  spoil  a  ballot,  return  it  to  the  ballot  clerk,  and  he  will 
give  you  another,  not  exceeding  in  all  three  sets,  upon  returning 
each  set  of  ballots  defaced  or  wrongly  marked.     See  §  105, 

You  are  not  allowed  to  occupy  a  voting  booth  occupied  by 
another,  nor  to  occupy  a  booth  more  than  five  minutes  in  case  all 
the  booths  are  in  use  and  electors  waiting  to  occupy  the  same. 
See  §  105. 

Before  leaving  the  voting  booth,  fold  your  ballot  in  the  proper 
manner  for  voting,  which  is  first  by  bringing  the  bottom  of  the 
ballot  up  to  the  perforated  line,  and  second,  by  folding  both  sides 
to  the  center  or  towards  the  center  in  such  manner  that  when 
folded  the  face  of  each  ballot  shall  be  concealed,  and  the  printed 
number  on  the  stub  and  the  endorsement  on  the  back  of  the 
ballot  shall  be  visible,  so  the  stub  «an  be  removed  without  remov- 
ing any  other  part  of  the  ballot,  and  without  exposing  any  of 
the  face  of  the  ballot  below  the  stub,  and  so  that  when  folded, 
the  ballot  shall  not  be  more  than  four  inches  wide.  See  §  104, 
sub.  1. 
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The  ballots  handed  to  you  by  the  ballot  clerks  will  be  properly 
folded  and  can  be  refolded  by  you  in  the  same  manner.  Such 
manner  of  folding  should  be  carefully  observed  before  unfolding 
your  ballot  for  the  preparation  of  your  vote.     See  §  104. 

After  preparing  your  ballots  proceed  at  once  to  the  inspector 
in  charge  of  the  ballot  box,  deliver  your  ballots  to  him  and  after 
seeing  them  deposited,  leave  the  enclosed  space.     See  §  106. 

A  voter  who  declares  on  oath  at  the  time  of  registration  or  if 
subsequently  disabled,  on  the  day  of  election,  that  for  lawful 
reasons  he  is  unable  to  mark  his  ballot  without  assistance,  may 
receive  the  assistance  of  two  of  the  election  officers  in  marking 
the  same.     See  §  104,  sub.  2. 

All  ballots  must  bo  marked  with  a  lead  pencil  having  black 
lead  only.     See  §  105. 

An  elector  is  not  allowed  to  re-enter  the  enclosed  space  after 
having  voted.     See  §  106. 

An  elector  who  does  not  vote  a  ballot  delivered  to  him  must 
return  the  same  to  the  election  officer  before  leaving  the  polling 
place.     See  §  106.

§  20.  Application  of  article.  Except  as  otherwise  herein 
provided,  this  article  shall  be  controlling:  (1)  on  the  methods  of 
enrolling  the  voters  of  a  party  in  cities  and  in  villages  having 
five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  according  to  the  last  precedbg 
federal  or  states  enumeration;  (2)  on  primary  elections  in  such 
cities  and  villages;  (o)  on  party  conventions  in  and  for  any 
political  subdivision  of  the  state,  made  up  wholly  or  partly  of  j 
delegat(^s  elected  in  auy  such  city  or  village;  (4)  on  the  choice,  i 
in  such  cities  and  villages,  of  the  members  of  political  committees  j 
and  on  the  conduct  of  political  committees,  in  and  for  any  political 
subdivision  of  the  state,  made  up  wholly  or  partly  of  members  from 
auy  such  city  or  village^ ;  provided,  that  in  case  territory  to  which 
this  article  is  not  ap])lical)lc  shall  at  any  time  become  incorporated 
with  a  city  or  village  to  which  it  shall  then  be  applicable,  only 
the  provisions  of  sections  twenty-two  to  twenty-six,  inclusive,  of 
this  article  shall  ap])]y  to  such  new  territorj'  prior  to  the  first  day 
of  registration  thereafter. 

§  21.   Definitions  and  construction.     The  terms  used 
in  this  artictle  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  article,  have  applica- 
tion as  ])rovided  in  this  section,  unless  other  meaning  is  clearly 
apparent  from  the  laiiguago  or  context,  or  manifest  intent.     The 
term  *'  coinniitteo ''  shall  apply  to  any  committee  chosen  in  pursu- 
ance hereof,  or  of  tho  rules  and  re^nilations  of  a  party,  to  represent 
the  members  of  the  party  in  auy  political  subdivision  of  the  state. 
The  term  "'  general  couuuittee ''  shall  apply  to  the  county  commit- 
toes  in  the  various  counties  of  this  state  in  which  are  located  any  of 
tho  cities  or  villages  to  which  this  article  is  applicable,  and  in  th& 
city  of  New  York  to  the  county  committee,  the  city  committee, 
if  any,  and  such  borough  committees  as  may  be  established  by  any 
party.     Tie  term  "  convention  "  shall  apply  to  any  convention  of 
a  political  pBrty,  in  and  for  any  -poViXXesiV  ^\i\i^v?\.iv»DL^l>3aa  %tAte. 
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The  term  "  primary  eloction  ■'  shall  apply  to  any  primary  of  a 
jDolitical  party  in  any  political  sulxUvision  of  the  state  to  which 
this  article  is  applicable.  The  term  "  unit  of  representation  ^ 
shall  apply  to  an  election  district,  a  ward  of  a  city,  an  assembly 
district,  a  congressional  district,  a  senatorial  district,  or  any  other 
political  subdivision  of  the  state  which,  by  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions of  a  party,  may  be  the  unit  from  which  members  of  any 
political  convention  or  committee  to"  which  this  article  is  appli- 
cable, shall  be  chosen.  The  term  '^  custodian  of  primary  records  " 
shall  apply  to  those  officers  or  boards  whose  duty  it  is,  by  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter,  to  provide  official  ballots  for  general 
elections  in  the  respective  cities  and  villages  to  which  this  article 
is  applicable.  The  term  ^'  party ''  shall  apply  to  any  political  or- 
ganization which  at  the  last  preceding  election  of  a  governor  polled 
at  least  ten  thousand  votes  for  governor.  No  organization  or 
association  of  citizens  for  the  election  of  city  officers  shall  be 
deemed  a  political  party  within  the  meaning  of  this  article,  and 
membership  in  any  such  organization  or  association  shall  not 
prevent  a  voter  from  enrolling  with,  and  acting  as  a  member  of,  a 
political  party. 

§  22.  Enrollment  books.  The  custodian  of  primary  rec- 
ords shall  cause  to  be  prepared  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of 
8ept€ml)er  in  each  year,  original  enrollment  books  to  the  number 
of  two  for  each  election  district.  Such  enrollment  books  shall  be 
80  arranged  that  the  names  of  all  voters  of  the  election  district 
may  be  inscribed  therein  alphabetically.  Said  books  shall  be  de- 
livered by  the  custodian  of  ])rimary  records  to  the  election  in-

§  23.  Enrollment  books  except  in  cities  of  one  mil- 
lion inhabitants  and  of  second  class.  In  cities  of  the 
first  class  containing  a  population  of  over  three  hundred  thou- 
sand and  less  than  five  hundred  thousand  and  cities  of  the  third 
class  to  which  this  chapter  is  made  applicable  pursuant  to  section 
sev^enty-three,  such  enrollment  books  shall  be  so  arranged  and 
printed  that  there  shall  be  fourteen  columns  on  each  page:  the

cliallengos  in  case  he  is  challenged  thereat;  the  eleventh  and  twelfth 
colnnms  for  similar  entries  in  c^se  he  votes  at  the  second  official 
primary  election ;  and  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  columns  for 
similar  entries  in  case  there  be  a  third  official  primary  election 
or  all  unofficial  primars'  election. 

§  24.  Enrollment  books  in  cities  of  one  niillion  in- 
liabitants  and  of  second  class.  The  enrollment  books  pre- 
pared for  election  districts  within  a  city  of  the  first  or  second 
(dass  except  as  lic^reinlx'forc  provided,  shall  be  so  ar- 
ranged and  print  ed  that  there  shall  be  twelve  cohimna 
on  ea<di  pa^er  the  iirst  for  the  enrollment  numbers  of  the  voters:: 
tile  scvoiid  for  the  .surnames  (^f  voters;  the  third  for  the  christian 
names  of  the  voters;  tlie  fourth  for  their  residence  addresses;

primary  election;  and  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  columns  for  simi- 
lar entries  in  case  there  be  a  third  official  primary  election  or  an 
unofficial  primary  el(»ction. 

§  25.   Voting   bootlis    and    enrollment   boxes.      The 

custodian  of  primary  records  shall  cause  at  least  two  voting  booths 
of  the  same  kind  and  descri]>tion  as  voting  booths  used  at  general 
electifms,  to  be  erected  in  each  ])lace  of  registration,  before  the  firsts 
dav  of  reijistration  in  each  vear,  and  such  booths  shall  be  and 
remain  in  said  ]>laces  of  reiristration  during  the  registration  at  the^ 
four  regular  meetings  for  registration  during  that  year;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  custodian  of  primary  records  to  furnish  in  each 
voting  booth  s(>  erected  the  same  articles  as  are  required  by  law 
to  be  placcrl  therein  for  a  general  <*lection,  which  articles  shall  re- 
main thei'fMu  during  such  registration.  He  shall  also  provide  in 
like  manner  one  enrollment  box  in  each  jdace  of  registration  of 
sufiicient  capacity  to  hold  all  the  enrollment  blanks  and  envelope^

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§  26.  Enrollment  blanks  and  envelopes.  There  shall 
also  be  prepared  and  distributed  by  the  cui^todiau  of  primary  rec- 
ords in  the  manner  and  at  public*  c^xpensr  as  provided  in  this 
chapter  for  the  funiij^hinp;  of  official  ballots,  such  a  number  of 
enrollment  blanks  and  envelo[)e3  for  each  election  district  to  the 
primary  elections  of  which  this  artich*  is  applicable,  as  will  exceed 
by  two  hundred  the  total  number  of  voters  registered  in  such  dis- 
trict at  the  last  i>i-ece<ling  general  election.  The  enrollment  blanks 
shall  be  ]>rinted  on  white  paper,  and  on  the  face  thereof  shall  be 
printed  the  following,  or  the  substance  there<.>f,  the  blanks  to  be 
filled  in  in  type  so  far  as  i)ossible :

Such  a  certified 
transcript,  containing  the  name  and  showing  the  enrollment  of  any 
voter,  shall  be  sufficient  evidence  of  such  enrollment.  The  cus- 
todian of  primary  records  shall  give  to  any  voter  enrolled  or 
transferred  as  in  this  article  i  Aed,  a  certificate  of  enrollment 
or  of  transfer,  which  shall  specify  the  name  of  the  party  with 
which  he  is  enrolled,  the  date  of  enrollment  or  transfer,  and  the 
election  district  in  which  such  voter  is  enrolled.

Watch- 
ers, not  oxccoding  one  for  each  election  district,  may  be 
ap])ointe(l  by  any  political  committee,  and  by  any  two  or 
more  of  the  persons  whose  names  are  npon  any  ticket  to  be  voted 
for  at.  such  primary  election.  Such  watchers  may  be  present  at 
such  polling  place  and  within  the  guard-rail  from  at  least  fifteen 

minutes  before  the  examination  of  any  ballot  box  at  the  opening 
of  the  ]iolls  of  such  primary  election  until  after  the  announcement 

of  the  result  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  thereat  and  the  sign- 
ing of  the  statements  thereof  by  tlie  inspectors.  A  reasonable  num- 
ber of  challengers,  at  least  one  person  for  any  three  or  more  persons 
of  each  party  holding  its  primary  election  at  that  polling  place, 
whose  names  are  upon  any  ticket  to  be  voted  for  at  such  primary 
election,  shall  bo  ]M'rmitled  to  roinain  just  outside  the  guard-rail 
of  v'Ach  such  ])()l!iiig  ])lapc,  where  they  can  plainly  see  what 
is  done  within  such  rail  outside  the  voting  Iwoths,  from  the  opening 
to  the  closo  of  tlu*  polls  thereat.

After  the  close  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  at  primary  elections. 
:he  ballots  cast  thereat,  except  those  rejected  as  void  or  protested 
IS  marked  for  identification,  shall  be  replaced  in  the  ballot  boxes 
from  \vhich  they  were  respectively  taken,  and  such  ballot  boxes 
shall  then  be  secnrcdy  locked  and  sealed,  and  shall  be  returned  to 
the  officer  from  whom  they  were  received,  who  shall  safely  keep 
the  same,  subject,  however,  to  be  produced .  upon  the  order  of 
any  court  of  record  or  judge  thereof,  for  not  less  than  thirty  days

statements  filed  with  him  pursuant  to  section  sixty-one  of  this 
chapter,  and  shall  promptly  mail,  and,  if  requested,  deliver  one 
copy  thereof  to  the  respective  secretaries  of  the  proper  political 
committees  of  the  several  parties  participating  in  such  primary 
election.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  custodian  of  primary  records 
to  prepare  a  certified  transcript  of  such  statements,  or  any  por-

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cDimuitteo  upon  demand  on  payment  of  five  cents  for  every 
ono  liundrod  words  so  certified.

The  secretary  of  any  political  committee  shall 
Ix'  (iititled  to  nceive,  upon  demand,  a  certificate  of  the  result 
of  any  such  election  in  any  imit  of  representation  comprised  withiu 
the;  territory  within  which  such  committee  represents  a  party. 
Siicli  custodian  shall  also  promptly  deliver  upon  demand  to  any

a  couunittee,  or  to  have  been  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  public 
orilce,  a  certificate  of  such  election  or  nomination,  as  the  case  may 
he.

Any  party  may  also  have  com- 
mittees in  and  for  such  other  political  subdivisions  as  its  rules 
and   regulations  may  prescribe. 

All  members  of  general  committees,  and  assembly  district  and 
ward  committees,  chosen  in  or  from  cities  of  the  first  class  except 
as  otherwise  herein  provided,  shall  be  elected  at  the  primary  elec- 
tions, on  the  annual  primary  day  of  each  year.  In  the  other  cities 
and  villages  to  which  this  article  is  applicable,  except  a^ 
otherwise  provided  in  this  article,  there  shall  be  elected  at 
the  primary  elections  on  such  day  either  the  members  of  all  gen- 
eral committees  elected  from  such  cities  or  villages,  or  the  mem- 
bers from  such  cities  or  villages  of  the  conventions  or  committees 
by  which  members  of  the  general  committees  are  to  be  appointed^ 
and  in  such  cities  and  villages  the  rules  of  the  parties  may  deter- 
mine whether  members  of  general  committees  shall  be  elected  at 
primary  elections  or  by  conventions  or  committees  the  members 
of  which  shall  be  elected  on  the  annual  primary  day  as  above  pro- 
vided, or  by  conventions  or  committees  which  shall  have  been 
chosen  by  delegates  who  shall  have  been  elected  on  the  annual 
primary  day  as  above  provided.  The  times  when  committees 
elected  at  primary  elections  shall  take  office  shall  be  determined 
by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  respective  parties,  except 
that  such  time  shall  not  be  later  than  the  first  day  of  January 
succeeding  their  election. 

Members  of  committees  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
various  units  of  representation  entitled  to  representation  therein 
according  to  the  rules  hereinafter  prescribed  for  the  apportion- 
ment of  delegates  to  conventions.  ^lembers  of  committees  in 
villages  shall  be  apportioned  and  shall  hold  office  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided in  the  rules  and  regulations  of  ])arties.

coiiiinittec  or  city  committee  shall  meet  and  organize.  They  may 
])roc'oe<l  to  make  and  adoi)t  rules  and  regulations,  but  unless  so 
a<loi)tiMl,  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  last  preeeding 
county  or  city  coiinnittee  of  said  party  in  said  county  or  city  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect  imtil  repealed  or  amended  in 
accordance  with  tlie  i)rovisions  of  this  article. 

The  rules  and  rcgulaticms  of  j)arties,  and  of  the  con- 
vent ions  and  committees  thereof,  shall  not  he  contrary  to, 
or  ineoii>ist(  nt  with,  the  ])rovisioiis  of  this  article,  or  of  anv 
othvr  law,  and  shall  not  be  amended  except  upon  reason- 
able notice.  Every  political  committee  shall,  within  three  days 
after  its  organization,  file  with  the  ])roi)er  custodian  of  primary 
records  a  certilicate  s])ecifying  the  names  and  addresses  of  its 
r'hairnian  and  secretary,  and  shall  within  the  same  period  of  time 
aft(^r  its  adoi>tion  file  with  said  custodian  a  transcript  of  every 
rule  and  regulation  of  said  party  in  said  county  and  of  every 
anu'ndnient  thereof  dnlv  certified  in  like  manner.  The  rules  and 
roirnliitions  of  a  j)arty  may  prescribe  the  amount  of  annual  dues  to 
be  paid  by  each  inemi)er  of  such  committee  to  such  committee,  for 
the  ])urpose  of  defraying  the  exi)enses  thereof,  and  may  contain 
a  I >ro vision  i>reelu<ling  any  meml>er  who  may  fail  to  comply 
therewith,  from  i>artieipating  in  the  meetings  of  such  committee. 

§   66.   Conventions;     apportionment    of    delegates. 

The  (Icleiiatcs  to  everv  i)artv  convention  in  and  for  anv 
political  subdivision,  cliosen  in  any  city  or  village  to  which  this- 
ariiele  is  a])i)lieable,  shall  be  ai)]>ortloned  among  the  uuits 
of  representation  in  snch  city  or  village  as  nearly  as  possible  upon 
the  basis  of  the  num'her  of  votes  cast  therein  for  the  party  candi- 
date for  governor  at  the  last  j)receding  general  election,  except 
tliat  in  anv  eountv  which  is  not  whollv  included  within  the 
l>onn<laries  (»f  a  eitv  of  the  first  class,  the  ceneral  committee  of

§  67.  Organization  of  oonventions.  The  room  desig- 
ated  for  the  mooting  place  of  any  convention  shall  have  ample 
mating  capacity  for  all  dologatos  and  alternates. 

Everv  convention  shall  bo  called  to  order  bv  the  chairman  of 
he  committee  with  whom  the  call  originates  or  by  a  person  desig- 
lated  in  writing  for  that  purpose  by  such  chairman,  and  such 
hainnan  or  person  so  desiu:nated  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
oil  of  the  convention  until  it  shall  have  been  orsranized.  Xo 
onvention  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  a  temporary  chairman 
iv  transact  any  business  until  the  time  fixed  for  the  opening 
hereof  has  arrived  and  at  least  a  majority  of  the  delegates  or 
•espective  alternates  named  in  the  official  roll  shall  be  present. 
The  roll-call  upon  the  election  of  temporary  chairman  shall  not 
)e  delayed  more  than  one  hour  after  the  time  specified  in  the  call 
'or  the  opening  of  the  convention,  provided  a  majority  of  the  dele- 
gates are  present.  The  temporary  chairman  of  the  convention 
thall  be  chosen  on  a  call  of  the  roll,  and  as  the  name  of  each  dele- 
jate  is  called  he  shall  rise  in  his  place  and  declare  his  choice  for 
inch  officer.  The  person  who  x»alls  the  convention  to  order  shall 
?xercise  no  other  function  than  that  of  calling  the  official  roll  of 
he  delegates  npoii  the  vote  for  temporary  chairman  and  declaring 
he  result  thereof.  The  committees  of  a  convention  shall  be 
ippointed  by  the  convention,  or  by  the  temporary  chairman,  as 
he  convention  mav  order.  Unless  the  convention  shall  otherwise 
>rder,  the  permanent  chairman  shall  be  chosen  on  roll-call. 

The  permanent  officers  shall  keep  the  records  of  the  convention. 
md,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  adjouniment  thereof,  shall 
certify  and  file  the  same  in  the  office  of  the  custodian  of  primary 
•ecords.  Before  entering  upon  their  duties,  the  temporary  and 
permanent  chairman  of  everv  'convention,  and  the  chairman  and 
members  of.  any  committee  on  contested  seats  therein,  shall 
respectively  take  an  oath  to  faithfully  perform  the  duties  of 
;heir  offices,  which  oath  may  be  taken  before  any  officer  authorized 
3y  law  to  administer  an  oath,  and  shall  form  a  part  of,  and  be 
Bled  with,  the  records  of  the  convention. 

§  68.  Contested  seats.     Each  convention  s>\v«i\\  dfe.c!\^ife  ^ 
questions  as  to  contested  seats  therein.      A.\\  \v\\.iie?»s»^?>  ^^^mvDkft&L 
J  or  h^ore  snch  committee  on  contested  seats  s^ia^Wi^  ^^oTw\rs 
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the  chairman  or  a  member  thereof  to  tell  the  trutk,  the  whole 
truth  and  nothing  but  the  truth  concerning  the  matters  and  things 
then  being  investigated  by  said  committee.  Any  justice  of  the 
supn^ine  court  within  the  judicial  district,  or  any  county  judge  of 
a  county,  in  which  a  convention  is  about  to  be  held,  shall  have 
power,  upon  apjJication  in  writing  duly  verified,  stating  the  pll^ 
pose  and  object  thereof,  to  issue  a  subpcena  to  any  voter  applying 
therefor,  requiring  any  person  within  the  coimty  or  city  in 
which  the  convention  is  about  to  be  held,  to  appear  before 
such  convention  and  testify  before  a  committee  on  contested  seats 
thereof,  when  appointed,  concerning  any  matter  which  may  be 
investigated  by  said  convention  or  committee,  and  to  produce 
thereat  public  records  or  records  of  a  primary  election  or  a  con- 
vention of  the  party  of  which  such  convention  is  about  to  be  held. 
Such  justice  or  judge  shall  issue  such  subpoena  upon  sufficient 
ground  being  shown  therefor,  but  he  may  deny  the  application 
if  he  deems  it  frivolous  or  scandalous.  Witnesses  attending  pur 
suant  to  such  subpoena  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  the  same 
fees  as  those  which  witnesses  are  entitled  to  receive  npon  trial 
of  an  action  in  a  court  of  record.  Any  voter  desiring  to  con- 
test the  right  of  any  other  voter  to  his  seat  in  a  convention 
shall  file  with  the  custodian  of  primary  records  a  notice  of  such 
contest  stating  the  name  and  residence  address  of  the  person 
whose  seat  is  to  be  contested,  at  least  forty-eight  hours  before  the 
time  fixed  for  holding  such  convention;  provided,  that  if  a  con- 
vention is  called  to  bo  held  in  less  than  forty-eight  hours  from  the 
closing  of  the  polls  of  the  primary  election  such  notice  shall  be 
served  on  the  temporary  chairman  of  the  convention  instead. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  custodian  of  primary  records  to  trans- 
mit a  copy  of  such  notice  of  contest  to  the  person  whose  seat  is  to 
be  contested,  either  by  personal  service  upon  him  or  through  the 
mail,  witliin  twenty-four  hours  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice. 

§  69.  Substitution  of  delegates ;  date  of  oonventioii. 

Tho  rules  and  regulations  of  the  party  may  prescribe  the  method 
of  substituting  delegates  in  conventions.  No  convention  com- 
posed of  delegates  elected  in  accordance  with  this  article  shall  be 
held  until  aftc^r  th(»  primary  day  on  which  delegates  thereto  or 
delegates  to  conventions  to  elect  delegates  thereto  shall  have 
been  elected.

.rticle,  shall  be  reviewable  by  the  appropriate  remedy  of  man- 
[amiis  or  certiorari,  as  the  case  may  require.  In  addition  thereto, 
he  supreme  court,  or  any  justice  thereof  within  the  judicial  dis- 
rict,  or  any  county  judge  within  his  county,  shall  have  summary 
urisdiction,  upon  complaint  of  any  citizen,  to  review  such  action

Xo  city  of  the  third  class  or  \ii' 
lagc  shall  be  stihjcct  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  unless 
tli(;  i»<'in'ral  cuinniittoe  for  the  county  in  which  such  citj 
or  villnge  is  sitiiate<l,  of  each  party  entitled  to  be  represented  bj 
iiisj)oct()rs  of  election  in  sucli  city  or  village,  shall  have  adopted 
ft  resolution  declaring  that  tliey  desire  to  come  in  under  the  pro-

§  90.  Territory  excepted  from  operation  of  article.

§  92.  Enrollment  books.  In  any  coimty  to  which  this 
article  shall  so  become  apjdicable,  the  clerk  of  the  county 
shall  cause  to  be  prepared,  on  or  l)efore  the  fifteenth  day  of  Sep- 
te]iiber  in  each  vear,  enrollment  books  to  the  number  of  two  for

each  elcctiim  district  in  the  several  towns  of  the  countv,  which  shall 
be  so  arranii(»d  that  the  names  of  all  voters  of  the  election  district 
may  be  inscribed  therein  alphabetically.  There  shall  be  fourteen 
columns  on  each  i)ai>e:  the  first  for  the  STimames  of  the  voters; 
the  second  for  the  chri.>tian  names  of  the  voters;  the  third  for  the 
word  '*  \(^'^-,'^  if  the  vot(^r  be  enrolled  by  the  election  inspectors 
u])on  their  own  knowledge;  th(^  fourth  for  the  name  of  any  voter 
making  oath  to  the  party  affiliation  of  any  other  voter;  the 
fifth  for  the  name  of  the  party  with  which  a  voter  is  enrolled; 
the  sixth  for  an  entry  to  show  enrollment  by  certificate;  the 
seventh  for  the  record  of  anv  alteration  of  enrollment,  transfer, 
or  striking  from  the  enrollment  the  name  of  any  voter;  the 
eighth  for  the  w-ord  "  voted,"  in  case*  the  voter  votes  at  the 
first  official  primary  election  of  the  year ;  the  ninth  for  a  record  as 
\o  challenges,  in  case  of  challenge  thereat;  the  tenth  and  eleventh 
for  slniilur  entries,  in  case  Tao  voli.^?^  ^\.  V\x^  ^^^qtA  ^tial  primary 
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election  of  the  year ;  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  for  similar  entries, 
in  ease  there  be  a  third  official  primary  election,  or  an  unofficial 
primary  election ;  and  the  fourteenth  for  any  remarks  not  provided 
for  in  any  of  such  other  columns.  Said  books  with  proper  in- 
structions shall  be  delivered  by  the  said  clerk  to  the  election  in- 
i^ectors  of  the  respective  election  districts  in  said  towns  imme- 
diately before  the  first  day  of  registration  in  each  year. 

§  93.  Entries  in  enrollment  books;  duties  of  elec- 
tion oflB.cers.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  election  inspectors 
of  the  respective  election  districts  in  said  towns,  on  the  days 
on  which  they  shall  prepare  the  register  of  voters  in  said  elec- 
tion districts  respectively,  and  at  the  same  time,  to  enter  in  the 
3aid  enrollment  books  the  name  of  every  voter  registered  by  them, 
for  the  purpose  of  voting  at  such  election,  whose  political. affilia- 
tion shall  be  personally  known  to  them,  and  after  the  name  of 
each  such  voter  to  enter  in  the  third  column  the  word  ^'  yes  "  to 
indicate  such  enrollment  by  them,  and  in  the  fifth  column  the 
name  of  the  party  with  which  he  is  so  enrolled,  and  if  it  shall  be 
shown  to  them  by  any  duly  registered  voter  of  such  district,  under 
oath,  that  any  other  voter  so  registered  by  them,  whose  party 
affiliation  is  not  personally  known  to  them,  is  actually  affiliated 
with  any  party,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  enter  the  name  of  such 
other  voter  in  said  enrollment  books  and  after  the  name  of  such 
voter,  in  the  fourth  column,  the  name  of  the  voter  so  making 
oath,  and  in  the  fifth  column  the  name  of  the  party  with  which 
such  voter  shall  testifv  that  such  other  voter  is  affiliated. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  day  of  registration  the  said  inspectors 
of  election  shall  make  and  sign  a  certificate  that  said  enrollment 
lists  so  prepared  by  them  contain  a  correct  and  true  statement 
of  the  names  of  all  duly  registered  voters  of  said  election 
district  who 'are  personally  known  to  them  to  be  affiliated  with  any 
political  party,  or  who  may  have  been  shown  to  them,  by  the 
oath  of  any  duly  registered  voter,  to  be  so  affiliated  with  aay 
party,  and  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter  the  chairman  of 
said  board  of  election  inspectors  shall  file  one  of  said  enrollment 
lists  with  the  town  clerk  of  the  town  containing  such  election 
district,  and  the  other  of  said  enrollment  lists  with  the  county 
clerk. 

The  town  clerks  of  the  several  towns  shall  at  all  times  keep  on 
file  the  blank  forms  described  in  sections  ninety-four,  ninety-five 
and  ninety-six  hereof  in  sufficient  quantities,  ioT  \\v^  ^^^^  ^^  *^^^ 
voters  of  the  town. 
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§  04.  Special  enrollments;  correction  of  enrollment 
lists.  At  any  time  prior  to  July  first  thereafter,  except  during 
the  thirty  days  preceding  a  primary  election  day,  anv 
voter  who  was  so  duly  registered  as  a  voter  in  auv 
of  said  towns,  but  who  was  not  enrolled  with  any  party,  may 
beeonu'  spceially  enrolled  in,  and  have  his  name  added  to, 
the  enrollment  list  so  filed  with  the  county  clerk  of  any  party  in  the 
election  district  in  which  he  then  resided  and  still  resides,  bv 
making  and  acknowledging  before  any  officer  authorized  by  law 
to  take  the  acknowledgment  of  deeds  to  be  recorded  in  this  state, 
and  filing  or  causing  to  be  filed  with  th6  said  county  clerk,  a  state- 
ment   embodying  a  declaration    in    the    following  form:     ''I, 

,     do     solemnly     declare     that     I     reside    iu 

and     am    a  *  duly    qualified    voter     of    the 

election    district    of    said    town.       That    at 

one  of  the  last  preceding  days  of  registration  I  was  duly 
registered  as  a  votcM*  in  said  election  district,  but  was 
not   enrolled,    and   I   request   that  I  be   specially   enrolled '  vith 

the pi^J'ty.     That  I  am  in  general  sympathy  with

And  anv  voter  in  anv  of  said  towns  who  has  been  so  en- 
rolled  with  any  parly,  but  who  has  been  enrolled  with  a  party 
other  than  that  with  which  he  is  actually  affiliated,  may  have  his 
party  affiliation  changed  upon  the  enrollment  list  so  made,  by  strik- 
ing out  the  name  of  the  i)arty  with  which  he  is  so  wrongfully  de- 
scribed to  be  affiliated  and  inserting  the  name  of  the  party  with 
which  he  may  declare  he  is  affiliated,  by  similarly  n^aking,  acknowl- 
edging and  filing  or  causing  to  be  filed  a  similar  statement  in  all 
respects,  except  that  he  shall  declare  that  he  was  so  wrongfully 
enrolled  and  re(piest  that  his  party  affiliation  be  so  changed. 

And  any  voter  in  any  of  said  towTis  who  has  been  so  en- 
rolled with  any  party  but  who  desires  to  be  not  enrolled  as 
affiliating  with  any  party,  may  have  his  name  stricken  from  the 
enrollment  list  as  so  made,  by  similarly  making,  acknowledging 
and    filing    or    causing    to    be    filed    a    statement    enibodying 

a  declaration   in   the   following   form :      "I, ,

3y  adding  the  name  of  the  voter,  by  changing  the  party  affiliation, 
-jt  by  striking  out  the  name  of  any  enrolled  voter,  as  the  case  may 
be,  in  the  oiirollment  list  filed  with  him  for  the  proper  election 
Jistrict  and  recording  in  the  proper  column  thereof  the  reason 
therefor. 

§   95.  Specikl  enrollment  upon  becoming  of  age. 

Any  voter  in  any  of  said  towns  who  shall  have  be- 
3onie  of  age  after  the  last  preceding  general  election,  may  at 
any  time  other  than  during  the  thirty  days  next  preceding  a 
primary  election  day,  become  specially  enrolled  in,  and  have  his 
name  added  to,  the  enrollment  list  so  filed  with  the  county  clerk, 
:>{  any  party  in  the  election  district  in  which  he  resides,  by  simi- 
larly making,  acknowledging  and  filing  or  causing  to.  be  filed 
with  the  county  clerk  a  statement  embodying  the  declaration  first 
set  forth  in  the  last  section,  except  that  instead  of  the  words 
indicating  that  the  voter  was  registered  on  one  of  the  last 
preceding  days  of  registration  but  was  not  enrolled,  words  indi- 
:?ating  that  he  has  become  of  age  since  the  last  preceding  general 
election  shall  be  used.  Upon  the  filing  of  such  statement,  the 
said  countv  clerk  shall  enroll  such  voter  in  the  enrollment  list 
filed  with  him  for  the  proper  election  district  and  shall  record  in 
the  proper  columns  thereof  the  name  of  such  voter,  the  party  with 
which  he  is  enrolled,  the  fact  and  date  of  such  special  enrollment, 
and  the  fact  that  he  has  become  of  age  since  the  last  preceding 
general  election. 

§  06.  Special  enrollment  after  moving.  If  after 
being  enrolled  as  a  member  of  a  party  in  one  election  district, 
either  by  original  enrollment  or  by  transfer,  a  voter  shall 
move  into  another  election  district  in  said  county,  he  may 
at  any  time  between  the  first  day  of  January  of  any  je^r  and 
the  thirtieth  day  before  any  primary  election  day,  become  enrolled 
therein  as  a  member  of  the  same  party,  by  making,  acknowledging 
and  filing  or  causing  to  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk  a  state- 
ment specifying  the  name  of  the  party  n<?\V\v  ^V\Oci,  «?cv^  *^^ 
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election  district  in  which,  he  is  enrolled,  and  the  election  dis- 
trict into  which  he  has  removed,  and  stating  that  he  resides  in 
the  last  mentioned  election  district  and  desires  to  be  enrolled 
therein  as  a  member  of  such  party.  Upon  the  filing  of  such 
statement,  the  said  county  clerk  shall  enroll  the  name  of  such 
voter  in  the*  enrollment  list  filed  with  him  for  the  proper 
election  district,  specifying  the  district  from  which  he  is  trans- 
ferred, and  shall  also  make  a  minute,  opposite  the  entry  of  his 
name,  in  the  enrollment  list  filed  with  him  of  the  election  district 
from  which  he  has  removed,  showing  the  election  district  to  "which 
his  name  is  transferred. 

7^  97.   County   clerks   to   compile    enrollment   lists* 

The  county  clerk  shall  annually  thirty  days  prior  to  each 
primary  eleeticm  day,  from  the  said  enrollment  lists  so  filed 
with  him,  eom])ile  enrollment  lists  for  each  party  to  which 
this  article  shall  then  be  applicable,  of  all  the  enrolled 
voters  of  such  party  in  each  of  the  towns  of  said  county,  and 
annex  thereto  a  certificate,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  that  the 
saiu(»  is  a  correct  and  true  transcript  from  the  enrollment  lists 
of  such  party  so  filed  with  him,  and  the  changes  and  alterations 
therein,  of  the  several  election  districts  comprising  such  town, 
and  deliver  one  set  of  such  lists  to  the  chairman  of  the 
geiural  comniiltee  of  such  party.  Such  enrollment  lists  shail 
conform  in  all  res})ects  to  the  form  of  the  enrollment  lists 
so  filed  with  him,  and  all  entries  in  such  original  enrollment  lists 
shall  be  shown  thereon,  except  that  the  names  upon  such  lists  shall 
be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order,  and  each  such  list  shall  contain 
all  the  names  of  the  duly  enrolled  voters  of  such  party  in  the 
town  to  which  it  appertains. 

§  98.  Enrollment  lists,  -when  to  take  effect.     The 

enrollment  lists  prepared  by  the  election  inspectors  and  so 
filed  with  said  county  clerk  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day 
of  January  following  the  days  of  registration  on  which  they  were 
begun,  and  shall,  with  any  additions  or  alterations  made  as  herein 
provided,  remain  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  the  following 
January,  when  they  shall  be  superseded  by  the  new  enrollment 
lists  begun  as  herein  provided. 

§  99.  "Who  may  be  enrolled.    Only  voters  who  were  duly 
registered  or  who  shall  have  become  of  age  after  the  last  pre- 
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ceding  general  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  be  enrolled.  Only 
voters  duly  enrolled  as  herein  provided  shall  be  entitled  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  primary  elections  of  the  party  to  which  this  article 
shall  then  be  applicable,  and  no  voter  so  enrolled  shall  take  part 
in  any  primary  election  of  any  party  other  than  the  party  with 
which  he  shall  at  the  time  be  so  enrolled. 

§  100.  Enrollment  lists  and  statements  to  be  pub- 
lic records;  certified  copies.  The  enrollment  lists  herein 
provided,  and  any  statements  filed  relating  thereto,  shall  be 
public  records  and  open  for  inspection  and  copying  at  any  time 
by  any  person.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  county  clerk 
to  certify  to  the  correctness  of  any  transcript  of  any  such  enroll- 
ment lists,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  on  the  payment  of  one  cent  for 
every  twenty  names  contained  therein,  and  the  fees  received  by 
him  therefor  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  treasurer  except  in  counties 
where  the  coimty  clerk  is  not  a  salaried  officer.  And  the  said 
countv  clerk  shall  ffive  to  anv  voter  enrolled  or  transferred 
as  herein  provided,  a  certificate  of  enrollment  or  transfer, 
upon  request,  which  shall  specify  the  name  of  the  party  with 
which  he  is  enrolled,  the  date  of  enrollment  or  transfer,  and  the 
election  district  from  which  such  voter  is  enrolled  or  to  which 
be  has  been  transferred. 

§    101.   Conduct  of  primary  elections;  cballenses. 

Primary  elections  in  the  said  towns,  notice  thereof,  and  the 
manner  and  method  of  conducting  the  same,  shall  continue 
to  be  held  and  governed  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  and  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  general  committees  of  the  respective 
parties  in  said  county,  except  as  herein  provided,  and  except  that 
any  enrolled  voter  may  be  challenged  at  any  time  before  his 
ballot  is  cast,  and  upon  such  challenge  the  chairman  presiding 
at  such  primary  shall  forthwith  put  to  him,  on  oath  or  afiirmation, 
the  following  questions: 

"Are  you ..•.. (using  the  name  by  which  he

Do  you  reside,  and  have  you  for  thirty  days  past,  resided  in 

the  town  of. (naming  the  town  containing  the 

election  district  in  which  he  is  enrolled)  ? 

Are  you  aflSliated  with,  and  do  you  intend  generally  to  support 

the  candidates  of  the party  (naming  the 

party  holding  the  primary  at  which  such  voter  ofEex^  \o  xoyVv-^'^J' 
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And  unless  all  of  such  questions  be  answered  in  the  affirmative, 
till'  vote  of  such  voter  shall,  notwithstanding  his  enrollment,  be 
rejected. 

The  said  general  committees  may  make  and  provide  such  further 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  effect  to  this 
article. 

§  102.  Judicial  review.  Any  action  or  neglect  of  any 
inspector  of  election,  or  of  the  county  clerk,  with  regard 
to  the  proi)er  enrollment  of  any  person  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  reviewable  by  the  proper  remedy  of  mandamus  or  cer- 
tiorari, as  tlie  case  may  be,  and  in  addition  thereto  the  supreme 
court,  or  any  justice  tliereof,  within  the  judicial  district  contaiu- 
ing  the  county,  or  the  county  judge  or  s])ecial  county  judge  of  saiJ 
county,  shall  have  summary  jurisdiction,  upon  complaint'  of  any 
citizen,  to  review  such  action  or  neglect,  and  such  court,  justice, 
judge  or  sjx'cial  county  judge,  may  consider,  but  nei^d  not  be 
controlled  by,  any  action  or  determination  of  the  regularly  consti- 
tuted party  authorities  upon  the  questions  arising  in  reference 
the  rcto,  and  ^llall  make  such  dccisiou  or  order  as,  under  all  the 
facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case,  justice  may  require. 

§  103.  Expense  a  toixrn  charge.  The  expenses  of  making 
such  <'iii'()lluient  lists  shall  be  charged  upon  the  respective  towns 
for  which  the  same  are  made. 

§  104.   Penalty.     Any  jxrson  violating  any  of  the  i)rovisions 

of  this  article  shall  be  iruiltv  of  a  misdemeanor.

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§  123.  Independent  certificates  of  nomination.  In- 
dependent nominations  shall  be  made  by  a  certificate  subscribed  by 
such  voters,  each  of  whom  shall  add  to  his  signature  his  place  of 
residence  and  make  oath  that  he  is  a  voter  and  has  truly  stated 
his  residence.

The  certificate  shall  also  contain  the  titles  of  the  offices  to  be 
filled,  the  name  and  residence  of  each  candidate  nominated,  and 
if  in  a  city,  the  street  number  of  such  residence  and  his  place  of 
business,  if  any;  and  shall  designate  in  not  more  than  five  words 
the  political  or  other  name  which  the  signers  shall  select,  which 
name  shall  not  include  the  name  of  any  organized  political  ^arty.

person,  nor  the  representation  of  a  coin  or  of  the  currency  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  chosen  as  such  distinguishing  device  or 
ewhlom.

§  125.  Conflict  in  names  or  emblems.  If  the  certificate 
of  nomination  of  two  or  more  different  political  parties  or  inde- 
pendent bodies  shall  designate  the  same,  or  substantially  the  same, 
device  or  emblem  or  party  name,  the  officer  with  whom  the  certifi- 
cates of  nomination  are  filed  shall  decide  which  of  said  politi- 
cal parties  or  independent  bodies  is  entitled  to  the  use  of  such 
device  or  emblem  or  party  name,  being  governed  as  far 
as  may  ]ye  in  his  decision  by  priority  of  designation  in  the  case 
of  the  device  or  emblem,  and  of  use  in  the  case  of  the  party 
name.  If  the  other  nominating  body  shall  present  no  other  device 
or  party  name  after  such  decision,  such  officer  shall  himself  select 
for  such  other  nominating  body  another  device  or  party  name,  so 
that  no  two  different  parties  shall  be  d^'signated  by  the  same 
device  or  party  name.  If  there  be  a  division  within  a  party, 
and  two  or  more  factions  claim  the  same,  or  substantially  the 
same,  device  or  name,  the  officer  aforesaid  shall  decide  between 
such  conflicting  claims,  giving  preference  of  device  and  name  to 
the  convention  or  primary,  or  committee  thereof,  recognized  by 
the  regularly  constituted  ]>arty  authorities. 

Any  qui'stion  arising  wnth  reference  to  any  device,  or  to  the 
political  })arty  or  other  nanif  designated  in  any  certificate  of 
nomination  filed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  or  with 
reference  to  the  construction,  validity  or  legality  of  any  such  cer- 
tificate, shall  be  determined  in  the  first  instance  by  the  officer 
with  whom  such  certificate  of  nomination  is  filed.  Such  decision 
shall  be  in  writing,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  sent  forthwithby 
mail  by  such  officer  to  the  committee,  if  any,  named  upon  •  the 
face  of  such  certificate,  and  also  to  each  candidate  nominated  by 
anv  certificate  of  nomination  affected  by  such  decision. 

The  supreme  court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  within  the  judicial 
district,  or  any  county  judge  within  his  comity,  shall  have  sum- 
mary jurisdiction  upon  complaint  of  any  citizen,  to  review  the 
determination  and  acts  of  such  officer,  and  to  make  such  order  in 
the  premises  as  justice  may  require,  but  the  final  order  must  be 
made  on  or  before  the  last  day  fixed  for  filing  certificates  of 
nomination  to  fill  vacancies  with  such  officer  as  provided  in  sec- 
tion one  hundred  and  thirty-six  of  this  article.  Such  complaint 
shall  be  heard  upon  such  notice  to  such  officer  as  the  said  court  or 
justice  or  judge  thereof  shall  direct. 

§  126.  Supplying  omitted  emblems.  If  any  certi&i^tj^ 
of   nomination   of  candidates    to    be    voleOi   ioT  Vj    XJi^a  n'^X,^^^ 
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of  the  entire  :state,  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  pursnant 
to  the  j)rovisioiis  of  this  chapter,  shall  omit  to  designate  £ 
device  or  emblem  to  distinguish  the  candidates  of  the 
political  j)urty  or  indei)endent  body  making  such  nomination,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  select  a  device  or  em- 
blem for  that  purpose,  and  such  device  or  emblem  so  chosen  shall 
be  used  to  distinguish  all  candidates  of  that  party  or  independent 
body  throughout  the  stat(»,  whether  such  candidates  are  nomi- 
nated for  state  or  l(X*al  offices;  and  if  anv  certificate  of 
nomination  of  candidates  to  be  voted  for  bv  the  voters  of 
a  di.-triet  less  than  the  entire  state  shall  be  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  state,  or  with  any  public  officer  pursuant  to 
this  article,  by  a  political  party  or  independent  body  which  has 
made  no  nomination  of  candidates  for  offices  to  be  filled  bv  the

voters  of  the  entire  state,  and  such  certificate  of  nomination 
shall  omit  to  desiiriiate  a  device  or  emblem  to  distinaruish  th'.* 
candidates  nominated  in  such  certificate,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  secretary  of  state  or  other  public  officer  with  whom  such  certifi- 
cate of  nomination  is  filed  to  select  a  device  or  emblem  to 
represent  the  candidates  named  in  such  certificate  of  nomination. 

§  127.   Places  of  filing  certificates  of  nomination. 

O'rtiticates  of  nominati<m  of  candidates  for  office  to  be 
iilb.Ml  l)v  the  voters  of  the  entire  state,  or  of  anv  division 
or  district  greater  than  a  county,  shall  be  filed  with  the  secretary 
of  state,  except  that  each  certificate  of  nomination  of  a  candidate 
for  member  of  assembly  for  the  assembly  district  composing  the 
counties  of  Fulton  and  Hamilton  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  Fulton  county,  and  a  copy  thereof  certified 
bv  the  eountv  clerk  of  Fulton  eountv  shall  be  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  county  clerk  of  Hamilton  county,  so  long  as  the  said  counties 
constitute  one  assembly  district,  and  except  that  certificates  of  nom- 
ination of  candidates  for  offiees  to  be  tilled  only  by  the  voters  or 
a  ])orrion  of  the  voters  of  the  city  of  Xew  York  shall  be  tiled 
with  the  board  of  <d(  etions  of  the  eitv  of  New  York. 

Certificates  of  nomination  of  candidates  for  offices  to  be  filled 
onlv  bv  the  votes  of  voters,  ])art  of  whom  are  of  New 
York  eitv  and  ])art  of  whom  are  of  a  eountv  not  whollv  within 
the  city  of  New  York,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  such  county 
and  in  the  office  of  the  board  of  elections  of  said  city.  Certificates 
o/ nomination  of  candidates  for  ofRees  of  any  other  city,  except  the 
citj  of  Buffalo,  to  be  elected  at  t\ie  ^«nv^  Vvcaft  ^\  'srVv^b.  ^  ^ss^kmI 
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election  is  held  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
such  city  is  located.  Certificates  of  nomination  of  candidates 
for  oflSces  of  any  other  city,  except  the  city  of  Buffalo,  or  for  offi- 
cers of  a  village  or  town  to  be  elected  at  a  different  time  from  a 
general  election  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  such  city,  village 
or  town,  respectively. 

In  to^\'ns  in  which  tovm  meetings  are  held  at  the  time  of  general 
elections,  certificates  of  nomination  of  candidates  for  town  oflSces 
ehall  be  in  duplicate,  odc  of  which  shall  be  filed  with  the  town 
clerk  of  the  tovvTi  in  which  such  officers  are  to  be  voted  for,  and  the 
other  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  town  is  located, 
except  that  in  the  county  of  Erie  all  such  duplicate  certificates 
of  nomination  shall  be  filed,  one  with  the  commissioner  of  elections 
and  one  wuth  the  clerk  of  the  town  in  which  such  oflScers  are  to 
be  voted  for.  All  other  certificates  of  nomination,  except  in  the 
county  of  Erie,  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
the  candidates  so  nominated  are  to  be  voted  for,  and  in  the  county 
of  Erie  all  such  certificates,  including  certificates  for  the  nomi- 
nation of  ward  and  city  officers  in  the  city  of  Buffalo,  shall  be  filed 
with  the  commissioner  of  elections. 

All  certificates  and  corrected  certificates  of  nomination,  all 
objections  to  such  certificates  and  all  declinations  of  nomina- 
tion are  hereby  declared  to  be  public  records;  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  every  officer  or  board  to  exhibit  without  delay 
every  such  paper  to  any  person  w^ho  shall  request  to  see  the 
same.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  each  such  officer  or  board  Jto 
keep  a  book  which  shall  be  open  to  public  inspection,  in  which 
shall  be  correctly  recorded  the  names  of  all  candidates  nominated 
by  certificates  filed  in  the  office  of  such  officer  or  board  or 
certified  thereto,  the  title  of  the  office  for  which  any  such  nomina- 
tion is  made,  the  political  or  other  name  and  emblem  of  the  politi- 
cal party  or  independent  body  making  such  nomination,  and 
in  which  shall  also  be  stated  all  declinations  of  nomination  or 
objections  to  nominations,  and  the  time  of  filing  each  of  the 
said  papers. 

§   128.  Timefli  of  filing  certificates  of  nomination. 

The  different  certificates  of  nomination  shall  be  filed  within 
the  following  periods  before  the  election  for  which  the 
nominations  are  made,  to  wit:  Those  required  to  be  filed  with 
the  secretary  o£  state,  if  party  nominations,  at  least  thirty  and 
Ikot  mdre  than  forty  days;  if  independent  nominations^  ^t 
Ims^   tweaa^jr-Jire   and  iwt   more   tihan   ioxtj    ^^sj^S  XJaa'ss^  ^^, 
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quired  to  be  filed  with  the  county  clerk,  or  the  board  of  elections 
©f  the  city  of  Xow  York,  or  with  the  city  clerk  of  any  other  city, 
or  with  the  commissioner  of  elections  of  Erie  county,  if  party 
nominations,  at  least  twenty-five  and  not  more  than  thirty-five 
days;  if  iiidepondent  nominations,  at  least  twenty  and  not 
more  than  thirty-five  days;  tliosa  required  to  be  filed  with  a 
lown  or  village  clerk,  if  party  nominations,  at  least  fifteen  and 
not  more  than  twenty  days;  if  independent  nominations,  at 
least  ten  and  not  more  than  twenty  days;  except  that  iu 
towns,  other  than  in  the  county  of  Erie,  where  towTi  meetings 
ire  held  at  the  time  of  general  elections,  certificates  of  nomina- 
tion for  town  officers  shall  be  filed  with  the  town  and  countv 
elcn-ks  within  the  time  required  Uy  this  section  for  the  filing 
of  certificates  of  nomination  with  the  county  clerk,  and  in  the 
founty  of  Erie  such  certificates  shall  be  filed  with  the  commis- 
sioner of  deletions  and  the  town  clerks  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  tliirtv  davs  before  the  day  of  election. 

In  case  of  a  s})ecial  election  ordered  by  the  governor  under  tlie 
provi.'^ions  of  section  Iwo  hundred  and  ninety-two  of  this  chapter, 
the  eertilicates  of  nuniination  for  the  office  or  offices  to  be  fillcl 
at  <iieh  s])ecial  election  shall  be  filed  with  the  proper  officers  "r 
luards  not  less  than  fifteen  days  before  such  special  election. 

§  129.  Certification  of  nominations  by  secretary 
of  state.  The  secretary  of  state  shall,  fourteen  davs  before  the 
tlectioii,  eertifv  to  the  countv  clerk  of  each  countv,  excei»t 
the.  eon  lit  V  (»f  Erie  and  those  counties  the  whole  of  which 
is  within  the  citv  of  Xew  York,  and  to  the  board  of 
elections  of  the  citv  of  Xew  York,  and  to  the  commissioner  of 
elections  of  the  county  of  Erie,  the  name,  residence  and  place  of 
business,  if  any,  of  each  candidate  nominated  in  any  certificate 
Fo  filed  f«»r  whom  the  voters  of  anv  such  countv  or  said 
city,  r(<neetive]y,  may  vote,  the  title  of  the  office  for  which 
he  is  nominated,  the  ])arty  or  other  political  name  specified  iu 
such  eeriiticate,  and  the  emblem  or  device  chosen  to  represent 
an<l  distinguish  the  candidates  of  the  political  party  or  inde- 
pendent body  making  such  nominations. 

§  130.   Publication  of  noniinations.     At  least  six  davs 

before  an  ekction  to  fill  any  public  office  the  county  clerk  of 

each  county,  except  those  counties  which  are  wholly  within  the 

city  of  iVew  York,  and  the  co\nity  of  Erie,  and  in  the  county  of 

Erie  the  commissioner  of  electVoiia,  Ai«S\.  Qi^\xaft>\ft\sfe\fK&Kalifid  in 
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not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  four  newspapers  within  snci 
county,  one  of  which  shall  be  a  daily  newspaper,  if  a  daily  news- 
paper is  published  in  such  county,  and  in  any  county  having  one 
hundred  thousand  or  more  inhabitants,  adjoining  a  city  having  a 
population  of  one  million  or  more,  in  not  less  than  six  nor  more 
than  ten  newspapers,  a  list  of  all  nominations  of  candidates  for 
offices  other  than  town  offices  to  be  filled  at  such  election,  certified 
to  such  officer  by  the  secretary  of  state,  or  filed  in  the  office  of  such 
officer.  The  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall, 
within  the  same  time  before  an  election  to  fill  any  public  office, 
cause  to  be  published  in  two  newspapers  published  in  each  borotigh 
within  such  city  a  list  of  the  nominations  of  candidates  for  office 
to  be  voted  for  at  such  election  in  such  boroughs  respectively, 
which  were  certified  to  such  board  by  the  secretary  of  state,  or 
filed  in  the  office  of  such  board,  and  in  the  borough  of  Brooklyn 
the  board  of  elections  shall  cause  such  publication  to  be  made  in 
the  newspapers  designated  as  corporation  newspapers  of  said 
borough. 

Such  publication  shall  contain  the  name  and  residence,  and  if 
in  a  city,  the  street  number  of  the  residence  and  place  of  business, 
if  any,  and  the  party  or  other  designation  of  each  candidate,  and  a 
fac  simile  of  the  emblems  or  devices  selected  and  designated  as  pre- 
scribed by  this  article,  to  represent  and  distinguish  the  candidates 
of  the  several  political  parties  or  independent  bodies.  The  city 
clerk  of  each  city  except  Xew  York  and  Buffalo,  and  the  board  of 
elections  of  the  city  of  Xew  York,  and  in  the  city  of  Buffalo  the 
commissioner  of  elections,  shall  at  least  six  days  before  an  election 
of  city  officers  thereof,  held  at  a  different  time  from  a  general 
election,  cause  like  publications  to  be  made  as  to  candidates  for 
offices  to  be  filled  at  such  city  election  in  a  like  number  of  news- 
papers published  in  such  city. 

One  of  such  publications  shall  be  made  in  a  newspaper  which 
advocates  the  principles  of  the  political  party  that  at  the  last 
preceding  election  for  governor  cast  the  largest  number  of 
votes  in  the  state  for  such  office;  and  another  of  such  publications 
shall  be  made  in  a  newspaper  which  advocates  the  principles  of  the 
political  party  that  at  the  last  preceding  election  for  governor  cast 
the  next  largest  number  of  votes  in  the  state  for  such  office.  The 
officer  or  board,  in  selecting  the  papers  for  such  publications,  shall 
select  those  which,  according  to  the  best  inforinat\oia.\i^  ^^^  ci\>»\ax^^ 
have  a  large  circulation  within  such  cownt^y  ot  e\\.^.  \wtw5J^\^ 
additions]  publications,  the  officer  ox  boaxd  a\vi\W^^\^  Vcv  ^"^^^^  ^^"^ 
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object  of  giving  information,  so  far  as  possible,  to  the  voters  of 
all  political  parties.  The  officer  or  board  shall  make  such  publi- 
cation twice  in  each  newspaper  so  selected  in  a  county  or  city 
in  which  daily  nowsi)apers  are  published;  but  if  there  be  no  daily 
newspaper  published  within  the  county,  one  publication  only  shall 
be  made  in  each  of  such  newspapers.  Should  the  county  clerk 
or  other  officer  find  it  impracticable  to  make  the  publication  six 
days  before  election  day  in  counties  where  no  daily  newspaper 
is  print(Ml,  he  shall  make  the  same  at  the  earliest  possible  day 
thereafter,  and  before  the  election. 

§  131.   Lists   for   to'wn   clerks   and  aldermen.     The 

county  clerk  of  each  county,  except  the  county  of  Erie  ami 
those  counties  which  are  wholly  within  the  city  of  New  York, 
and  in  the  countv  of  Erie  the  connnissioner  of  elections,  shall  at 
least  six  davs  before  election  dav  send  to  the  town  clerk  of 
each  town,  and  to  an  alderman  of  each  ward  in  any  city  in  the 
county,  at  least  live  and  not  more  than  ten  printed  lists  for  each 
election  district  in  such  town  or  ward,  containing  the  name  and 
residence,  and  if  in  a  city,  the  street  number  of  residence,  and 
place  of  business,  if  any,  of  all  candidates  whose  certificates  of 
nomination  liave  been  filed  with  him  or  been  certified  to  him, 
aiul  the  i)arty  or  other  designation,  and  also  a  fac  simile  of  the 
emblem  or  device  ot*  each  ])olitical  party  or  independent  body  , 
nominating"  candidates  to  be  voted  for  bv  the  voters  of  ' 
thir  re^^pectivc  towns  and  wards.  Such  lists  shall  at  least 
three  days  before  the  day  of  election  be  conspicuously  posted  by 
such  town  clerk  or  alderman  in  one  or  more  public  places  in  each 
election  district  of  such  town  or  ward,  one  of  which  lists  shall 
be  so  posted  at  each  polling  place. 

§  132.    Posting     town     and    village     nominations. 

Each  town  and  village  clerk  shall  cause  at  least  ten  copies  of  a 
like  list  of  all  nominations  to  office  filed  with  him  for  an  election 
to  be  held  at  a  time  other  than  the  day  of  the  general  election, 
to  be  conspicuously  posted  in  ten  public  places  in  the  town  or 
village,  at  least  one  day  before  the  town  meeting  or  village  elec- 
tion, one  of  which  copies  shall  be  so  posted  at  each  polling  place 
of  such  town  meetim);  or  village  election. 

§   133.   Declination   of  nomination.      The  name   of  a

and  duly  acknowledged,  that  he  declines  the  nomination,  or  if 
nominated  hy  more  than  one  political  party  or  iiid<'pendent 
body,  the  name  of  a  person  so  nominated  shall  not  be  printed  on 
the  ticket  of  a  party  or  independent  body  whose  nomination  he 
shall  in  like  manner  decline.  If  the  declination  be  of  a  party 
nomination  filed  with  tlie  secretary  of  state,  such  notification 
shall  be  given  at  least  twenty-five  days,  and  if  an  independent 
nomination  at  least  twenty  days,  before  the  election.  If  the 
declination  be  of  a  party  nomination  filed  with  a  county  clerk 
or  the  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York,  or  the  com- 
missioner of  elections  of  the  county  of  Erie,  or  with  the  city 
clerk  of  any  city,  such  notification  shall  be  given  at  least  twenty 
days,  and  if  of  an  independent  nomination  at  least  eighteen 
days,  before  the  election.  If  the  declination  be  of  a  party 
nomination  filed  with  a  town  or  village  clerk,  such  notitication 
shall  be  given  at  least  ten  days,  and  if  of  an  independiait 
nomination  at  least  seven  days  before  the  election;  except 
that  a  declination  of  nomination  to  a  town  office  in  towns  where 
town  meetings  are  held  at  the  time  of  general  elections,  must  be 
filed  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk,  and  if  in  the  county  of 
Erie  in  the  office  of  the  commissioner  of  elections,  within  the 
time  required  by  this  section  for  filing  the  declination  of  nomina- 
tion to  a  county  office,  and  the  county  clerk  or  the  said  conmoiis- 
sioner  shall  forthwith  notify  the  town  clerk  in  writing  of  such 
declination. 

The  officer  to  whom  such  notification  is  given  shall  forth- 
with inform  by  mail  or  otherwise  the  committee,  if  any,

§  135.  Filling  vacancies  in  nominations.  If  a  nrimi- 
nation  i<  duly  declined,  or  the  attempt  to  nominate  at  a  primarr 
res^nlts  in  a  tie,  or  a  candidate  regularly  nominated  dies  before 
eleetion  day,  or  is  fonnd  to  be  disqualified  to  hold  the  office  for 
whieli  lie  is  nominated,  or  if  any  certificate  of  nomination  is 
fonnd  to  bo  defective  but  not  ^vholly  void,  the  committee  ap- 
point* d  on  the  face  of  such  certificate  of  nomination,  as  permitted 
l)v  srctiou^  one  hundred  and  twcntv-one  and  one  hundred  aiil 
t\v(  nrv-three  of  thi>  articles  mav  make  a  new  nomination  to  fill 
the  vjicanev  so  cn':ire<l.  or  niav  sniudv  snch  defect,  as  the  case  niiiv 
be.  l)v  makiiiir  and  tilinii'  Avith  the*  nroiicr  officer  a  certificate  settiiur 
forth  the  can-^e  nf  the  vacanev  or  the  nature  of  the  defect,  the  name

effect  as  an  original  certificate  of  nomination.  When  such  cer- 
tificate is  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state,  he  shall,  in  certifying 
the  nomination  to  the  various  county  clerks  and  other  officers, 
insert  the  name  of  the  person  who  has  been  nominated  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  previous  section,  instead  of  that  of  the  candi- 
date nominated  by  the  original  certificate,  or,  if  he  has  already 
sent  forward  his  certificate,  he  shall  forthwith  certify  to  the 
proper  clerks  and  other  officers  the  name  of  the  person  nomi- 
nated as  prescribed  by  the  previous  section,  and  such  other  fact:^ 
as  are  required  to  lx»  stated  in  such  certificate.  When  no  nomina-

^Vliencver  such  pasters  are  provided,  the  officer  or  board  fiu^ 
nishing  them  shall  certify  to  the  inspectors  of  election  in  the 
election  districts  affected  by  the  vacancy,  the  name  of  the  original 
candidate,  the  name  of  the  new  nominee,  the  title  of  the  office 
for  wliicli  the  nomination  is  made,  and  the  name  of  the  political 
party  or  independent  body  making  the  nomination,  and  shall  state 
the  number  of  pasters  furnished,  which  number  shall  be  equal  to 
the  number  of  official  ballots  furnished  for  such  district.  Upon 
the  delivery  of  said  pasters,  the  inspectors  of  election  shall  sign 
a  receipt  for  the  same,  which  receipt  shall  be  retained  by  the 
officer  or  board  furnishing  the  pasters,  and  shall  be  part  of  the 
record  of  his  or  their  office.  The  inspectors  shall  deliver  the 
paste  I's  to  the  ballot  clerks,  who  are  required  to  affix  one  of  such 
pasters  in  the  proper  place  and  in  a  proper  manner  upon  each 
official  ballot  before  said  ballot  shall  be  delivered  to  a  voter. 
When  so  affixed  to  the  official  ballot,  the  pasters  shall  be  con- 
Bidercd  as  being  j)art  of  the  official  ballot.  The  ballot  clerks  shall 
inolndc^  in  their  stat(anent  of  ballots  a  statement  showing  the 
number  of  ])asters  reetMved  by  them,  the  number  of  pasters  affixtil 
to  official  ballots  and  the  number  of  unused  past-ers  returned  by 
lliem,  the  unused  ])asters  to  be  inclosed  in  the  package  of  ballots 
not  delivered  to  voters. 

The  use  of  any  ])aster  upon  the  official  ballot  otherwise  than 
as  herein  provided  is  hereby  declared   a  felony,   punishable  by 
imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  not  less  than  one  nor  more  i 
than  five  years.

court,  justice  or  judge  may,  upon  sufficient  evidence,  and  upon 
such  notice  of  such  application,  of  not  less  than  twenty-four  hours, 
to  the  board  of  inspectors  and  such  other  persons  interested, 
as  the  court,  justice  or  judge  may  require,  order  such  inspi'ctors 
to  convene  as  a  board  of  registration  on  the  second  Saturday  before

In  all  election  districts  in  which  personal  registration 
dl  voters  is  not  required  the  register  shall  be  arranged  in  eiglit 
unns.  In  the  first  column  of  such  register  there  shall  be  e\^r 
jd  at  the  time  of  the  completion  of  s\xc\i  Teg^^\,T^\A.oTiOTi^*Ci^s.\^^ 
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day  thereof,  a  number  opposite  the  name  of  each  person  so  re^ 
tered,  commeneing  with  '*  1  ''  and  continuing  in  numerical  order. 
On  each  day  of  registration  there  shall  be  entered  in  the  second 
column  thereof  the  surnames  of  such  persons  in  the  alphabetical 
order  of  the  first  letter  thereof,  and  in  the  third  column  the  chris- 
tian names  of  such  persons  respectively.  In  the  fourth  column 
shall  be  entered  the  residence  number  or  other  designation,  and  in 
the  fifth  column  the  name  of  the  street  or  avenue  of  such  residence, 
or  a  brief  description  of  the  locality  thereof.  ^In  the  sixth  column 
shall  be  entcu'ed  the  date  on  which  the  voter- was  registered.

§  157.  Preparation  and  distribntion.  of  reg^Uitry 
lists.  In  cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes,  the  board  of  inspec- 
tors of  each  election  district  shall,  immediately  after  the  close 
of  the  last  day  of  registration,  make  and  complete  one  list 
of  all  persons  enrolled  in  their  respective  districts,  in  the 
numerical  order  of  the  street  numbers  thereof,  which 
list  shall  be  signed  and  certified  by  the  board  of  inspect- 
ors. Such  list  shall  bo  delivered  by  the  chairman  of  the  board 
of  inspectors  to  the  police  captain  of  the  precinct  in  which  the 
election  district  is  located,  or  an  oflicer  thereof,  who  shall  forth- 
with deliver  the  same,  if  in  the  city  of  New  York,  to  the  board 
of  elections,  and  if  in  the  citv  of  Buffalo  or  Rochester,  to  the  com- 
missioner  of  elections,  and  in  cities  of  the  second  class,  to  the 
county  clerk  of  the  coimty  in  which  such  city  is  located. 

The  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  the  said 
commissioner  of  elections  and  the  county  clerk  in  cities  of 
tho  second  class  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  delivery  of 
such  lists,  and  not  less  than  six  days  prior  to  the  day  of  election, 
print  in  pamphlet  form  for  each  assembly  district  or  ward  within 
such  respective  cities  not  less  than  fifty  times  as  many  copies  of 
said  list  as  there  arc  election  districts  in  such  assembly  district  or 
ward,  so  that  each  assembly  district  or  ward  pamphlet  shall  con- 
tain the  lists  of  tho  several  election  districts  in  such  assembly 
district  or  ward.  Upon  tho  written  application  of  the  chai^ 
man  of  the  executive  committee  oi  \Xie  ewxxiV^  ^^mittee  of  any 
political  party  entitled  to  a  sepaxat^*  coVx^tko.  \\:^t^  "^^  ^^^\^ 
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ballot  to  be  voted  in  such  citv  at  the  election  for  which  the 
registration  is  made,  the  said  board  and  said  oonunissioner  of 
elections  and  said  county  clerk  shall  respectively  deliver  to 
such  chairman  five  copies  of  each  assembly  district  or  ward 
pamphlet  for  each  election  district  within  such  assembly  dis- 
trict or  ward  in  such  county.  Two  pamphlets  containing  the 
lists  of  the  registered  persons  in  the  election  districts  within  his 
precinct  shall  be  furnished  to  each  police  captain  in  such  cities, 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  police  captains  to  forthwith  cause 
an  investigation  of  each  name  registered  to  be  made  and  to  report 
to  his  commanding  officer  and  in  cities  of  the  first  class  to  the 
l)oard  of  elections  or  to  the  commissioner  of  elections  any  case 
of  false  registration  found  in  his  precinct.  The  remaining 
pamphlets  so  printed  shall  be  distributed  in  the  discretion  of  the 
said  board,  and  said  commissioner  of  elections  and  said  county 
clerk,  who  shall  have  respectively  the  power  to  charge  for  each 
pamphlet  a  sum  not  exceeding  ten  cents  a  copy,  and  any  moneys 
resulting  from  the  sale  thereof  shall  be  paid  to  the  comptroller  of 
the  city  for  the  benefit  of  the  treasury  of  such  city.  The  board  of 
elections  shall  contract  for  the  printing  of  such  lists  of  registered 
voters  with  whomsoever  it  may  seem  to  said  board  to  be  moat 
advantageous  to  so  contract,  but  such  contract  shall  only  be  awarded 
after  proper  public  notice  and  to  the  lowest  bidder.

§  158.  Registration  in  cities  and  in  villages  of  five 
tlionsand  inhabitants.  In  cities  and  in  villages  having  five 
thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  the  names  of  such  persons  only 
as  personally  appear  before  the  inspectors,  and  who  are  or  who 
will  be  at  the  election  for  which  the  registration  is  made,  qualified 
voters,  shall  be  registered  for  a  general  election,  except  that  when- 
ever any  election  district  in  a  village  having  five  thousand  inhabit- 
ants or  more  shall  embrace  within  its  boundaries  territory 
without  the  limits  of  such  village,  the  inspectors  shall,  at  their  first 
meeting  for  registration  for  a  general  election,  place  upon  such 
register  the  names  of  all  persons  appearing  on  the  re^s^to^T  ot  tXsa 
last  preceding  general  election  who  resided  va^SoLOvsA.  ^^  \\Tci^'^  ^^ 
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^^ucll  villnirc  Init  within  the  election  district  and  who  voted  at  such 
last  pr(  ceding  general  election,  except  the  names  of  such  voters  as 
iwr  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  inspectors  to  have  ceased  M 
be  voters  since  such  general  election  or  to  have  moved  within  the 
limits  of  sueli  village.  They  shall  also  place  upon  such  register, 
at  their  tirst  and  siil)sequent  meetings,  the  names  of  all  other 
l)ersr.ns  known  or  ])roven  to  their  satisfaction  to  be  then  or  there 
aft(  r  entitled  to  v(»te  at  the  election  who  reside  within  such  elfH> 
tion  district  but  without  the  limits  of  such  city  or  village. 

§  159.  Reg:lstration  elsewhere.  At  the  first  meeting  for 
registration  in  any  election  district  where  only  two  meetings  for 
the  n  gist  ration  of  voters  are  held  for  any  general  election,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  one  hundred  and  fifty  of  this  article,  the  inspec- 
tors shall  ])lace  upon  the  register  the  names  of  all  persons  who 
vot(  (1  at  th(»  last  preceding  general  election,  as  shown  by  the  regis- 
ter or  ])oll  l)ook  of  such  election,  except  the  names  of  such  voters 
as  are  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  such  inspectors  to  have  ceased 
to  be  voters  in  such  district  since  such  general  election,  and  al'^) 
at  said  first  nie(»ting  and  at  the  second  meeting,  they  shall 
])laee  on  the  register  the  names  of  all  persons  known  or  proven  to 
the  satisfaction  of  iho  inspeetors  to  be  then  or  thereafter  entitled 
to  vote  at  the  election  for  which  such  registration  is  made. 

§  160.  Registration  for  other  than  general  elec- 
tions.      At     the    uKcting    of    the    board    of    inspectors    in   a 

eitv  or  villaae  ha  vino;  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  for 
r-'vising  and  eorrtcting  the  register  for  any  election  other  than 
a  general  election,  the  inspectors  shall  retain  upon  the  register 
of  their  rcs])eetive  districts  the  names  of  all  persons  qualified 
to  vote  at  such  election  in  such  district  which  appear  upon  the 
register  of  voters  for  the  last  preceding  general  election  in  such 
election  district,  except  the  names  of  such  voters  as  are  proven  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  in>pectors  to  have  ceased  to  be  voters  of 
sucli  district  since  their  names  were  plact^l  upon  such  register, 
and  shall,  at  such  meeting,  add  only  to  such  register  the  names  of 
th(»  jX'rsons  qualified  as  voters  who  diall  jx^rsonally  appear  before 
the  board.  Tf,  however,  such  voter  resides  within  such  election 
<listriet  but  without  the  limits  of  such  village,  his  name  shall  he 
]daced  upon  such  register,  if  it  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  such 
board  that  he  is  entitled  to  vote  therein. 

In  cities  of  the  first  class  any  voter  who  was  registered  in  an 

elpction  district  of  such  city  at  tlie  last  preceding  general  election, 

and  who  since  that  time  slkaW  "have  tcu\on^^  vqXq  ^lassKJsv^^  ^\^tion 
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district  in  the  same  city,  and  who  is  otherwise  qualified  to  vote  at 
such  special  election,  shall,  upon  demand,  receive  from  the  board 
of  inspectois  of  the  district  in  which  he  was  registered  for  sucli 
last  preceding  general  election  a  certificate  duly  signed  by  the  said 
board  of  the  fact  that  his  name  w^as  upon  such  register  and 
has  been  erased  therefrom  because  of  such  removal,  and  his  name 
shall  thereupon  be  erased  from  such  register.  Upon  presentation 
of  such  certificate  by  the  voter  to  the  board  of  inspectors  of  the 
election  district  in  which  he  resides,  his  name  shall  be  placed 
upon  the  register  for  such  district.  The  inspectors  must  note  upon 
the  register  opposite  the  name  of  such  voter  the  fact  of  such  re- 
moval, specifying  the  election  district  from  which  he  has  removed. 
They  shall  carefully  attach  such  certificate  to  the  register. 

No  voter  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  placed  upon  the 
register  of  an  election  district  for  any  election  other  than  a  gen- 
eral election,  while  his  name  shall  appear  upon  the  register  of 
another  district  to  be  used  at  such  election. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  this  provision  is  guilty  of  a 
felony,  and  upon  conviction  shall  bo  punished  by  imprisonment 
in  a  state  prison  for  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five  years* 

In  all  election  districts  other  than  in  cities  or  in  villages  of  five 
thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  the  board  of  inspectors  in  preparing 
for  an  election  other  than  a  general  election  shall  add  to  the  register 
for  the  last  preceding  general  election  the  names  of  such  voters 
as  they  know  are  or  are  satisfied  by  proof  will  be,  on  the  day  of 
such  election,  entitled  to  vote  thereat,  and  shall  strike. therefrom 
the  names  of  all  persons  who  are  known  or  are  proven  to  their 
satisfaction  to  have  ceased  to  be  qualified  voters  of  such  election 
district. 

§  161.   Registration  for  town  or  village  elections. 

Ko  registration  of  voters  shall  be  required  for  town  or  village 
elections,  except  that  w^hen  a  towm  or  village  election  is  held  at 
the  same  time  with  a  general  election  all  voters  in  such  town  or 
village  to  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  town  or  village  election  must 
be  registered  as  provided  by  law  for  the  registration  of  voters  for 
any  general  election  in  such  town  or  village. 

§  162.   Qualiflcations  of  voters.    A  person  is  a  qualified 
voter    in    any    election    district    for    the    purpose    of    having 
his  name  placed  on  the  register  if  he  is  or  will  be  on  the  day  of 
the  electioB  quali£ed   to  vote  at  the  election  Iot  ^\v\^  'S^^S^^ 
registration    is   made.      A    qualified    voter    \a    «k.    txv^^    ^\\\Ti^^ 
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who  is  or  will  be  on  the  day  of  election  twenty-one  years  of  age^ 
and  who  has  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  state  for  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding the  election,  and  for  the  last  four  montha  a  resident  of  the 
county,  and  for  the  last  thirty  days  a  resident  of  the  election  dis- 
trict in  which  he  offers  his  vote.  If  a  naturalized  citizen, 
he  must,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  provisions,  have  been 
naturalized  at  least  ninety  days  prior  to  the  day  of  election. 

§  163.  Gaining  or  losing  a  residence.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  registering  and  voting  no  person  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  gained  or  lost  a  residence  by  reason  of  his  pres- 
ence or  absence  while  employed  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  nor  while  engaged  in  the  navigation  of  the  waters  of  this 
state,  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of  the  high  seas;  nor  while  a 
student  of  any  seminary  of  learning ;  nor  while  kept  at  any  alms- 
house, or  other  asylum,  or  institution  wholly  or  partly  sup- 
ported at  public  expense  or  by  charity;  nor  while  confined  in 
any  public  prison.  Any  person  claiming  to  belong  to  any 
class  of  persons  mentioned  and  referred  to  in  this  section 
shall  file  with  the  board  of  inspectors  at  the  time  of  registration 
a  written  statement  showing  where  he  is  actually  domiciled,  his 
business  or  occupation,  his  business  address,  and  to  which  class 
he  claims  to  belong.  Such  statement  shall  be  attached  to  the 
register,  and  bo  open  for  ])ublic  inspection,  and  the  fact  thereof 
shall  be  noted  in  the  register  opposite  the  name  of  the  person  so 
registered. 

§  164.  Illiterate  and  disabled  voters.  If,  at  any  meet- 
ing for  the  registration  of  voters,  any  person  entitled  to  be 
registered  and  of  whom  personal  registration  is  required  shall 
declare  to  the  board  of  inspectors  at  the  time  he  applies 
for  registration  that  he  is  unable  to  write  by  reason 
of  illiteracy,  or  that  he  will  be  unable  to  prepare  his 
ballot  without  assistance  by  reason  of  blindness,  or  of  such  de- 
gree of  blindness  as  will  prevent  him,  with  the  aid  of  glasses,  from 
seeing  the  names  printed  upon  the  official  ballot,  loss  of  both  hands, 
or  such  total  inabilitv  of  both  hands  that  he  can  not  use  either  hand 
for  ordinary  purposes,  or  that  he  will  be  unable  to  enter  the  voting 
booth  without  assistance  by  reason  of  disease  or  crippled  condi- 
tion, the  nature  of  which  he  must  specify,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  board  of  inspectors  to  administer  an  oath  to  such  person 
ia  tb'e  following  language,  nameVy*.  *'Xow  ^o  ^ctoa^^  ^r^oar  (or 
amrm)  that  yon  will  bo  unaVAo  to  ipw^^t^  l^wct  ^»afi^  ^^^n5s» 
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assistance,  because,"  and  after  the  word  "  because,"  continuing 
with  a  statement  of  the  specific  disease  or  crippled  condition  as- 
signed by  the  person  as  the  cause  of  his  alleged  disability,  and  the 
said  inspectors  and  each  of  them  shall  make  a  note  upon  the 
register  of  each  instance  in  which  sucli  oath  is  administered,  and 
of  the  cause  or  reason  30  assimed. 

§  165.   Change  of  residence  ivithin  election  district. 

If  any  vot(»r  after  being  registered  shall  change  his  place  of  resir 
dence  within  the  same  election  di-^trict,  he  may  appear  before  the 
board  of  inspectors  of  sueh  district  on  any  day  of  registration,  or 
on  the  day  of  election,  and  state  under  oath  that  he  has  so  changed 
his  residenc(\  and  the  board  of  inspectors  shall  thereupon  make 
the  pro])er  correction  upon  the  register  of  such  district. 

§  166.  Registration  days  not  holidays.  Xo  part  of  a 
(lav  fixed  f<»r  the*  rei»i>t ration  of  voters  shall  be  dei^med  a  holiday 
so  as  to  affret  any  meeting  or  ])roeeediug  of  the  b<»ard  c>f  inspectors 
for  reiristratir.n. 

§  167.   Preparation  of  challenge  a£B.davits.     The  sec- 
retary   of    state    shall    ])repare    and    cause    to    be    printed    on 
good  writing  pa])er  in  l)ook  form  wherever  he  deems  it  desirable 
for   the  1)est   interests  of  the  state,   at  least  one  hundred  blank 
challenge  affidavits  for  each  election  district  in  cities  and  at  least 
fiftv  such  blanks  for  each  election  district  outside  of  cities  and 
shall    transmit    I0    each    eouutv    clerk,    board    or    other    officer 
to    whom    or    which    he    is    recpiired    to    deliver   the   register   of 
voters,  at  the  same  lime  and  in  the  sauie  manner  as  such  register 
of  voters  is  transmitteil,  a  >ntticir'nt  number  of  >n(*h  books  of  blank 
challenge  affidavits  as  shall  j)rovi(le  one  such  book  for  each  board 
of  inspectors  in  each  county,  and  such  olKcers  shall  tran«^mit  the 
said  books  to  the  res])ecrive  boards- of  inspectors  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  at  the  same  time  as  the  rcaister  of  voters.

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§  171.  Duplicate  book  of  challense  affidavits.  Tlie 
secretary  of  ^tate  shall  also  furnish  for  each  election  district 
within  the  metropolitan  elections  district  a  duplicate  book  of  chal- 
lenge affidavits  but  without  the  stubs;  each  of  which  affidavits 
sliall  be  printed  with  the  words  "  official  copy  of  "  above  the  wordi 
*'  challenge*  affidavit"  printed  thereon,  and  there  shall  be  printed 
upon  the  outside  cover  of  each  such  book  the  words  **  copy  book 
of  ehalleuire  affiilavits,''  together  with  proper  instructions  to  the 
ius^peetors  of  election  regarding  the  same  as  herein  provided.  Such 
duplicate  books  of  challenge  affidavits  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
boards  of  ins])eetors  of  election  within  the  metropolitan  dec- 
ti(»us  district  at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
original  book  of  challenge  affidavits.

§   174.    Production    of    naturalization    papers.      It 

shall  be  the  duty  of  every  naturalized  citizc^n  before  being 
registered  to  produce  to  the  inspectors,  if  any  inspector  shall 
require,  his  naturalization  papers  or  a  certified  copy  thereof  for 
flieir  inspection,  and  to  make  oath  before  them  that  he  is  the  per- 
son purporting  to  have  been  naturalized  by  the  papers  so  produced, 
unless  such  citizen  w^s  naturalized  previous  to  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-seven.

No  person  who  has  been 
convicted  of  a  felony  shall  have  the  right  to  register  for  or  vote  at 
any  election  unless  he  shall  have  been  pardoned  and  restored  to 
the  rights  of  citizenship. 

§  176.  Certification  of  register.  At  the  close  of  each 
meeting  for  the  registration  of  voters,  for  a  general  or  other  elec- 
tion in  a  city,  or  in  an  election  district  wholly  within  a  village  hav- 
ing five  thousand  inhabitants  or  more,  the  inspectors  shall  append 
to  each  book  of  registration  their  certificate  to  the  effect  that  such 
register  as  it  now  is,  comprising  (here  insert  the  number)  names, 
is  a  true  and  correct  register  of  the  names  and  residences  of 
all  the  voters  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election  in  such  district,

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names  and  places  of  residence  contained  therein  are  the  names  and 
plac<38  of  residence  given  by  the  persons  registered  respectively. 

At  the  close  uf  each  meeting  for  the  registration  of  voters 
for  a  general  or  other  election  elsewhere  than  in  a  city,  or 
in  a  district  wholly  within  a  village  having  five  thousand  inhabit- 
ants or  more,  the  inspectors  shall  append  to  each  book  of  registra- 
tion a  certificate  to  the  effect  that  such  register  as  it  now  is,  com- 
prising (here  insert  the  number)  names,  is  a  true  and  correct 
register  of  all  voters  qualified  to  vote  at  such  election  in  such  dis- 
trict who  liavo  ])ersoiia]ly  applied  for  registration,  or  whose  names 
the  board  was  ro(|iiired  by  law  to  place  thereon. 

Each  such  certificate  shall  be  signed  by  all  the  inspectors, 
but  in  case  one  iiis|Hctor  required  to  sign  such  certificate 
shall  fail  for  any  reason  ?<►  to  do,  he  may  be  required  by  the 
officer  with  whom  such  register  is  filed  to  sign  such  register  at  a 
subsequent  date.

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§  178.  Custody  and  filing  of  registers  after  registra- 
tion in  cities  of  first  class.  In  cities  of  the  first  class,  at 
the  close  of  the  last  day  of  registration,  the  chairman  of  the  -hoard 
of  inspectors  shall  take  from  an  inspector  of  opposite  political 
faith  from  himself,  the  register  of  voters  made  hv-  such 
inspector,  and  deliver  it  to  the  police,  who  forthwith  shall  file 
the  same,  if  in  the  city  of  New  York,  with  the  board  of  elections 
in  the  borough  of  Manliattan,  and  with  the  chief  clerk  of  the 
branch  office  of  the  board  of  elections  in  each  other  bor- 
ough, and  if  in  any  other  citv,  with  the  commissioner  of  elections. 
Such  registers  so  filed  shall  be  a  part  of  the  records  of  the  offices 
in  which  they  are  filed.  The  tw^o  other  inspectors  of  opposite 
political  faith  from  each  other  shall  retain  their  respective  regis- 
ters of  voters  for  use  on  election  da  v.  All  reo;isters  of  voters  shall 
at  all  reascmable  hours  bo  accessible  for  public  examination  and 
making  copies  thereof,  and  no  charge  of  any  kind  shall  be  made 
for  such  examination  or  for  allowing  any  voter  to  make  a  copy 
thereof.

In  all  election  districts 
other  than  in  citic*s  of  the  first  class,  one  copy  of  the  register  used 
on  election  day  by  the  inspectors  shall  within  twenty-four  hours 
after  the  close  of  the  election  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  town  or 
citv  clerk  of  the  town  or  citv  in  which  such  election  district  is 
and  the  other  co])ies  with  the  county  clerk  except  in  the  coiintv 
of  Erie,  and  in  the  county  of  Erie  with  the  commissioner  of  elec- 
tiofi:;;.

A  conimissioner  of  elections  may  be  removed  from  office  by 
Iho  gi'vcriior  for  cause  in  the  same  manner  as  a  sheriff.

All  books,  documents, 
papers,  records  and  election  appliances  or  appurtenances  held  or 
used  by  or  under  the  control  of  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  county 
of  Erie  or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof  or  therein,  and  re- 
lating to  or  used  in  the  conduct  of  general,  special  or  primary 
elections,  shall,  upon  request  of  the  commissioner  of  elections,  he 
transferred  to  the  care,  custodv  and  control  of  such  commissioner. 

§  214.  Deputy  commissionery  secretary  and  em- 
ployees; salaries.  The  commissioner  of  elections  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint  a  deputy  commissioner  of 
elections  who  shall  not  be  a  member  of  the  same  political  party  as 
himself  or  of  the  same  political  opinion  upon  state  and  national 
questions,  who  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  said  commissioner 
of  elections  shall  prescribe,  and  also  a  secretary  to  the  cotiimis- 
sioner,  who  shall  each  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  said  •cmn- 
missioner,  and  such  employees  as  the  board  of  supervisors  of  Erie 
county  shall  by  resolution  from  time  to  time  authorize,  and  such 
employees  shall  receive  such  salaries  and  compensation  as  the  said 
board  of  supervisors  shall  by  resolution  fix  and  determine.  Each 
of  such  employees  shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  commissioner 
of  elections  shall  prescribe  and  shall  each  hold  office  at  the  pleas- 
ure' of  the  said  commissioner.  The  salary  of  the  commissianeir  of 
elections  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  of  the 
deputy  commissioner  of  elections  two  thousand  dollars  per  abhum. 
The  salary  of  the  secretary  to  the  commissioner  shall  be  fbwd  by 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  Erie  county  uot  to  ^:&cfife^  ovi^  >5okSssy- 
aand  £ve  hundred  dollars  per  annum.    8uc\i  liaV^Tve^  ^^>ifc  \«v^^ 
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in  the  same  iiianncr  as  the  salaries  of  officers  of  the  county  of 
Erie  are  paid. 

§  215.  Notices  from  secretary  of  state.  All  notices 
which  are  now  or  which  hereafter  may  be  required  by  law 
to  bo  given  l)y  the  ^ieeretary  of  state  to  any  officer  of  the  county 
of  Erie  or  of  any  political  subdivision  thereof  or  therein,  relating 
to  the  holding  of  any  election,  and  stating  the  officers  to  be  elected 
thereat  or  the  questions  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  people  thereat, 
shall  be  eoninumicated  by  the  secretary  of  state  to  the  commis- 
sioner of  elections  of  the  county  pf  Erie. 

§  216.  Documents  required  to  be  filed  -witli  comniis- 
sioner.  All  certificates  of  n<unination  for  offices  to  be  voted 
for  by  the  voters  of  the  county  of  Erie  or  flny 
political  subdivision  thereof  or  therein,  at  any  election  to  which 
this  article  applies,  all  declinations  of  nominations  for  office, 
all  certificates  of  nomination  to  fill  vacancies  caused  by  such 
declinations  or  by  death,  all  statements  of  candidates'  expenses  of 
election  and  all  rules  and  regulations  of  political  parties  otherwise 
required  by  law  to  be  filed  with  any  officer  of  the  coimty  of  Erie 
or  any  political  subdivision  thereof  or  therein,  shall  be  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  couiniissioner  of  elections,  hereby  established, 
and  th(»  coniinissioner  of  elections  is  hereby  designated  as  the 
(Mistodian  of  primary  records  for  the  county  of  Erie  or  such  politi- 
cal subdivisions  thereof  to  which  article  three  of  this  chapter 
aj)plies  or  may  hereai*t(M*  a])ply,  and  the  said  commissioner 
of  elections  shall  also  be  the  secretary  of  the  county  board  of  can- 
vassers. 

§  217.  Expenses  of  commissioner.  All  supplies  or 
election  ai>pliances  to  be  used  or  furnished  by  the  commissioner 
of  elections  for  election  pur]:)oses  shall  be  purchased  by  such 
commissioner,  who  is  also  herebv  authorized  to  cause  all  neces- 
sary  repairs  and  alterations  to  bo  made  in  the  same.  All  ex- 
])enses  for  snj^plies,  advertising,  posting  and  circulation  of 
election  notices  and  printing  lists  of  registered  voters,  and  other 
expenses  arising  from  the  conduct  of  elections  in  the  county  of 
Erie,  or  in  any  political  subdivision  thereof  or  therein  to  which 
this  article  applies,  incurred  by  or  under  the  direction  of 
the  commissioner  of  elections,  except  the  compensation  of  in- 
spectors of  election,  poll  clerks  and  ballot  clerks,  shall  hereafter 
be  a  charge  against  the  county  oi.  "EVie  ot  \V^  ^ci\\lv»il  subdivision 
tbcT^  4  or  therein,  as  specifted  m  \\v^^  eV^L^V^T,  ^TA^iSS.\fe^v 
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tified  by  the  commissioner  of  elections  and  bo  audited  and  paid 
as  are  other  claims  against  the  said  county. 

§  218.  Apportionment  of  expenses.  The  commissioner 
of  elections  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  De- 
cember in  each  year,  certify  to  the  clerk  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors of  Erie  county  the  total  amount  of  the  exi)enses  of  his  said 
office,  including  salaries,  for  the  preceding  year,  and  shall  certify 
to  said  clerk  the  portion  of  said  expenses  which,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  law,  are  to  be  borne  by  the  county  of  Erie  and  the 
portion  thereof  which,  imder  the  provisions  of  law,  are  to  be 
borne  by  the  city  of  Buffalo  or  the  city  of  Tonawanda,  and-  the 
several  towTis  in  the  county  of  Erie,  and  the  said  clerk  of  the 
board  of  supervisors,  in  spreading  upon  the  assessment  rolls  the 
taxes  to  be  levied  upon  the  taxable  property  in  the  city  of  Buffalo 
and  the  city  of  Tonawanda,  shall  include  in  the  amount  spread, 
the  amounts  certified  by  said  commissioner  to  bo  borne  by  the 
city  of  Buffalo  and  the  city  of  Tonawanda,  respectively,  and  in 
the  amount  spread  upon  the  assessment  rolls  of  taxable  property 
in  the  several  towns  or  other  political  subdivisions,  the  amount 
BO  certified  by  said  commissioner  to  be  borne  by  the  said  towns 
or  political  subdivisions,  respectively. 

§  210.  Filing  of  statements  of  eanvass,  tally  sbeets 
and  poll  books.  The  several  boards  of  inspectors  of  election 
in  the  county  of  Erie  shall,  upon  the  completion  of  the 
canvass  of  any  general  or  special  election,  to  which  this 
article  applies,  make  and  sign  an  original  statement  thereof  and 
two  certified  copies  of  the  same,  in  the  manner  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  sections  three  hundred  and  s^^venty- 
three  and  three  hundred  and  seventy-six  of  this  chapter.  One  of 
such  certified  copies  and  one  tally  sheet  shall  be  filed  forthwith 
by  one  inspector  deputed  for  that  purpose,  with  the  clerk  of  the 
town  or  the  clerk  of  the  city  of  Buffalo  or  the  clerk  of  the  city  of 
Tonawanda,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  one  certified  copy  thereof 
filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  of  Erie.  The  original  statement 
of  the  result  of  the  canvass,  together  with  one  tally  sheet,  the  void 
and  protested  ballots,  and  any  and  all  other  packages  and  docu- 
ments required  by  law  to  be  filed  by  a  board  of  election  inspect- 
ors, except  the  certified  copies  of  statement  of  canvass,  poll  lists 
and  one  tally  sheet,  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  com- 
pletion of  such  canvass,  be  filed  by  the  chairman  of  each  board  of 
inspectors  with  the  commissioner  of  e\ect\o"aa. 
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The  poll  books  for  the  several  election  districts  of  the  city  of 
Buffalo  shall  be  filed  by  the  board  of  election  inspectors  or  the 
chairman  thereof,  with  the  commissioner  of  elections.  The  pcffl 
books  for  the  several  election  districts  in  the  city  of  Tonawanda 
shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  of  Tonawanda,  and  those  of  the 
several  towns  of  Erie  county  with  the  town  clerks,  respectively. 

The  commissioner  of  elections  shall,  within  ten  days  after  any 
general  or  special  election,  cause  tabulated  statements  of  the  re- 
sult of  such  election  to  be  made  and  certified,  one  of  which  shall 
be  filed  witli  the  commissioner  of  elections,  one  with  the  clerk  of 
the  county  of  Erie  and  one  each  wuth  the  clerk  of  the  city  of 
Buffalo  and  the  clerk  of  the  city  of  Tonawanda,  so  far  as  they 
shall  relate  to  the  election  of  city  or  ward  officers  voted  for,  or 
propositions  submitted  and  voted  upon,  at  snch  election  in  each 
city,  respectively. 

The  connnissiouor  of  electious  shall  retain  in  his  possession 
all  registers  of  voters,  enrollment  books  and  poll  books 
filed  in  his  office,  for  two  years  subsequent  to  the  election  at 
which  they  are  used,  at  the  expiration  of  which  period  he  i3 
authorized  to  sell  or  destroy  all  such  books  excepting  one  enroll- 
ment book  and  one  poll  book  for  each  election  district  for  each 
year. 

§  220.  Publication  of  notices.  All  notices  of  elections 
to  which  this  article  applies,  which  are  required  by  law  to  he 
published,  advertised  or  p>st('d  in  the  county  of  Eri(>  or  any 
politii'al  subdivision  thereof  or  therein,  shall  be  published,  advo^ 
tised  or  post(^d  by  the  commissioner  of  elections, 

§  221.  Construction  of  article.  Nothing  in  this  article 
shall  be  construed  to  aflFect  or  limit  the  powers  of 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  Erie  county,  or  the  board  of  alder 
men  of  the  city  of  Buffalo,  or  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city

specified  in  this  chapter,  nor  shall  this  article  apply  to  the  election 
of  village  and  school  district  ofhcers  held  at  a  time  other  than  th( 
time  of  a  general  election  and  special  elections  for  town,  village  oi 
f:rhool  district  purposes  held  at  such  other  time,  and  elections  for 
cjfy  or  ward  officers,  or  to  vote.  \\\^0A\  \)to\so^\N\q\a  ^^Wiitted,  in 
cities  oi  tho  third  class  hdd  al  ?^w\v  oIVct  Wvaft.

pointed and  serve  as  provided  by  law,  with  respect  to  general, 
special  and  primary  elections  in  the  county  of  [Monroe  or  in  any 
political  subdivision  thereof  or  therein,  except  elections  held  at  a 
time  other  than  the  time  of  the  general  election,  of  village  and 
Bcliool  district  officers,  and  special  elections  for  town,  village  and 
school  district  purposes  held  at  such  other  time,  shall  be 
vested  in  and  imposed  upon  such  commissioner,  except 
that  inspectors  of  election  and  poll  clerks  in  and  for  the 
city  of  Rochester  shall  be  appointed  as  follows:  the  chairman  of 
the  general  committee  of  the  two  political  parties  which  at  the 
last  preceding  general  election  of  a  governor  cast  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  for  governor  shall  each,  on  or  before  the  first  day 
of  January  of  each  year,  file  with  the  commissioner  of

spcctors  of  elections  and  poll  clerks;  the  commissioner  of  elections 
fiball  thereafter  examine  each  person  whose  name  appears  on  suck 
lists  as  to  their  qualifications  for  such  offices.  Said  commissioner 
of  elections  shall  give  each  jicrson  whose  name  appears  on  such 
list  not  l(*ss  than  three  davs'  notice  of  such  examination,  whi(i 
ii(>tice  must  be  eitlier  written  or  printed  and  state  the  date,  time 
and  1)1jic('  such  examination  is  to  be  held,  and  such  notice  must 
Le  sent  either  by  mail  or  special  messenger.

§  290.  Date  of  general  eleetion;  A  general  election 
shall  he  held  annually  on  tho  Tuesday  next  succeeding  the  first 
ifondav  in  Xovember. 

§  291.  Time  of  opening  and  closing  polls.  The  pJls 
of  every  general  election,  and,  unless  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  of  every  other  election  shall  be  opened  at  six  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon  and  shall  close  at  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  There 
shall  be  no  adjournment  or  intermission  until  the  jwUs  are  closed.

])eoj)le  for  ai)i)roval  at  the  next  general  election,  after  action  by  the 
Ir^islature  in  accordance  with  the  constitution;  and  whenever  any 
such  pro])osed  amendment  to  the  constitution  or  other  proposition, 
or  ijiiostion  ])rovided  by  law  to  be  submitted  to  a  popular  vote,  shall

The  secretary  of  state  shall  cause  such  proposed  amendment  to 
the  constitution  or  other  proposition  or  question,  which  is  by  law 
to  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  the  state  at  a  general  or  special 
election,  to  be  published  for  a  like  period  before  such  ol(c- 
tion  in  newspapers  selected  in  like  manner,  together  with  a  brief 
statement  of  the  law  or  proceedings  authorizing  such  submission, 
the  fact  that  such  submission  will  be  made  and  the  reading  form  in 
which  it  is  to  be  submitted.

voters,  but  no  such  ward  or  iovni  shall  be  again  divided  iutj 
election  districts  until,  at  some  general  election,  the  numboi  of 
votes  cast  in  one  or  more  districts  thereof  shall  exceed  j^ix  hundred  ; 
and  in  such  case  the  redivision  shall  apply  only  to  the  towTJ  or 
ward  in  which  such  district  is  situated.  If  any  part  of  a  city 
shall  be  within  a  town,  the  town  board  shall  divide  into  election 
districts  toly  that  part  of  the  town  which  is  outside  of  the  city. 
No  election  district  including  any  part  of  a  city  shall  include  any 
part  of  a  town  outside  of  a  city. 

A  town  or  an  election  district  thereof,  or  ward  of  a  city 
containing  less  than  four  hundred  voters  may,  at  least 
thirty  days  before  the  appointment  of  inspectors  of  election  of 
such  town,  district  or  ward,  be  divided  into  election  districts  by 
the  board  or  other  body  charged  wit\i  svxck  3l\3l\:^  ^"Wci^  \a.  *?feRi 
judgment  of  such  board  or  body,  tlie  .convemeiv^ei  ^1  ^^  ^^iXfe^'^ 
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shall   be   i)romote(l   thereby.      The  creation,   division   or   altertr 
tion  of  an  election  district  outside  of  a  city  shall  take  effect  im- 
modiatoly,  and  on  or  before  September  first  the  town  board  shall 
appoint  four  inspectors  of  election  for  each  election  district  so 
created,     divided    or    altcr<'d,     who    shall     be    equally    divided 
between    the   two    ]>arlies    entitled   to    representation    on   boards 
of  inspectors.     If  the  creation,  division  or  alteration  of  an  election 
district  is  rendered  necessary  by  the  creation,  division  or  altera- 
tion  of  a  town,  or  ward  of  a  city,  it  shall  take  effect  immediately, 
but  a  new  town  or  ward  shall  not  be  created,  and  no  new  town 
or  ward  shall  be  subdivided  into  election  districts  between  the 
first  day  of  August  of  any  year,  and  the  day  of  the  general  elec- 
tion next  thereafter.     If  a  town  shall  include  a  city,  or  a  portion 
of  a  city,  only  such  election  districts  as  are  wholly  outside  of  the 
city  shall  be  deemed  election  districts;  of  the  town,  except  for  the 
pui'poso  of  town  meetings. 

The  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York  and  in  the 
citv  nt'  T^nffalo  tlio  commissioner  of  elections  shall  divide  such 
city  into  ('Irctiou  districts  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in 
any  yrar  whenever  necessary  so  to  do  as  herein  provided.  The 
election  di-triets  in  the  counties  within  the  citv  of  Xew  York 
shall  contain,  so  far  as  ])cssible,  five  hundred  voters,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  election  district  containing  less  than 
se\rnty-iive  volrrs,  ill  such  counties,  made  necessary  by  the

districi.  Such  election  districts  so  established  in  the  city  of  Xew 
York  shall  not  again  be  changed  until  at  some  general  election 
the  nnni1)er  ot'  r(\cistei'ed  voters  therein  shall  exceed  five 
hnndred,  except  where  changes  are  made  necessary  by  a  change 
in  the  bonndaries  of  congressional,  senate,  assembly,  aldermanie 
or  municipal  conrt  districts  or  ward  lines,  provided,  however,  that 
when  the  nuinlK*r  of  regi^t4red  voter^^  in  an  election  district  shall, 
for  two  consecutive  vears,  be  les.-,  than  two  hundred  and  fiftv.

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§  297.  Abolition,  consolidation  or  chansins  of 
election  districts  in  towns.  If  at  a  general  election  at 
which*  a  governor  is  elected,  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  gov- 
ernor in  an  election  district  in  any  town  be  less  than  four  hun- 
dred, the  town  board  of  the  town  may,  if  such  town  contains  two 
election  districts,  abolish  the  division  of  the  town  into  election 
districts,  or  if  the  town  contains  more  than  two  election  districts, 
may  annex  the  territory  of  such  district  to  one  or  more  of  the 
other  districts  therein,  in  such  manner  as  will  best  promote 
the  convenience  of  the  voters;  but  no  district  shall  be  abolished 
pursuant  to  this  section  if  thereby  in  case  of  the  abolition 
of  election  districts,  the  number  of  voters  in  the  town  will 
exceed  six  hundred,  as  indicated  by  the  last  preceding  vote  for 
governor,  or  if  thereby  in  the  case  of  the  abolition  of  an  election 
district  and  its  annexation  to  one  or  more  other  districts,  the 
number  of  voters  in  anv  new  district  so  created  will  exceed 
six  hundred,  as  indicated  by  such  vote.  An  alteration  of  election 
districts,  pursuant  to  this  section,  must  be  made  on  or  before  July 
first  in  any  year.  If  the  election  districts  in  a  town  are  abolished 
pursuant  to  this  section,  th(.*  town  board  shall,  on  or  before  Sep- 
tember first,  appoint  from  the  inspectors  of  election  in  such  \o\\n 
four  inspectors  of  election  for  the  to^vn  as  an  election  district 
who  shall  be  equally  divided  between  the  two  j^arties  entitled  to 
representation  on  boards  of  ins]>(ctors. 

If  a  town  has  been  divided  into  three  or  more  election 
districts,  and  if  at  any  general  election  at  which  a  governor  is 
elected,  the  number  of  votes  cast  for  governor  in  any  district  in 
such  iovm  does  not  exceed  three  hundred,  the  town  board  of  such 
town  may  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  succeeding,  if  it 
deems  that  the  convenience  of  voters  will  be  promoted  thereby, 
divide  such  town  into  such  number  of  election  districts  as 
it  deems  desirable,  or  change  the  boundaries  of  the  existing  dis- 
tricts, in  such  manner  that  no  district  shall  contain  more  than 
six  hundred  voters  as  indicated  by  the  last  preceding  A'ote 
for  governor.  If,  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  the  boundaries  of 
an  election  district  in  such  town  should  be  changed,  or  a  new  elec- 
tion district  is  created,  by  the  consolidation  of  two  or  more  districts 
©r  parts  of  districts,  such  creation,  division  or  alteration  shall  take 
effect  immediately,  and  the  town  board  shall  on  or  before  Septem- 
ber first  appoint  for  each  such  district  so  CT^at^d,  ot  ^'oti'^^s.A^''^ 
inspectors  of  election^  who  shall  "be  eqa«[\Vy  SanK^^^'^^^^^^'^  *^^

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Such  inspectors  of  cUx'tion  shall  hold  office  niitil  their  siiwicsson 
arc  regularly  elected  in  such  election  districts,  in  pursuance 
of  law. 

§  298.  Maps  and  certificates  of  boundaries  of 
election  districts.  When  a  ward  of  a  city  or  an  assembly 
district  within  a  city  shall  he  divided  into  two  or  more  election 
districts,  the  officers  or  hoard  creating,  dividing  or  altering  such 
election  districts  shall  forthwith  make  a  map  or  description  of 
fcuch  divisicai,  defining  it  hy  known  l)oundaries,  and  cause  sueli 
map  or  description  to  he  kept  open  for  public  inspection  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk,  and  cause  copies  thereof  to  be  posted  not 
less  than  ten  days  i)rior  to  the  first  day  of  registration  in  each 
year,  in  at  lea>t  ten  of  the  most  ])nblic  places  in  each  election  dis- 
trict so  created,  divided  or  altered,  and  shall,  prior  to  every  elec- 
tion, furnish  copiers  of  such  maj)  or  description  to  the  inspector* 
of  election  in  each  eledion  district  of  such  ward  or  assembly  dis- 
trict. The  scale  of  such  maps  shall,  so  far  as  possible,  be  uniform 
and  lar<!:e  cnouizh  to  ])ermit  the  ])rinting  of  the  street  comer  num- 
hers  of  the  blo(*k  or  Idocks  defininof  the  extreme  boundaries  of  each 
election  district  \vitliin  or  outside  the  lines  of  such  block  or 
blocks  respectively ;  and  such  street  comer  numbers  shall  be  printed 
in  or  outside  such  block  lines  u])on  said  maps,  so  that  the  lowest 
and  highest  street  numl>ers  within  the  election  district  of  every 
street  bounding  such  election  district  shall  be  plainly  sho\vii 
thereon.  The  copies  furnished  to  the  inspectors  of  election  shall 
have  printed  on  each  or  affixed  to  each  in  some  secure  way  the  list 
of  ])lace8  designated  pursuant  to  the  next  section  as  places  at 
which  the  meetings  for  the  registration  of  voters  and  the  election 
shall  be  held  during  the  year  within  such  ward  or  assembly  district 

The  officers  creating,  dividing  or  altering  an  election  district  in 
a  town  shall  forthwith  make  a  certificate  or  map  thereof,  exhib- 
iting the  districts  so  created,  divided  or  altered,  and  their  num- 
bers respectively,  and  file  the  same  in  the  county  clerk's  office  ex- 
cept in  the  county  of  Erie,  and  in  the  coimty  of  Erie  in  the  office 
of  the  commissioner  of  elections,  and  a  copy  thereof  in  the  to\\Ti 
clerk's  office,  and  cause  copies  of  the  same  to  be  posted  in  at  least 
five  of  the  most  public  places  in  each  election  district  of  such  town, 
and  the  coimty  clerk  or  commissioner  of  elections  as  the  case  may 
be^  shall,  prior  to  every  general  election,  furnish  copies  of  such 
maps  or  certificates,  to  the  mapee\oT^  of  election  in  each  election 
district  of  such  town,  provideA  bw^q.  ^^>l\otl  ^v^t«^.  ^a,  Tsat  co- 
tenninoiiB  with  the  town  lines. 
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§  299.  Designation  of  places  for  registry  and 
voting.  On  the  first  Tuesday  of  September  in  each  year,  tho 
town  board  of  each  town,  and  tlie  connnon  council  of  each  citv, 
except  BuflFalo,  and  the  board  of  tlcH'tions  of  the  city  of  Xew  York, 
shall  designate  the  j^lace  in  each  election  district  in  the  city  or  town 
at  which  the  meeting  for  the  registration  of  electors  and  the  elee- 
tion  shall  be  held  during  the  year.  In  the  city  of  Buffalo  tho 
commissioner  of  elections  shall  designate  such  places  for  registry 
and  election  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  in  each  year. 

Each  room  so  designated  shall  be  of  a  reasonable  size,  suf- 
ficient to  admit  and  comfortably  accommodate  at  least  ten 
voters  at  one  time  outside  of  the  guard-rail.  Xo  building, 
or  part  of  a  building,  shall  be  so  designated  in  any  city,  if  within 
thirty  days  before  such  designation,  intoxicating  liquors,  ale  or 
beer,  shall  have  been  sold  in  any  part  thereof.  Xo  room  shall  bo 
designated  elsewhere  than  in  a  city,  if  within  thirty  days  before 
such  designation,  intoxicating  liquors,  ale  or  beer,  shall  have  been 
sold  in  such  rooms,  or  in  a  room  adjoining  thereto,  with  a  door  or 
passageway  between  the  two  rooms. 

Xo  intoxicating  liquors,  ale  or  beer  sh:.ll  be  sold  in  such  building 
in  a  city  or  such  room  or  adjoining  room  elsewhere  after  such 
designation  and  before  the  general  election  next  thereafter,  or  bo 
allowed  in  any  room  in  which  an  election  is  held  during  the  day 
of  election  or  canvass  of  the  votes.  Any  person  or  persons  violat- 
ing the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. 

If  any  place  so  designated  shall  thereafter  and  before  the  close 
of  the  election  be  destroyed,  or  for  any  reason  become  unfit  for 
use,  or  can  not  for  any  reason  be  used  for  such  purpose,  the  officers 
charged  \vith  the  designation  of  a  place  for  such  election  shall 
forthwith  designate  some  other  suitable  place  for  holding  such 
election.  Xot  more  than  one  polling  place  shall  be  in  the  ^ame 
room,  and  not  more  than  two  polling  places  shall  be  in  tho 
same  building. 

§  300.  Equipnient  of  polling  places.     The  officers  au- 
thorized to  designate  such  places  in  any  town  or  city  shall  provide 
for  each  polling  place  at  such  election,  the  necessary  ballot  and 
other  boxes,  guard-rails,  voting  booths  and  supplies  therein,  and 
the  other  furniture  of  such  polling  place,  neceaaat^  lot  ^<5i  W^lx^V 
conduct  o£  each  election  thereat,  shall  pteaex^^  \\i^  ^«xx^<^^^J*ci^iLT^^\» 
In  use,  and  shall  deliver  all  such  ballot  and  oX^ex  \Ms$T.ea»  l<jrt  ^^ 
polling  place,  with  the  keys  thereof,  to  tVie  \Tvs^ecXoT«»  ol  ^^^  ^^ 
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tioii  district  at  least  oiie-lialf  hour  before  the  opening  of  the  polk 
at  each  election. 

§  301.  Publication  of  list  of  reg^istration  and  poll- 
ii^S  places.  The  officers  authorized  to  designate  the  registration 
aud  j)olling  places  in  any  city,  except  the  city  of  New  York,  shall 
cause  to  be  published  in  two  newspapers  within  such  city  a  list 
of  such  places  so  designated,  and  the  boundaries  of  each  election 
district  in  which  such  registration  and  polling  place  is  located. 
Sucli  })ublication  shall  be  made  in  the  newspapers  so  selected  upon 
each  day  of  registration  and  the  day  of  election,  and  on  the  day 
])rior  to  each  of  such  days.  One  of  such  newspapers  so  selected 
shall  be  one  which  advocates  the  principles  of  the  political  partv 
I)olliug  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  the  state  at  the  last  preced- 
ing election  for  governor,  and  the  other  newspaper  so  designated 
rfiall  be  one  which  advocates  the  principles  of  the  political  party 
polling  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  for  governor  at  said 
election. 

The  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  N"ew  York  shall  cause  to  be 
published  in  two  newspapers  in  each  borough  within  such  city  a 
list  of  the  registration  and  polling  places  so  designated  in  each 
borough  and  the  boundaries  of  each  election  district  therein  in 
which  such  registration  and  polling  place  is  located ;  except  that  in 
the  borough  of  Brooklyn,  such  i>ublication  shall  be  made  in  the 
newspapers  designated  to  publish  corporation  notices  therein;  aud 
except  also  that  in  the  borough  of  ^Manhattan  such  publication 
shall  be  made  in  four  daily  newspapers  ])ublished  in  the  borough  of 
Manhattan  which  advocate  the  principles  of  the  political  party 
polling  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  the  state  at  the  last  preceding 
election  for  governor,  and  also  in  four  daily  newspapers  published 
in  the  borough  of  Manhattan  which  advocate  the  principles  of  the 
political  party  polling  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  for  gov- 
ernor at  said  election,  one  of  which  newspapers  may  be  a  daily 
newspaper  published  in  the  German  language;  which  publications 
shall  include  the  list  of  such  registration  and  polling  places  and 
their  boundaries,   in  the  county  of  Xew  York.     Such  publica- 
tion shall  bo  made  in  such  newspapers  upon  each  day  of  i^istra- 
tion  and  the  day  of  election  and  on  the  day  prior  to  each  of  such 
days.     Such  publications^  shall  be  made  in  newspapers  published 
in   such   boroughs   whicli   sYiaW  T(i^^e\K^^\^   advocate  the  prin- 
eiples  of  the  political  parties  'w\ue\i  ^it  WA^^V  ^\^rj^\ts!^  v\^l\ou 
for  governor  rospoctively  eaa\  t\ie.\«iTS^^X.  w^^l^x^-^^X^^^^V^^^^!^^ 
of  votes  in  the  state  for  awch  oS\ce. 
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The  said  board  shall  also  cause  to  be  published  in  liie  City 
Record  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  registration  in  each  year  a 
complete  list  of  all  the  registration  and  polling  places  so  designated 
and  the  boundaries  of  the  election  districts  in  which  such  places 
are  located  arranged  in  numerical  order  under  the  designation  of 
the  respective  boroughs  in  which  thoy  are  located. 

Tn  selecting  the  newspapers  in  which  such  publication??  arc  to 
be  made  the  said  lx)ard  shall  keep  in  view^  the  object  of  giving  the 
widest  publicity  thereto. 

§  302.  Eleotion  officers;  desisnation,  number  and 
qualifications.  There  shall  bo  in  every  election  district  of 
this  state  the  following  election  officers,  namely,  four  inspectors, 
two  poll  clerks  and  two  ballot  clerks,  whose  term  of  office,  except 
as  hereinafter  prescribed,  shall  be  for  one  year  from  the  date  of 
their  appointment  or  election,  and  who  shall  serve  at  every  general, 
special  or  other  election  held  within  their  districts  during  such 
term.  The  term  of  office  of  inspectors  of  election  in  towus  shall 
l)e  for  two  years. 

Xo  pcr.Hon  shall  be  appointed  or  elected  an  inspector  of  I'lec- 
lion,  poll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk  who  is  not  a  qualified  voter  of 
the  county  if  within  the  city  of  New  York,  or  of  the  city  if  in 
any  other  city,  or  of  the  election  district  of  the  town  in  which  he  is 
to  serve,  of  good  character,  able  to  speak  and  read  the  English 
language  understandingly,  and  to  wTite  it  legibly,  and  who  does 
not  possess  a  general  knowledge  of  the  duties  of  the  offilce  to  which 
he  is  elected  or  appointed,  or  w^ho  is  a  candidate  for  any  office 
to  be  voted  for  bv  the  voters  of  the  district  in  w^hich  he  is 
to  serve,  or  who  has  been  convicted  of  a  felony  and  not  restored 
tn  citizenship,  or  \vh()  holds  any  public  office  except  that  of  notary 
public  or  commissioner  of  deeds,  town  or  village  assessor,  justice  of 
the  peace,  village  trustee,  water  commissioner,  officer  of  a  school 
district,  or  overseer  of  highways,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  or 
who  is  employed  in  any  public  office  or  by  any  public  officer  whoso 
services  are  paid  for  out  of  the  public  money  other  than  is  excepted 
herein. 

Each  class  of  such  officers  shall  be  equally  divided  between  the 
two  political  parties  w^hich  at  the  general  election  next  preceding 
that  for  which  such  officers  are  to  serve,  cast  the  highest  and  the 
next  highest  number  of  votes.     Where  eleeUow  o^^^t^  «:tfe  vc^ 
pointed  the  qualiBcations  required  of  t\\eTtv\i7  \)cv\^  ^^fc\AcrG.  ^'^^'^ 
determined  by  an  examination  by  or  wndeT  \\ve  AVt^^\A«^  cA.

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§  303.  Appointment  of  election  officers  in  oities. 

The  board  of  elections  of  the  citv  of  New  York  and  'the  niavor 
of  each  other  city  shall,  on  or  before  the"  first  day  of 
September  of  each  year,  select  and  appoint  election  officers  for  each 
election  district  therein,  and  may  fill  any  vacancy  which  may  occur 
before  tlie  opening  of  ilu  polls  on  election  day. 

Each  political  party  entitled  to  representation  in  any  board 
of  election  officers  may,  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  July  in 
each  year,  file  with  such  board  or  mayor  an  original  list  of  persons, 
members  of  such  party  duly  qualified  to  serve  as  election  officers, 
A  supplemental  list  of  persons  may  also  be  filed  containing  not 
more  than  ten  names  for  each  office.  Additional  supplemental 
lists  for  any  election  district  may  be  filed  at  any  time  before  the 
aj>])oiutnieuts  for  such  districts  are  made  and  certified  by 
such  board  oi  mayor  or  when  a  vacancy  shall  exist  in  the  original 
list  by  reason  of  the  disqualification,  resignation,  declination,  or 
witlidvawal  of  the  name  by  the  person  or  persons  submitting  the 
same,  of  any  ])erson  on  such  list,  and  all  appointments  shall  be 
made  from  the  original  list  if  those  named  therein  are  found 
qualified  :  if  not  so  qualified,  then  from  a  supplemental  list  so 
filed.  If  within  ten  days  after  notice  in  writing  by  the  board 
or  mayor  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  or  other  person  by 
whom  the  list  is  filed  or  authenticated,  such  chairman  or  other 
person  shall  neglect  to  file  an  additional  list,  the  board  or  mayor 
may  appoint  qualified  ])ersous,  members  of  the  party  in  default, 
to  act  as  election  officers. 

§  304.  Authentication  of  party  lists.  In  the  city  of 
Xew  York  such  li>ts  shall  be  authenticated  and  filed  bv  the  chair- 
man  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  county  committee  of  the 
l)arty  in  the  respective  counties  within  such  city;  in  other  cities, 
by  the  chairman  or  secretary  of  the  general  city  committee  of  such 
l)arty,  if  tliere  be  such  a  committee,  or  if  not,  then  by  the  chairman 
or  secretary  of  the  general  county  conmiittee  of  such  party,  if 
there  be  such  a  committee,  or  if  not,  then  by  the  corresponding 
officer  of  any  committee  ])erformiug  the  usual  functions  of  a  city 
or  county  conmiittee ;  provided,  however,  that  if  in  any  city  more 
than  one  such  list  be  submitted  in  the  name  or  on  behalf  of  the 
same  j)olitical  party,  only  that  list  can  be  accepted  which  is  au- 
flwnticatod  hy  the  proper  offvcex  oy  o??^q^^^  oi  the  faction  or  section

§  305.  Examination  as  to  qualifications.  All  per- 
sons so  proposed  for  appointment  shall  be  examined  as  to  their 
possessing  the  qualifications  required  by  section  three  hundred 
and  two  of  this  chapter  by  or  imder  the  direction  of  the  mayor 
or  board,  who  shall  give  five  days'  notice  in  writing  of  such  ea:am- 
ination  to  the  person  to  be  examined,  and  also  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  or  other  person  by  whom  the  list  is  filed. and 
authenticated,  and  such  chairman  or  other  person  may  appear 
and  be  heard  at  such  examination,  either  in  person  or  by  counsel. 
If  a  person  so  nominated  after  examination  is  found  qualified, 
Tinder  section  three  hundred  and  two  of  this  chapter,  ho  shall  be 
appointed  to  the  position  for  which  he  was  recommended.  If  a 
person  so  proposed  is  found  disqualified  after  examination,  notice 
in  writing  to  that  effect  shall  be  given  by  the  mayor  or  board  with- 
in three  days  after  such  disqualification  is  determined  by  such 
mayor  or  board,  to  the  chairman  of  the  committee  or  other  person 
by  whom  the  list  embracing  the  name  of  the  person  so  disqualified 
was  authenticated,  and  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  appoint- 
ment of  a  qualified  person  named  in  a  supplemental  list  filed  on  be- 
half of  the  same  party,  except  that  if  a  party  entitled  to  repre- 
sentation files  no  list  the  appointment  may  be  made  without  such 
list,  as  provided  in  section  three  hundred  and  three,  after  exam- 
ination. 

§  306.  Party  selection  in  the  oity  of  New  York.    In 

the  city  of  New  York  the  members  of  the  board  charged  with  the 
duty  of  appointing  election  officers,  w  ho  represent  the  same  political 
party,  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  and  be  charged  with  the  ex- 
clusive duty  of  selecting  from  the  list  submitted,  or,  in  lieu  of 
said  list,  the  members  of  such  party  who  are  to  be  appointed  as 
election  officers. 

§  307.  Oath  of  office;  certificate  of  appointment. 

Every  person  so  appointed  as  an  election  officer  shall,  within 
five  days  after  notice  of  his  appointment,  take  and  subscribe  the 
constitutional  and  statutory  oath  of  office,  ^kvAi  ^vi55L  \sfe  ^'' 
ministered,  if  in  tfie  city  of  New  York,  \>y  a  coxMoi^wsv^e^  cit^^ 
tians,  or  hy  any  clerk  or  other  employee  oi  atodiViM^  ol  ^^^JfiS^^*^ 
who  eban  be  designated  by  said  board  in  vrtitms  oNf«  ^^  €\©^^

city,  by  the  mayor  thereof  or  by  any  other  person  or  persons  desig- 
nated by  him  for  tliat  purpose;  and  all  of  said  officers,  and  all 
elrrks  or  persons  so  designated  by  them  or  him  for  that  purpose, 
»^liiill  be  and  an*  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  admini^t('^ 
such  oalh. 

Every  ])ersoii  so  sworn  as  an  election  officer  shall  receive  fl 
eertiticale  nf  appointment  and  qualification,  signed  by  the  person 
wlio  jidniiiiisiered  the  oath,  in  such  form  as  may  he  approved  bv 
the  lioard  or  mayor  by  which  or  whom  he  was  appointed,  aud 
s])eeiiyinij:  lh(»  ea])aeity  and  the  elecrtion  district  in  "which  he  13 
to  serve  and  tbe  date  of  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office. 

§  308.  Removals;  vacancies;  transfers.     Any  election 

officer  s(>  appointed  may  be  removed  for  cause  by  the  board  or 
mayor  making  the  a])])ointmont,  in  which  case  such  removal,  unless 
njade  while  siudi  otbcer  is  actually  on  duty  on  the  day  of  registra- 
tion, revision  of  registration  or  election,  and  for  improper  conduct 
as  eb'ction  officer,  shall  only  be  made  after  notice  in  writing  to  the 
officer  li»  be  renu>ve(l,  which  notice  shall  set  forth  clearlv  ami 
distinctiv  the  reasons  for  his  removal.  In  cities  of  the  first  class, 
it  shall  be  the  duly  of  the  lx>ard  or  mayor  making  the  appointment 
of  an  elceiion  othcer,  to  remove  forthwith  such  officer,  without  pre- 
ferring any  cliarges  and  without  notice  to  sucli  officer,  ui>on  the 
writttMi  request  of  the  official  of  the  political  party  who  certified 
Ihe  name  of  sucdi  election  officer  or  his  successor.  All  such 
vacancies  so  created  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
original  appointment  was  made.  Any  election  officer  who  shall 
at  any  time  bo  appointed  to  fill  a  vacancy,  which  fact  shall  be 
stated  in  bis  certificate  of  appointment,  shall  hold  office  only 
during  tbe  unexpired  term  of  his  predecessor. 

Xo  election  oflicer  shnll  be  transferred  from  one  election  district 
to  another  after  he  has  entered  upon  the  performance  of  his  duties 
and  no  eb'ction  officer  shall  serve  in  any  county  save  that  in  which 
he  shall  reside. 

§  309.  Certificates  of  service;  ezeniption  from  jury 
duty;  payment.     The  chairman  of  each  board  of  inspectors  of 

each  election  district  shall,  within  twentv-four  hours  of  anv  dec-

Ise  certificate,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdeameanor.* 
All  persons  appointed  and  serving  as  election  officers  on  any 
the  days  of  registration  or  of  election  or  of  count  of 
tes  in  cities  of  the  first  class  shall  be  exempt  from  jury  duty 
r  one  year  from  the  date  of  the  general  election  at  which  they 
rve.  Such  officers  shall  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  of  the  re- 
ective  cities  within  twenty  days  after  the  election  at  which  such 
icers  served,  upon  the  certificate  of  the  board  or  mayor  ap- 
inting  them. 

§  310,  Special  penalties.  Every  person  appointed  as  an 
action  officer,  failing  to  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  of  office  as 
reinbefore  prescribed  or  who  shall  wilfully  neglect  or  refuse 

discharge  the  duties  which  he  was  appointed  to  perform,  shall, 

addition  to  the  other  penalties  prescribed  by  law,  be  liable  to 
fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  by 
B  mayor  or  board  making  the  appointment,  in  a  court  of  record, 
r  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  treasury  of  such  city.  Any  elec- 
)n  officer  who,  being  removed  for  cause,  shall  fail  upon  deruand 

deliver  over  to  his  successor  the  register  of  the  voters,  or  any 
lly   sheets,   book,    paper,    ^inmorandum   or    document    relating 

the  registration  of  voters  or  the  election  in  his  possession,  so 
r  as  he  has  made  it,  shall  be  liable  to  a  like  penalty  to  be  re- 
vered in  a  like  manner  for  the  benefit  of  such  city. 

§   311.  Appointment   of  inspectors   of   election  in 

t-^niM.  Except  as  provided  in  section  two  hundred  and  ninety- 
c,  inspectors  of  election  in  towns  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
ivn  board  in  each  year  in  which  a  town  meeting  is  held  for  the 
HJtion  of  town  officers,  and  within  thirty  days  thereafter.  Such 
pointments  shall  l)e  made  from  lists  to  be  prepared,  certified 
d  filed  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided,  by  the  two  political 
rties  entitled  to  representation  on  a  board  of  election  officers. 
le  town  caucus  or  primary  held  by  each  such  political  party  for 
e  purpose  of  nominating  tow^n  officers  shall  prepare  a  list 
ntaining  the  names  of  at  least  two  persons,  qualified  to  serve  as 
specters  of  election,  for  each  election  district  in  said  town,

So  in  original. 
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ilie  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  a3  the  party  certificate  of 
n«»mination  filed  hy  said  i>arty.  From  each  of  the  two  lists  so 
filed,  the  town  board  shall  appoint  two  persons  who  possess  the 
qualifications  pres(»ribed  by  law  for  election  officers.  If  iu  any 
town  more  than  one  such  list  be  submitted  on  behalf  or  in  the 
nanio  of  the  same  ])olitical  party,  only  that  list  can  be  accepted 
which  is  e(T(itied  by  the  pro]>er  officer  or  officers  of  the  faction  of 
Mich  i>arty  which  was  recon:nized  as  regular  by  the  last  preceding 
^tate  convention  of  such  party;  or  if  no  such  convention  vaa 
held  during  the  year,  by  the  ])ro])er  officer  or  officers  of  the  faction 
of  such  ]>arty,  whii'h  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  such  list  is 
n  cognized  as  reii'ular  by  the  state  committee  of  such  party. 

Sucli  ap])«»intuient  shall  be  made  in  writing  and  filed  with  the 
ti»wn  clerk,  who  slndl  forthwith  notify  each  person  so  appointed 
of  his  ap])ointment  to  said  office,  in  the  manner  in  which  he  is 
now  by  law  re([uired  to  give  notice  to  a  person  of  his  electi<'>n 
to  a  town  office  when  his  name  does  not  appear  upon  the  p<'ll 
li^t  at  the  town  nu^'ting  at  which  he  was  elected  to  said  otli^'o. 
From  the  additional  nauK^s,  if  any,  contained  on  the  list:?  sn 
filed,  of  persons  qualified  to  stTve  as  such,  the  town  board  shnll 
appoint  inspectors  of  election  in  case  of  the  resignation,  declina- 
tion or  other  incapacity  of  persons  appointed  to  sucli  office.  If 
such  lists  contain  no  additional  names  of  such  persons,  the  to\ni 
board  shall  fill  vacancies  caused  by  such  resignation,  declination 
or  other  incapacity  by  ajipointing  persons  known,  or  proved  to 
the  satisfaction  of  a  maioritv  of  the  members  of  said  board  to  1m2 
members  of  the  same  ])olitical  party  in  which  such  vacancy  oc- 
curred. All  appointments  to  fill  vacancies  shall  be  made  in  writ- 
ing and  filed  with  the  town  clerk,  and  notices  thereof  given  by 
him  as  hereinl>efore  provided  in  the  case  of  an  original  appoint- 
ment. 

§  312.  Appointment  of  poll  clerks  and  ballot 
clerks  in  toixrns.     At  the  first  meeting  in  each  year  of  the 

board  of  inspectors  in  every  district  in  a  town,  one  poll  clerk  and    i 
one  ballot  clerk  shall  be  a]^pointed  by  the  two  inspectors  of  election 
representing  one  of  the  political  parties  entitled  to  representation 
on  such  board,  and  one  poll  clerk  and  one  ballot  clerk  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  two  inspe(»tors  representing  the  other  political 
party.     Such  appointments  ^\\a\\  be  in  writing,  signed  by  the  in- 
spectors making  the  appo\nUwow\?»  tq^^^^an^-^  ^  «cA.  ^S[\all  be  filed 
hy  them  with  the  town  cAerk  oi  \\\e  \wn\  Va.  ^V\^  ^s^^  ^5^^  \ 
district  is  situated,  and  a  copy  \\\^veoi  nnS^V  ^^  ^ijjwaNr^^ 
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)f  each  person  so  appointed  shall  be  mailed  to  the  clerk  of  the 
?onnty. 

The  poll  clerks  and  ballot  clerks  so  appointed  shall  hold  their 
)ffice  during  the  term  of  office  of  the  inspectors  appointing  them, 
»xcept  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  persons  so  appointed  as  poll 
!lerks  and  ballot  clerks  shall  be  voters  in  the  district  in  which  they 
ire  appointed  to  serve,  and  shall  possess  the  qualifications  required 
>f  snch  ofiicers  bv  section  three  hundred  and  two  of  this  article. 

If  at  the  time  of  any  election  at  which  poll  clerks  and  ballot 
clerks  are  required  to  be  present  at  the  polling  place  in  any 
?lection  district,  the  oflice  of  a  poll  clerk  or  of  a  ballot  clerk  of  such 
district  shall  be  vacant,  or  a  poll  clerk  or  a  ballot  clerk  shall  be  ab- 
sent, the  inspectors  of  election  in  such  district  shall  forthwith  ap- 
:)oint  a  person  to  fill  such  vacancy.  Such  person  so  appointed 
shall,  before  he  acts  as  such  poll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk,  take  the 
•onstitutional  and  statutory  oaths  of  office. 

§  313.   Supplying  vacancies  and  absences.     If  at  the 

:ime  of  any  meeting  of  the  inspectors  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  or 
i  any  inspectors  shall  be  absent  from  such  meeting,  the  inspector 
present  who  shall  be  a  member  of  the  same  political  party  as  the 
ibsent  inspector  shall  appoint  a  qualified  voter  of  the  district, 
tvho  shall  also  be  a  member  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  absent 
Jispector,  to  act  in  the  place  of  such  absent  inspector  for  the  whole 
>f  Uiat  day.  And  the  person  so  appointed  shall  be  paid  the  amount 
^hich  the  absent  inspector,  if  he  had  been  present,  would  have  been 
?ntitled  to  be  paid  for  his  services  upon  that  day,  and  the  ab- 
sent inspector  shall  not  be  paid  for  any  services  for  that  day. 

If  two  inspectors,  who  are  members  of  the  same  political  party, 
ihall  be  absent  from  any  such  meeting  on  election  day,  the  poll 
derk,  if  he  be  present,  and  if  he  be  absent  then  the  ballot  clerk, 
vho  is  a  member  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  absent  inspect- 
)r8,  shall  appoint  two  qualified  voters  of  the  district,-  who  shall 
)e  members  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  absent  inspectors, 
:o  act  in  the  place  of  such  absent  inspectors  for  the  whole  of 
hat  day;  and  the  persons  so  appointed  shall  be  paid  the  amounts 
iirhich  the  absent  inspectors,  if  they  had  been  present,  would  have 
yeen  entitled  to  be  paid  for  their  services  upon  that  day,  and  the 
ibsent  inspectors  shall  not  be  paid  for  any  services  for  that  day. 

If  two  inspectors,  Avho  are  members  of  the  same  political  party, 
thall  be  absent  on  any  of  the  days  of  TegvsVTSi\\OTL,>Jc^^\ii^'^^^^\«^  ^'^ 
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inspectors  present  shall  appoint  qualified  voters  of  the  district, 
who  shall  be  members  of  the  same  political  party  as  the  absent 
inspectors,  to  act  until  such  absent  inspectors,  or  their  successors 
duly  appointed  as  hereinbefore  provided,  shall  appear  and  such 
persoui^,  so  serving  temporarily,  shall  serve  without  pay. 

If,  at  any  such  time,  the  oflSces  of  all  inspectors  are  vacant,  or 
no  inspector  shall  appear  within  one  hour  after  the  time  fixed  by 
law  for  the  opening  of  such  meeting,  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
district  present,  not  less  than  teix,  may  designate  four  qualified 
voters  of  the  district  belonging  to  the  political  parties  as  speci- 
fied in  section  three  hundred  and  two,  to  fill  such  vacancies,  or 
to  act  in  the  place  of  such  inspectors  respectively,  until  the  ab- 
sent inspectors  respectively  appear. 

If  at  any  time  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  any  poll 
clerk  or  ballot  clerk,  or  if  any  poll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk  shall  be 
absent  from  such  meeting,  the  inspector  or  inspectors  present,  who 
shall  be  a  member  or  members  of  the  same  political  party  ae  the 
absent  poll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk,  shall  apiK)int  a  qualified  elector 
of  the  district,  who  shall  also  be  a  member  of  the  same  political 
party  as  the  absent  poll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Every  person  so  appointed  or  designated  to  act  as  an  inspector, 
poll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk  shall  take  the  constitutional  and  statutory 
oath  as  prescribed  by  this  chapter. 


§  314.  Organization  of  boards  of  inspectors.    Before 

otherwise  entering  upon  their  duties  the  inspectors  of  each  district 
shall  then  immediately  appoint  one  of  their  number  chairman ;  or, 
if  a  majority  shall  not  agree  upon  such  appointment,  they  shall 
draw  lots  for  that  position. 

In  all  proceedings  of  the  inspectors  acting  as  registrars,  in- 
??pec'toi-s  or  canvassers,  they  shall  act  as  a  board,  and,  in  case  of  a 
question  arising  as  to  matters  which  may  call  for  a  determina- 
tion by  them,  a  majority  of  such  board  shall  decide. 

§   315.   Preservation   of   order   by  inspectors.      AH 

meetings  of  the  board  of  inspectors  shall  be  public.

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duties  in  this  section  enjoined.  If  any  person  shall  refuse  to 
obey  the  lawful  commands  of  the  inspectors,  or. by  disorderly 
conduct  in  their  presence  or  hearing  shall  interrupt  or  disturb 
their  proceedings,  they  shall  make  an  order  directing  the  sheriff 
or  any  constable  of  the  county,  or  any  peace  or  police  officer  to  take 
the  person  so  offending  into  custody  and  retain  him  until  the 
registration  of  voters  or  the  canvass  of  the  votes  shall  be  com- 
pleted, but  such  order  shall  not  prohibit  the  person  taken  into 
custody  from  voting.  Such  order  shall  be  executed  by  any  sheriff, 
constable,  peace  or  police  officer,  to  whom  the  same  shall  be  deliv- 
ered, but  if  none  shall  be  present,  then  by  any  other  person 
deputed  by  such  board  in  writing.  The  said  board  or  any  mem- 
ber thereof  may  order  the  arrest  of  any  person  other  than  an 
election  officer  violating  or  attempting  to  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter. 

§  316.  Ballot  boxes.  There  shall  be  but  one  ballot  box 
at  each  polling  place  for  receiving  ballots  cast  for  candidates 
for  office,  which  box  shall  be  conspicuously  marked  ^'  box  for  gen- 
eral ballots."  There  also  shall  be  a  ballot  box  for  the  reception 
of  ballots  found  to  be  defective  in  printing,  or  mutilated  before 
delivery  to  voters,  and  for  ballots  spoiled  and  returned  by  voters, 
which  box  shall  be  conspicuously  marked  "  box  for  spoiled  and 
mutilated  ballots."  There  shall  also  be  a  box  for  detached  ballot 
stubs,  which  box  shall  be  conspicuously  marked  "  box  for  detached 
ballot  stubs."  If  proposed  constitutional  amendments,  or  other 
propositions  or  questions  may  be  lawfully  voted  upon  thereat, 
there  shall  be  a  separate  ballot  box  at  each  polling  place  for  the 
reception  of  ballots  upon  such  amendments  or  propositions  or 
questions,  which  box  shall  bo  conspicuously  marked  **  box  for 
questions  submitted." 

In  towns  in  which  town  meetings  arc  held  on  election  day,  an 
additional  ballot  box  shall  be  provided,  to  be  marked  "  box 
for  town  propositions,"  in  which  shall  be  deposited  ballots  cast 
on  town  propositions  and  questions.  In  towns  in  which  towTi  meet- 
ings are  held  on  election  day  in  an  even  numbered  year,  an  addi- 
tional ballot  box  shall  be  provided,  to  be  marked  "box  for  town 
ballots,"  in  which  shall  be  deposited  ballots  cast  for  candidates  for 
town  offices^  Each  box  used  for  the  reception  of  voted  ballots  shall 
be  provided  with  a  sufficient  lock  and  key,  and  with  an  opening 
in  the  top  thereof  large  enough,  and  not  \sii^^  ^Jdlwitswj  Vju^^^^s^rs^t 
eaiy  to  allow  a  single  folded  ballot  to  \ie  ^«l^W^  ^^'safc^  *v^^xss^ 
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such  opening  into  the  box.  Each  box  shall  be  large  enough  to 
properly  receive  and  hold  all  ballots  which  may  lawfully  be  de- 
posited therein  at  any  election. 

§  317.  Voting  booths  and  s^nard-raiLi.  There  shaU 
be  in  each  })ollin^  plaee  during  each  election  a  sufficient  number 
of  voting  lK)otlis,  not  less  than  one  for  every  s<»venty-tive  registered 
voters  in  the  district.  Each  such  booth  shall  be  at  least  three  feet 
square,  shall  hav(»  four  sides  inclosed,  each  at  least  six  feet  high, 
and  the  one  in  front  shall  open  and  shut  as  a  door  swinging  out- 
ward, and  shall  extend  within  two  feet  of  the  floor.  Each  such 
booth  shall  contain  a  shelf  which  shall  be  at  least  one  foot  wide, 
extending  across  one  side  of  the  booth  at  a  convenient  height  for 
writing,  and  shall  be  furnished  with  such  supplies  and  conven- 
iences inelnding  ])enclls  having  black  lead  only,  as  will  enable  the 
voters  to  conveniently  ju'cpare  their  ballots  for  voting.  Each 
booth  shall  ho  kept  clearly  lighted  while  the  im)11s  are  open,  by 
artiticial  lights  if  necessarv. 

A  guard-rail  shall  be  placed  at  each  polling  place  at  least  six 
feet  from  the  ballot  boxes  and  the  booths,  and  no  ballot  box  or 
booth  shall  be  placed  \vithin  six  feet  of  such  raiL  Each  guard-rail 
shall  be  provided  with  a  place  for  entrance  and  exit.  The  arrange- 
ment of  the  polling  place  shall  be  such  that  the  booths  can  only 
be  reached  by  passing  within  the  guard-rail,  and  that  the  booths, 
ballot  boxes,  election  officers  and  every  part  of  the  polling  place 
except  the  inside  of  the  booths  shall  be  in  plain  vie^v  of  the 
election  officers  and  the  persons  just  outside  the  guard-raiL  Such 
booths  shall  be  so  arranged  that  there  shall  be  no  access  to  intend- 
ing voter<  or  to  the  booths  through  any  door,  window  or  opening, 
except  by  the  door  in  front  of  said  booth. 

§   318.   Apportionment   of   election  expenses.      The 

expense  of  providing  polling  places,  voting  l>ooths,  supplies  there- 
i\.v,  i:nj'i(l-rails  and  other  furniture  of  the  polling  place,  and 
di-tance  markers,  and  the  coni])ensation  of  the  election  officer?

in  which  sneli  election  district  is  situated,  except  that  such  ex- 
penses incurred  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  a  village  election 
not  held  at  the  same  time  as  a  general  election  shall  bo  a  charge 
upon  the  village. 

The  expense  of  printing  and  delivering  the  official  ballots,  sam-

The  expense  of 
inting  and  delivering  the  official  ballots,  sample  ballots  and  cards 
instruction,  poll  books,  tally  sheets,  return  sheets  for  inspectors 
d  ballot  clerks,  and  distance  markers  to  be  used  in  any  county, 
cept  such  counties  or  portions  thereof  as  are  included  within

)on  such  county.  The  expense  of  printing  and  delivering  the 
Bcial  ballots,  sample  ballots  and  cards  of  instruction,  poll  books, 
lly  sheets,  return  sheets  for  inspectors  and  ballot  clerks,  and 
stance  markers,  to  be  used  in  any  such  coimty  at  any  other  elec-

e  same  time  therewith,  shall  be  apportioned  by  the  county  clerk 
>tween  such  town,  city  or  village  and  such  county,  in  the  propor-

Whenever  voting  machines  are  used  in  an  election  by  any  city, 
wm  or  village,  only  such  expenses  as  are  caused  by  the  use  of  such 
achines,  and  such  as  are  necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the 
KJtions  as  required  by  this  chapter  shall  be  charged  to  such  city, 

pvn  or  village. 

All  expenses  relating  to  or  connected  with  elections  lawfully 
curred  by  the  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  Xew  York  shall 
a  charge  on  such  city,  and  after  beinc:  audited  by  the  proper 
Seer,  shall  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  of  said  city  upon  the  cer- 
ficate  of  such  board.

Whenever  the  adoption  of  a  constitutional  amendment  or  any  other 
proposition  or  question  is  to  be  submitted  to  the  vote  of  tlie 
voters  of  the  state,  or  of  any  district  thereof,  a  separate  bal- 
lot shall  be  provided  by  the  same  officers  who  are  charged  by 
law  with  the  duty  of  providing  the  official  ballots  for  candidates 
for  public  office.  Such  ballots  shall  comply  with  the  requirements 
of  official  ballots  for  candidates  for  public  office,  in  so  far  as  such 
requirements  are  applicable  thereto. 

Under  the  perforated  line  shall  be  clearly  printed,  in  brevier 
lower  case  type,  the  question  of  the  adoption  of  the  constitutional 
amendment  or  other  proposition  or  question  upon  which  the 
voters  w-ithiu  tlio  district  for  which  such  ballot  is  provided 
mav  lawful] V  vote.

Sample  ballots,  equal  in  number  to  twenty-five  p^r 
centum  of  the  number  of  official  ballots  provided  therefor,  shall 
also  be  provided  for  every  polling  place  for  which  official  ballots 
are  required  to  be  provided.  Such  sample  ballots  shall  be  printed 
on  paper  of  a  different  color  from  the  official  ballot,  and  without 
numbers  on  the  stubs,  but  shall,  in  all  other  respects,  be  precisely 
similar  to  the  official  ballots  to  be  voted  at  that  polling  place.  One 
of  such  sample  ballots  shall,  at  any  time  on  the  day  of  election,  be 
furnished  upon  application  to  any  voter  entitled  to  vote  at  that 
polling  place,  and  may  be  taken  by  him  away  from  such  polling 
place  before  receiving  his  ofiicial  ballot  or  ballots.

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to  provide  such  ballots  and  stationery  shall  cause  them-  to  be 
delivered  to  the  board  of  inspectors  of  each  election  district  at 
least  one-half  hour  before  the  opening  of  the  polls  on  each,  day 
of  election.  Each  kind  of  official  ballots  shall  be  arranged  in  a 
package  in  the  consecutive  order  of  the  numbers  printed  on  the 
stubs  thereof,  banning  with  number  one.

Upon 
affidavit,  presented  by  any  voter,  that  an  error  or  omis- 
sion has  occurred  in  the  ])\il)lieation  of  the  names  or  description 
of  the  candidates  nominated  for  oftlc?,  or  in  the  printing  of  sample 
or  official  ballots,  the  supreme  court,  or  a  justice  thereof,  may 
make  an  order  requiring  the  county  clerk  or  other  officer  or 
board  charged  with  the  duty  in  respect  to  which  such  error  or 
omission  occurs  to  correct  such  error,  or  show  cause  why  such 
error  should  not  be  eoiTected.  The  county  clerk  or  such  other 
officer  or  board  shall,  upon  his  own  motion,  correct  withont  delay 
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any  patent  error  in  the  ballots  which  they  may  discover,  or  which 
shall  be  brought  to  their  attention,  and  which  can  be  corrected 
without  interfering  with  the  timely  distribution  of  the  ballots  to 
the  inspectors  for  use  at  such  election.

indorsement,  and  upon  the  receipt  of  ballots  so  prepared  from 
t^uch  clerk  or  board,  accompanied  by  a  statement  under  oath  that 
ihe  same  have  been  so  prepared  and  furnished  by  him  or  them, 
and  that  the  official  ballots  have  not  been  so  delivered,  or  have  been 
so  lost,  destroyed  or  stolen,  the  inspectors  of  election  shall  cause 
the  ballots  so  substituted  to  be  used  at  the  election  in  the  same 
manner,  as  near  as  may  be,  as  the  official  ballots.  Such  ballots

§  350.  Opening  the  polls.  The  inspectors  of  election, 
poll  clerks  and  ballot  clerks  of  each  election  district  shall 
meet  at  the  polling  place  therein  at  least  one-half  hour  before 
the  time  set  for  opening  the  polls  at  each  election  for  which  official 
ballots  are  required  to  be  provided,  and  shall  prpcoed  to  arrange 
the  space  within  the  guard-rail  and  the  furniture  thereof,  includ- 
ing the  voting  booths,  for  the  orderly  and  legal  conduct  of  the 
election. 

The  inspectors  of  election  shall  then  and  there  have  the  ballot 
boxes  required  by  law  for  the  reception  of  ballots  to  be  voted 
thereat;  the  box  for  the  reception  of  ballots  found  to  be  defective 
m  printing  or  mutilated  before  delivery  to,  and  ballots  spoiled 
and  returned  by,  voters;  the  box  for  the  stubs  of  voted  and 
spoiled  ballots;  the  sealed  packages  of  official  ballots,  sample  bal- 
lots and  instruction  cards  and  distance  markers,  poll  books,  tally 
sheets,  return  blanks  and  other  stationery  required  to  be  delivered 
to  them  for  such  election;  and  if  it  be  an  election  at  whieh  ronris- 
tered  voters  only  can  vote,  the  register  of  such  voters  required  to  bo 
made  and  kept  therefor. 

The  inspectors  shall  thereupon  open  the  sealed  packages  of  in- 
struction cards  and  cause  them  to  be  posted  conspicuously,  at  least 
one,  and  if  printed  in  different  languages,  at  least  one  of  each 
langtlage,  in  each  of  the  voting  booths  of  such  polUw^  ^\^^^^  'kxA 
at  least  thtee  of  each  Jangnage  in  \v\iic\v  \\ie'j  ^t^  ^tv\^^^  ^^  *^^ 
about  the  polling  place ;  shall  open  the  aea\ed  ^«lc^«l?}K5.  <A  ofSscvv^ 
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ballots  and  sample  ballots,  and  place  them^in  charge  of  the  ballot 
clerks,  and  shall  place  the  poll  books  in  charge  of  the  poll  clerks, 
and  shall  cause  to  be  placed  at  a  distance  of  one  hundred  feet 
from  the  polling  place  the  visible  markers  designated  herein  as 
"distance  markers/^  to  prohibit  "loitering  or  electioneering" 
within  such  distance.  They  shall  also,  before  any  ballots  are  cast, 
see  that  the  voting  booths  are  supplied  with  pencils  having  black 
lead  onlj,  unlock  the  ballot  boxes,  see  that  they  are  empty,  allow 
the  watchers  present  to  examine  them,  and  ^all  lock  ^em  up 
again  while  empty  in  such  manner  that  the  watchers  present  and 
•]>(*rs(»us  just  outside  the  guard-rail  can  see  that  such  boxes  are 
empty  when  they  are  relocked. 

After  such  boxes  are  so  relocked  they  shall  not  be  unlocked 
or  opened  until  the  closing  of  the  polls  of  such  election,  and,  except 
as  authorized  by  law,  no  ballots  or  other  matter  shall  be  placed 
in  them  after  they  are  so  relocked  and  before  the  announcement 
of  the  result  of  such  canvass  and  the  signing  of  the  original  state- 
ment of  canvass  and  the  two  certified  copies  thereof.  The  instruc- 
tion cards  and  distance  markers  posted  as  provided  by  law  shall 
not  be  taken  down,  torn  or  defaced  during  such  election.  The 
ballot  clerks  with  the  official  and  sample  ballots,  the  inspectors 
with  such  boxes  and  register  of  voters,  and  the  poll  clerks  with 
their  poll  books,  shall  be  stationed  as  near  each  other  as  prac- 
licablo  within  such  inclosed  sj^ace.  One  of  the  inspectors  shall 
then  make  proclamation  that  the  polls  of  the  election  are  open, 
and  of  the  time  in  the  afternoon  when  the  polls  will  be  closed. 

§    351.   Persons   xiritliin   the    guard-rail.      From   the 

time  of  the  opening  of  the  polls  until  the  announcement  of  the 
result  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  thereat,  and  the  signing 
of  the  official  returns  of  such  canvass  and  the  copies 
thereof,  the  boxes  and  all  official  ballots  shall  be  kept  within 
the  guard-rail.  Ko  person  shall  be  admitted  wdthin  the  guard- 
rail during  such  period,  except  inspectors,  poll  clerks,  ballot  clerks, 
duly  authorized  watchers,  persons  admitted  by  the  inspectors  to 
preserve  order  or  enforce  the  law,  and  persons  duly  admitted  for 
the  ])urpose  of  voting;  provided,  however,  that  candidates  for  pub- 
lic office  voted  for  at  such  polling  place  may  be  present  at  the 
canvass  of  the  votes.

Such 
watchers  may  be  present  at  such  polling  place  and  within  the 
guard-rail  from  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the  unlocking 
and  examination  of  any  ballot  box  at  the  opening  of  the  polls  of 
such  election  until  after  the  announcement  of  the  result  of  the 
canvass  of  the  votes  cast  thereat  and  the  signing  of  the  original 
gtatement  of  canvass  and  copies  thereof  by  the  inspectors. 

A  reasonable  number  of  challengers,  at  least  one  person  of  each 
mch  party  or  independent  body,  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  just 
outside  the  guard-rail  of  each  such  polling  place,  where  they  can 
plainly  see  what  is  done  within  such  rail  outside  the  voting 
booths,  from  the  opening  to  the  close  of  the  polls  thereat. 

No  person  shall,  while  the  polls  are  open  at  any  polling  place, 
do  any  electioneering  within  such  polling  place  or  within  one 
hundred  feet  therefrom  in  any  public  street  or  in  any  build- 
ing or  room,  or  in  a  public  manner,  and  no  political  banner, 
poster  or  placard  shall  be  allowed  in  or  upon  such  polling  place 
during  any  day  of  registration  or  of  the  election. 

§  353.  General  duties  of  inspectors.  One  of  the  in- 
spectors of  election  at  each  polling  place  shall  be  designated  by 
the  board  of  inspectors  of  election  to  receive  the  ballots  from  the 
voters  voting;  or  if  a  majority  of  the  inspectors  shall  not  agree 
in  such  designation,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  such  position.  If 
it  be  an  election  for  which  voters  are  required  to  be  registered, 
the  other  inspectors  shall,  before  any  ballots  are  delivered  by  the 
ballot  clerks  to  a  voter,  ascertain  whether  he  is  duly  registered. 
The  ballot  clerks  shall  not  deliver  any  ballot  to  such  voter  until 
the  inspectors  announce  that  he  is  so  registered.  As  each  voter 
votes,  the  inspectors  shall  check  his  name  upon  such  register  and 
shall  enter  therein  in  the  column  provided  therefor  opposite  the 
name  of  such  voter,  the  consecutive  number  upon  the  stub  of  the 
ballot  or  set  of  ballots  voted  by  him.

more  than  twice  as  many  voters  as  there  are  voting  booths  thereat, 
in  addition  to  the  persons  lawfully  within  such  guard-rail  for 
other  ])ur])oses  than   voting.     The  voter  shall  enter  within  the 
guard-rail   through  the   entrance   provided,   and   shall    forthwith 
proceed  to  the  inspectors  and  give  his  name,  and,  if  in  a  city  or 
village  of  five  thousand  inhabitants  or  over,  his  residence  by  street 
and  number,  or  if  it  have  no  street  number,  a  brief  description  \ 
of  the  locality  thereof,  and  if  recpiired  by  the  inspectors  shall 
state  whether  he  is  over  or  under  twenty-one  years  of  age.     One 
of  the  ins})ectors  shall  thereu]>on  announce  the  name  and  residence 
of  the  voter  in  a  loud  and  distinct  tone  of  voice.     Xo  persons 
shall  be  allowed  to  vote  in  anv  election  district  at  anv  electi«>n 
where  voters  arc  required  to  be  registered  unless  his  name  shall 
be  upon  the  registraticai  books  of  such  election  district. 

The  right  of  any  person  to  vote  whose  name  is  on  such 
register  shall  be  subject  to  challenge.  If  such  voter  is  en- 
titled to  vote  thereat  and  is  not  challenged,  or  if  chal- 
lenged and  the  challenge  be  decided  in  his  favor,  one  of  the  ballot 
clerks  shall  then  deliver  to  him  one  official  ballot  or  a  set  of  offi- 
cial ballots,  folded  by  such  ballf>t  clerk  in  the  proper  manner 
for  voting,  which  is:  First,  by  bringing  the  bottom  of  the  ballot 
up  to  the  perforated  line,  and  second,  by  folding  both  sides  to  the 
center,  or  towards  the  center,  in  such  manner  that  when  folded 
the  face  of  each  ballot  shall  be  concealed,  and  the  printed  nuuibor 
on  the  stub  and  the  indorsement  on  the  back  of  the  ballot  shall  be 
visible,  so  that  the  stub  can  be  removed  without  removing  any  other 
part  of  the  ballot,  and  without  exposing  any  part  of  the  face  of  thl 
ballot  below  the  stub,  and  so  that  when  folded  the  ballot  shall  n<»t 
be  more  than  four  inches  wide. 

Xo  person  other  than  an  inspector  or  ballot  clerk  shall  deliver 
to  any  voter  within  such  gnard-rail  any  ballot,  and  they 
shall  deliver  only  such  ballots  as  the  voter  is  legally  entitled  to  vote, 
and  also  the  sample  ballot  when  the  same  is  asked  for, 

§  357.  Assistance  to  dinaVAefli  ot  WN!L\««^iA  voterf*   i 

\ny  voter  who  shall,  at  tW  Inwo  oi  tq^\?Xt^\:\q»\v^ V*:^^.  ts^-^^^        ^ 
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of  j)liysical  disability  or  illiteracy,  as  prescribed  by  section  ono 
Innidrod  and  sixty-fonr  of  this  chaj)ter;  or  who,  being  duly  regis- 
tered in  an  election  district  where  personal  registration  by  all 
voters  is  required  by  law,  shall  state  under  oath  to  the  ins])ectors 
of  election  on  the  day  of  election  that,  by  reason  of  soine  accident, 
the  time  and  place  of  which  he  must  specify,  or  of  disease,  the 
nature  of  which  he  must  also  specify,  he  has,  since  the  day  upon 
which  he  registered,  lost  the  use  of  both  hands,  or  become  totally 
blind,  or  afflicted  by  such  degree  of  blindness  as  will  prevent  him, 
with  the  aid  of  glasses,  from  seeing  the  names  printed  upon  the 
official  ballot,  or  so  crippled  that  he  can  not  enter  the  voting  booth 
and  prejmre  his  ballot  without  assistance;  or  any  voter  in  an  elec- 
tion district  who  is  not  required  by  law  to  personally  register,  who 
is  unable  to  write  Vj  reason  of  illiteracy,  or  is  physically  disabled 
in  one  or  more  ways  described  in  section  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
four  of  this  chapter,  and  who  shall  make  the  statement  under 
oath  to  the  inspectors  in  the  form  required  in  said  section,  may 
choose  two  of  the  election  officers,  l)oth  of  whom  shall  not  be  of 
the  same  political  faith,  to  ent(»r  the  booth  with  him  to  assist 
him  in  preparing  his  ballots.  At  any  to-svn  meeting  or  village 
election  where  the  election  officers  are  all  of  the  same  political 
faith,  any  voter  entitled  to  assistance  as  herein  provided  may 
select  one  of  such  election  officers  and  ono  voter  of  such  town  or 
village  of  opposite  political  faith  from  such  election  officer  so 
Sfdected,  to  render  such  assistance. 

Such  election  *offiecrs  or  persons  assisting  a  voter  shall  not  in 
any  manner  request  or  seek  to  persuade  or  induce  any  such  voter 
to  vote  any  particular  ticket,  or  for  any  particular  candidate, 
and  shall  not  keep  or  make  any  memorandum  or  entry  of  anything 
ocenrring  within  such  booth,  and  shall  not,  directly  or  indirectly, 
reveal  to  any  other  person  the  name  of  any  candidate  voted  for 
by  such  voter,  or  which  ticket  he  has  voted,  except  they  be  called 
upon  to  testify  in  a  judicial  proceeding  for  a  violation  of  this 
chapter,  and  each  election  officer,  befon^  the  opening  of  the  polls 
for  the  election,  shall  make  oath  that  he  '^  will  not  in  any  manner 
request,  or  seek  to  persuade,  or  induce  any  voter  to  vote  any  par- 
ticular ticket  or  for  anj'^  particular  candidate,  and  that  he  will  not 
keep  or  make  any  memorandum  or  entry  of  anything  occurring 
within  the  booth,  and  that  he  will  not,  directlv  or  indirectlv,  reveal 
to  any  person  the  name  of  any  candidate  voted  for  by  any  voter,  or 

*  5?o  In  original. 
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which  ticket  he  has  voted,  or  anything  occurring  within  the  voting 
booth,  except  he  be  called  upon  to  testify  in  a  judicial  proceed- 
ing for  a  violation  of  the  election  law."  The  same  oath  shall  be 
taken  by  every  voter  rendering  such  assistance,  as  provided  for 
above,  and  any  violation  of  this  oath  shall  be  a  felony  punishable 
upon  conviction  by  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  not  less 
than  two  nor  more  than  ten  vears. 

Xo  voter  shall  otherwise  ask  or  receive  the  assistance  of  any 
person  within  the  polling  place  in  the  preparation  of  his  ballot, 
or  divulge  to  any  one  within  the  polling  place  the  name  of  any 
candidate  for  whom  he  intends  to  vote  or  has  voted. 

§  358.  Preparation  of  ballots  by  voters.  On  re- 
ceiving his  ballot  the  voter  shall  forthwith  and  without  leaving 
the  inclosed  space  retire  alone,  unless  he  be  one  that  is  entitled  to 
assistance  in  the  preparation  of  his  ballot,  to  one  of  the  voting 
booths,  and  without  undue  delay  unfold  and  mark  his  ballot  as 
hereafter  })r(  scribed.  Ko  voter  shall  be  allowed  to  occuj)y  a  booth 
already  occu])icd  by  another,  or  to  occupy  a  booth  more  than  five 
minutc^s  in  case  all  the  booths  are  in  use  and  voters  waiting  to 
occupy  the  same. 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  to  make  any  mark  upon  the  official  ballot 
other  than  the  cross  X  mark  made  for  the  purpose  of  voting, 
with  a  pencil  having  black  lead,  and  that  only  in  the  circles  or 
in  the  voting  spaces  to  the  left  of  the  names  of  the  candidates, 
or  to  write  anything  thereon  other  than  the  name  or  names  of 
per.-ons  not  printed  upon  the  ballot  for  whom  the  voter  desires 
to  vote  in  the  blank  column  under  the  proper  title  of  the  office, 
with  a  ]Kaicil  having  black  lead;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  to  deface 
or  tear  a  ballot  in  any  manner,  nor  to  erase  any  printed  device, 
figure,  lett(^r  or  word  therefrom,  nor  to  erase  any  name  or  mark 
written  thereon  bv  such  voter.  If  a  voter  deface  or  tear  a  ballot 
or  one  of  a  set  <»f  ballots  or  wrongly  mark  the  same,  he  may  suc- 
cessively obtain  others,  one  set  at  a  time,  not  exceeding  in  all 
three  sets,  upon  returning  each  set  of  ballots  so  defaced  or  wrongly 
marked  to  the  ballot  clerks. 

The  voter  should  observe  the  following  rules  in  marking  his 
ballot : 

Rule    1.    If    the    voter    desires    to    vote    a    straight    tickt^t, 
that  is,  tor  each  and  evcTy  caivdul^te  of  one  party  for  whatever 
office  nominated,  he  slionid  iw^vtVl  a  Q:to^s»  Y.  T^^^^vcL^k^  circle 
above  the  name  of  the  party  at  tVve  \\ea^  oi  "*v^  ^x^^V 
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Rule  2.  If  the  voter  desirea  to  vote  a  split  ticket,  that 
is,  for  candidates  of  different  parties,  he  should  not  make  a  cross 
X  mark  in  the  circle  above  the  name  of  any  party,  but  should  make 
a  cross  X  mark  in  the  voting  space  before  the  name  of  each  candi- 
date for  whom  he  desires  to  vote,  on  whatever  ticket  he  may  be. 

Bule  3.  If  the  ticket  marked  in  the  circle  for  a  straight  ticket 
does  not*contain  the  names  of  candidates  for  all  offices  for  which 
the  voter  may  vote,  he  may  vote  for  candidates  for  such 
offices  so  omitted  by  making  a  cross  X  mark  before  the  names 
of  candidates  for  such  offices  on  other  tickets,  or  by  writing  the 
names,  if  they  are  not  printed  upon  the  ballot,  in  the  blank  column 
under  the  title  of  the  office. 

Rule  4.  If  the  voter  desires  to  vote  for  any  person  whose 
name  does  not  appear  upon  the  ballot,  he  can  so  vote  by 
writing  the  name  with  a  pencil  having  black  lead  in  the  proper 
place  in  the  blank  column. 

Rule  5.  The  voter  can  vote  blank  for  any  office  by 
omitting  to  make  a  cross  X  mark  in  any  circle,  and  making  a 
cross  X  mark  in  the  voting  space  before  the  name  of  every  candi- 
date he  desires  to  vote  for,  except  for  the  office  for  which  he  desires 
to  cast  a  blank  vote. 

Rule  6.  In  the  ease  of  a  question  submitted,  the  voter 
shall  make  a  cross  X  mark  in  the  blank  square  space  on  the  right 
of  and  after  the  answer,  "  Yes  "  or  "  No,"  which  he  desires  to 
give  on  each  such  question  submitted. 

Rule  7.  One  straight. line  crossing  another  straight  line  at  any 
angle  within  a  party  circle,  or  within  the  voting  spaces,  shall  be 
deemed  a  valid  voting  mark. 

.  §  359.  Manner  of  voting.  When  the  ballot  or  ballots 
which  a  voter  has  received  shall  be  prepared  as  j)r(>vide(l  in  the 
preceding  section,  ho  shall  leave  the  voting  booth  with  his  ballot 
folded  so  as  to  conceal  the  face  of  the  ballot,  but  show  the  indorse- 
ment and  fac  simile  of  the  signature  of  the  official  on  the  back 
thereof,  and,  keeping  the  same  so  folded,  shall  proceed  at  once  to 
the  inspector  in  charge  of  the  ballot  box,  and  shall  offer  the  same 
to  such  inspector.  Such  inspector  shall  announce  the  name  of  the 
voter  and  the  printed  number  on  the  stub  of  the  official  ballot  so 
delivered  to  him  in  a  loud  and  distinct  tone  of  voice.  If  such 
voter  be  entitled  then  and  there  to  vote,  and  be  not  challenged, 
or  if  challenged  and  the  challenge  be  decided  in  his  favor,  and 
if  his  ballot  or  ballots  are  properly  folded,  wid  Wn^  t^^  \sssi.^ 
or  tear  visible  on  the  outside  thereof,  excei^l  \\icb  ^t\avV^<S.  wwx^^^"^ 
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uii  tlic  stnl>  i\iu]  ilic  ])rinte(l  irKlorsoiiiojit  on  tho  back,  and  if  such 
])rint{Ml  imiiilK*!*  is  the  same  as  that  entered  on  the  poll  Ixjoks  a>  the 
imiiihcr  an  tlie  s^ttil)  or  stubs  of  the  official  ballot  or  set  of  ballots 
lii>t  delivered  to  hini  bv  the  ballot  clerks,  such  inspector  shall  re- 
ceive >neb  ballot  or  ballots,  and  after  removing  the  stub  or  stnln 
theiefr(  111  ill  ]>1ain  view  of  the  voter,  and  without  removing  anv 
other  ]ijirt  (»f  the  ballot,  or  in  anv  way  exposing  any  part  of  the 
face  thereof  below  the  stub,  shall  deposit  each  ballot  in  the  proper 
l)all(»t  Itox  for  the  reception  of  voted  ballots,  and  the  stubs  in  the 
\ui\  for  detached  ballot  stubs.  T'pon  voting,  the  voter  shall  forth- 
with ])ass  (mlside  the  guard-rail  unless  he  be  one  of  the  per^ion^ 
autliori/ed  to  remain  Avithin  the  guard-rail  for  other  purposes 
tliaii  voting. 

2S'o  I'.allot  without  the  (»fficial  iinlorsenjcnt  shall  be  allowed  to  l»e 
de|)(»sitcd  in  the  ballot  box  cxce])t  as  provided  by  sections  thn-e 
liniidrefl  and  forty-five  and  three  hundred  and  sixty  of  this  cha|>- 
ter.  and  none  but  ballots  provided  in  accordance  with  the  pr*- 
visions  of  this  eha])tor  shall  be  counted.  Xo  official  ballot  ioUvA 
shall  he  unfohled  outside  the  voting  bfM)th.  Xo  person  to  whom 
any  ofHeial  balh»t  shall  be  delivered  shall  leave  the  sj)ace  within  the 
guard-rail  until  afh  r  he  shall  have  delivered  back  all  such  ballot's 
receivcil  l»y  hiui  cither  to  the  ins])ectors  or  to  the  ballot  clerks 
and  a  violation  of  this  ]>rovisiou  is  a  misdemeanor. 

WIkmi  a  ]>ers(ni  shall  have  received  an  official  ballot  from  the 
ballot  clerks  or  iiis])ectors,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  he  shall  l>e 
deein((l  to  have  c<;minenced  the  act  of  voting,  and  if,  after  receiv- 
ing >neh  (»tiieial  balh»L  he  shall  leave  the  space  inclosed  by  the 
guai'd-rail  before  the  de]»osit  of  his  ballot  in  the  ballot  box.  a^ 
hereinbefore  provided,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  pass  again  within 
the  guard-rail  for  the  purpose  of  voting,  or  to  receive  any  further 
ball<>ts. 

§  360.   "When  unofficial  ballots  may  be  voted.     If, 

f  »r  anv  cau>e,  the  official  l)allots  shall  not  be  provided  as  re- 
.juired  l>y  law  at  any  polling  ])laee,  upon  the  opening  of  the  poll^ 
(»f  ail  ele(*tiou  thereat,  or  if  the  sui)ply  of  official  ballots  shall  be 
CAliausted  before  the  polls  are  closed,  unofficial  ballots,  printed  or 
written,  made  as  nearly  as  i)racticablc  in  the  form  of  the  official 
ballot,  may  be  used. 

§  361.  Challenges.      A    ])erson   may   be   challenged   either 

^vhoii  he  aj»])'ies  to  the  hallot  clerk  for  official  ballots,  or  when  he 

Cfffcrs  to  an  iiisjiector  the  \^vv\\^^\  \w  \\\\v^\\v\>-  \c>  \Q>t.Q,^  or  previously 

In-  notice  to  that  effect  to  au  \\\^v^*v!\o\  V  ^w\  \'^\^t^  "^\  ^i^.\ft 
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the  duty  of  each  inspector  to  challenge  every  person  offering 
to  vote  whom  he  shall  know  or  suspect  not  to  be  duly  qualified  as 
a  voter,  and  every  i)erson  whose  right  to  register  as  a  voter  was 
challenged  at  the  time  of  registration,  j)rovided  such  challenge 
has  not  previously  been  withdrawn. 

In  the  election  districts  within  the  metropolitan  elections  dis- 
trict whenever  a  j>orson  shall  apply  to  the  board  of  inspectors  on 
election  day  to  vote  upon  the  name  of  a  person  whose  right  to 
register  as  a  voter  was  challenged,  it  shall  be 'the  duty  of  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  or  some  member  of  such 
board  to  administer  to  such  applicant  the  preliminary  oath 
prescribed  in  the  next  section,  and  to  read  to  such  applicant 
each  question  upon  the  copy  of  the  challenge  affidavit  signed  at 
the  time  of  registration  by  the  person  upon  whose  name  the 
applicant  desires  to  vote,  and  the  inspectors  and  watchers  shall 
compare  the  answers  given  to  such  questions  with  the  answers  re- 
corded thereto  upon  the  copy  of  said  challenge  affidavit,  and  shall 
carefully  compare  the  description  of  the  person  challenged  at  the 
time  of  registration  recorded  upon  the  copy  of  the  challenge  affi- 
davit with  that  of  the  applicant.  If  there  shall  be  any  material 
difference  or  conflict  between  the  answers  given  by  the  applicant 
and  the  answers  recorded  upon  the  copy  of  the  challenge  affidavit 
to  the  questions  printed  thereon,  or  in  the  description  of  the 
person  challenged  and  the  applicant,  or  if  the  applicant  shall 
refuse  to  answer  any  question  put  him*,  or  shall  refuse  to  make 
such  oath,  his  vote  shall  not  be  received  and  the  facts  thereof  shall 
be  recorded  in  each  such  case  in  the  challenge  record  provided 
for  in  section  three  hundred  and  fortv-four. 

§  362.  Preliminary  oath.  If  any  person  other  than  those 
persons  heretofore  provided  for,  offering  to  vote  at  any  election, 
shall  be  challenged  in  relation  to  the  right  to  vote  thereat,  one  of 
the  inspectors  shall  tender  to  him  the  following  preliminary  oath : 

"  You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  will  fully  and  truly  answer 
all  such  questions  as  shall  be  put  to  you  touching  your  place  of 
residence  and  qualification  as  a  voter." 

The  inspectors  or  one  of  them  shall  then  question  the  person 
challenged  in  relation  to  his  name;  his  place  of  residence  before 
he  came  into  that  election  district;  his  then  place  of  residence; 
his  citizenship ;  whether  he  be  a  native  or  naturalized  citizen,  and 
if  the  latter,  when,  where,  and  in  what  court,  or  before  what  officer 
he  was  naturalized  ;  whether  he  came  into  \\ie  ^^^\awdl  ^cv'^Vtv^  \!5rt 
the  purpose  of  votina;  at  that  election*,  \iOT37  \Qti%\v^  eo^Xsros^^^'^ 
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residing  in  the  election  district,  and  all  other  matters  which  may 
tend  to  test  his  qualifications  a«  a  resident  of  the  election  district, 
his  citizenship  or  his  right  to  vote  at  such  election  at  such 
polling  place.  If  any  person  shall  refuse  to  take  such  preliminary 
oath  when  so  tendered,  or  to  answer  fully  any  such  question  whid 
may  be  put  to  him,  his  vote  shall  be  rejected.  After  receiving  the 
answers  of  the  person  so  challenged,  the  board  of  inspecton 
shall  point  out  to  him  the  qualifications,  if  any,  in  respect  to 
which  he  shall  appear  to  them  deficient. 

§  363.   General  oath  and  additional  oatks.     If  the 

person  so  oifering  to  vote  shall  persist  in  his  claim  to  vote^ 
and  the  challenge  be  not  withdrawn,  one  of  the  in- 
spectors shall  then  administer  to  him  the  following  general  oath: 

"  You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  are  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  that  you  have  been  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  for  ninety 
days,  and  an  inhabitant  of  this  state  for  one  year  next  preceding 
this  election,  and  for  the  last  four  months  a  resident  of  this  county, 
and  for  the  last  thirty  days  a  resident  of  this  election  district, 
and  that  you  have  not  voted  at  this  election,*' 

If  the  person  so  offering  to  vote  shall  be  challenged  for  eausei 
slated  in  section  two  of  article  two  of  the  constitution  of  this  state^ 
the  following  additional  oath  shall  be  administered  by  one  of  the 
inspectors : 

**  You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  have  not  received  or  oflFered, 
do  not  expect  to  receive,  have  not  paid,  offered  or  promised  to 
})ay,  contributed,  offered  or  ])romise(l  to  contribute  to  another,  to 
be  paid,  or  used,  any  money  or  other  valuable  thing,  as  a 
compensation  or  reward  for  the  giving  or  withholding  of 
a  vote  at  this  election,  and  have  not  made  any  promise  to  influence 
the  giving  or  withholding  of  any  such  vote,  and  that  you  have  not 
made,  or  become  directly  or  indirectly  interested  in  any  bet  or 
wager  depending  upon  the  result  of  this  election." 

If  the  person  so  offering  to  vote  shall  be  challenged  on  the 
ground  of  having  been  convicted  of  bribery  or  any  infamous  crime, 
the  following  additional  oath  shall  be  administered  to  him  by  one 
of  the  inspectors: 

"  You  do  swear  (or  affirm)  that  you  have  not  been  convicted 
of  bribery  or  any  infamous  crime,  or  if  so  convicted,  that  you 
have  been  pardoned  and  restored  to  all  the  rights  of  a  citizen." 

If  any  person  shall  refuse  to  take  either  oath  so  tendered  his 
rote  shall  be  rejected,  but  ii  \ie  a\v«\\  \»^^  \>Li^  Q%.th.  or  oaths  ten- 
dered  him,  hia  vote  shall  \)e  acceptedi. 
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§  364.  Record  of  persons  challenged.  The  inspectors 
of  election  shall  keep  a  minute  of  their  proceedings  in 
respect  to  the  challenging  and  administering  oaths  to  persons 
offering  to  vote,  in  which  shall  be  entered  by  one  of  thera 
the  name  of  every  person  who  shall  be  challenged  or  take  either 
of  such  oaths,  specifying  in  each  case  whether  the  preliminary 
oath  or  the  general  oath,  or  both,  were  taken.  At  the  close  of  the 
election,  the  inspectors  shall  add  to  such  minutes  a  certificate  to 
the  effect  that  the  same  are  all  such  minutes  as  to  all  persons  chal- 
lenged at  such  election  in  such  district. 

§  365.  Time  allowed  employees  to  vote.     Any  person 

entitled  to  vote  at  a  general  election  held  within  this  state, 
shall  on  the  day  of  such  election  be  entitled  to  absent  himself 
from  any  service  or  employment  in  which  he  is  then  engaged  or 
employed,  for  a  period  of  two  hours,  while  the  polls  of  such  elec- 
tion are  open.  If  such  voter  shall  notify  his  employer  before 
the  day  of  such  election  of  such  intended  absence,  and  if  there- 
upon two  successive  hours  for  such  absence  shall  be  designated 
by  the  employer,  and  such  absence  shall  be  during  such  designated 
hours,  or  if  the  employer  upon  the  day  of  such  notice  makes 
no  designation,  and  such  absence  shall  be  during  any  two  con- 
gecutive  hours  while  such  polls  are  open,  no  deduction  shall  be 
made  from  the  usual  salary  or  wages  of  such  voter,  and  no  other 
penalty  shall  be  imposed  upon  him  by  his  employer  by  reason  of 
such  absence.  This  section  shall  be  deemed  to  include  all  em- 
ployees of  municipalities. 

§  366.   Canvass  of  votes;  preparation  for  canvass. 

As  soon  as  the  polls  of  an  election  are  closed,  the  inspectors  of 
election  thereat  shall  publicly  canvass  and  ascertain  the  votes, 
and  not  adjourn  or  postpone  the  canvass  until  it  shall  be  fully 
completed. 

Any  election  ofiicer  who  shall  sign  any  original  statement  of 
canvass,  or  certified  copies  thereof,  at  any  place  other  than  the 
polling  place,  or  at  any  time  other  than  immediately  after  the 
canvass  is  completed,  and  any  election  officer  or  person  who  shall 
take  from  the  polling  place  any  such  statement  before  it  shall 
have  been  signed  as  herein  provided,  is  guilty  of  a  felony,  and 
shall  be  punished,  upon  conviction  thereof,  by  imprisonment  in 
a  state  prison  for  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  five  years. 

The  room  in  which  such  canvass  is  made  shall  be  clearly  U^ktft<L» 

and  8ucb  canvass  shall  he  made  in  plain  View  oi  ^ei  ^^i^^^^  ^^ 

shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  ot  penc^xva,  dLxmrk.^"^^  vi»»s^^'^'» 
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to  close  or  cause  to  be  closed  the  main  entrance  to  the  room 
in  which  such  canvass  is  conducted  in  such  manner  as  to  prevent 
ingress  or  egress  thereby. 

When  two  ballot  boxes  are  provided  for  the  reception  respec- 
tively of  voted  general  ballots  and  ballots  for  questions  submitted, 
the  said  ballot  boxes  shall  be  opened  and  the  ballots  therein  can- 
vassed in  the  following  order,  namely:  First,  the  box  containing 
th(^  general  ballots;  second,  the  box  containing  the  ballots  cast 
upon  any  constitutional  amendment  or  other  proposition  or 
question. 

§  367.  Comparing  poll  books  and  registers;  veri- 
fying number  of  ballots.  The  board  of  inspectors  shall 
commence  the  canvass  by  comparing  the  two  poll  books  with  the 
registers  used  on  election  day  as  tg  the  number  of  voters 
voting  at  the  election,  correcting  any  mistakes  therein,  and 
1)V  counting  the  ballots  found  in  the  ballot  boxes  without  unfolding 
them,  except  so  far  as  to  ascertain  that  each  ballot  is  single,  and 
by  comparing  the  number  of  ballots  found  in  each  box  with  the 
number  sho\\Ti  by  the  poll  books  and  the  ballot  clerks'  statement 
to  have  been  deposited  therein. 

If  the  ballots  found  in  anv  box  shall  be  more  than  the  number 
of  ballots  so  shown  to  have  been  deposited  therein,  such  ballots 
shall  all  be  replaced,  without  being  unfolded,  in  the  box  from 
which  they  were  taken,  and  shall  be  thoroughly  mingled  therein, 
and  one  of  the  inspectors  designated  by  the  board  shall,  without 
seeing  the  sauie  and  with  his  back  to  the  box,  publicly  draw  out 
as  many  ballots  as  shall  be  equal  to  such  excess  and,  without  un- 
folding them,  forthwith  destroy  them. 

If  two  or  more  ballots  shall  be  found  in  the  ballot  box  so  folded 
together  as  to  present  the  appearance  of  a  single  ballot,  they  shall 
be  destroved  if  the  whole  number  of  ballots  in  such  ballot  box 
(»xe(K?ds  the  whole  number  of  l)al]ots  show^n  by  the  poll  books  and 
ballot  clerks'  statement  to  have  been  deposited  therein,  and  not 
otherwise. 

If  there  lawfully  be  more  than  one  ballot  box  for  the  reception 

of     ballots     voted     at     the     polling     place,     no  ballot     found 

in    the    wn^ong    ballot    box    shall    for    that    reason   be    rejected, 

but  shall  be  placed  in  its  proper  box  by  the  inspectors  upon  the 

count  of  the  ballots  before  the  canvass,  and  counted  in  the  same 

manner  as  if  found  in  the  wopeY  \i^\\o\,  I^oy.,  if  such  ballot  shall 

not,    together  with  the  ballots  io\m^  Vw  ^^  ^w<^t  \i^^\.  \at, 

innke  a   total  of  more  ballots  tWxv  ^xe  ^Vo^^>^^  ^^  ^^^ V^. 
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and    ballot    clerks'    statement    to    have    been    deposited    in    tlie 
l)roper  box. 

Xo  ballot  that  has  not  the  official  indorsement  shall  be  counted, 
except  such  as  are  voted  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter  relating  to  unofficial  ballots. 

§  368.  Intent  of  voters.  Rule  No.  1.  If  the  voter  shall 
have  made  a  voting  mark  in  the  circle  above  one  ticket  only,  and 
no  other  voting  mark  appears  on  any  other  ticket  or  tickets,  and 
if  no  name  shall  have  been  written  in  the  blank  column,  he  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  cast  his  vote  for  all  the  candidates  on  the  ticket 
so  marked  in  the  circle. 

Rule  Xo.  2.  If  the  voter  shall  have  made  a  voting  mark 
in  the  circle  above  one  ticket  only,  and  shall  have  also  made 
a  voting  mark  or  marks  in  the  voting  space  or  spaces  before 
the  name  or  names  of  a  candidate  or  candidates  only  on  the 
ticket  so  marked  in  the  circle,  the  voting  marks  in  the  spaces  be- 
fore the  names  of  candidates  on  such  ticket  shall  be  treated  as 
surplusage,  and  his  vote  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  cast  for  all 
the  candidates  on  the  ticket  so  marked  in  the  circle. 

Rule  No.  8.  If  the  voter  shall  have  made  a  voting  mark 
in  the  circle  above  one  ticket  onlv,  and  shall  have  also  made 
a  voting  mark  in  the  voting  space  or  spaces  before  the  name  or 
names  of  a  candidate  or  candidates  on  one  or  more  other  tickets,  he 
shall  be  deemed  to  have  cast  his  vote  for  all  the  candidates  on  the 
ticket  so  marked  in  the  circle,  except  for  those  for  whom  he  has 
indicated  his  intention  not  to  vote,  by  making  a  voting  mark  in 
the  voting  space  before  the  name  or  names  of  individual  candi- 
dates, on  one  or  more  other  tickets,  or  by  writing  a  name  in  the 
blank  column;  and  the  candidate  or  candidates  so  individually 
voted  for  on  such  other  ticket  or  tickets  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the 
voter's  choice  for  such  office  or  offices ;  provided,  however,  that : 

Rule  No.  4.  When  tw^o  or  more  persons  are  to  be  voted  for 
for  the  same  office,  as  two  or  more  justices  of  the  supreme  court 
or  presidential  electors,  and  the  names  of  the  several  candidates 
therefor  are  printed  under  the  title  of  the  office  for  which  all 
are  running,  and  the  voter  shall  have  made  a  voting  mark  in 
the  circle  at  the  head  of  a  ticket,  and  shall  also  have  made  a  voting 
mark  in  the  voting  space  before  the  name  of  one  or  more  of  a 
group  of  candidates  for  such  office  on  other  tickets,  provided 
that  he  shall  not  have  marked  the  names  of  two  or  more  of  such  caa- 
didates  upon  the  Bsme  line  upon  the  ballot,  ^i^  Ai«3^\i^  ^^ts^r^Xs^ 
bave  cast  bis  vote  for  all  the  candidates  iox  svjl^  o^efc  ^R>  ^^^^^^^^^^^ 
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ally  marked  and  for  those  marked  in  the  circle,  except  for  tho« 
candidates  under  such  circle  so  marked  whose  names  are  upon 
the  same  line  on  the  ballot  as  the  names  of  the  candidates  so 
individually  marked,  or  written  in  the  blank  column,  unless  in 
addition  to  making  the  voting  mark  in  the  circle  at  the  head  of 
the  ticket  he  shall  also  have  made  a  voting  mark  before  each  one 
of  the  group  of  candidates  for  such  office  for  whom  he  desires 
to  vote  on  the  ticket  so  marked  in  the  circle;  provided  further, 
however,  that: 

Rule  J^o.  5.  When  two  or  more  persons  are  to  be  voted  for  tot 
the  same  office,  as  two  or  more  justices  of  the  supreme  court  or 
presidential  electors,  and  the  names  of  the  several  candidates 
therefor  are  printed  on  any  ticket  under  the  title  of  the  office 
for  which  all  are  running,  and  the  voter  shall  have  made  a 
voting  mark  in  the  circle  at  the  head  of  the  ticket,  and  shall  also 
have  made  a  voting  mark  in  the  voting  space  before  the  name  of 
more  than  one  of  the  group  of  candidates  for  such  office  printed 
on  the  same  line  on  the  ballot  on  other  tickets,  or  by  writing  the 
name  or  names  of  a  candidate  or  candidates  in  the  blank  column, 
he  must  also  indicate  by  voting  marks  in  the  voting  spaces  on  the 
ticket  so  marked  in  the  circle  the  individual  candidates  of  the 
group  of  candidates  on  such  ticket  for  whom  he  desires  to  vote, 
or  his  vote  shall  onlv  be  counted  for  the  candidates  for  such  office 
which  are  so  individuallv  marked  on  other  tickets,  or  written  in 
the  blank  column. 

Rule  Xo.  G.  If  the  voter  shall  have  made  a  voting  mark 
in  more  than  one  circle  at  the  head  of  the  tickets,  and  if  on 
either  of  such  tickets  there  shall  be  one  or  more  candidates  for 
office  fur  which  no  other  candidate  or  candidates  is  or  are  named 
on  sueh  other  ticket  or  tickets  so  marked  in  the  circle,  his  vote 
shall  be  counted  for  such  candidate  or  candidates. 

Rule  Xo.  7.  Subject  to  the  foregoing  rules  if  the  voter  marks 
more  names  than  there  are  persons  to  be  elected  to  an  office,  or  if 
for  any  other  reason  it  is  impossible  to  determine  the  voter's 
choice  of  a  candidate  for  an  office  to  be  filled,  his  vote  shall  not 
be  counted  for  such  office  but  shall  be  returned  as  a  blank  vote 

for  such  office. 

Rule   Xo.    8.      In   the  case   of  a   question  submitted,   if  the 

voter  shall  have  made  a  voting  mark  in  the  voting  space  after 

the  printed  word  "  Yes,''  his  vote  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  favor 

of  the  adoption  of  the  question  submitted ;  if  he  shall  have  made 

a  Toting  mark  in  the  voting  «^\>^<!fe  ioWo^vaij  the  printed  worf 
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**  No,"  hijB  vote  shall  be  deemed  to  be  against  the  adoption  of  the 
question  submitted. 

Rule  No.  9.  A  void  ballot  is  a  ballot  upon  which  there  shall 
be  found  any  mark  other  than  a  single  cross  X  mark  made  for  the 
purpose  of  voting,  which  voting  mark  must  be  made  with  a  pencil 
kaving  black  lead,  only  in  the  circles  or  in  the  voting  spaces 
to  the  left  of  the  names  of  candidates;  or  one  upon  which  any- 
tiiing  is  written  other  than  the  name  or  names  of  persons  not 
printed  upon  the  ballot,  for  whom  the  voter  desires  to  vote, 
which  must  be  written  in  the  blank  column  under  the  proper 
title  of  the  office  with  a  pencil  having  black  lead;  or  one 
which  is  defaced  or  torn  by  the  voter;  or  up(Hi  which  there 
shall  be  found  any  erasure  of  any  printed  device,  figure,  letter 
or  word,  or  of  any  name  or  mark  written  thereon,  by  such  voter; 
or  in  which  shall  be  found  inclosed  a  separate  piece  of  paper  or 
other  material;  and  upon  such  ballot  no  vote  for  any  candidate 
thereon  shall  be  counted. 

§  369.  Method  of  eoumtine^  The  chairman  only  of  the 
board  of  inspectors  shall  unfold  the  ballots  taken  from  the 
ballot  box. 

The  method  of  counting  shall  be  as  follows :  The  straight  bal- 
lots, that  is,  the  ballots  on  which  all  the  candidates  on  one  party 
ticket  and  no  others  are  voted  for,  shall  be  separated  from  the 
split  ballots  and  counted,  and  the  number  of  straight  party  votes 
for  each  candidate  shall  be  entered  in  gross  opposite  his  name  on 
each  tally  sheet  by  the  poll  clerk  keeping  the  same.  The  chairman 
of  the  board  shall  then  take  the  split  ballots  separately,  and  an- 
nounce the  vote  for  each  candidate  on  each  such  ballot  in  the 
order  of  the  offices  printed  thereon,  and  each  poll  clerk  shall  make 
an  accurate  tally  of  the  same.  As  the  votes  on  each  split  ballot 
are  counted,  such  ballot  shall  be  passed  to  the  other  inspectors  for 
verification.  The  poll  clerks  shall  then  add  together  all  the  votes 
for  each  candidate  and  the  ballots  wholly  blank  and  void,  together 
with  the  ballots  on  which  no  votes  were  counted  for  any  candidate 
for  such  office,  and  shall  enter  the  sum  thereof  in  the  proper 
column  on  the  tally  sheet.  As  soon  as  the  count  is  completed 
for  each  office,  the  poll  clerks  shall  submit  the  result  to  the 
inspectors  for  examination,  and  if  found  to  be  correct,  the  chair- 
man shall  at  once  announce  the  result. 

§  370.  Protesting:  ballots  Hi«rke4  for  idontifleatioii. 

When  any     particular  ballot  is  not  void  and  an  inspector  of 
election  or  other  election  officer  or  dulv  a\\t\voT\L^ftL  ^^\s5cvRrt  ^^S^^-

Juiiiig  the  canvass  of  the  vote,  declare  his  belief  that  such  ballot 
has  been  written  upon  or  marked  in  any  way  for  the  purpose  of 
identification,  the  insi>ectors  shall  write  on  the  back  of  such  ballot 
tin?  words  '"  protested  as  marked  for  identification/'  and  shall 
specify  over  th<ur  signatures  upon  the  back  thereof  the  mark  or 
marking  upon  such  ballot  to  which  objection  is  made.  The  votes 
upon  each  such  ballot  shall  be  counted  by  them,  as  if  not  so  pro- 
tested. If  requested  by  any  watcher  the  inspectors  shall,  during 
the  canvass,  exhibit  any  and  all  ballots  cast  at  such  election  or 
town  uieeting  to  such  watcher,  fully  opened,  and  in  such  a  condi- 
tiou  that  he  mav  fullv  and  carefuUv  read  and  examine  the  same, 
but  such  insjK'ctor  shall  not  allow  any  such  ballot  to  be  taken  from 
his  hand. 

§  371.  "Wilful  defacement  of  ballots.      Any  person  who 

shall  place  upon  any  ballot  taken  from  the  ballot  box  any  mark 
or  marking,  or  who  shall  tear  or  deface  such  ballot,  with  the  intent 
of  causing  such  ballot  to  be  rejected  as  void,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
felony,  and  shall  bo  ])unished  upon  conviction  therefor  by  im- 
prisonment in  a  state  ])rison  for  a  period  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  ten  vears.

§  372.    Statement   of   canvass   to   be   delivered  to 
police.     In  cities  of  the  first  class  the  chairman  of  the  board  of 

inspectors  shall,  forthwith  upon  the  completion  of  the  cx)imt  of 
votes  and  the*  announcement  thereof,  deliver  to  the  police  officer 
on  dutv  at  such  i>lace  of  canvass  a  statement  subscribed  bv  the 
board  of  inspectors,  stating  the  number  of  votes  received  by  each 
candi(hite  for  otfiet^.  Sneli  statement  shall  forthwith  be  conveveil 
by  the  said  officer  to  the  station-house  of  the  police  precinct  in 
which  such  ]>1aec  of  canvass  is  located,  and  he  shall  deliver  the 
Fame  inviolate  to  the  officer  in  command  thereof,  who  shall  imme- 
diately transmit  by  telegraph,  tele]dione  or  messenger,  the  contents 
of  such  statement  to  the  officer  coinnnmding  the  police  department 
of  such  city.  Such  statement  shall  Ix^  ])reserved  for  six  months  by 
the  ])olice,  and  shall  be  ])resumptive  evidence  of  the  result  of  such 
canvass  for  each  sncli  office. 

§  373.   Original  statement  of  canvass  and  certified 
copies;  preservation  of  void  and  protested  ballots.

)f  which  there  shall  be  a  return  of  the  ballots  voted,  following 
j^'hich  there  shall  be  a  separate  return  for  each  office  of  the  votes 
»ast  for  each  candidate  therefor  in  the  form  prescril^ed  for  such 
rt'tums  and  statement  in  section  throt^  hundred  and  thirty-eiglit  of 
this  chai)ter.  At  the  end  of  the  last  detaih^d  statement  of  votes 
past  fur  candidates,  they  shall  add  a  statement  of  the  number  of 
nfeneral  ballots  ])rotested  as  marked  for  identification.  The  in- 
spectors shall  also  make  as  a  part  of  their  original  statement  a 
return  of  the  nund^er  of  void  ballots  rejected  by  them,  and  on 
5uch  ballots  no  vote  shall  be  counted  for  any  candidate. 

Each  ballot  d(M*lared  void  bv  the  inspectors  shall  be  in- 
dorsed upon  the  back  thereof  with  the  si><»eific  reason  for 
such  rejection.  Such  void  ballots  shall,  together  with  the  ballots 
ivhich  were  protested  as  being  marked  for  identification,  be  secured 
in  a  separate  sealed  package,  which  shall  be  indorsed  on  the  out- 
side thereof  with  the  names  of  the  inspectors,  the  designation  of 
the  election  district,  and  the  number  and  kinds  of  ballots  con- 
tained therein.  Such  package  shall  be  filed  by  the  chairinan  of 
the  board  of  inspectors  with  the  original  statement  of  the  canvass. 

If  ballots  are  voted  on  any  constitutionnl  amendment,  propo- 
sition or  question,  a  similar  return  of  the  ballots  an  1  votes  cast 
thereon  shall  be  made  and  included  as  a  part  of  such  original  state- 
ment. 

Such  inspectors  shall,  whenever  unofiicial  ballots  are  voted, 
return  all  of  such  ballots  in  tbe  package  with  the  void  and  i>ro- 
tested  ballots. 

At  the  end  of  each  return  contnined  in  such  original  state- 
ment of  the  canvass,  and  also  at  the  bottom  of  each  sheet,  or 
balf  sheet  thereof,  the  inspectors  shall  make  and  sign  a  certifi- 
cate that  the  foregoing  statement  is  correct.  If  any  inspector, 
poll  clerk  or  ballot  clerk  shall  refuse  to  sign  any  return  required 
of  him  by  this  chapter,  he  must  state  tie  grounds  upon  which  such 
refusal  is  based  u])on  such  relurn  over  liis  signature.

Forthwith  upon  the  completion  of  suc\i  OTigm^X  «X.«L\««i^TiX.  ^sA  ^^ 
mch  certMed  copies  thereof ,  and  the  pTOc\ama\AOTi  ol  ^Jcift  ^e^>^^ 
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of  the  election  as  to  each  candidate,  the  ballots  voted,  except  th« 
void  and  protested  ballots,  shall  be  replaced  in  the  box  from  whid 
thev  were  taken,  together  with  a  statement  as  to  the  number  of 
such  ballots  so  replaced.  Each  such  box  shall  be  securely  locked 
and  sealed,  and  shall  be  deposited  with  the  officer  or  board  fu^ 
nishing  such  boxes.  They  shall  be  preserved  inviolate  for  six 
months  after  such  election,  and  may  be  opened  and  their  contenti 
examined  upon  the  order  of  the  supreme  court  or  a  justice  thereof, 
or  a  county  judge  of  such  county,  and  at  the  expiration  of  such  time 
the  ballots  may  be  disposed  of  in  the  discretion  of  the  officer  or 
board  having  charge  of  them. 

§  375.  Proclamation  of  result.  Upon  the  completion 
of  such  canvass  and  of  the  original  stat<»ment  and  certified 
copies  of  the  result  thereof,  the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors 
shall  make  public  oral  proclamation  of  the  whole  number  of  votes 
east  at  such  olection  at  such  polling  place  for  all  candidates  for 
each  office ;  upon  each  proposed  constitutional  amendment  or  other 
question  or  proposition,  if  any,  voted  upon  at  such  election;  the 
whole  number  of  votes  given  for  each  person,  with  the  title  of  the 
office  for  which  he  was  named  on  the  ballot;  and  the  whole  num-  ' 
ber  of  votes  irivon  respectively  for  and  against  each  proposed  cot* 
stitutional  amendment  or  other  question  or  proposition,  if  any,  so 
submitted. 

§  376.  Sealing  statements.     The  original  statement  of 

canvass  and  the  certified  copies  thereof  shall  be  securely  sealed 
with  scaling  wax  in  separate  envelopes  properly  indorsed  on  the 
outside  thereof  by  the  insj)ectora,  and  shall  be  kept  inviolate  by 
the  officers  or  board  with  whom  they  are  filed  imtil  delivered, 
together  with  the  sealed  packages  of  void  and  protested  ballots, 
to  the  countv  or  citv  board  of  canvassers. 

§  3T7.  Delivery  and  filing  of  papers  relating  to  tike  ' 
election;  general  provisions.     If  the  election  be  other  than

§  378.  Delivery  and  filing  of  papers  in  tl&e  city  of

ors for  that  duty,  and  the  other  certified  copy  of  such  ori^nal 
Statement  with  the  city  clerk,  by  an  inBpec*ct  dLWi:gaaXfc^>5^  '^^ 
iosrd  ofinspectOTB  for  that  duty. 


17')  The  Election  Law 

In  election  districts  in  the  city  of  New  York,  the  boards  of 
iu.^pectors  of  election  must,  at  the  same  time  that  they  make  and 
sign  the  aforesaid  original  statement  and  certified  copies  thereof, 
make  a  certified  copy  of  so  much  thereof  as  relates  to  any  can- 
didate for  member  of  assembly,  senator,  or  representative  in  con- 
gresSj  voted  for  both  in  ^aid  election  district  and  in  any 
]>art  of  any  county  not  within  the  city  of  Xew  York,  and  such 
certified  copy  must,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  the  completion 
of  the  canvass  by  the  inspectors,  be  filed  by  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  inspectors  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  outside  of  the 
citv  (»f  Xew  York  in  which  such  oflicers  or  anv  of  them  are  vote\l 
for  at  such  election. 

The  sealed  packages  of  detached  stubs  and  ballots  not  used 
at  the  election  Vhall,  in  the  city  of  Xew  York,  be  given  by  the  in- 
spectors to  the  police  who  shall  return  them  to  the  board 
of  elections  or  to  the  chief  clerk  of  the  branch  office  of  the  board 
of  elections,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  borough  within  which 
the  election  district  is  located.  All  such  packages  of  detached  stub? 
and  unused  ballots  shall  be  preserved  inviolate  in  the  office  in  which 
they  are  filed  for  a  p(*riod  of  six  months  from  the  time  of  filing 
thereof,  and  may  be  opened  and  examined  upon  the  order  of  the 
supreme  court  or  a  justice  thereof,  or  a  county  judge  within  such 
county,  or  by  a  committee  of  the  legislature,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  such  time  may  be  disposed  of  in  the  discretion  of  the  officer 
or  board  having  custody  of  the  same. 

§  379.  Additional  requirements  in  tl&e  metropoli- 
tan elections  district.  In  the  eh^ction  districts  within  the 
metro])olitan  elections  district  the  certified  copy  of  the  original

§    381.   Judicial    investigation    of   ballots.      If   any 

certified  ori«»inal  statement  of  the  result  of  the  canvass  in  ar* 
election  district  shall  show  that  any  of  the  ballots  counted  at  an 
ehction  therein  were  protested  as  marked  for  identification, 
a  writ  of  mandamus  may,  upon  the  application  of  any  candi- 
date voted  for  at  such  election  in  such  district,  within  twenty 
days  thereafter,  issue  out  of  the  supreme  court  to  the 'board  or 
body  of  canvassers,  if  any,  of  the  return  of  the  inspectors  of  such 
election  district,  and  otherwise  to  the  inspectors  of  election  making 
such  stalementj  requiring  a  recount  of  the  votes  gn  such  ballots. 
If  the  court  shall,  in  the  proceedings  upon  such  writ,  determine 
that  any  such  ballot  was  marked  for  the  purpose  of  identification, 
the  court  shall  order  such  ballot  and  the  votes  thereon  to  be  excluded 
upon  a  recount  of  such  votes. 

A  like  writ  may  in  the  same  manner  be  issued  to  determine 
whether  auv  ballot  and  the  votes  thereon  which  have  bei^n  re- 
jected  by  the  inspectors  as  void,  shall  be  counted.  If  in  the  pro- 
ceedings upon  such  writ  the  court  shall  determine  that  the  votes 
upon  any  such  ballot  rejected  as  void  shall  be  counted,  the  court 
shall  order  such  ballot  and  the  votes  thereon  to  be  counted  upon  a 
recount  of  such  votes.  Boards  of  inspectors  of  election  districts, 
and  boards  of  canvassers,  shall  continue  in  oflSce  for  the  purpose 
of  such  proceedings.

§  390.  State  voting  machine  commissioners.  There 
shall  be  a  state  board  of  voting  machine  commissioners  which  shall 
conisiist  of  three  commissioners  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor 
every  five  years,  one  of  whom  shall  be  an  expert  in  patent  law  and 
two  of  whom  shall  be  mechanical  experts.    Their  successive  tennfl 
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of  office  shall  b^n  on  the  first  day  of  January  of  every  fifth  year 
dating  from  nineteen  hundred  and  three  and  end  on  the  thirty- 
first  day  of  December.  Any  commissioner  now  in  office  or  here- 
after appointed  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor, 
and  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  for  any  unexpired 
term. 

No  voting  machine  commissioner  shall  have  any  pecuniary  in- 
terest in  any  voting  machine. 

§  391.  Ezamiiiatioii  of  Toting  macliine.  Any  person 
or  corporation  owning  or  being  interested  in  any  voting  ma- 
chine may  apply  to  the  state  board  of  voting  machine  commis- 
sioners to  examine  such  machine  and  report  on  its  accuracy,  effi- 
ciency and  capacity  to  register  the  will  of  voters.  The  commission- 
ers shall  examine  the  machine  and  report  accordingly.  Their  re- 
port shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  and  shall 
state  whether  in  their  opinion  the  kind  of  machine  so  examined  can 
be  safely  used  by  such  voters  at  elections,  und^r  the  conditiona 
prescribed  in  this  article.  If  the  report  states  that  the  machine 
can  be  so  used,  it  shall  be  deemed  approved  by  the  commissioners 
and  machines  of  its  kind  may  be  adopted  for  use  at  elections  aa 
herein  provided.  When  the  machine  has  been  so  approved,  amy 
improvement  or  change  that  does  not  impair  its  accuracy,  eflB- 
ciency  or  capacity  shall  not  render  necessary  a  re-examination  or 
re-approval  Uiereof .  Any  form  of  voting  machine  not. so  approved, 
or  which  has  not  been  heretofore  examined  by  said  commissionerg 
and  reported  on  pursuant  to  law  and  its  use  specifically  au- 
thorized by  law,  can  not  be  used  at  any  election.  Each  oonunia- 
sioner  is  entitled  to  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  his  compen- 
sation and  expenses  in  making  such  examination  and  report,  to  be 
paid  by  the  person  or  corporation  applying  for  such  examination. 

§  392.  Requiremeiits  of  Totine  nMtcl^iiie.  A  voting 
machine  approved  by  the  state  board  of  voting  machine 
commissioners  must  be  so  constructed  as  to  provide  facilities 
for  voting  for  the  candidates  of  at  least  seven  different  parties 
or  (MTgtniaations.  It  must  be  provided  with  a  single  straight  ticket 
device  for  each  of  said  parties,  by  the  use  of  which  a  voter  may 
vote  for  all  the  candidates  of  that  party,  and  must  permit  a  voter 
to  vote  for  any  person  for  any  office,  whether  or  not  nominated 
as  a  candidate  by  any  party  or  organization,  and  must  pfJjmit 
voting  in  absolute  secrecy.  Such  machine  shall  also  be  ^a  ,con- 
strpcted  that  a  voter  can  not  vote  for  a  candidate  or  on  a '.propo- 
sition for  whom   or  on  which   he   is   not  lawfully   entitled   to 
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vote.  It  must  also  bo  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  voting  for 
more  than  one  person  for  the  same  office,  except  where  a  voter 
is  lawfully  entitled  to  vote  for  more  than  one  person  for  that 
office,  and  it  must  afford  him  an  opportunity  to  vote  for  as  many 
])orsona  for  that  office  as  he  is  by  law  <*ntitled  to  vote  for 
and  no  more,  at  the  same  time  preventing  his  voting  for  the 
same  ])orson  twice.  It  must  be  provided  with  a  lock  or  locks,  by 
the  use  of  whicli  immediately  after  the  polls  are  closed  or  the  opera- 
tion of  such  machine  for  such  election  is  completed,  any  move- 
ment-of  the  voting  or  registering  mechanism  is  absolutely 
prevejtMc>(l.  It  may  also  be  provided  with  one  ballot  in  each  party 
column  or  row  containing  only  the  words  **  presidential  electors" 
])ree(*ded  by  the  party  name,  and  a  vote  for  such  ballot  shall  operate 
as  a  vote  for  all  the  candidates  of  such  party  for  presidential 
electors,  and  shall  be  counted  as  sueh. 

§  393.  Adoption  of  voting  machine.  The  board  of 
elections  of  the  city  of  ?\^ew  York,  the  common  council  of  any 
other: catv,  the  town  board  of  any  town,  or  the  board  of  trustees 
of  any  village  may  adopt  for  use  at  elections  any  kind  of  voting 
machine  approved  by  the  state  board  of  voting  machine  commis- 
sioners, or  the  use  of  which  has  been  specifically  authorized  by 
law^ ;  and  thereupon  such  voting  machine  may  be  used  at  any  or  all 
elections  held  in  such  city,  town  or  village,  or  in  any  part  thereof, 
for  voting,  registering  and  counting  votes  cast  at  such  elections. 
Voting  machines  of  different  kinds  may  be  adopted  for  different 
districts  in  tlic  sanie  city,  town  or  village. 

§  394.   Experimental  use  of  voting  macliine.      The 

authorities  of  a  citv,  town  or  village  authorized  bv  the  last 
sectio^i;to  adopt  a  voting  machine  may  provide  for  the  experi- 
mental use,  at  an  election  in  one  or  more  districts,  of  a  machine 
whieh  it  might  lawfully  adoj)t,  without  a  formal  adoption  thereof; 
and  its  use  at  such  election  shall  be  as  valid  for  all  purposes 
as  if  it  had  been  lawfully  adopted. 

§  395.  Providing  machines.  The  local  authorities  adopt- 
ing a  voting  machine  shall,  as  soon  as  practicable  thereafter, 
provide  for  each  polling  place  one  or  more  voting  machines  in 
complete  working  order,  and  shall  thereafter  preserve  and  keep 
them  in  rej)air,  and  shall  have  the  custody  thereof  and  of  the  furni- 
ture ii\pd  equipnu^nt  of  the  polling  place  \vhcn  not  in  use  at  an 
elect  iph.  If  it  shall  be  impracticable  to  supply  each  and  every

faithfully,  and  for  such  purpose  shall  be  considered  as  officers 
of  election,  and  shall  be  paid  for  the  time  spent  in  the  discharge 
of  their  duties,  in  the  sama  manner  as  election  officers  are  paid. 
In  counties  where  elections  are  in  charge  of  a  commissioner  of 
elections,  the  commissioner  and  his  deputy  shall  act  as  such  cus- 
tody ftus.  In  cities  w^hore  there  are  more  than  twenty  voting 
machines,  more  than  one  custodian  shall  be  appointed.  They 
fihall  be  selected  from  the  two  political  parties  entitled  to  rep- 
res<*ntation  on  a  board  of  election  officers.

For  the  purpose  of  giving  such  instruction,  the  custodian 
shall  call  such  meeting,  or  nie<^tings,  of  the  inspectors  of  election 
as  shall  be  necessary ;  but  such  meetings  shall  not  be  called  earlier 
than  seven  o'clock  in  the  afternoon.  .Such  custodian  shall  with- 
out delay  file  a  rei)ort  with  the  board  or  official  in  charge  of 
elections,  stating  that  he  has  instructed  the  election  officers,  giv- 
ing the  names  of  such  officers,  and  the  time  and  place  where  sudi 
instruction  was  given.  The  inspectors  of  election  of  each  elec- 
tion district  in  Avhich  a  voting  machine  is  to  be  used,  shall  attend 
such  meeting,  or  meetings,  as  shall  be  called,  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  such  instructions,  concerning  their  duties  as  shall  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  conduct  of  the  election  Avith  the  machine. 
Each  inspector  of  election  that  shall  qualify  for  and  ser^^e  in  the 
election,  shall  be  i)ai(l  one  dollar  for  the  time  spent  in  receiving 
such  instruction,  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as 
he  is  paid  for  his  services  on  election  day.  No  inspector  of  elec- 
tion shall  serve  in  any  election  at  which  a  voting  machine  is  used, 
unless  he  shall  have  received  such  instruction  and  is  fully  quali- 
fied to  perform  his  duties  in  connection  \vith  the  machine,  and 
has  received  a  certificate  to  that  effect  from  the  custodian  of  the 
machines;  provided,  however,  that  this  shall  not  prevent  the  ap- 
pointment of  an  inspector  of  election  to  fill  a  vacancy  in  an 
emergency.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the 
countv  of  !Monroe.

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§  413.   Canvass  of  vote  and  proclamation  of  result. 

There  shall  be  printed  dirt^ctions  in  the  statement  of  can- 
vass to  the  election  officers  for  their  guidance  before  the  polls 
are  opened  and  when  the  polls  are  closed;  a  certificate  of  which 
shall  be  signed  by  the  election  officers  before  the  polls  are  opened, 
showing  the.  delivery  of  the  keys  in  a  sealed  envelo{K» ;  the  num- 
ber on  the  seal ;  the  number  registered  on  the  protective 
counter,  if  one  is  provided;  if  all  of  the  counters  are  set  at 
zero  (000) ;  if  the  public  counter  is  set  at  zero  (000) ;  if 
the  ballot  labels  are  properly  placed  in  the  machine.  Also  a 
certificate  which  shall  be  filled  out  after  the  polls  haV^  been 
closed,  that  the  machine  has  been  locked  against  voting  and 
sealed;  the  number  of  voters  as  shown  on  the  public  counter;  the 
number  on  the  seal ;  the  number  registered  on  the  protective 
counter,  if  one  is  provided;  and  that  the  voting  machine  is  closed 
and  locked.  The  inspectors'  return  and  statnment  of  canvass 
shall  show  the  total  number  of  votes  cast  for  each  office,  the  num- 
ber of  votes  cast  for  each  candidate,  as  shown  on  his  counter, 
and  the  numlx^r  of  votes  for  persons  not  nominated,  which  3hall 
be  certified  bv  the  board  of  inspectors.  As  soon  as  the  doIIs  cf 
the  election  are  closed,  the  inspectors  of  election  thereat  shall 
immediately  lock  the  voting  machine  agaiust  voting,  and  open 
the  counting  compartments  in  the  presence  of  the  watchers  and 
all  other  persons  who  may  be  lawfully  within  the  polling  place, 
giving  full  view  of  all  the  counter  numlx^rs.

He  shall  also  in  the  same  manner  an- 
nounce the  vote  un  each  constitutional  amendment,  proposition 
or  other  question.  Where  the  counters  of  a  candidate,  who  has 
been  nominated  more  than  once  for  an  office  to  which  two  or 
more  persons  are  to  be  elected,  are  couj^led  for  simultaneous 
action  so  that  the  vote  counted  bv  anv  one  of  the  counters  cf  such 
candidate  will  also  be  counted  bv  the  other  counters  of  such  can- 
didate,  the  record  of  the  vote  on  but  one  of  such  counters  shall 
be  taken,  and  the  record  of  the  vote  on  the  other  counters?  j*h all 
not  be  taken  but  shall  be  entered  as  (^OOQi^ .  TVi^  e^woXfe^^  ^^  ^^ 
candidate  who  ba^  hron  nominated  more  vWtv  cvcvq,^,  \cyc  ^^  ^^v^^ 
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to  which  but  one  jiergon  is  to  be  elected  shall  not  be  coupled  for 
simultaneous  action  and  the  record  of  the  vote  on  each  counter 
of  such  candidate  shall  be  taken  and  added  together.  The 
counter  shall  not  in  any  case  be  read  consecutively  along  the 
party  row  or  column,  but  shall  always  be  read  along  tlie  office  erf- 
umns  or  rows,  completing  the  canvass  for  each  office  before  pro- 
ceeding to  the  next,  and  the  vote  as  registered  shall  be  entered 
by  the  clerks  on  both  of  the  tally  sheets  in  ink,  in  the  same  order 
on  the  space  which  has  the  same  designating  number  and  letter. 
After  copying  the  vote  from  the  tally  sheets  onto  the  statement 
of  canvass,  the  figures  shall  be  verified  by  being  called  off  in  the 
same  manner  from  the  counters  of  the  machine  by  an  inspectcur 
of  a  different  political  party.  The  counter  compartment  of  the 
voting  machine  shall  remain  open  until  the  statement  of  canvus 
and  all  other  reports  have  been  fully  completed  and  signed  by 
the  election  board.  During  such  time  any  candidate,  watcher, 
or  challenger  of  any  party  or  independent  body  duly  accredited 
as  provided  by  section  three  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  the  election 
law  wlio  may  desire  to  be  present  shall  be  admitted  to  the  polling 
place.  The  proclamation  of  the  result  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be 
deliberately  announced  in  a  distinct  voice  by  the  chairman  of  the 
board  of  inspectors  who  shall  read  the  name  of  each  candidate, 
with  the  designating  numlx^r  and  letter  of  his  counter,  and  the 
vote  registered  on  such  -counter;  also  the  vote  cast  for  and 
against  each  question  submitted.  During  such  proclamation 
ample  opportunity  shall  Ik*  given  to  any  jx^rson  lawfully  present 
to  compare  the  results  so  announced  with  the  coimter  dials  of  the 
machine  and  anv  necessary  corrections  shall  then  and  there  be 
made  by  the  election  board,  after  which  the  doors  of  the  voting 
machine  shall  be  closed  and  locked. 

Before  adjourning  the  board  shall,  with  the  seal  provided 
therefor,  so  seal  the  operating  lever  of  the  machine  that  the  vot- 
iufi:  and  counting  mechanism  will  be  prevented  from  operation.

§  414.  Disposition  of  ixnregnlar  ballots;  and  pre- 
serving tlie  record  of  tlie  macliine.

§  415.  Disposition  of  keys;  opening  counter  coni- 
partnient.  The  keys  of  the  machine  shall  be  enclosed  in  an 
envelope  which  shall  be  supplied  by  the  officials,  on  which 
shall  be  written  the  number  of  the  machine  and  the'  dis- 
trict and  ward  where  it  has  been  used,  which  shall  be  securely 
sealed  and  indorsed  bv  the  election  officers,  and  shall  be  so  re- 
turned  to  the  officer  from  whom  thev  were  received.  The  number 
on  the  seal  and  the  number  registered  on  the  protective  counter,  if 
BO  provided,  shall  be  written  on  the  envelope  containing  the 
keys.  All  keys  for  voting  machines  shall  be  kept  securely  locked 
by  the  officials  having  theui  Jii  charge.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for 
any  unauthorized  person  to  have  in  his  possession  any  key  or 
keys  of  any  voting  machine;  and  all  election  officers,  or  persons 
entrusted  with  such  keys  for  election  purposes,  or  in  the  prepa- 
ration of  the  machine  therefor,  shall  not  retain  them  longer  than 
necessary  to  use  them  for  such  legal  purpose.  All  machines 
shall  be  boxed  and  collected  as  soon  after  the  close  of  the  elec- 
tion as  possible,  and  the  machines,  and  the  boxes  for  the  ma- 
chines, shall  at  all  times  be  stored  in  a  suitable  place.  {Thvs 
amended  by  chapter  4G5,  Laws  of  1909.) 

§  416.  ProTision  for  re-canvass  of  vote.  Whenever 
it  shall  appear  that  there  is  a  discrepancy  in  the  returns 
of  any  election  district,  the  county  board  of  canvassers  shall. sum- 
mon the  inspectors  of  election  thereof  and  said  inspectors  shall, 
in  the  presence  of  said  board  of  canvassers,  or  a  bi-partisan  com- 
mittee thereof,  make  a  record  of  the  nuinbiT  on  the  seal  and  the 
number  on  the  protective  counter,  if  one  is  provided,  open  the 
counter  compartment  of  said  machine,  and  without  unlocking 
said  machine  against  voting,  shall  re-canvass  the  vote  cast 
thereon.  Before  making  such  re-canvass  the  county  board  of 
canvassers  shall  give  notice  in  writing  to  the  custodian  and  to 
the  county  chairman  of  each  political  party  or  nominating  body 
that  shall  have  nominated  candidates  for  the  election^  of  tha 
time  and  place  where  said  re-canvass  \a  to\>e  tcv^^^%  ^tv^  ^i.^  ^^^

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poiilalives  to  1x3  present  at  such  re-canvass.  If,  upon  such  re- 
canvass,  it  shall  ho  found  that  the  original  canvass  of  the  returns 
has  been  correctly  made  from  the  machine,  and  that  the  dis- 
crepancy still  remains  unaccounted  for,  the  county  board  of  can- 
vassers, in-  >jild  conunittee  lh(*reof,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
custodian  of  said  machine,  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  inspect- 
ors of  election  and  the  authorized  representatives  of  the  several 
said  political  parties  or  nominating  bodies,  unlock  the  voting 
and  count  ini^  mechanism  of  said  machine  and  shall  proceed  to 
thorouirldv  examine  and  test  the  machine  to  determine  and  re- 
veal  th(^  true  cause  or  causes,  if  any,  of  the  discrepancy  in  the 
returns  fmiu  said  macliine.  Before  testing  the  counters  they 
shall  be  reset  at  zero  (000)  after  which  each  counter  shall  he 
operated  at  lea.st  one  hundred  times.  After  the  completion  of 
said  examination  and  test,  the  custodian  shall  then  and  there 
prei)are  a  statement  in  writing  giving  in  detail  the  result  thereof, 
aH<l  said  statement  shall  be  witnessed  by  the  persons  present  and 
shall  Ix)  filed  with  the  s<:'cretary  of  the  county  board  of  can- 
vassers. 

§  417.  Application  of  other  articles  and  penal  law. 

The  provi>inns  of  the  other  articles  of  this  chapt(»r  apply  as  far  as 
practicable  to  votini*;  by  voting  machines,  except  as  herein  provided. 
Th(*  provisions  of  the  ])enal  law  and  of  this  cha]>ter  relating  to 
misconduct  tit  elections  shall  ap])ly  to  elections  with  voting  ma- 
chines.    Any  ])ersou  who  shall  bef(>rc  or  during  an  election  tamper 
with  jiny  vriiuir  machine;  or  who  shall  interfere  or  attempt  to 
interf rr<'  with  th(^  corn^ct  operation  of  the  voting  machine,  or  the 
secrecy  ot'  vnting;  or  shall  wilfully  injure  a  voting  machine  to 
prevent  its  u.-e ;  or,  any  elecli(»n  or  police  officer  or  anyone  em- 
])loyed  to  ji»l>t  in  the  care  or  arrangement  of  the  voting  machine, 
who  shall  permit  any  person  to  violate  the  secrecy  of  the  voting,  or 
to  intei'i'eie  in  jiny  way  with  the  correct  opi^ration  of  the  voting 
mnehine:  or  any  uuauihorizcd  person  who  shall  make  or  have  in 
his  possession  a  key  to  a  voting  machine  that  has  been  adopted 
and   will   be  u-ed    in  < 'lections  in  this  state  shall  bo  guilty  of  a 
felony,    ])uiii-h;d)le   by   iinj^risonment   in  a  state  prison  for  not 
less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  five  years. 

§  418.  V71ien  ballot  clerks  not  to  be  elected.  Ballot 
clerks  shall  not  b(^  elected  or  appointed  for  any  district  for 
which  n  voting  machine  shall  have  been  adopted,  and  which  will 
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be  supplied  and  ready  for  use  at  llie  next  eleotiou  to  be  held 
therein. 

§  419.   Number  of  voters  in  election  districts.     For 

any  election  in  any  city,  town  or  village  in  which  voting  ma- 
chines are  to  be  used,  the  election  districts  in  which  such  nuichiuo.s 
are  to  be  used  may  be  created  by  the  officers  charged  with  the 
duty  of  creating  election  districts,  so  as  to  contain  a-  near  n^ 
may  be  six  hundred  voters  each.  Such  redistricting  or  redivision 
may  be  made  at  any  time  after  any  November  election  and  on  or 
before  August  fifteenth  following,  and  when  so  made  shall  take 
effect  immediately.  Where  such  redistricting  or  redivnsion  shall 
be  made  in  any  town,  the  board  making  the  same  shall,  on  or 
before  September  first  following,  appoint  from  the  inspectors  of 
election  then  in  office  (if  sufficient  therefor  are  then  in  office,  and, 
if  not,  from  persons  not  in  office,  sufficient  to  make  up  the  requisite 
number)  four  inspectors  of  election  for  each  election  district  thus 
created,  who  shall  be  equally  divided  between  the  two  partitas  en- 
titled to  representation  on  said  boards  of  inspectors.  Thereafter 
no  redivision  of  such  election  districts  shall  be  made  for  elections 
by  such  machines  until  at  some  general  election  the  number  of 
votes  cast  in  one  or  more  of  such  districts  shall  exceed  seven  hun- 
dred. But  the  towm  board  of  a  town  in  which  such  machines  arc 
used  may  alter  the  boundaries  of  the  election  districts  at  any 
time  after  a  general  election  and  on  or  before  August  fifteenth 
following,  provided  that  the  number  of  such  election  districts  in 
such  town  shall  not  be  increased  or  reduced,  and  the  number  of 
votes  to  be  cast  in  any  district  whose  boundaries  are  so  altered 
shall  not  exceed  seven  hundred. 

§  420.  Definitions.  The  list  of  candidates  used  or  to  be 
used  on  the  front  of  the  voting  machine  shall  be  deemed  official 
ballots  under  this  chapter  for  an  election  district  in  which  a  vot- 
ing machine  is  used  pursuant  to  law.  The  w^ord  "  ballot  '•  as  used 
in  this  article,  (except  when  reference  is  made  to  irregular  ballots) 
means  that  portion  of  the  cardboard  or  paper  or  other  material 
within  the  ballot  frames  containing  the  name  of  the  candidate 
for  office,  or  a  statement  of  a  proposed  constitutional  amendment, 
or  other  question  or  proposition  with  the  word  "'  Yes  "  for  voting 
for  any  question  or  the  word  '^  No  ''  for  voting  against  any  ques- 
tion. The  term  "  question ''  shall  mean  any  constitutional  amend* 
ment,  proposition,  or  other  question,  submitted  to  the  voters  at 
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any  election.  The  Icrm  **  ballot  label "  shall  mean  the  printed 
stri})s  of  card))oiir(l  coiitainiiig  the  names  of  the  offices  and  the  can- 
didates iiuiuiiuited  bv  each  party,  and  the  questions  submitted. 
The  t(Min  **  irregular  ballot  ''  shall  mean  a  vote  cast,  by  or  on  a 
special  de\  iee,  tor  a  ])erson  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  the 
ballot  labels.  The  term  ^'  voting  machine  custodian  ''  shall  mean 
the  ])ers«  11  wlu*  shall  have  charge  of  preparing  and  arranging  the 
voting  niacliines  for  elections.  The  term  "protective  counter" 
Fhall  mean  a  s(»])arate  counter  built  into  the  voting  machine  "which 
eannot  be  reset,  which  records  the  total  number  of  movements  of 
the  operating  lever. 

§  421.   Saving  clause.    Nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  to 

prohibit,  the  adoption  or  use  of  any  voting  machine  at  any  election 
within  any  town,  city  or  village  that  has  adopted  the  same  prior 
to  the  twenty-eighth  day  of  April,  eighteen  himdred  and  ninety- 
nine,  but  the  method  of  conducting  an  election  therewith  shall  be 
in  the  manner  prescribed  by  this  chapter.

§  430.   Organization  of  county  board  of  canvassers. 

The  board  of  supervisors  of  each  county  shall  be  the  county  board 
of  canvassers  of  such  county.  The  county  board  of  canvassers  of 
each  coinitv  within  the  citv  of  Xew  York  shall  consist  of  the 
members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  New  York  elected 
as  such  within  the  county.  The  said  county  boards  of  canvassers 
shall  also  within  tlioir  respective  coimties  be  the  city  board  of  can- 
vassers of  such  city.  The  county  board  of  canvassers  of  a  county 
cf>ntainin^  a  city  havine;  a  population  of  not  less  than  fifty  thou- 
sand and  not  nion^  than  three  hundred  thousand,  shall  be  the  city 
board  of  canvassers  of  such  citv. 

The  county  board  of  canvassers  of  the  respective  counties  shall 
meet  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  each  election  of  public  officers 
held  in  such  county  other  than  an  election  of  town,  city,  village 
or  district  school  officers  held  at  a  different  time  from  a  general 
election.  In  the  county  of  Erie  the  board  of  county  canvassers 
shall  meet  at  the  usual  place  of  mtM^ting  of  the  board  of  super- 
visors and  in  all  other  counties  at  the  office  of  the  county  clerk. 
Upon  such  meeting  they  shall  choose  one  of  their  number  chair- 
man of  such  board.  In  the  coimty  of  Erie  the  commissioner  of 
elections  shall  be  the  secretary  of  the  board  of  county  canvassers 
and  in  all  other  counties  the  county  clerk,  or  if  he  be  absent  or 
unable  to  act,  the  deputy  county  clerk  of  such  county,  shall  be 
the  secretary  of  such  board.  The  secretary  of  the  board  shall 
thereupon  administer  tbe  constitutional  oath  of  office  to  the  chair- 
man of  the  board,  who  shall  then  administer  such  oath  to  each 
member,  and  to  the  secretary  of  the  board. 

A  majority  of  the  members  of  any  board  of  canvassers  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  thereof.  If,  on  the  day  fixed  for  such  meet- 
ing, a  majority  of  any  such  board  shall  not  attend,  the  members 
of  the  board  then  ])rcsent  shall  elect  the  chairman  of  the  board 
and  adjourn  to  some  convenient  hour  of  tlie  next  day.  If  such 
board,  or  a  majority  thereof,  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  meet  within 
two  days  after  the  time  fixed  for  organizing  such  board,  the  su- 
preme court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  or  county  judge  within  such 
countjv  may  compel  the  members  tlaerooi  Vj  n^tv\.  ^1  Tsi^KsAassK®. 
to  meet  and  organize  forthwith. 
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§  431.  Production     of     ori^nal     statements     and 
copies  thereof*     A;   :oon  as  such  board  of  county  canvassers 

i^liall  liave  beeu  organized,  the  officer  with  whom  they 
were  tik-d  tliall  deliver  to  such  board  of  canvassers  all  the 
original  statements  of  canvass  received  from  inspectors  of  election 
for  dii?tricts  within  the  county  for  which  said  board  are  county  or 
city  canvassers.  The  copies  of  the  original  statements  which  have 
been  deliver  d  to  members  of  the  board  of  assessors  shall  then  be 
delivered  to  the  board.  If  any  member  of  the  county  board  of 
canvassers  shall  be  unable  to  attend  the  first  meeting:  of  such 
board,  he  shall,  at  or  before  such  meeting,  cause  to  be  delivered 
to  the  secretary  of  such  board  all  such  copies  of  original  state- 
ments delivered  to  him,  and  any  original  statement  that  may  have 
come  into  his  possession.  If,  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  county 
board  of  canvassers  of  any  county,  all  such  original  statements  of 
the  result  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  in  all 
the  election  districts  in  the  county  shall  not  be  produced  before 
the  board,  it  shall  adjourn  to  some  convenient  hour  of  the  same 
or  the  next  day,  and  the  secretary  of  such  board  shall,  by  special 
messenger  or  otherwise,  obtain  such  missing  original  statements, 
if  possible,  otherwise  he  shall  procure  one  of  the  certified  copies 
thereof  in  time  to  be  produced  before  such  board  at  its  next  meet- 
ing. At  such  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  as  an  original  statement  of 
the  result  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  election  in  every 
election  district  of  the  county  shall  be  produced  before  such  board, 
or  a  copy  thereof  in  case  the  original  can  not  be  produce<l,  the 
board  shall,  from  such  original  statements  and  certified  copies, 
proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  cast  in  such  county  at  such  election. 

§  432.   Correction  of  clerical  errors  in  election  dis- 
trict   statenients.       If,    upon    proceeding    to    canvass    such 
votes,  it  shall  clearly  appear  to  any  coimty  board  of  canvassers 
that  certain  matters  are  omitted  from  any  such  statement  or  copy 
which   should   have   been   inserted,   or   that   any  merely   clerical 
mistakes  exist  therein,  they  shall  have  i)ower,  and  such  power  is 
hereby  given,  to  summon  the  insi)ectors  of  election  whose  names 
are   subscribed   thereto  before   such  board,   and   such   inspectors 
shall  forthwith  meet  and  make  such  correction  as  the  facts  of  the 
case  require;  but  such  inspectors  shall  not  change  or  alter  any 
decision  before  made  by  them,  but  shall  only  cause  their  canvass 
to  be  correctly  stated.    The  bo^xd  of  county  canvassers  may  ad- 
jonrn  from  day  to  day  not  exceediiv^  \\iTe^  ^vj'^  \^  ^^  -fcjt  the

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§  433.  Bfandamns  to  county  or  state  boards  of  can- 
vassers to  correct  errors.  The  supreme  court  may,  upon 
affidavit  presented  by  any  voter,  showing  that  errors  have  occurred 
in  any  statement  or  determination  made  by  the  state  board  of  can- 
vassers, or  by  any  board  of  county  canvassers,  or  that  any  such 
board  has  failed  to  act  in  conformity  to  law,  make  an  order  requir- 
ing such  board  to  correct  such  errors,  or  2)erform  its  duty  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law,  or  show  cause  why  such  correction 
should  not  be  made  or  such  duty  performed.  If  such  board  shall 
fail  or  neglect  to  make  such  correction,  or  perform  such  duty,  or 
show  cause  as  aforesaid,  the  court  may  compel  such  board,  by  writ 
of  mandamus,  to  correct  such  errors  or  perform  such  duty;  and  if 
it  shall  have  made  its  determination  and  dissolved,  to  reconvene 
for  the  pur])ose  of  making  such  corrections  or  performing  such 
duty.

A  sjucial  preceding  authorized  by  this  section  must  be  com-

and  ooni})troller  the  certified  copies  received  by  them,  or  either  of 
tbeni,  and  file  the  same  in  his  ofiice.  lie  shall  then,  and  withii 
five  days  after  any  such  certified  copy  has  been  received  by  him, 
appoint  a  meeting  of  the  ttate  canvassers  to  be  held  at  his  office, 
or  the  office  of  the  state  treasurer  or  comptroller,  and  the  said 
board  of  state  canvassers  shall,  from  such  certified  copies, 
proceed  to  make  a  new  statement  of  the  whole  number  of 
votes  given  at  the  election  referred  to  in  such  statement  for  the 
various  offices  above  mentioned,  or  any  of  them,  so  far  as  the 
number  of  votes  for  any  particular  office  or  candidate  has  been 
changtMl  by  such  new  or  corrected  statement  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided by  section  four  hundred  and  forty-two  of  this  article.  Upon 
the  new  or  corrected  statement  thus  made,  the  said  board  of  state

§  435.  Mandamus  to  state  board  to  canvass  cor- 
rected statements  of  county  boards.  The  supreme  court 
sliall,  upon  application  of  a  candidate  interested  in  the  result  of 
such  new  or  corrected  statement,  or  of  any  voter  in  the 
county  from  which  such  statement  came,  and  upon  proof  by  affi-

said, the  court  may  compel  such  board  by  writ  of  mandamus  to 
act  uj^on  and  canvass  such  new  or  corrected  statement,  and  make  a 
statement,  certificate  and  declaration  in  accordance  therewith ;  and 
if  the  state  board  of  canvassers  shall  have  made  a  determination, 
and  adjourned  or  dissolved  before  receiving  such  new  or  corrected 
statement,  the  court  may  compel  such  board  to  reconvene  for  the 
purpose  of  carrying  out  il?^  ovdeT  aA\d  direction ;  and  for  that  pu^ 
pose  the  meeting  of  said  board  s\\aW\iei  ^l^^m^^  a  Q,QiiJC\Tixi«si^^

§  436.  Prooeedlnss  upon  corrected  statements.    The 

state  board  of  canvassers  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  re- 
spectively have  the  same  powers  and  discharge  the  same  duties 
with  reference  to  new  or  corrected  statements,  that  they  have  and 
are  charged  with  with  reference  to  original  statements. 

§   437.  Statenients   of  canvass  by  connty  boards. 

Upon  the  completion  by  a  county  board  of  canvassers  of  the  can- 
vass of  votes  of  which  original  statements  of  canvass,  or  certified 
copies  thereof,  are  by  law  required  to  be  delivered  to  them,  by  the 
boards  of  ofiicers  with  whom  the  same  may  have  been  filed  by  the 
inspectors  of  election,  they  shall  make  separate  statements  thereof 
as  follows: 

1.  One  statement  of  all  such  votes  cast  for  each  office  of  elector 
of  president  and  vice-president  of  the  United  States. 

2.  One  statement  of  all  such  votes  cast  for  each  state  office. 

3.  One  statement  of  all  such  votes  cast  for  each  office  of  repre- 
sentative in  congress,  except  that  the  board  of  canvassers  in  the 
county  of  Xew  York  shall  not  make  a  statement  of  the  votes  cast 
in  any  election  district  in  said  county,  for  any  candidate  for  the 
office  of  assemblyman,  senator  or  representative  in  congress,  the 
candidates  for  which  were  also  voted  for  by  voters  in  election 

districts  in  any  county  not  within  the  city  of  New  York. 

4.  One  statement  as  to  all  such  votes  cast  upon  every  proposed 
constitutional  amendment  or  other  proposition  or  question  duly 
submitted  to  all  the  voters  of  the  state. 

5.  One  statement  as  to  all  the  votes  cast  for  all  and  each  of 
the  candidates  for  each  office  of  member  of  assembly  for  which 
the  voters  of  such  county  or  any  portion  thereof,  exce})t  as  pro- 
vided in  paragraph  numl)ered  throe  in  this  section,  wore  entitled 
to  vote  at  such  election. 

6.  One  statement  as  to  all  the  votes  cast  for  each  county  office, 
and  office  of  school  commissioner,  for  which  the  voters  of  such 
county,  or  any  portion  thereof,  were  entitled  to  vote  at  such  elec- 
tion, and  to  be  canvassed  by  them. 

7.  One  statement  as  to  all  the  votes,  if  any,  so  cast  upon  any 
proposition  or  question  upon  which  only  the  voters  of  such  county 
were  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election. 

8.  In  the  counties  wholly  or  partly  within  the  city  of  New  York, 
the  respective  county  boards  shall  inak^  a  ?>^^^x^\ft  ^V^V^xgk'qx.  ^a. 
to  the  votes,  if  any,  so  cast  upon  any  pro\>o?i\\\OTL  crc  q^^'sJC^^^  ^'^'^^ 
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which  only  the  voters  of  such  city  were  entitled  to  vote  at  such 
election  in  such  county  or  portion  thereof. 

Each  such  statement  shall  set  forth,  in  words  written  out  at 
length,  all  votes  east  for  all  the  candidates  for  each  such  office; 
and  if  aiiv  such  office  was  to  be  filled  at  such  election  by  the 
voters  of  a  portion  only  of  a  county,  all  the  votes  cast  for  all  the 
candidates  for  each  office  in  any  such  portion  of  a  county,  desig- 
nating it  by  its  proper  district  number  or  other  appropriate  desig- 
nation; the  name  of  each  such  candidate;  the  number  of  votes  so 
cast  for  each ;  and  the  whole  number  of  votes  so  cast  upon  any 
proposed  constitutional  amendment  or  other  proposition  or  ques- 
tion, and  all  the  votes  so  cast  in  favor  of  and  against  the  same 
r(  s])ectively.  In  the  counties  wholly  or  partly  within  the  citv 
of  New  ^'ork  the  respective  county  boards  shall  make  a  separate 
stattnie]it  of  the  votes  cast  for  all  the  city  offices  voted  for  by  the 
voters  of  such  city  or  any  portion  thereof,  within  such  counties. 

If,  upon  such  canvass,  in  any  original  statement  or  duly  certified 
co])y  of  an  original  statement  of  the  result  of  the  canvass  of  the 
votes  of  any  election  district  in  such  county  or  city,  there  shall 
be  includ<  (1  any  ballot  indorsed  by  the  inspectors  to  the  effect 
that  it  was  protested  as  marked  for  identification,  the  county 
and  city  boards  of  canvassers  shall  add  to  each  statement  in 
w  liicli  the  counting  of  any  such  ballot  or  any  portion  thereof  is  in- 
cluded, a  statement  of  the  whole  number  of  ballots  so  indorsed  and 
counted.  Tf,  upon  such  canvass,  in  any  original  statement  or  duly 
certified  copy  of  an  original  statement  of  the  result  of  the  can- 
vass of  the  votes  of  anv  election  district,  there  shall  be  included 
any  ballot  indorsed  by  the  inspectors  to  the  effect  that  it  was  re- 
jected as  void,  the  county  and  city  boards  of  canvassers  shall  add 
to  each  statement,  a  statement  of  the  whole  number  of  ballots  so  in- 
dorsed. 

The  statements  required  by  this  section  shall  each  be  certifie<l  as 
correct  over  the  signatures  of  the  members  of  the  board,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  and  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the 
county  clerk  of  such  countv.  When  the  whole  canvass  shall  be 
completed,  the  original  statements  of  canvass  and  certified  copies 
used  thereat  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  board. 
The  certified  copies  of  such  original  statement  of  canvass  not  used 
at  the  canvass  and  the  sealed  packages  of  void  and  protested  ballots 
shall  he  retained  in  the  office  in  which  or  by  the  officer  with  whoni

§  438.  Decisions  of  county  boards  as  to  persons 
elected.  Upon  the  compk'tion  of  the  statements  required  by 
the  preceding  section  the  board  of  canvassers  for  each  county  shall 
determine  what  person  has  by  the  greatest  number  of  votes  been  so 
elected  to  each  office  of  member  of  assembly  to  be  filled  by  the 
voters  of  each  county  for  which  they  are  county  canvassers  if  con- 
stituting one  assembly  district,  or  in  each  assembly  district  therein, 
if  there  be  more  than  one,  and  each  person  elected  by  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  to  each  countv  office  of  such  count v  to  be  filled  at 
such  election,  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  school  commissioner 
district  in  such  county,  each  person  elected  by  the  greatest  number 
of  votes  to  the  office  of  school  couimissioner  to  be  filled  at  such  elec- 
tion in  each  district.  The  county  clerk  of  the  county  of  Hamil- 
ton shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the  county  clerk  of  the  county 
of  Fulton  a  certified  copy  of  the  statement  so  filed  and 
recorded  in  his  office  of  the  countv  board  of  canvassers  of 
Hamilton  county  as  to  all  the  votes  so  cast  in  Hamilton  county 
for  all  the  candidates  and  for  each  of  the  candidates  for  the  office 
of  member  of  assembly  of  the  assembly  district  composed  of  Fulton 
and  Hamilton  counties;  and  the  county  clerk  of  Fulton  county 
shall  forthwith  deliver  the  same  to  the  Fulton  county  board  of 
canvassers,  who  shall  from  such  certified  copy,  and  from  their  own 
statement  as  to  the  votes  so  cast  for  such  office  in  Fulton  county, 
determine  what  person  was  at  such  election  elected  by  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  to  such  office.  Such  board  of  each  county 
shall  determine  whether  any  ])ro])osition  or  question  submitted  to 
the  voters  of  such  countv  onlv  has  bv  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
been  adopted  or  rejected. 

All  such  determinations  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
signed  by  the  members  of  such  board,  or  a  majority  of  them,  and 
filed  and  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  such  county, 
except  in  the  county  of  Erie,  and  in  the  county  of  Erie  in  the  office 
of  the  commissioner  of  elections,  who  shall  each  cause  a  copy 
thereof,  and  of  the  statements  filed  and  recorded  in  his  office,  upon 
which  such  determination  was  based,  to  be  published  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  laws  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two^ 
diapter  six  hundred  and  eiglity-six,  see\.\oiv%  V«^\iX^-^^^  '^^^ 
twentjr-two. 
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The  clerk  of  each  county,  except  the  county  of  Erie,  and  in  11m 
county  of  Erie  the  commissioner  of  elections,  shall  prepare  as 
many  certified  copies  of  each  certificate  of  the  determination  of 
the  county  .board  of  canvassers  of  such  county  as  there  are  persons 
declared  elected  in  such  certificate,  and  shall,  without  delay,  trans- 
mit such  copies  to  the  persons  therein  declared  to  be  elected^  re- 
spectively. 

§  439.  Transmission  of  statements  of  oonnity  boards 
to  secretary  of  state  and  board  of  eleotioiui.      Upon 

the  filing  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  or  commissioner 
of  eloetioiis  of  a  statement  of  the  county  board  of  canvassers 
as  to  the  votes  cast  for  candidates  for  the  offices  of  electors  of  presi- 
dent and  vice-president,  or  as  to  the  votes  cast  for  candidates  for 
state  officers,  except  members  of  assembly,  and  for  representatives 
in  congress,  or  as  to  the  votes  cast  on  any  proposed  constitutional 
aniendment  or  other  proposition  or  question  submitted  to  all 
the  voters  of  the  state,  such  county  clerk  or  commissioner 
of  elections  shall  forthwith  make  three  certified  copies  of  each 
such  statement,  and,  within  five  days  after  the  filing  thereof  in 
his  office,  transmit  by  mail  one  of  such  copies  to  the  secretary  of 
state,  one  to  the  governor  and  one  to  the  comptroller  of  the  state. 
The  governor  and  comptroller  shall  forthwith  upon  the  receipt 
thereof  by  them  deliver  such  certified  copies  to  the  secretary  of 
state.  If  any  certified  copy  shall  not  be  received  by  the  secretary 
of  state  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  Xovember  next  after  a  general 
election,  or  within  twenty  days  after  a  special  election,  he  shall 
dispatch  a  special  messenger  to  obtain  such  certified  copy  from

The  county  clerk  of  each  county,  except  in  the  county  of  Erie, 
and  in  the  county  of  Erie  the  commissioner  of  elections,  shall  trans- 
mit to  the  secretary  of  state,  within  twenty  days  after  a  general 
election,  and  within  ten  days  after  a  special  election,  a  list  of  the 
names   and   residences  of  all  persons   determined  by  the  board 
of  county  canvassers  of  such  county  to  be  elected  member  of 
assembly,     school     commissioner,     or     to     any     county     office; 
and  on  or  before  the  fi.fteent\v  day  of  December  in  each  year  a

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general  election.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  obtain  from  the 
governor  and  comptroller  such  certified  copies  so  transmitted  to 
them  and  file  the  same  in  his  office. 

Upon  the  filing  in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  a  county 
wholly  or  partly  within  the  city  of  New  York  of  a  statement  of  the 
county  board  of  canvassers  as  to  the  votes  cast  for  candidates  for  a 
city  office  within  such  city,  such  county  clerk  shall  forthwith  make 
a  certified  copy  of  each  such  statement  and,  within  five  days  after 
the  filing  thereof  in  his  office,  deliver  in  a  sealed  envelope  such 
certified  copy  to  the  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New  York; 
on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  December  in  any  year  in  which 
there  shall  have  been  an  election  for  a  city  office  for  which  votes 
were  cast  in  a  county  within  the  city  of  New  York  the  county  clerk 
thereof  shall  file  with  the  city  clerk  of  such  city  a  certified  copy  of 
the  official  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  in  such  county  or  portion 
thereof  by  election  districts  for  such  city  office,  and  such  canvass 
by  election  districts  shall,  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter,  be  pub- 
lished in  the  City  Record. 

§   440.   Organization  and  duties  of  board  of  can- 
vassers of  tlie  city  of  New  York.     The  board  of  elections 
of  the  city  of  Xew  York  shall  be  the  board  of  canvassers  of 
the  city  of  New  York  of  the  statements  of  the  county  boards  of 
canvassers  of  the  counties  within  such  citv  of  the  votes  cast  in 
such  city  or  any  portion  thereof  for  a  city  office  or  upon  any 
proposition   or   question   upon   which   only   voters   of     such  city 
were  entitled  to  vote.     The  members  of  the  board  of  elections 
shall  meet  at  the  usual  place  for  holding  their  regular  meeting 
•n  the  first  ifonday  in  December  succc<'(ling  a  general  election 
for  a  city  office  within  such  city  and  within  thirty  days  after  a 
special  election,  and  shall  organize  by  selecting  one  of  the  mem- 
bers as  chairman.

•r  if  he  be  unable  to  serve  the  board  may  appoint  a  chief  clerk  to 
he  such  s<cretary.     The  secretary  shall  thereupon  administer  to 
the  chairman  the  constitutional  oath  of  office  and  the  chairman 
flhall  administer  such  oath  to  the  Members  of  such  hoard  and  the 
secretary  thereof. 

As  soon  as  such  board  shall  have  organized  the  secretary  shall 
deliver  to  such  board  the  certified  copies  of  the  statements  of  the 
county   board    of   canvassers    of   each  county   wholly   or   partly

If  a  certified  copy  of  any 
statement  of  any  county  board  required  to  be  delivered  to  said 
board  shall  not  be  delivered  prior  to  the  meeting  and  organ- 
ization of  said  board,  it  may  *adjornn  such  nnM^tin^  from  day 
to  day  not  exceeding  a  term  of  five  days,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  secretary  to  procure  from  the  county  clerk  of  such  county 
the  required  certified  copy  of  such  statement. 

Upon  the  completion  of  such  canvass  said  board  shall  make 
separate  tabulated  statements  signed  by  the  members  of  such  board 
or  a  majority  thereof,  and  attested  by  the  secretary,  of  the  whole 
number  of  votes  cast  for  all  the  candidates  for  each  office  shown 
by  such  certified  copies  to  have  been  voted  for,  the  whole  number 
of  votes  cast  for  each  of  such  candidates,  the  number  of  votes  c^st 
in  each  county  for  them,  and  if  the  voters  of  only  a  part  of  a 
county  were  entitled  to  vote  for  such  candidates,  the  part  of  such 
county,  and  the  determination  of  the  board  as  to  the  persons 
thereby  elected  to  such  ofiice  by  the  greatest  number  of  votes. 
The  said  board  shall  also  make  a  separate  similar  tabulated  state- 
ment of  the  votes  cast  upon  any  proposition  or  question  submitted 
at  the  election  to  the  voters  of  such  city  only  and  shall  include  a 
determination  as  to  whether  such  proposition  or  question  by  the 
greatest  nuuil)er  of  votes  has  been  adopted  or  rejected. 

Each  such  statement  and  determination  shall  be  filed  and 
recorded  in  the  ofiice  of  the  board  of  elections,  and  the  said  board 
shall  cause  the  publication  of  the  same  in  at  least  two  newspapers 
within  each  borough  of  such  city  and  in  the  City  Record.  Upon 
the  filing  in  the  office  of  the  board  of  elections  of  such  statements 
and  determination  the  president  of  the  board  of  elections  shall  issue 
and  transmit  bv  mail  or  otherwise  a  certificate  of  election  to  each 
person  shown  thereby  to  be  elected,  such  certificate  to  be  counter- 
signed by  the  members  of  the  board  of  elections  of  the  city  of  New 
York  under  the  seal  of  the  citv  of  Xew  York. 

§  441.   Organization  of  state  board  of  canvassers. 

The  secretary  of  state,  attorney-general,  comptroller,  state 
engineer  and  surveyor,  and  treasurer,  shall  constitute  the  state 
board  ol  canvassers,  three  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum.  If  three 
of  such  officers  shall  not  attend  on  a  day  duly  appointed  for  a 
meeting  of  the  board,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  forthwith  notify 
the  mavor  and  recorder  of  the  citv  of  Albany  to  attend  such  meet-

ntfi  of  the  county  board  of  canvas  ers  of  each  county  in  which 
;h  election  was  held.  If  anv  member  of  such  board  shall  dis- 
it  from  a  decision  of  the  board,  or  shall  deem  anv  of  the  acts  or 
)ceediii{!:8  of  the  board  to  be  irregular,  and  shall  protest  against 
!  same,  he  shall  state  such  dissent  or  protest  in  writing  signed 
him,  setting  forth  his  reasons  therefor,  and  deliver  it  to  the 
retary  of  state,  who  shall  file  it  in  his  office. 
Upon  the  completion  of  such  canvass  said  board  shall  mako

whether  it  was  adopted  or  rejected.  Each  such  statement,  dfs- 
nt  and  protest  shall  be  delivered  to  the  secretary  of  state  and 
•orded  in  his  office. 

§  443.  Certificates  of  election.  The  secretary  of  state 
all  thereupon  forthwith  transmit  a  copy,  certified  by  his  signa- 
re  and  official  seal,  of  each  such  statement  as  to  votes  cast  for 
iididates  for  any  office,  to  the  person  shown  thereby  to  have 
en  elected  to  such  office.     He  shall  prepare  a  general  certifi- 
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cate,  undei-  the  seal  of  this  state,  and  attested  by  him  as  secretary 
thereof,  addressed  to  the  house  of  representatiyes  of  the  United 
States,  in  ihat  congress  for  which  any  person  ahali  have  been 
choson,  of  the  due  election  of  all  persons  so  chosen  at  that  election 
as  represent  at  ivos  of  this  state  in  congress;  and  shall  transmit  the 
same  to  the  honsc  of  representatives  at  its  first  meeting.

§  444.   Record    in    oJAce    of    secretary   of    state   of 
county  ojRcers  elected.     The  secretary  of  state  shall  enter  in 

a  book  to  be  kept  in  his  office  the  names  of  the  respective  county 
officers  elected  in  this  state,  including  school  commissioners,  speci- 
fying the  counties  and  districts  for  which  they  were  severally 
elected,  and  their  places  of  residence,  the  offices  to  which  they  were 
respectively  elected,  and  their  terms  of  office.

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§  451.  Electors    of    president    and    vice-president. 

At  the  general  election  in  November  preceding  the  time 
fixed  by  the  law  of  the  United  States  for  the  choice  of  presi- 
dent and  vice-president  of  the  United  States,  there  shall  be  elected 
by  general  ticket  as  many  electors  of  president  and  vice-president 
as  this  state  shall  be  entitled  to,  and  each  voter  in  this  state  shall 
have  a  right  to  vote  for  the  whole  number,  and  the  several  persons, 
to  the  number  required  to  be  chosen,  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  shall  be  declared  and  be  duly  appointed  electors. 

§  452.  Meeting  and  organization  of  electoral  col- 
lege. The  electors  of  president  and  vice-president  shall  convene 
at  the  capitol  on  the  second  Monday  in  January  next  fol- 
lowing their  election,  and  those  of  them  who  shall  be  assembled 
at  twelve  o'clock,  noon,  of  that  day,  shall  immediately  at  that  hour 
fill,  by  ballot  and  by  plurality  of  votes,  all  vacancies  in  the  elec- 
toral college  occasioned  by  the  death,  refusal  to  serve,  or  neglect 
to  attend  at  that  hour,  of  any  elector,  or  occasioned  by  an  equal 
number  of  votes  having  been  given  for  two  or  more  candidates. 
The  electoral  college  being  thus  completed,  tliey  shall  then  choose 
a  president,  and  one  or  more  secretaries  from  their  own  body. 

§  453.   Secretary  of  state  to  furnish  lists  of  electors. 

The  secretary  of  state  shall  prepare  three  lists,  setting  forth 
the  names  of  such  electors,  and  the  canvass  under  the  laws  of  this 
state  of  the  votes  given  for  each  ])erson  for  whose  election  any  and 
all  votes  were  given,  together  with  the  certificate  of  determination 
thereon,  by  the  state  canvassers;  procure  to  the  same  the  signature 
of  the  governor;  affix  thereto  the  seal  of  the  state;  and  deliver  the 
same  thus  signed  and  sealed  to  the  president  of  the  college  of 
electors  on  the  second  Monday  in  January. 

§  454.  Vote  of  the  electors.  Immediately  after  the  or- 
ganization of  the  electoral  college,  the  electors  shall  then  and 
there  vote  by  ballot  for  president  and  vice-president,  one  of  whom 
at  least  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  this  state.  They  shall  name 
in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as  president,  and  in  distinct 
ballots,  the  person  voted  for  as  vice-president.  They  shall  make

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§  455.  Appointment  of  n&essenger.  The  electors  shall 
then,  bv  a  writing  under  their  hands,  or  under  the  hands  of  a 
majority  of  tlicui,  appoint  a  person  to  take  charge  of  the  lists  so 
sealed  uj),  and  deliver  the  same  to  the  president  of  the  senate 
at  th(^  st'at  of  government  of  the  United  States  before  the  third 
!J[ondav  in  the  said  month  of  January.  In  case  there  shall  be  no 
])ro^id('nt  of  the  senate  at  the  seat  of  government  on  the  arrival 
of  the  person  intrusted  with  the  lists  of  the  votes  of  the  electors, 
then  sneli  ]>erson  shall  deliver  the  lists  of  votes  in  his  custody  into 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  United  States. 

The  electors  shall 
also  forward  forthwith,  bv  the  post-office  in  the  citv  of 
Albany,  to  tbe  ])resident  of  the  senate  of  the  United  States  at  the 
scat  of  government,  and  deliver  forthwith  to  the  judge  of  the 
United  States  court  for  the  northern  district  of  the  state  of  Kew 
York,  similar  lists  signed,  annexed,  sealed  up  and  certified  in  the 
manner  aforesaid. 

§  457.  Compensation  of  electors.  Every  elector  of 
the  state  for  the  election  of  a  president  and  vice-president  of 
the  United  States,  who  shall  attend  at  any  election  of  those  officers 
and  give  his  vote  at  the  time  and  place  appointed  by  law,  shall  be 
entilled  to  receive  for  his  attendance  at  such  election,  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars  per  day,  together  with  ten  cents  per  mile  each 
way  from  his  place  of  residence  by  the  most  usual  traveled 
route,  to  the  place  of  meeting  of  such  electors,  to  be  audited  by  the 
comptroller  upon  the  certificate  of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  paid 
bv  the  treasurer.

§  470.  Metropolitan  elections  district.  The  coun- 
ties of  New  York,  Kings,  Queens,  Richmond  and  Westchester  are 
hereby  constituted  a  metropolitan  elections  district  for  the  purpose 
of  all  elections  for  state  officers  hereafter  to  be  held  therein. 

§  471.  State  superintendent  of  elections,  chief 
deputy  and  assistants.  The  governor  shall  appoint  an 
officer,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  to  be 
known  as  *^  the  state  superintendent  of  elections  for  the  metro- 
politan elections  district,''  who  shall  be  a  resident  of  one  of  the 
aforesaid  counties  and  shall  hold  office  for  the  full  term  of  four 
years.  Such  term  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  January  in  every 
fourth  year  beginning  with  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and  three 
and  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  December.  Vacancies 
shall  be  filled  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term.  Such 
superintendent  may  be  removed  from  office  in  the  same  manner 
as  a  sheriff.  He  may  appoint  a  chief  deputy  without  nomination, 
a  clerk,  a  secretary  and  a  stenographer,  and  remove  them  at 
at  pleasure.     (Thus  amended  by  §  25,  ch.  240,  Laws  of  1909.) 

§  472.  PoDvers  of  superintendent,  clerk  and  dep- 
uties. Such  state  superintendent  of  elections  and  each  deputy 
appointed  by  him,  shall  possess  and  exercise  all  the  powers  vested 
in  a  sheriff,  as  a  conservator  of  the  peace,  either  by  statute  or  com- 
mon law.  The  clerk,  appointed  by  the  state  superintendent  of 
elections  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  shall  have 
power,  when  directed  by  the  state  superintendent  of  elections,  to 
iidminister  oaths  and  affirmations  required  by  law  or  by  any 
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ordor,  rule  or  rogiilation  of  the  state  superintendent  of  electiimSf 
for  or  in  connection  with  the  appointment  and  qualification  of 
doputy  superintendents  of  elections  appointed  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  article. 

§  473.  Deputies;  appointment,  qnaHII cation,  ez- 
aniination,  vacancies  and  temis.  Such  superintendent 
may  a]^])oint  not  exceeding  four  hundred  deputy  superintendents 
of  elections  for  tho  metropolitan  elections  district  for  service  in 
the  counties  mentioned  in  section  four  hundred  and  seventy  of  this 
article,  and  administer  or  cause  to  be  administered  to  them  the 
oatli  of  office. 

Oh  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August  said  state  superintend- 
ent shall  notify  the  chairman  of  each  county  committee  represent- 
ing a  political  party  in  such  county  in  said  metropolitan  elections 
district  entitled  to  representation  in  local  election  boards  therein, 
that  each  such  party  is  entitled  to  nominate  one-half  the  number 
of  deputies  to  be  appointed,  and  shall  in  such  notification  s|>ecifv  < 
the  number  to  be  nominated  by  the  party  so  notified,  and  that 
written  nominations  for  such  appointment  will  be  received  by  him 
on  or  before  a  specifi<d  date.  A  deputy  state  superintendent 
must  possess  the  qualifications  of  election  officers  required  by 
this  chapter,  except  that  he  need  not  be  a  resident  of  the 
election  district  in  which  he  serves.  Each  such  chairman  of  a 
county  committee  may  present  to  the  state  superintendent  a  list 
containing  the  number  of  names  specified  in  the  notice  given  by  the 
superintendent  to  the  said  chairman,  and  appointments  shall  be 
made  iroin  such  lists  or  from  a  supplemental  list  as  herein  pro- 
vided. One-half  of  the  appointments  so  made  shall  be  made  from 
each  of  the  parties  making  such  nomination,  provided,  however, 
that  all  i)crsons  so  a])pointed  shall  ])os<ess  the  (]ualifications  re- 
quired by  law. 

All  persons  so  proposed  for  appointment  may  be  examined  as  to 
their  possessing  tin*  qualifications  required  by  section  three  hun- 
dretl  and  two  of  this  chapter,  by  or  und<'r  the  direction  of  the  state 
superintendent,  w^ho  shall  give  ii\('.  days*  notice  in  writing  of  such 
proposed  examination  to  the  ])erson  to  be  examined,  and  also  to  the 
chainnan  of  the  committee  or  other  person  by  w^hom  the  list  was  ^ 
tiled  and  authenticated,  and  such  chairman  or  other  person  may  ' 
appear  and  be  heard  on  such  examination,  either  in  person  or  by 
counsel.  If  a  person  so  nominated  is  not  examined,  or  if  after 
examination  he  is  found  (pialified,  under  section  two  hundred  and 
seventy-two  of  this  chapter,  lie  s\i«ll  \»  appointed.    If  a  person  » 
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pro{)08ed  is  found  disqualified  after  examination,  notice  in  writing 
to  that  effect  shall  be  given  by  the  superintendent  within  three  days 
after  such  disqualification  is  determined  by  him,  to  the  chairman  of 
the  committee  or  other  person  by  whom  the  list  embracing  the  name 
of  the  person  so  disqualified  was  authenticated ;  and  such  chair- 
man or  other  i)erson  may  thereupon  file  a  supplemental  list  con- 
taining the  names  of  persons  nominated  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

Additional  supplemental  lists  may  also  be  filed  from  time  to  time 
on  notice  by  the  superintendent,  until  all  the  appointments  to 
which  a  party  is  entitled  are  made.  Any  vacancy  occurring  by 
disqualification  or  otherwise  shall  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of 
a  qualified  person  named  in  a  supplemental  list  filed  on  behalf 
of  the  same  party,  except  that  if  a  party  entitled  to  representation 
files  no  original  list,  nor  a  su])plemontal  list  after  notice,  the  ap- 
pointment may  be  made  without,  such  lists,  and  without  nomina- 
tion. 

The  terra  of  oftice  of  a  deputy  suporinten<lent  appointed  under 
this  section  shall  expire  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  Beoember  of  the 
calendar  year  in  which  he  is  ajipointed. 

§  474.  Additional  deputies.  The  superintendent,  when- 
ever ho  deems  it  necessary,  may  appoint,  without  nomination, 
and  at  pleasure  remove,  not  more  than  ouf-  hundred  and  fifty 
additional  deputies,  to  be  employed  by  him  in  enforcing  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article.  I)«*puties  appoint<d  under  this  sec- 
tion shall  not  as  such  be  entitled  to  attend  at  the  polling  places  on 
election  day,  but  in  all  other  res])ects  shall  possess  the  same  powers 
and  are  charged  with  the  same  duties  as  other  deputies  appointed 
under  this  article. 

§  475.  Control  and  po^irers  of  deputies;  refusal 
to  furnish  information.  All  deputies  appointed  under  this 
article  shall  be  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the 
state  superintendent,  and  he  may  assign  them  to  any  election 
district  in  the  metropolitan  elections  district.  The  state  super- 
intendent shall  make  such  rules  for  the  control  and  cond  ict  of  his 
deputies   as  he  may   deem   advisable,   not   in   conflict   with   law. 

Such  deputies,  when  directed  by  the  state  superintendent,  shall, 
or  on  their  own  motion,  or  on  complaint  of  any  citizen  of  the 
state,  may: 

1.  Investigate  all  questions  relating  to  registration  of  voters, 
and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  power  to  visit  and  inspect  any 
house,  dwelling,  building,  inn,  lodging-house  or  hotel  \vithin  the 
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metropolitan  district,  and  interrogate  any  inmate,  hoiise-dweller, 
keeper,  care-taker,  owner,  proprietor  or  landlord  thereof  or 
therein,  as  to  any  person  or  persons  residing  or  claiming  to  reside 
therein  or  thereat. 

2.  Arrest  any  person  without  warrant  who  in  his  presence  vio- 
lates or  attempts  to  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
or  the  penal  law  relating  to  crimes  against  the  elective  franchise. 

3.  Execute  warrants  of  arrest  and  take  into  custody  the  person 
or  persons  named  in  ouch  process. 

4.  Inspect  and  copy  any  books,  records,  papers  or  documents 
relating  to  or  affecting  the  election  or  the  registration  of  voters. 

5.  Require  every  lodging-house  Keeper,  landlord  or  proprietor 
to  exhibit  his  legister  of  lodgers  therein  at  any  time  to  such 
deputy. 

Any  person  who  neglects  or  refuses  to  furnish  any  information 
required   or  authorized  by   this    article,   or  to   exhibit    records, 
papers,  or  documents  herein  authorized  to  be  inspected,  or  which  ( 
are  required  to  be  exhibited,  shall  bo  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

§  476.  Aid  by  private  persons  and  public  ojAcers. 

The  state  superintendent,  or  any  deputy,  may  call  on  any 
person  to  assist  him  in  the  performance  of  his  duty ;  and  he 
may  also  call  on  any  public  officer  who  by  himself  or  hi3 
assistants,  deputies  or  subordinates  shall  render  such  assist- 
ance as  may  be  required.  Any  such  person,  public  officer, 
deputy  or  subordinate  who  shall  fail,  on  demand  of  the 
superintendent  or  any  deputy,  to  render  such  aid  and  assistance 
in  the  performance  of  his  duty  as  he  shall  demand,  or  who  shall 
wilfully  hinder  or  delay,  or  attempt  to  hinder  or  delay  such  su- 
perintendent or  deputy,  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  shall  be 
guilty  of  a  felony  and  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  be  sentenced 
to  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison  for  a  period  of  not  more  than 
three  years;  and  if  a  public  officer,  shall,  in  addition  to  such 
imprisonment,  forfeit  his  office.  A  member  of  a  uniformed  police 
force  and  every  sheriff,  d(»j)nfy  sheriff  and  election  officer  shall, 
for  the  2)ur230sc  of  this  article,  be  da-med  a  public  officer. 

§  477.  Subpoenas  by  state  superintendent.  The  state 
superintendent  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoenas  for  the  pu^ 
pose  of  investii^ating  any  matter  within  his  jurisdiction  and  of 
aiding  him  in  enforcing  the  provisions  of  this  article,  such 
subpoenas  to  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  state  superintendent 
He  may  in  proper  cases  laawe  awfe\)CEw?i%  vl-vicfis  tecum.     A  subpcena 
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issued  by  the  state  siiporintendeiit  of  elections  may  be  served  by 
the  said  superintendent  or  by  any  deputy  appointed  by  him  or  by 
any  police  or  peace  officer  within  the  metropolitan  elections 
district. 

Any  person  who  shall  omit,  neglect  or  refuse  to  obey  a  subpoena 
attested  in  the  name  of  the  state  superintendent  and  made  return- 
able at  one  of  the  offices  or  branch  offices  of  the  superintendent, 
or  who  shall  refuse  to  testify  under  oath  before  him  or  his  chief 
deputy,  or  other  deputy  duly  designated  by  the  superintendent, 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  article,  is  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor. 

§  478.  Administration  of  oaths  by  superintendent 
and  deputies.  The  superintendent,  his  chief  deputy  and  not 
more  than  ten  deputies  duly  designated  by  the  superintendent  for 
that  purpose,  under  his  hand  and  seal  of  office,  are  hereby  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  in  the 
usual  appropriate  forms,  to  any  person  in  any  matter  or  proceed- 
ings authorized  as  aforesaid,  and  in  all  matters  pertaining  or 
relating  to  the  elective  franchise  and  to  take  and  administer  oaths 
and  affirmations  in  the  usual  appropriate  forms,  in  taking  any 
affidavit  or  deposition  which  may  be  necessary  or  required  by  law 
or  by  any  order,  rule  or  regulations  of  the  superintendent  for  or 
in  connection  with  the  official  purposes,  affairs,  powers,  duties  or 
proceedings  of  said  superintendent  or  deputies  or  any  official 
purpose  lawfully  authorized  by  said  superintendent. 

Any  person  who  shall  make  any  false  statement  under  oath 
before  the  state  superintendent,  his  deputy,  or  other  deputy  au- 
thorized to  take  oaths,  as  herein  provided,  is  guilty  of  a  felony. 

§  479.  Attendance    and    duties    at   polling    places. 

The  state  superintendent  may  attend  at  any  election,  and  each 
deputy  superintendent  shall,  on  election  day,  attend  the  election 
at  the  polling  place  to  which  he  is  assigned.  The  state  superin- 
tendent shall  assign  an  equal  number  of  deputies  from  each  of 
the  parties  entitled  to  nominate  deputy  superintendents  at  every 
polling  place  where  such  deputies  are  assigned  by  him.  The  state 
superintendent  and  each  deputy  shall  bo  admitted  at  any  time 
within  any  polling  place  and  within  the  guard-rails  thereof.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  superintendent  and  of  each  deputy  during 
the  election  to  preserve  order  and  arrest  any  person  violatrng  or 
attempting  to  violate  this  chapter  or  any  provision  of  the  p<*nal 
law  relating  to  the  elective  franchise. 
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§  480.   Reports  by  lodsing-house  and  kotel  keepers. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  landlord,  proprietor,  leasee  or 
keepeif  of  a  lodging-house,  inn  or  hotel,  in  the  metropolitan 
elections  district,  to  ke<'p  a  ivgister  in  which  shall  be 
entered  the  name  and  r<-si(lence,  the  date  of  arrival  and  de- 
])arture  of  his  giu'st^^  and  the  room,  rooms  or  bed  occupied 
by  them.  This  regij^ter  shall  be  so  arranged  that  there  shall  be  a 
sj)aee  on  the  same  line  in  which  each  male  guest  or  male  lodger 
shall  sign  his  name,  and  such  landlord,  proprietor,  lessee  or 
keeper  ^llal]  make-  a  sworn  report  upon  a  blank  to  be  pre- 
jiarc'd  and  fnriiir^hed  by  the  state  superintendent  twenty- 
niut'  ilays  In-fore  the  election  next  ensuing  to  the  said  sii- 
pcriutendenr  of  elections,  which  rei>ort  shall  contain  a  detailed 
description  of  the  ])remis('s  so  used  and  occupiod  as  a 
lodging-house,  inn  or  hotel,  including  the  size  and  character  of 
building,  and  in  case  only  ])art  of  a  building  is  so  used,  a  state- 
ment as  to  what  ])art  of  said  building  is  so  us^d,  and  also  if  there  \ 
be  more  than  one  building  on  the  ]>r(Muises,  which  particular  build- 
ing is  so  nsed,  and  the  uanios  of  the  lodgers  therein  and  all  em- 
ployees and  all  orlier  persons  living  therein  inclnding  the  land- 
lord, proj)rietor,  Irssct^  or  kr(»])('r  and  members  of  his  family,  who 
claim  II  voting  residence  at  or  in  such  lodging-house,  inn  or  hotel, 
together  with  the  length  of  time  tli(»v  have  been  regularly  lodging 
or  living  thc-n  in,  the  beginning  of  such  residence,  the  color,  age, 
height,  weight,  color  of  hair,  marks  on  face  or  hands,  the  com- 
plexion ainl  any  disiingni^hing  marks  or  f<'atures  of  face  or  bodj 
whereby  .^ueh  ])«n'-on<  may  Ik-  idcnl  ilicd,  the  place  of  tlieir  luitivity, 
the  occu]>ation  and  jdaec;  of  business  of  such  j)ersons  and  the  room 
occupied  by  each  snc'.  ]>er>oii,  mid  whether  such  perscm  is  a  guest, 
landlord,  proprietor,  leasee  or  keeper,  or  member  of  the  family  of 
the  landlord,  pr(»j)rietor,  les-ee  or  keej>er,  and  the  signature  of  each 
such  ])erson.  Abo\  r  the  s])ace  reserved  for  the  signature  of  each 
such  person  shall  1k'  ]»rinted  the-  f(»llowing  words  '^  the  foregoing 
statements  are  true."'  Jn  the  form  of  attiilavit,  which  shall  be  sworn 
to  by  the  landlord,  pro|)rietor,  lessee  or  keeper  of  such  lodging- 
house,  inn  or  hotel,  shall  be  included  the  statement  that  the  sig- 
natures of  the  guests  or  lodgers  certified  to  in  said  report,  were 
written  in  the  y>resenee  of  such  landlord,  proprietor,  lessee  or 
keeper,  and  that  he  personally  knows  them  to  be  the  persons 
therein  describc^d. 

To  the  end  that  the  sworn  report  herein  required  shall  truly  set 
forth  the  facts  therein  stated,  \i  a\\«L\\  Vie  \\i^  duty  of  the  said  land- 
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lord,  proprietor,  lessee  or  keeper  to  i,aestion  each  male  perscm 
lodging  or  living  in  such  lodging-house,  inn  or  hotel  as  to  hia 
intention  of  claiming  such  place  as  a  voting  residence,  and  such 
person  shall  thereupon  declare  his  intention  thereof,  and  if  he 
shall  claim  such  place  as  his  voting  residence  he  shall  give  to  such 
landlord,  proprietor,  lessee  or  keeper  such  facts  regarding  him- 
self as  are  required  to  be  incorporated  in  the  sworn  report  herein 
provided  for. 

Any  such  landlord,  proprietor,  lessee  or  keeper  or  any  lodger 
who  shall  violate  this  provision  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. 

§  481.  Affidavits  by  hotel  keepers  holding  liquor 
licenses.  If  any  person,  other  than  the  keeper  or  members  of 
his  family,  shall  claim  a  voting  residence  in  a  building  or  part 
of  the  building  u?K*d  as  a  hotel,  within  three  months  of  a  general 
election,  in  which  building  or  part  of  the  building  the  businc;?3 
rf  trafficking  in  liquors  is  conducted  under  a  liquor  tax  certificate 
issued  under  subdivision  on<*  of  section  eight  of  the  liquor 
tax  law,  the  holder  of  such  certificate  shall  furnish  to  the  state 
superintendent  of  elections,  whenever  the  superintendent  shall 
require  him  so  to  do,  an  affidavit  properly  acknowledged  and 
signed  before  a  notary  public,  in  which  the  holder  of  such  cer- 
tificate shall  state  whether  he  and  such  building  have  conformed 
to  and  at  the  time  of  making  the  affidavit  do  conform  to  all  the 
requirements  of  the  laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  relat- 
ing to  hotels  and  hotel  keepers,  including  all  laws,  ordinances, 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  or  locality  pertaining  to  the 
building,  fire  and  health  dej)artments  in  relation  to  hotels  and 
hotel  keepers  and  that  such  building  is  or  was  within  three  months 
of  the  said  election  used  as  a  hotel.  If  for  any  reason  the 
said  building  or  part  of  the  building  used  as  a  hotel  shall  bo 
devoted  to  other  than  hotel  purposes  within  three  months  of  said 
election  the  holder  of  such  liquor  tax  certificate  shall  state  in  such 
affidavit  for  what  purpose  such  building  or  part  thereof  formerly 
used  for  hotel  purposes  is  then  used,  and,  if  the  same  has  been 
sublet  to  any  person,  he  shall  so  state,  giving  the  terms  of  said 
lease,  and  the  name  of  the  lessee. 

Any  holder  of  a  liquor  tax  certificate  required  to  make  such 
affida\at  by  the  said  superintendent  who  shall  refuse,  fail  or  neg- 
lect to  make  and  file  the  same  forthwith  with  the  superintendent 
is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Any  holder  of  a  liquor  tax  certificate 
who  shall  incorporate  any  false  statement  in.  any  s^oy\l  x^^c^f^ 
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or  affidavit  to  the  superintendent  of  elections  is  guilty  of  perjiirr 
and  in  addition  to  suffering  the  penalty  prescribed  by  law  for 
sucli  VM-iniL'  shall  forfeit  his  liquor  tax  certificate  and  shall  be 
deprived  of  all  rights  and  privileges  thereunder  and  of  any  right 
to  a  r(^])afe  of  any  portion  of  the  tax  paid  thereon,  and  shall  be 
debarred  from  trafficking  in  liquors  for  a  period  of  five  years  from 
llie  dale  of  his  conviction. 

§  482.  Filing  such  reports  and  affidavits.  Any  report 
or  affidavit  required  by  the  two  preceding  sections  shall  be 
aeknowled^(.»d  and  sworn  to  b(*fore  a  notary  public  or  commir 
tioner  of  deeds,  an-l  shall  be  filed  personally  by  such  landlord. 
proprietor,  lessee  or  keeper  or  by  registered  mail  with  the  said 
Buperintendent  of  elections  at  his  office. 

§  483.  Reports  by  police  and  certain  departments. 

Whenever  the  state  superintendent  of  elections  shall  require,  it 
shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the  chief  of  police  and  the  respective  heads  nf 
(l)e  depart ni(?nts  of  buildings,  fire  and  health  to  forthwith  make  a 
report  in  writing  to  the  said  superintendent  of  elections  of  ever? 
Imildiiii!:  or  ])art  of  a  building  in  such  city  in  which  the  business 
of  traflifkin;^  in  liquors  is  condaicted  under  a  liquor  tax  certificate 
issued  under  subdivision  one  of  section  eight  of  the  liquor 
fax  law,  showing  the  location  thereof  by  street  and  number,  election 
district  and  assembly  district  or  ward,  the  character  of  such  busi- 
ness,  as  declared  by  the  holder  of  the  certificate,  specifying 
whether  it  be  a  hotel,  restaurant,  saloon,  store,  shop,  booth  or 
other  ])lace  and  the  name  of  the  holder  of  such  certificate,  and  if 
the   j)lace  be  a  hotel  the   rej)ort  shall   state  whether  or  not  tbc 

building  and  holder  of  the  certificate  conform  to  all  the  laws, 
ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  or  locality  including 
the  laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  building,  fire 
and  health  de])arlnients  in  relation  to  hotels  and  hotel  keepers. 

§  484.  List  to  be  furnished  if  required  by  the 
superintendent  of  elections.  The  superintendent  of  elec- 
tions shall  also  have  the  right  throughout  the  year  whenever  deemed 
necessary  by  him  to  require  the  owner  or  lessee  of  any  hotel,  or  inn, 
containing  less  than  fifty  rooms  and  every  lodging-house  or 
dwelling  to  make  to  said  superintendent  within  ten  days  after 
notification,  a  sworn  report  upon  a  blank  to  be  prepared  and 
furnished  by  said  superintendent,  which  said  report  shall  contain 
B,  list  giving  the  name  oi  every  T[i«X&  ^twil  oi  twenty-one  years 
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f  age  and  upwards,  who  resides  in  said  hotel,  inn,  lodging- 
louse  and  dwelling,  together  with  the  period  that  they  have  re-

[welling.  Said  superintendent  shall  have  the  power  to  retpiiro 
aid  list  to  be  made  by  the  owuer  if  said  owner  is  in  possession, 
f  said  owner  is  not  in  possession  said  superintendeut  shall  have 
he  power  to  require  said  owner  to  furnish  the  name  of  the  lessee 
nd  lessees  of  said  building  and  said  suixjrintendent  shall  then 
lave  the  power  to  require  said  list  of  said  lessee  and  lessees.  Tn 
he  event  that  said  building  is  occupied  in  part  by  said  owner 
nd  in  part  by  a  lessee  or  lessees  the  said  superintendent  shall 
hen  have  the  power  to  compel  the  owner  to  furnish  the  said  list 
or  the  part  occupied  by  him,  and  the  names  of  the  lessee  or  lessees 
vho  lease  the  remaining  part  of  said  building,  and  said  super- 
ntendent  may  require  said  lists  from  said  lessee  or  lessees.  In 
he  event  of  the  neglect  of  the  owner  or  lessee  to  furnish  said  list 
vhen  demanded  by  said  superintendent  of  elections  said  owner 
»r  Irssoe  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdenicanor  punishable  by  a  fino 
)f  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  and  in  case  of  a  second  con- 
riction  shall  Ixi  punishable  by  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollai'^  and 
imprisonment.  If  the  owner  furnishes  to  said  superintendent 
i  list  which  states  that  a  male  person  has  resided  in  said  premises 
:or  a  longer  period  than  he  has  actually  resided  therein,  or  if  said 
:>erson  puts  upon  said  list  a  name  under  which  no  per>^on  ha<  re- 
sided any  length  of  time  in  said  pren^ises,  said  owner  shall  be 
rnilty  of  a  felony  and  in  addition  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  thou- 
?anfl  dollars,  Avhieh  said  penalty  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  house 
and  the  lot  upon  which  the  house  is  situated.  If  the  lessee  fur- 
nishes a  fals<'.  list  ihen  the  said  lessee  shall  be  liable  to  a  ^j^iualty 
)f  one  thousand  dollars,  which  said  penalty,  in  addition  to.l)eing 
satisfied  oi^.t  of  any  goods  or  chattels  of  the  lessee,  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  haseliold,  and  shall  entitle  said  leasehold  to  be  sold  to 
satisfy  said  penalty  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  landlord.  ,  pvery 
penalty  imposed  herein  upon  a  house  or  leasehold  shall  b^.^ili^'i^ 
upon  the  house  and  lot  or  leasehold  in  relation  to  whj.chi  the 
penalty  is  imposed  from  the  time  of  filing  of  a  certified- copy 
of  the  judgment  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  county  in  which 
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said  hoii.<e  and  lot  or  leasehold  is  situated,  subject  only  to  taxes, 
assessments,  Avater  rates  and  to  such  mortgages  and  mechanios' 
lieii^  as  may  exist  thereon  prior  to  such  filing,  and  it  shall  he  the 
duty  of  tlie  prosecuting  officer  upon  the  entry  of  said  judgment 
to  forthwith  file  the  copy  as  aforesaid  in  the  ofliee  of  the  derk 
of  the  county  and  said  copy  upon  said  filing  shall  be  forthwith 
indexed  l)v  the  clerk  in  the  index  of  mechanics'  liens.  A  lis 
pendens  may  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  coun^  in 
which  the  realty  or  leasehold  is  situated  at  the  time  of  the  com- 
mencemc^nt  of  the  proceedings  imder  this  section. 

§  485.  Card  lists  of  registered  voters.  In  any  city 
witliiii  the  metropolitan  elections  district,  the  board  of  inspectors 
of  (?aeli  (^lection  distriet  shall  on  each  day  of  registration  transfer 
to  cards,  to  be  provided  for  that  2)urpose  by  the  secretary  of  state, 
wliieli  cards  shall  be  in  fonn  and  style  approved  by  the  state 
6uperint{*ii(lent  of  elections,  a  complete  copy  of  the  name  of  each 
person  registered  in  their  respective  districts,  together  with  all  \ 
of  the  answers  made  and  information  given  by  the  person 
registered,  at  the  time  of  registration,  and  such  cards,  in- 
closed and  sealed  in  a  cover  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the 
secretary  of  state,  shall  be  delivered  forthwith  by  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  inspectors  together  with  a  statement  on  a  blank  form, 
to  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state  after  approval  by  the  state 
superintendent  of  elections,  that  the  cards  delivered  contain  a  cor- 
rect copy  of  all  the  names  registered  and  information  given  by  the 
persons  so  registered,  to  the  police,  w^ho  shall  forthwith  deliver  the 
same  to  the  state  superintendent  of  elections  at  his  office. 

§  486.  Removal  of  deputies.  The  state  superintendent 
of  elections  may  remove  at  any  time  for  cause  a  deputy 
appointed  by  him  and  shall  employ  in  his  place  a  member  of  the 
same  political  party,  which  appointment  shall  be  made  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  original  appointment.  This  section  shall  not  apply 
to  the  chief  dei)uty  superintendent,  nor  to  the  deputies  authorized 
in  section  four  hundred  and  seventy-four  of  this  article.

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more  than  fifty  of  the  deputies  appointed  under  section  four  hun- 
dred and  seventv-four  of  this  article,  nine  hundrefl  dollars  each; 
payable  monvhly.  All  other  deputies  shall  receive  live  dollart^  for 
each  day's  service,  not  exceeding  forty  days  for  any  one  election, 
to  be  paid  on  the  certificate  of  the  superintendent  or  chief  deputy, 
provided,  however,  that  the  suiu'rintendent  may  continue  the  serv- 
ices of  such  deputies  not  longer  than  DecenilxM'  thirty-first  of 
such  year  if  he  sliall  in  his  judgment  deem  it  necessary  so  to  do 
in  order  to  j)rosecute  any  criminal  actions  in  which  said  deputies 
shall  he  the  coni])laining  witnesses  or  if  their  services  be,  in  his 
judgment,  necessary  to  the  ])roper  completion  of  the  work  of  the 
department.  All  salaries  and  other  compensation  provided  by 
this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  the  warrant  of 
the  comptroller. 

The  state  superintendent  may  provide  an  office  for  his  use  and 
furnish  it  with  needed  furniture,  stationery  and  supplies,  and  ex- 
pend for  such  purpose  and  for  his  disbursements  and  expenses  in 
discharging  his  duty  and  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
article,  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand  dollars  each  year,  to  be 
paid  by  the  state  treasurer  on  the  audit  and  warrant  of  the 
oonaptroller. 

§  488.  Report  to  governor.  The  state  snperintendent  of 
elections  shall  annually  in  the  month  of  December  fih^  ^nth'  the 
governor  a  report  showing  the  names  and  residences  of  the  per- 
sons appointed  by  him  as  deputies  during  the  year,  the  number  of 
days  each  has  served,  the  compensation  certified  for  each,  the 
number  of  arrests  made  for  violation  of  this  chapter  or  the  penal 
law,  the  names  of  the  persons  arrested,  the  nature  of  the  offense 
charged,  the  disposition  thereof,  and  any  other  facts  in  relation 
to  the  administration  of  his  ofl^ce  which  the  state  superintendent

tiiue^  of  war,  any  qualified  voter  of  this  state  shall  be  in  the  actual 
iiiilitarv  service  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States,  in  the  arniv 
or  navy  thereof,  and  by  reason  th(»reof  absent  from  his  election 
district,  such  absent  voter  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  as  fully  as  if  he 
were  present  at  his  jJace  of  residence  in  the  manner  hereinafter 
provided. 

§  501.  General  register  of  absent  voters.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of  state  to  prepare  and  make  a  general 
register  in  which  shall  be  entered  in  alphabetical  order  the  names 
of  th(»  voters  of  this  state  al.>sent  from  their  respective  election 
districts  in  time  of  war  in  the  actual  military  service  of  this  state 
or  of  the  Unitc^l  States  in  tlu*  army  or  navy  thereof.  Such  general 
regist(»r  shall  contain  the  name  and  residence  of  each  such  absent 
voter  bv  street  and  number,  if  anv,  and  the  name  of  the  countv 
and  city  or  towni  in  which  he  resides,  so  far  as  the  secretary  of 
state  can  ascertain  the  same.  It  shall  also  contain  the  name  or 
number  or  other  designation  of  the  regiment,  company,  troop, 
vessel  or  other  command  to  which  each  such  absent  voter  is  at- 
tached or  assigned,  and  the  location  of  such  command  at  the  time 
of  fiiicb  entry,  so  far  as  \vo  c5vt\  ;v?^Qe\'\^\Yv  \\v^  ^^'cae. 
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In  order  to  secure  the  necessary  information  to  make  and  com- 
plete such  general  register,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  of 
Btate  to  prepare  proper  blanks  und  forward  the  same  to  the  com- 
manding officer  of  each  command  in  which  there  are  any  such 
absent  voters  of  this  state,  to  be  filled  out  with  the  necessarv 
mformation,  attested  by  him,  and  returned  forthwith,  se- 
cnrely  sealed,  to  the  secretary  of  state.  Such  general  register  shall 
be  a  public  record  and  shall  at  all  reasonable  times  be  open  for 
inspection  by  any  voter  of  this  state.  It  is  her(»by  made  the  duty

ibsent  voters,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony  and  shall,  upon 
onviction  thereof,  be  punishrd  by  imprisonment  in  a  state  prison 
or  not  le?is  than  one  year  nor  more  than  three  years. 

§  502.  Poll  books  and  oaths.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
he  S4*cretary  of  state  to  cause  to  be  prepared  and  printed  in 
K>ok  form  a  sufficient  number  of  poll  books,  at  least  two  books  for 
jach  poll,  for  the  use  of  the  inspectors  of  elections  at 
he  polls  of  the  elections  held  imder  the  provisions  of_  this 
irticle.  Such  poU  books  shall  be  in  the  general  form  of  those 
prescribed  for  use  at  elections  in  this  state,  omitting  all  columns 
jxcept  those  for  the  number,  name  and  resi<lence  of  each  voter, 
md  so  arranged  that  there  can  be  entered  therein,  in  addition 
to  such  entries,  in  separate  colunms,  the  name  of  the  county  and 
city  or  town  in  which  the  persons  voting  at  such  poll  reside  or 
claim  to  reside,  and  al>o  the  designation  of  the  particular  com- 
mand to  which  each  such  person  is  attached  or  of  which  he  forms 
a  part.  Upon  the  first  page  of  each  such  poll  book  shall  be  printed 
the  date  and  character  of  the  election  for  which  it  is  prepared, 
and  blank  spaces  in  which  shall  be  written  by  the  inspectors  the 
place  at  which  the  poll  was  held,  and  the  names  and  residences  of 
the  persons  acting  as  inspectors  of  election  thereat.  Upon  the 
page  following  the  last  page  of  each  such  poll  book  used  for 
recording  the  names  of  voters  at  such  poll,  shall  be  printed  a 
blank  certificate,  to  be  signed  by  the  inspectors  of  election  at  the 
close  of  the  polls.  Such  certificate  shall  be  substantially  in  the 
following  form:

of  (^ach  class  of  offices.  Each  class  of  offices  shall  be  separated 
bv  a  solid  black  line  oue-eiirhth  of  an  inch  wide  mnninir  across 
such  ballot.  All  such  ballots  shall  he  uniform  in  size  and  stvle 
of  ty])e  used  and  shall  contain  the  titles  of  all  offices,  as  near  a? 
mav  ])o,  for  which  auv  voter  mav  vote  in  anv  election  district  of 
the  state  at  such  election.  The  type  and  paper  for  such  ballot? 
shall  eouform  g<'nerally  to  that  used  for  the  official  ballots  pre- 
scribed by  this  chapter.

Polls  of  an  election  held  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  opened  on  the  day 
of  such  election  at  the  quarters  of  the  captain  or  other  com- 
manding officer  of  any  company,  troop  or  other  command  in  the 
military  service  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States  in  the  army 
or  navy  thereof,  if  the  same  be  composed  in  whole  or  in  part  of 
voters  of  this  state.  All  qualified  voters  of  this  state  in  such  com- 
mand may  vote  at  such  poll.  Officers  and  enlisted  men,  voters 
of  this  stat(^,  attached  to  or  fonning  part  of  a  command  having 
therein  less  than  ten  such  voters,  or  detached  by  military  order  and 
absent  from  their  command,  may  vote  at  such  other  poll  as  may 
be  most  convenient  for  them. 

§  508.  Opening  of  the  polls.  Any  election  held  under 
the  provisions  of  this  article  shall  be  held  upon  the  day  of 
the  general  or  special  election  in  this  state,  or  on  any  secular  day 
within  twenty  days  next  prior  thereto,  such  prior  day  to  be  fixed 
by  the  commanding  officer  of  any  command  w^here  the  poll  or  polls 
for  such  election  shall  be  held,  by  proclamation  duly  made;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  by  reason  of  the  exigencies  of  war  such  elec- 
tion can  not  be  held  in  any  of  the  polls  herein  provided  on  the 
day  so  fixed,  such  election  may  be  held  on  the  next  day  practicable 
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tliereaf  ter  upon  like  proclamation  of  the  oommanding  officer  of  any 
such  command ;  but  such  election  shall  not  be  held  later  than  the 
(lay  of  such  general  or  special  election.  Such  polls  shall  be  opened 
at  such  hour  of  the  day  as  shall  be  most  convenient  for  such 
voters  and  shall  remain  open  not  leas  than  three  hours  and  as 
much  longer  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  inspectors  of 
election  serving  at  such  polls,  be  necessary  in  order  to  receive  the 
votes  of  all  voters  of  this  state  entitled  to  vote  at  such  polls;  but 
no  polls  shall  be  kept  open  later  than  sunset  of  the  day  on  which 
such  election  shall  be  held. 

The  ins]>ectors  shall  at  the  opening  of  such  polls  make  public 
proclamation  of  the  opening  thereof  and  the  time  at  which  such 
polls  shall  be  closed,  and  as  near  as  may  be,  at  one  hour  before 
the  closing  of  the  polls,  public  proclamation  shall  again  be  made 
by  the  inspectors  that  the  polls  will  be  closed  at  a  time  certain  then 
proclaimed,  which  shall  be  the  hour  announced  in  the  proclama-. 
tion  made  at  the  opening  of  the  polls.  The  polls  shall  not  for  any 
reason  be  kept  open  after  the  hour  fixed  by  the  first  proclamation. 

§  509.  Organization  of  tbe  polls.  At  the  hour  and 
place  herein  provided  for  the  opening  of  the  polls,  the  qualified 
voters  of  this  state  then  present  shall,  by  viva  voce  vote, 
select  four  of  their  own  number  to  act  at  such  election  as  the  in- 
spectors of  election  thereof.  Such  inspectors  shall,  so  far  as  pos- 
sible, be  so  selected  that  they  shall  equally  represent  the  two  politi- 
cal parties  of  this  state  which  at  the  last  preceding  election  in 
this  state  polled  the  highest  and  next  highest  number  of  votes  re- 
spectively. Such  inspectors,  when  so  elected,  shall  choose  one  of 
their  number  as  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  by  election  or 
by  drawing  lots.  Such  chairman  shall  then  administer  the  oath 
of  office  to  the  other  inspectors  and  one  of  the  other  inspectors  shall 
then  administer  the  same  to  the  chairman.  The  oath  to  be  admin- 
istered shall  be  as  follows : 

^^  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  afiirm)  that  I  will  support  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  oflBce  of 
inspector  of  election  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability." 

Such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be  written  or  printed,  or  partly 
written  and  partly  printed,  and  attached  to  or  entered  upon  the 
poll  books  used  at  such  election,  and  subscribed  by  the  person  tak- 
ing the  same,  and  certified  by  the  person  administering  the  same. 

Immcdiatoly  upon  the  orgamzsiUow  oi  ^\\c\\ \iQtocA  of  inspectors 
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the  commanding  officers  to  whom  shall  have  been  delivered  aiij 
official  war  ballots,  poll  books  and  envelopes  shall  deliver  the  same 
to  the  inspectors  of  election  of  such  election  and  shall  take  a  receipt 
therefor,  which  receipt  shall  be  forwarded  by  mail  by  such  com- 
manding officer  to  the  secretary  of  state.  The  said  inspectors  shall 
produce  and  have  at  the  polls,  before  any  votes  are  taken  by  them, 
a  box  for  the  reception  of  the  ballots  to  be  voted  at  such  election. 
Before  proceeding  to  take  any  votes  they  shall  open  said  box  and 
publicly  exhibit  the  inside  thereof,  and  the  same  shall  be  entirely 
empty.  They  shall  then  close  and  securely  fasten  the  same  and 
the  said  box  shall  not  be  opened  again  until  the  close  of  the  polls 
at  such  election.  Each  such  box  shall  have  an  opening  in  the  top 
thereof  for  the  reception  of  voted  ballots. 

The  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  shall  have  charge  of  the 
ballot  box  during  the  election  and  shall  receive  from  the  qualified 
voters  their  envelopes  containing  ballots  and  shall  deposit  them 
in  the  ballot  box.  He  shall  designate  two  other  inspectors,  of 
opposite  political  faith,  if  possible,  to  keep  the  poll  books  of  such 
election.  The  remaining  inspi'ctor  shall  have  charge  of  the  official 
ballots  and  envelopes  and  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  qualified 
voters  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election. 

§  510.  Conduct  of  elections.  The  election  shall  be  by 
ballot.  Before  any  person  shall  receive  an  official  ballot  or 
be  permitted  to  vote,  he  shall  make  and  subscribe  the  oath  printed 
upon  the  official  envelope,  as  provided  by  this  article,  and 
any  member  of  said  board  of  inspectors  is  hereby  authorized  to 
administer  and  attest  such  oath.  If  anv  voter  shall  refuse 
to  take  the  oath  so  tendered  he  shall  not  be  allowed  to  vote; 
but  if  he  shall  take  the  oath  tendered  him  his  vote  shall  be 
accepted.  Upon  taking  the  oath  required,  the  voter  shall 
give  to  the  inspectors  keeping  the  poll  l)ooks,  who  shall  each  enter 
upon  the  poll  book  kept  by  him,  his  name  and  residence  by  street 
and  number,  if  anv,  count v  and  eitv  or  town.  lie  shall  also  srive 
such  other  information  as  is  required  to  be  entered  in  such  poll 
book.  When  such  voter  gives  such  information  to  such  inspect- 
ors, the  inspector  having  '^charges  of  the  ballots  and  envelopes 
shall  write  in  the  proper  blank  spaces  upon  such  official  envelope 
the  name  and  residence  by  street  and  number,  if  any,  of  such  voter, 
and  the  coimty,  and  the  city  or  \ovn\  in  which  he  claims  to  reside, 
and  shall  deliver  such  ballot  or  ballots  and  such  envelope,  to  such 
voter.  Such  voter  shall  then  retire  to  some  convenient  place  and 
shall  prepare  his  ballots  and  envelope  for  voting. 

•  So  in  originn  1. 
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Tho  voter  may  write  or  paste  upon  his  ballot  the  name  of  any 
jx^rsou  for  whom  he  *decires  to  vote  fop  any  *eflSce  for  whidi 
such  voter  may  lawfully  vote  at  such  election.  Any  snch  voter  may 
paste  upon  such  ballot  a  printed  ballot  of  his  own  selection  or 
preparation,  to  be  known  as  a  paster  ballot,  containing  the  titles  of 
all  the  oiRcos  to  be  filled  and  the  names  of  the  candidates 
therefor  for  whom  he  desires  and  is  entitled  to  vote  at  such  elec- 
tion. Such  paster  ballot  may  be  gummed  and  the  voter  may  paste 
the  whole  or  any  part  of  such  paster  ballot  upon  the  official  ballot 
Any  name  so  written  or  pasted  upon  the  official  ballot  shall  be 
deemed  the  choice  of  the  voter.  All  pasters  shall  be  of  white  paper 
and  ]n"iuted  in  type  miifonn  with  that  required  to  be  used  upon 
the  official  ballot  and  printed  in  plain  black  ink.  A  paster  shall  be 
so  attached  to  the  ballot  that  when  the  ballot  is  folded  no  printed 
portion  of  such  paster  shall  be  visible. 

After  preparing  his  ballot  and  before  delivering  the  same  to  the 
chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors,  the  voter  shall  fold 
his  ballot  in  such  a  wav  that  the  contents  of  the  ballot  shall 
be  concealed  and  inclose  the  same  in  such  envelope  which  he  shall 
securely  seal.  lie  shall  then  deliver  such  envelope  to  the  chair- 
man of  the  board  of  inspectors;  but  before  such  envelope  shall 
b(*  (le})o>ito(l  in  the  ballot  box  the  chairman  shall  declare  from 
such  envelope  the  name  of  such  voter  and  his  residence  by  street 
and  number,  if  any,  county  and  city  or  town,  and  if  such  voter 
i>  entitled  to  vote  and  such  envelope  is  securely  sealed  and  his 
name  and  the  other  matter  hereby  required  is  recorded  upon  the 
poll  books,  the  inspector  keeping  such  poll  books  shall  announce 
the  same  as  correct  and  shall  record  such  voter  as  voting.  The 
chairman  shall  thereupon  deposit  such  envelope  containing  such 
ballot  or  ballots  in  the  l>allot  box.  Any  voter  so  having  voted,  shall 
not  ac^ain  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election,  though  present  on 
election  dav  in  the  election  district  w-here  he  resides. 

If,  for  any  cause,  the  official  ballots,  poll  books  and  envelopes 
shall  not  be  provided  as  required  by  law  at  any  polling  place,  upon 
the  opening  of  the  polls  for  any  election  thereat,  or  if  the  supply 
of  official  ballots  or  envelopes  shall  be  exhausted  before  the  polls 
are  closed,  unofficial  ballots,  poll  books  and  envelopes  printed  or 
written^  made  as  nearly  as  'pTae;t\e.^\A^  ycl  tlie  form  of  the  official 
halloty  poll  books  and  envelopes  tsi^j  \ife  x^aa^-

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§    511.  Count  of  the  votes.    As  soon  as  the  polls  of  an 
Lection    are    closed,    the    inspectors    of    election    thereat    shall 
•ublicly  destroy  all  official  envelopes  and  ballots  not  voted;  and 
hall  then  publicly  open  such  ballot  boxes  and  count  and  ascertain 
he    number  of  voters  voting  and  not  adjourn  or  postpone  the 
ount  until  it  shall  be  fully  completed.     The  board  of  inspect- 
ors    shall    commence    the    count    by    comparing    the    two    poll 
K>oks  used  at  such  election,  correcting  any  mistakes  therein,  and 
)y   counting  the  envelopes  containing  ballots  found  in  the  ballot 
x>xes  without  opening  them,  and  by  comparing  the  envelopes  con- 
:aining  ballots  found  in  such  box  with  the  number  shown  by  the 
poll  books  to  have  been  deposited  therein.

The  inspectors  shall  thereupon 
inclose  all  such  envelopes  containing  ballots  without  opening  the 
same,  in  a  sealed  package  with  one  of  said  poll  books,  and  shall 
direct  them  to  the  secretary  of  state,  at  Albany,  New  York,  and 
shall  forward  the  same  by  mail  or  express  to  him  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible after  such  election.  The  other  of  such  poll  books  shall  be 
sealed  in  an  envelope  directed  to  the  governor  of  the  state  of  New 
York,  at  Albany,  New  York,  and  shall  be  ioTw^Tded  ioYt\5.\\v*.  ta 
him  by  mail  or  express,  but  by  diffeTeuX.  WTiftL's.,  \i  ^^'s.i'?^^^^^^'^

§  512.   Returns  not  to  be  rejected  because  of  ia^ 
formality  of  election.      Xo  mere  informal  it  v   in  the  mm- 

nor  (^f  carrying  out  or  exc»cuting  the  provisions  of  this  articU 
shall  invalidate  the  election  held  under  the  same  or  authorize 
the  rejection  of  the  returns  thereof;  and  the  provisions  of  this 
article  sliall  he  liberally  constru<'d  for  the  purjioses  herein  ex- 
pressed or  intended. 

§  513.  Disposition  of  envelopes  and  ballots.  TJpoo  Ij 
the  rec<*ipt  bv  the  governor  of  the  poll  books  of  the  votes  [a 
cast  at  any  such  election,  he  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  secretaiy  I;, 
of  state.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  upon  receipt  of  the  pack-  jn 
aijres  notifv  the  chairman  or  any  member  of  the  state  committees 
of  the  parties  which  at  the  last  election  for  governor  cast  the 
highest  and  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  for  such  office,  that  at 
a  day  and  hour  nanic<l  therein  at  his  office  he  will  open  the  pack- 
ages and  compare  the  poll  books  with  the  envelopes  containing 
ballots  received  by  him  and  with  the  poll  books,  if  any,  received 
from  the  governor.  Such  notice  shall  be  served  personally  or  bj 
mail  directed  to  the  last  known  ]>laee  of  residence  of  such  person, 
lie  shall  forthwith  prepare  from  said  poll  books  and  envelopes  a 
separate  statement  for  each  county  under  his  official  seal  in  which 
shall  appear  all  the  information  hereby  required  to  be  entered 
in  such  poll  books,  concerninu  the  voters  resident  in  such  county.

After  all 
sneli  ballots  shall  ha\e  been  cast,  said  inspectors  of  election  shall 
immediately  proceed  to  canvass  the  same,  and  make  a  statement 
and  return  thereof  as  provided  by  law;  and  forthwith  forward 
the  same  to  the  county  clerk,  by  one  of  their  number. 

§  515.   Canvass  by  connty  board.     The  county  board  of 

canvassers  or  such  other  board  as  performs  like  duties,  shall  con- 
vene on  the  seventh  Thursday  after  the  election  day,  at  their  usual 
place  of  meeting,  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  the  purpose 
of  canvassing  such  statements  and  returns. 

At  such  meeting  of  the  county  or  other  canvassing  board  the 
said  board  shall  proceed  to  canvass  such  statements  and  returns

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§  517.  Returns  or  statements  not  ntade  and  filed 
prior  to  certain  dates  in  any  year  not  to  be  can- 
_  Tassed.      Xo    statement,    as    provided   by   this    article,   which 
ahall  not  have  been  duly  made  and  filed  by  a  county  board  of 
canvassers  prior  to  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  December  next  suc- 
ceeding such  election  in  any  year,  shall  be  canvassed  or  affect  the 
-■  lesult  of  such  an  election ;  and  no  return  or  statement  not  received 
I  by   a   county  board  of  canvassers  at  their  meeting  herein  pro- 
vided for,  shall  be  thereafter  canvassed,  or  affect  the  result  of 
such  election. 

§  518.  Provisions  of  penal  laur  relating  to  crin&es 
AS^ainst  the  elective  franchise  to  apply.  All  the  pro- 
visions of  the  penal  law  relating  to  crimes  against  the  elective 
franchise  shall  be  deemed  to  apply  to  all  elections  held  under  the 
provisions  of  this  article,  and  any  person  who  shall  violate  any 
such  provisions  may  be  indietetl  at  any  time  in  any  coujity  of 
this  state  and  may  be  fined  or  imprisoned  or  both  so  fined  and 
imprisoned  upon  conviction  thereof  whenever  found  in  this  state.

§  510.  Filling  vacancies  in  the  office  of  inspector 
o£  elections.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  a  majority  of  the  in- 
spectors of  election  provided  for  by  this  article  to  execute  al! 
the  trusts  and  duties  required  to  be  executed  by  the  in- 
spectors herein  provided  for.  And  if  for  any  cause,  after  the 
inspectors  of  election  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  have  been

§  520.  Elections  n&ay  he  contested.  All  elections  held 
under  this  article  shall  be  subject  to  contest  and  inquiry  in  the 
same  manner  as  elections  held  within  this  state.  The  sealed 
packages  of  voted  ballots  shall  be  held  inviolate  in  the  office  in 
which  they  are  filed,  subject  to  the  order  of  a  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction  and  may  upon  such  order  of  such  court  be  opened 
and  canvassed. 
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§  581.  General  provisions  eon^Demins  eleetiont  til 
apply.  The  several  officers  or  persons  authorized  by  the  pre- 
visions of  this  article  to  conduct  the  elections  held  by  virtue  I 
hereof  shall  have  the  like  powers,  and  they,  as  well  as  other  persons  I

Every  { 
political  committee  shall  have  a  treasurer,  and  shall  cause  j 
hinj  to  keep  detailed  accounts  of  all  money  or  its  equivalent,  re- 
ceived by  or  promised  to,  and  of  all  expenditures,  disburse- 
ments and  promises  of  payment  or  disbursement  made  by 
the  committee  or  any  of  its  officers  or  members  or  by  any  person 
acting  under  it«  authority  or  in  its  behalf.

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INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  GUIDANCE  OF  ELEC- 
TION OFFICERS  AT  GENERAL 

ELECTIONS. 


The  following  brief  instructions  am  not  intended  as  a  complete 
guide  for  election  officers,  but  merely  to  point  out  where  their 
more  important  duties  may  be  foimd  in  the  text  of  the  election 
law. 

GENERAL  PO^VERS  AND  DUTIES. 
Preliminary  Duties. 

One  of  the  first  preliminary  duties  of  an  election  officer  j^lioiild 
be  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  boundaries  of  his  election  dis- 
trict, in  order  that  he  may  be  able  to  decide  at  once  whether  an 
elector,  upon  giving  his  place  of  residence,  is  entitled  to  be  regis- 
tered or  entitled  to  vote  in  his  election  district.  This  knowledge 
may  be  obtained  by  application  to  the  town  or  city  clerk,  or  board 
of  elections,  where  maps  or  certificates  of  the  boundaries  of  election 
districts  are  rcipiircd  to  be  tiled.     See  §  2!>8. 

Organization  of  Boards  of  Inspectors. 

The  first  duty  to  be  performed  by  boards  of  inspectors  is'  tho 
registration  of  electors,  and  before  entering  upon  that  duty,  tho 
inspectors  of  each  district  shall  meet  and  appoint  one  of  their 
number  chairman,  or  if  the  majority  shall  not  agree  upon  such 
nj)]>ointmrnt,  they  shall  draw  lots  for  that  position.  Si'C  §§  ol3, 
314. 

Inspectors  to  Act  as  a  Board. 

In  all  proceedings  of  the  inspectors  acting  as  registrars,  inspect- 
ors or  canvassers  they  shall  act  as  a  board,  and,  in  case  of  a  (Ques- 
tion arising,  as  to  matters  which  may  call  for  a  determination  by 
them,  a  majority  of  such  board  shall  decide.     See  §  314. 

Supplying;  Vacancies  and  Absences. 

If  at  the  time  of  any  meeting  of  the  inspectors,  tV\ex^  ^^x^^.Vfe 
a  vacancy  in  any  of  the  election  of&cea,  ot  oh^  ^^«*\Aa^  cSv^^^'e^ 
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Bhoiild  be  absent,  the  offices  should  be  filled,  or  absences  supplied, 
fi'om  the  political  party  entitled  to  tbe  vacant  place,  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  law;  and  the  person  so  appointed  or  desig- 
nated to  act  as  an  election  officer  should  immediately  take  the  con- 
Btitntioiial  and  statutory  oaths,  as  prescribed  by  the  election  law.

Preservation  of  Order  by  Inspectors. 

The  board  of  election  inspectors  and  each  individual  member 
thereof  have  full  authority  to  preserve  peace  and  good  order  at 
all  iiioetin|G:s  of  the  board  and  around  the  polls  of  elections,  and 
to  keej)  tlie  access  thereto  unobstructed,  and  to  enforce  obedience 
to  their  lawful  commands.

REGISTRATION  OF  VOTERS. 

Meetings. 

Before  every  general  election  in  cities,  except  Xew  York,  or  vil- 
lages having  5,000  inhabitants  or  more,  meetings  for  the  enroll- 
ment of  voters  are  to  be  held,  namely:  On  the  fourth  Friday, 
fourth  Saturday,  third  Friday  and  third  Saturday  before  election, 
and  in  election  districts  other  than  in  cities  or  such  villages,  two 
meetings  are  to  l>e  held,  namely:  On  the  fourth  and  third  Satur- 
dav  l)ofore  the  election.  In  Xew  York  citv  said  registration  davs 
are  the  twentv-ninth,  twentv-eic:hth,  twentv-fourth  and  twentv- 
S('(*()ii<l  (lays  before  ek^'tion.     See  §  150. 

Xo  inspector  sliall  on  any  day  of  registration  be  absent  during 
•the  liours  fixed  for  enrolling  the  names  of  electors.     See  §  151. 

Xot  more  than  two  watchers  of  each  political  party  or  inde- 
pendent Ixxly  cntitliHl  to  file  certificates  of  nominations  may  l)e 
present  at  such  polling  place,  and  within  the  guard  rail,  from 
at  lenst  fifteen  minutes  before  the  commencement  of  the  said  meet- 
ing nntil  after  the  completion  of  the  duties  of  the  board  of  in- 
sj)ector>  for  that  day  of  registration.     Se<»  §  151. 

Reg:ister  of  Voters. 

Each  inspector  is  required  to  make  one  copy  of  the  register  of 
voters,   and  he  should  not  make  any  entry   in   any  register  but 
his  own,  or  permit  any  otWv  \>ot^cm\  to  make  an  entry  therein. 
The  copy  made  by  the  e\vi\m\mTv  oi  \V^  \>q^^$l  ^1  vas^^ectors, 
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which  is  knowTi  as  the  *"  public  copy  of  registration,"  is  to.  be  left 
in  a  prominent  position  in  the  place  of  registration,  from  the  first 
day  of  registration  until  election  <lav.  Each  other  inspector  must 
carefully  preserve  his  re^istcu-  and  bo  responsible  therefor  until 
the  close  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  on  election  day,  except  that  iu 
cities  of  th(^  first  class  at  the  close  of  the  last  day  of  registration 
the  cliairnian  of  the  board  .^hall  take  from  an  inspector  of  oppo- 
site political  faith,  the  register  made  by  such  inspector  and 
deliver  it  to  the  j)oliee  for  tiling,  as  required  by  the  election  law, 
and  the  two  other  ini>pectors  of  opposite  political  faith  shall 
each  retain  their  respective  registers  of  electors,  for  use  on  election 
day.

Entries  are  to  be  made  in  the  blank  books  for  registration  of 
voters,  and  in  the  book  of  identification  statements  for  registra- 
tion day  when  necessary,  which  books  are  to  be  delivered  to  the 
in>2)ectors  bi-fore  the  hour  set  for  registering  the  names  of  voters 
on  the  tir^t  day  of  registration.  Such  books  contain  instructions 
which  should  b(^  carefully  read  by  each  inspector  before  proceeding 
with  the  registration  ()f  voters,  and  in  addition  thereto,  the  in- 
sj)ectors  are  advised  to  carefully  read  the  provisions  of  section  32, 
for  full  and  complete  instructions.     See  $^   17)5. 

Qnaliflcations   of  Voters. 

The  qualifications  of  voters  for  the  purpose  of  having  his 
iianu^  placed  on  the  register,  are  fully  set  forth  in  section  1()2,  and 
should  be  thoroughly  understood  by  the  inspectors  of  election. 

Challenges. 

If  an  applicant  for  registration  be  challenged,  or  if  any  ineui- 
ber  of  the  board  of  inspectors  shall  have  reason  to  suspect  that 
such  applicant  is  not  entitled  to  be  registered,  his  name  should 
not  be  entered  on  the  register  of  voters  unless  upon  examina- 
tion under  oath,  the  applicant  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  inspectors  his  right  to  be  enrolled.  Blank  challenge  affida- 
vits are  provided  for  each  board  of  inspectors,  which  are  to  be 
filled  out  by  the  inspectors  in  every  case  of  a  challenge.  If  n 
member  of  the  lx)ard  shall  have*  reason  to  suspect  that  the  appli-

In  any  city  within  the  metropolitan  elections  district,  the  board 
3f  inspectors  of  each  election  district  shall  on  each  day  of  registra- 
tion transfer  to  cards  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  by  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  which  cards  shall  be  in  form  and  style  approved 
by  the  state  superintendent  of  elections,  a  complete  copy  of  the 
Dame  of  each  person  registered  or  enrolled  in  their  respective  dis- 
tricts, together  with  all  of  the  answers  made  and  information  given 
by  the  person  registered,  at  the  time  of  registration,  and  which 
said  cards,  enclosed  and  sealed  in  a  cover  to  be  provided  for  that 
purpose  by  the  secretary  of  state,  shall  be  delivered  forthwith  by 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  inspectors  together  with  a  statement 
on  a  blank  form,  to  be  furnished  by  the  secretary  of  state  after  ap- 
proval by  tlie  state  superintendent  of  elections,  that  the  cards  deliv- 
ered contain  a  correct  copy  of  all  the  names  registered  and  infor- 
mation given  by  the  persons  so  registered,  to  the  police,  who  shall 
forthwith  deliver  the  same  to  the  state  superintendent  of  elections 
at  his  office.  See  §  485. 

DUTIES  ON  ELECTION  DAY. 

Opening  of  the  Polls. 

Election  officers  are  required  to  meet  at  the  polling  places  of 
their  respective  districts  not  later  than  5:30  a.  m.,  and  proceed 
to  arrange  the  polling  places  for  the  orderly  and  legal  conduct 
of  the  election.  See  §  350. 

For  manner  of  arrangement  of  ])olling  places,  see  §  317. 

Sealed  packages  containing  official  and  sample  ballots,  instrfiic- 
tion  cards  and  stationery,  are  required  to  be  distributed  to  each 
election  district  at  least  one-half  hour  before  the  opening  of  the 
polls  of  such  election  therein.  The  inspectors  upon  receiving 
such  packages,  shall  give  to  the  officer  or  board  delivering  the 
same  a  receipt  therefor.     See  §§  343,  350. 

If  the  official  ballots  required  to  be  furnished  shall  not  be  de- 
livered at  the  time  required,  the  board  shall  cause  unofficial  bal- 
lots to  be  prepared  as  nearly  in  the  form  oi  l\v^  c3S£l^\^  \>^^^\a 
fts  practicsble.     See  §  345.

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TIk?  following  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  inspectors  before 
opening  the  polls: 

1.  Open  the  sealed  package  of  instruction  cards,  and  cause  them 
to  be  posted  in  the  manner  provided  for  by  law. 

2.  Open  the  sealed  package  of  official  ballots  and  sample  ballots 
and  place  them  in  charge  of  the  ballot  clerks.

-S.  Designate  an  inspector  to  receive  ballots  from  the  electors 
voting,  and  if  a  majority  shall  not  agree  to  such  designation,  such

0.  If  at  the  o])ening  of  the  polls  or  during  the  day  of  election 
there  should  be  a  vacancv  in  anv  of  the  election  offices,  or  an'^ 
election  officer  should  l)e  absent,  such  vacancies  and  absences  should

Proclamation  of  Opening  of  Polls. 

The  ])olls  of  every  general  election  shall  be  open  at  six  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon.

One  of  the  inspectors  shall  then  make  proclamation  that  the 
j)o]ls  of  election  are  o])en  and  of  the  time  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  ^ 
when  the  polls  will  l)e  closed.

Watchers  and  Ckallengers. 

Duly  authorized  watchers,  two  of  each  political  party  or  inde- 
pendent body,  upon  the  production  of  their  credentials,  should  be 
admitted  within  the  guard  rail  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the 
unlocking  and  examination  of  any  ballot  box  at  the  opening  of  the 
polls,  and  may  be  present  until  after  the  announcement  of  the 
result  of  the  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  thereat,  and  the  signing  of 
the  original  statement  of  the  canvass,  and  copies  thereof,  by  the 
inspectors.  See  §  352. 

A  reasonable  number  of  challengers  shall  be  permitted  to  re- 
main just  outside  the  guard  rail  of  each  polling  place,  where  they 
can  plainly  see  what  is  done  within  such  rail  outside  the  voting 
booths,  from  the  opening  to  the  close  of  the  polls  thereat.  See 
§  352. 

Delivery  of  Ballots  to  Electors. 

Do  not  allow  within  the  guard  rail  more  than  twice  as  many 
voters  as  there  are  voting  booths  thereat,  in  addition  to  the  persons 
lawfully  within  such  guard  rail  for  other  purposes  than  voting.

Persons  lawfully  authorized  to  be  admitted  within  guard  rail 
are  enumerated  in  section  three  hundred  fifty-one.

In  cases  of  physical  disability  or  illiteracy  of  a  voter,  which 
lust  be  declared  by  the  voter  under  oath,  two  of  the  election 
fficers,  both  of  whom  shall  not  be  of  the  same  political  faith, 
lay  enter  the  booth  with  such  voter  and  assist  him  in  preparing 
is  ballots.
